Preface 


This Expenditure Plan is a reference document. It contains several levels of detail to respond 
to the needs of its audience. 


The Plan is divided into three sections. Section | is an overview of the Program and a 
summary of its current plans and a record of performance. For those interested in more detail, 
Section || identifies the expected results and other key performance information. Section III 
provides further information on costs and resources as well as special analyses the reader 
may require to understand the Program more fully. 


Section | is preceded by details of Spending Authorities from Part Il of the Estimates and 
Volume II of the Public Accounts. This is to provide continuity with other Estimates documents 
and to help assess the Program's financial performance over the past year. Section | also 
provides information about the consequences of Program Review for the Department. 


The Activity and Sub-Activity structure has changed to reflect the new approach to 
managing the priorities of the Department. Reporting for major plans in Section II is now at 
the Sub-Activity, rather than the Activity level. The following format is used for Sub-Activities: 
the long-term objective; a description of the Sub-Activity; the results to be achieved within a 
general three-to-five-year time-frame; progress on results in 1994-95 and 1995-96; and, 
targets for results by the end of 1996-97. 


This document permits easy access to specific information the reader may require. The 
table of contents provides a guide to the material contained in each section and a financial 
summary in Section | gives cross-references to the more detailed information found in 
Section Il. In addition, references are made throughout the document to allow the reader to 
easily find more details on items of particular interest. There is a topical index to facilitate the 
search for specific departmental topics (see page 142). 


In accordance with Operating Budget principles, reported human resource consumption is 
measured by employee full-time equivalents (FTE). One FTE is a measure of any combination 
of periods of employment in a fiscal year that equal the employment of one person on a full- 
time basis throughout the year. This will take account of such factors as term and casual 
employment and job sharing.

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Section I 
Program Overview 


A. Highlights of Recent Performance and Plans for 1996-97 


The following section highlights Environment Canada's program performance over the past 
year and key program results to be achieved in the upcoming year. 


Performance highlights and planned results reflect the Department's commitment to the 
health and safety of Canadians, to fiscal responsibility and the creation of opportunity, and to 
the support of Canadians in their efforts to make environmentally responsible decisions. 


Canadian Environmental Protection Act (CEPA): The Parliamentary Standing Committee 
for Environment and Sustainable Development completed its review of CEPA in June 1995. 
The Committee's report proposes improvements to the Act in such areas as toxics, 
enforcement and compliance. Environment Canada will respond constructively to the Standing 
Committee review. The amendments to CEPA will be tabled in 1996 (see page 38). 


In other legislative areas, a legislative proposal for a Canadian Endangered Species 
Protection Act was released for public consultation. A Canada-United States protocol to the 
Migratory Birds Convention was signed in 1995 to allow for the responsive regulation of 
traditional spring and other hunting of waterfowl by Aboriginal peoples, and for the long- 
established Murre hunt in Newfoundland (see page 50 and 51). 


The National Action Program on Climate Change: Canada tabled the National Action 
Program at the Berlin Conference to the Parties on Climate Change in April 1995. In 1996, 
implementation of the National Action Program will be initiated and a report will be prepared 
on the progress of the federal contribution to this initiative (See page 29). 


The Federal Toxic Substances Management Policy: This Policy, which calls for the virtual 
elimination of toxic substances which are persistent, bioaccumulative and human-generated 
was released in June 1995. As part of the implementation of the Policy, the Department will 
propose a group of substances for virtual elimination in 1996 (see page 39). 


The Canadian Biodiversity Strategy: The Strategy was released in November 1995. A 
national report on the progress toward implementation will be released in the fall of 1996 (see 
page 49). 


Ecosystem Initiatives: In December 1995, the objective set for the reduction of toxic 
industrial effluent from 50 plants, targeted under the St. Lawrence Action Plan, was achieved 
(see page 61). 


All impaired uses of the environment in Collingwood Harbour have been fully restored and 


the International Joint Commission (IJC) has, as a consequence, delisted Collingwood as a 
Great Lakes Area of Concern, the first delisting by the IJC. 
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In collaboration with regions and communities, Environment Canada will continue to work 
toward reducing risks to the environment and human health in major ecosystems by: 


* completing environmental management plans for 13 coastal sites in Atlantic Canada (see 
page 59); 


* identifying and defining the characteristics of effluent from targeted industrial facilities in 
the St. Lawrence basin (see page 61); 


* reaching agreement with stakeholders on actions to be taken to remediate beneficial uses 
of the environment in the remaining 16 most heavily impaired sites within the Great Lakes 
(see page 63); 


* completing the Northern River Basins Study with the release of its final report on 
March 31, 1996 (see page 66); and 


* reducing persistent toxic substances in the Fraser River Basin (see page 66). 


International Cooperation: Canada's national report to the United Nations Commission for 
Sustainable Development for 1994 was issued in the spring of 1995 (see page 59). 


Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable Development: Bill C-83, the 
Amendments to the Auditor General Act, was proclaimed in December 1995. The 
Amendments create a Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable Development in the 
Office of the Auditor General and will require Ministers to table sustainable development 
strategies in Parliament, commencing two years from the coming into force of the Bill. The 
Commissioner will monitor and report to Parliament annually on the Government's progress in 
achieving sustainable development (see page 15 and 103). 


Sustainable Development Strategies: In June 1995, the Government released "A Guide to 
Green Government" that provides guidance to federal departments in the preparation of 
sustainable development strategies that are comprehensive, results oriented, and prepared in 
consultation with stakeholders. Using this Guide as a base, the Department will be preparing 
its own sustainable development strategy for tabling in Parliament in 1996 (see page 104). 


Eco-Action Centres: Environment Canada's 17 Eco-Action Centres provide a community 
focus for many departmental services. For example, the production and delivery of weather 
services are being consolidated in these Centres, where most routine functions are 
automated. This allows meteorologists to focus on forecasting significant weather events and 
provide services tailored to meet clients' needs (see page 73). 


Green Lane on the Information Highway: The Green Lane on the Internet (World Wide 
Web) allows Canadians to access, by computer, environmental information including weather 
forecasts and information on topics such as climate and atmospheric research. In 1995-96, 
Environment Canada established a network of sites in Ottawa and in most of its Eco-Action 
Centres, thus creating a "virtual presence" in most communities across the country (see 
page 85). 
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Canadian Environmental Industry Mission: The Minister led an Environmental Industry 
Mission to Malaysia, Thailand, and South Korea from September 4 to 15, 1995 with a 
delegation of 29 environment sector companies. The first trade mission ever led by an 
environment Minister, the mission reflects the government's commitment to job creation, a 
strong and thriving environmental industry in Canada, and sustainable development (see 
page 97). 


Canadian Environmental Technology Advancement Centres: Three Centres located in 
British Columbia, Ontario and Quebec completed their second year of operation. These not- 
for-profit corporations provide small- and medium-sized Canadian companies with access to a 
comprehensive range of technical and business services. This program is delivered in 
partnership with provincial governments, environmental industry associations and the private 
sector. During 1996-97, the Centres will provide commercialization advice and assistance to 
nearly one thousand small- and medium-sized environmental businesses (see page 99). 


Conservation Land Donations: |n July 1995, the Minister of Finance released draft 
legislation to amend the /ncome Tax Act with regard to donation of ecologically sensitive 
lands. Environment Canada is responsible for the establishment of a process for certification 
of such gifts and qualification of recipient registered charities (see page 53). 


Acquisition of Ice Data: Radarsat, a sophisticated Canadian satellite carrying radar 
equipment will provide regular high-resolution images of ice for identifying, predicting and 
monitoring ice hazards in Canadian waters (see page 90). 


Dissemination of Weather Information: State-of-the-art technologies now allow most 
Canadians to receive weather warnings and forecasts in a timely manner. In 1995-96, the 
Weatheradio and Weathercopy networks were completed: there are now some 150 
Weatheradio transmitters, 65 of which are equipped with Weathercopy. In addition, an All 
Channel Alert system is being developed to place a "crawler" warning message at the bottom 
of TV screens (see page 76). 


~~ Re-engineering and Rationalization of Atmospheric and Hydrologic Services: 


Environment Canada is rationalizing, consolidating and re-engineering weather and hydrologic 
services. This effort will result in improved efficiency and responsiveness, focusing the 
Department on its core responsibilities in a technologically advanced, yet affordable, manner 
(see page 73 and 86). 


Quality Services: In an effort to produce quality, affordable services that meet client 
expectations, the Department has developed service standards for marine and public weather 
services, and for ice services. These standards will be published in the spring of 1996. 
Standards for aviation weather services will be developed in 1996-97. Developed in 
consultation with clients, service standards define measurable performance objectives to allow 
for continuous improvement in service and manage the expectations of the clients (see 

page 75). 
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B. Background 
1. Introduction 


Environment Canada's mandate has not changed since it began in 1970 (see page 9): 
however, the range and character of the issues with which it must deal have evolved 
considerably. Increasingly, environmental problems are becoming global in scope as the 
unsustainable practices of every nation are identified and we realize the increasing risk to our 
collective well-being. 


Canada's response, and that of many other nations, has been to embrace the vision of 
sustainable development based on the integration of environmental, economic and social 
considerations, and the employment of a strategy which engages citizens as partners. 


Because sustaining the environment is a responsibility shared by all, the creation of a 
national capacity for sustainable development is vital. The Department is committed to 
supporting Canadians in their efforts to sustain the environment, to ensure that a healthy 
environmental legacy is passed on to future generations. 


Environment Canada delivers measurable benefits to Canadians through an integrated 
efficient and effective ecosystem-based Program founded on focused science, sound policy 
and the delivery of services. Its key Program Activities are directed towards: reducing risks to 
human health and the environment; providing timely weather and environmental warnings and 
reducing the frequency and severity of environmental emergencies; and giving Canadians the 
tools to build a greener society. 


The challenge for the Department is to be ready to meet evolving environmental concerns, 
while building society's capability to make sound decisions about the environment, and while 
continuing to provide quality services despite severe budgetary constraints. 


Partnerships: Success in sustainable development and in building toward an effective, 
efficient and affordable department for the year 2000 will depend on the ability to renew 
existing partnerships and develop new ones. The Department must: focus on sustaining 
Canada's global environmental leadership; further the integration of the environment within the 
framework of the national economy; and foster the health and sustainability of ecosystems of 
national importance. The following are some of Environment Canada's key partners in 
pursuing these objectives. 


* Federal Departments and Agencies: Environment Canada works closely with many 
federal departments to address issues of science, policy and service delivery that have 
implications for the environment and the economy. For example, in September 1994, 
the Department, together with Industry Canada, launched the Canadian Environmental 
Industry Strategy. It established an action plan to achieve, through a wide range of 
partnerships, a cleaner environment and a more dynamic competitive environment 
industry in Canada. The Department also provides technical advice to other 
government departments to help bring about the greening of federal operations in as 
rapid and cost-effective manner possible. Commitment to sustainable ecosystem 
management will continue to require the close cooperation of federal departments 
working with all sectors of Canadian society. 
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* Provincial and Territorial Governments: The environment transcends political 
boundaries; it is important for Environment Canada, the provinces, and the territories 
to work closely toward common goals. Mechanisms like the Canadian Council of 
Ministers of the Environment and the Wildlife Ministers' Council provide a forum for 
cooperative action. Partnerships are also developed outside such mechanisms. For 
example: in partnership with provincial governments, environmental industry 
associations and the private sector, a series of Canadian Environmental Technology 
Advancement Centres has been established to provide advice and services to small- 
and medium-sized businesses. 


¢ National and International Bodies: Environment Canada remains closely involved 
with many of the activities of the National Round Table on the Environment and the 
Economy and maintains an ongoing working relationship with other national and 
international bodies, such as the World Meteorological Organization, the International 
Institute for Sustainable Development, the Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development, the Asia Pacific Economic Cooperation Forum, the United Nations 
Environment Program, the Canadian Standards Association, the International 
Standards Organization, the International Joint Commission, and the International 
Union for the Conservation of Nature. 


* Business: Business has an ongoing interest in the development of sound 
environmental management in Canada. Leading industrial sectors and business 
associations in Canada are increasingly devoting attention to sustainable business 
practices through the development of principles and implementation of environmental 
management systems. Environment Canada works with all sectors, to foster 
environmentally sustainable economic growth and a competitive Canadian 
environmental industry. 


¢ Labour: Through representation in various departmental advisory groups and active 
participation in the development of pollution prevention, partnerships with industry and 
labour unions contribute to Environment Canada's consultation agenda. 


° Individual Canadians, Communities and Citizen-based Organizations: 
Community groups and voluntary organizations active in the environmental field 
contribute significantly to the realization of environmental goals. Representatives of 
these organizations work with Environment Canada and contribute to ongoing 
operations and programs through activities like volunteer weather watchers. As well, 
through programs like Action 21, communities are becoming active participants in 
finding solutions to local environmental problems, advancing the sustainability of their 
communities and addressing national priority issues. 


° Aboriginal Peoples: |n the context of the inherent right to self-government policy, 
Environment Canada wishes to foster a good working relationship with Aboriginal 
communities to develop policies that address environmental quality and sustainability 
issues. 
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The Education Community: Environment Canada's collaborative relationship with 
this sector is essential for promoting environmental research and encouraging 
individuals, organizations and communities to improve the quality of their environment. 


The Media/Technology: Largely through the media, Environment Canada provides 
Canadians with a broad range of environmental information including daily 
meteorological information, severe weather warnings, air quality reports, ultraviolet 
level information and other environmental data pertinent to Canadians. 


Mandate 


The Department of the Environment was created in June 1971 following proclamation of the 
Government Organization Act (GOA, 1970). The Department was created by combining 
various entities within the federal government responsible for the natural environment. There 
have been many organizational changes in the last 25 years. 


The duties, powers and functions of the Minister of the Environment include: 


all matters over which Parliament has jurisdiction not otherwise assigned to other federal 
departments, boards and agencies relating to: 


the preservation and enhancement of the natural environment, including water, air and 
soil quality; 


renewable resources, including migratory birds and other non-domestic flora and fauna; 
water; 
meteorology; 


the enforcement of rules or regulations made by the International Joint Commission, 
relating to boundary waters and questions arising between the United States and 
Canada, as they relate to the preservation and enhancement of the quality of the 
natural environment; 


the coordination of federal policies and programs regarding the preservation and 
enhancement of the quality of the natural environment; and 


other matters over which the Parliament of Canada has jurisdiction, relating to the 
environment, and that are by law assigned to the Minister. 


The Department of the Environment Act recognizes that preserving and enhancing the 
environment is not solely the responsibility of the Minister of the Environment. It gives the 
Minister broad advocacy responsibilities to promote and encourage practices that lead to 
environmental health, and to cooperate with others having similar objectives. 
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The Department's mandate includes the administration of 14 Federal Acts as well as 
specific responsibilities provided for in Acts assigned to other departments and agencies (see 
page 139). 


3. Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: During 1995-96, the Department developed and implemented a new 
business planning process. The new process, based on an integrated ecosystems approach, 
enhances departmental integration and strengthens accountability for the delivery of results, 
while maintaining and building upon the strengths of its existing program management 
structures. The integrated approach groups the work of the Department into three mutually 
reinforcing business lines which provide the new framework for the Department's integrated 
direction and priority-setting. These business lines were then adopted as the new 
departmental Activities. A fourth Activity, Administration, which supports the three business 
lines, was also added. The new Activity Structure is described below. 


* A Healthy Environment: provides scientific knowledge and expertise concerning the 
health of the environment and environmental stressors; develops national strategies and 
standards; ensures that those strategies and standards are vigorously applied; and takes a 
leadership role in the international community in order to represent Canadian interests and 
advance domestic issues. 


* Safety from Environmental Hazards: provides Canadians with timely and accurate 
weather and environmental predictions and warnings, as well as services and science 
aimed at reducing the frequency and severity of environmental emergencies. 


* A Greener Society: provides useful and accessible information, readily applicable 
technologies and tools, and policies that integrate social, economic and environmental 
considerations, with a view to building the capability of Canadians to make wise decisions 
and thus sustain the environment. 


¢ Administration: provides integrated strategic direction to advance the sustainable 
development agenda in the Department; and provides tools, technologies and advice to 
managers to enable them to manage their resources in an efficient and effective manner.

Former Activity Structure: |n the past, the Environment Program was structured to coincide 
with the organization of the Department and consisted of five Activities (Atmospheric 
Environment, Environmental Protection, Environmental Conservation, Administration, and the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Agency). The Canadian Environmental Assessment 
Agency will adopt its own program and activity structure on April 1, 1996. 
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Organizational Structure: The organizational structure of the Department has not changed 
substantially since 1993. The three mutually reinforcing business lines (Activities) and the 
Administration Activity, which supports them, cut across the Department's organizational 
structure to foster integration. Under this structure, corporate planning and external reporting 
will be by business line (Activity) and their components (or Sub-Activities). Management of 
resources and delivery of results will continue to be by responsibility centre within the existing 
organizational structure. 


Environment Canada is organized into twelve major responsibility centres—seven 
headquarters services and five integrated regions. They are:

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C. Planning Perspective 
External Factors Influencing the Program 


Environmental Issues: The Environment Program is consistently and necessarily influenced 
by change. Scientific issues are interrelated and ecosystems are complex. Issues like toxics, 
stratospheric ozone depletion and biodiversity are linked and require a cohesive approach to 
their management. They are not amenable to short-term solutions or localized control. 
Increasingly, environmental issues are becoming global issues of health and economic well- 
being. 


Because of the interrelationship between environmental issues, their globalization, and 
their links to human health and national economic viability, it is no longer appropriate to 
separate domestic from international influences. In some aspects of environmental issues, the 
greatest change may occur through domestic efforts, while for others, maximizing 
opportunities requires the cooperation of international partners or the application of 
international mechanisms. 


There is a need for focused efforts, and there are opportunities for positive change, in 
areas such as the impact of toxic substances on reproductive systems, climate change, air 
quality issues, stresses on major ecosystems, the sustainability of water resources and water 
policy, conservation of habitat and species (biodiversity), barriers and disincentives to sound 
environmental practices, and the clarification of environmental liability. 


Success in these areas requires close and continuing cooperation between all partners, 
including other levels of government, the private sector, Aboriginal people, and all Canadians. 
These partnerships take place through formal mechanisms such as the Canadian Council of 
Ministers of the Environment, as well as through less formal bilateral arrangements, 
agreements and memoranda of cooperation and understanding. They ensure an efficient, 
effective and predictable framework for environmental management. 


Considerable progress has been made on a series of issues including: federal-provincial 
agreements on the Nitrogen Oxides/Volatile Organic Compounds (smog) Management Plan; a 
Statement of Interjurisdictional Cooperation; Principles for Cooperation on Environmental 
Assessment; and advances in several ecosystems of national importance, for example, the 
Great Lakes, and the St. Lawrence and Fraser Rivers. 


Emerging issues which will require an international approach include: assessment of 
environmental implications of freer world trade; national certification scheme for environmental 
technology and services; environmental regulations and global competitiveness; promotion of 
trade opportunities for Canadian environmental industries; continuing pressure for international 
environmental assistance and technology transfer from developing countries; the movement of 
toxic substances across international borders; and continuing pollution of the world's marine 
environments. 


Over the past several years Environment Canada has played a key role in developing 
agreements and accords which establish international frameworks for some of the most 
pressing global environmental issues. These include: the Montreal Protocol on Substances 
which Deplete the Ozone Layer; the Convention on Long Range Transport of Air Pollutants; 
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the signing of the Climate Change and Biological Diversity Conventions in 1992: and the 
establishment of the North American Commission for Environmental Cooperation as a 
component of the North American Free Trade Agreement. Environmental considerations are 
starting to be integrated into the Asia Pacific Economic Cooperation forum. These initiatives 
require continued coordinated support to allow Canada to live up to its commitments. 


Sustainable Development Challenge: Dependencies exist between environmental, 
economic and social well-being. As Canada's economy is further integrated with the world 
economy, it has become obvious that environmental threats can only be managed using a 
cooperative and equitable approach to economic and social development needs of all nations. 


Canada is committed to realizing sustainable development, by ensuring its environmental 
and economic signals "point" in the same direction. Several initiatives are already under way 
that aim to integrate sustainable development into the business of government. These include 
the establishment of the Commissioner of the Environment and Sustainable Development, 
departmental sustainable development strategies, a review of barriers to sound environmental 
practices, and a growing and innovative range of partnerships through initiatives such as the 
Canadian Environmental Industry Strategy. 


Public and Client Expectations: For Canadians, the environment has become a pervasive 
long-term consideration, linking concerns about human health and the economic viability of 
future generations. Canadians understand that broad changes will be necessary in order to 
resolve issues such as the depletion of the fisheries and forests and the effect on 
communities and industry, and health concerns resulting from the thinning of the ozone layer, 
urban air pollution and the contamination of drinking water. At the same time, they believe 
these changes will enhance opportunity for economic development. 


Canadians recognize that by integrating environmental, economic, and social 
considerations in their day-to-day decisions, they can help make progress toward sustainable 
development. A recent survey indicated that Canadians recognize that progress cannot be 
made solely as a government-driven exercise—that Canadians see themselves as ultimately 
accountable for the protection of the environment. This is based on both a desire to exercise 
personal responsibility and on diminished expectations of government participation due to the 
clear need to reduce government deficits. 


Canadians are looking to government to provide environmental leadership and a level of 
service by: 


* setting national standards that reduce environmental and health risks and that provide a 
context for fair, equitable and competitive economic activity, while avoiding duplication with 
provincial and territorial governments; 


* providing Canadians with the tools and information needed to achieve sustainability; 


* providing information to Canadians on the state of the atmosphere and hydrosphere and 
environmental emergencies; 
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* protecting Canada's environmental concerns and interests during international discussions 
and negotiations; and 


* practising what they preach by ensuring that their own environmental and fiscal house is in 
order: this includes minimizing the negative effects of their activities on the environment 
and ensuring that programs remain relevant to the needs of the clients and are delivered 
in the most cost-effective manner possible. 


An Evolving Environment: Environment Canada's challenge is to manage Canadian 
environmental priorities in a manner consistent with the principles of modern and affordable 
government. This requires a strong commitment to establishing measurable results and 
demonstrating progress in areas where federal involvement can yield maximum benefit to the 
environment within budgetary limits. It also involves relying more on approaches such as 
partnerships and commercialization. 


The Department has put in place a strong foundation for environmental progress over the 
rest of the decade and beyond. The Department has made commitments, developed plans 
and is moving through the transition to a more modern, affordable department. Environment 
Canada can both minimize health and safety risks, and contribute to a competitive economy, 
by focusing clearly on providing national and international leadership on key environmental 
issues, providing service to clients where there is a distinct requirement and by maintaining a 
strong science and technology base and enforcement capabilities. 


Program Review: Program Review will result in a reduction in the Environment Canada 
budget of about $230 million (over 30 %) between 1994-95 and 1997-98. The Environment 
Program is being designed and developed with the judicious use of resources. By 1997-98, 
total expenditures will be about the same as they were a decade earlier. Staff will be reduced 
by over 1400 and some key programs will be eliminated. However, the Department will be 
devoting relatively more resources to address risks to human and environmental health, and 
fewer resources to weather services, where the potential for savings through the use of 
technology is greater. The result of these focused directions and efforts will be a smaller, 
more affordable and potentially more effective Environment Canada. 


As Canada moves into the 21st century, Environment Canada's goal is to become a 
department that will be highly integrated, cohesive, streamlined, and closely aligned to the 
Government's vision of sustainable development. It will modernize its products and services to 
meet the needs of Canadians, as environmentally responsible citizens. 


The Department will make its major contributions at the international and national levels, 
and at the level of major Canadian ecosystems; and deliver products at a local level. The 
Department will also lead the transition to a sustainable development focus in overall 
government programs and operations. 


In the regions, the Department will build the capability of others around major ecosystems. 


Strengthening of community/environment relationships is critical to making sustainable 
development possible. 
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The Department will also continue to become more strategic in the way it develops and 
delivers its primary business lines. Commercialization of services as well as assessment of 
opportunities for cost recovery are two key strategies being employed. 


Program Review is being implemented through six transition projects as outlined in 
Environment Canada's Business Plan for 1995-96 to 1997-98. The following are some key 
highlights of those six transition projects: 


* focusing on its core responsibilities 


The Department is either ending or reducing participation in areas more appropriately 
handled by others. The Department will maintain its science and technology capabilities 
and build partnerships with the private sector and other government agencies. 


Program reductions are being made in areas where some products are of a 
predominantly local nature, for example: 


- A 67% reduction in water management activities is on target as is the staged $6 million 
cut in the wildlife/biodiversity area; and 


- complete elimination of funding for contaminated site clean-up and PCB destruction. 


A Freshwater Strategy has been proposed to clarify federal responsibilities and to 
allow the federal government to exercise appropriate leadership. 


* realizing major savings through continued consolidation and re-engineering of 
weather services and water monitoring 


Of the 56 weather offices slated for closure under Program Review, 34 will be closed 
by the end of fiscal 1995-96. Of the 528 federal and federal-shared water quantity and 
quality monitoring stations to be closed, 280 have been closed to date. Remaining stations 
will focus on departmental priorities and statutory obligations with other stations operating 
on a partnership basis. 


Forecast production and delivery has been consolidated into 17 Eco-Action Centres. 
The Department is continuing its program to install automatic stations for observing 
surface weather. Also, by the end of 1995-96, all Environment Canada weather radars will 
be equipped with advanced data processing systems. 


* reducing costs, and collecting additional revenues through commercialization of 
products and services to industry clients on a user-pay basis 


Planned cost reductions, commercialization and revenue-raising initiatives are 
proceeding according to schedule. For example: 


- The Environmental Choice Program is now operating in the private sector with 
departmental funding being phased-out over two years. 
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- Most weather, climate, water and air quality advice has been commercialized with the 
introduction of a 1-900 consultation service and automated telephone answering 
devices. 


- Progress towards privatizing the Wastewater Technology Centre in Burlington, Ontario 
is on track. 


* reducing grants and contributions 


Grants and contributions will be reduced over time, particularly to organizations with 
the potential to become self-sufficient. Others will continue to be funded if they provide a 
service on behalf of the Department, such as the Canadian Environmental Network. In 
other cases, funding will become more specialized, for example coordinating support to 
universities and community-based initiatives. 


The World Meteorological Organization Research Trust Fund has been phased out. 
Funding to the Eco-Research Program (university support), and to the International 
Institute for Sustainable Development (IISD) is being reduced significantly over the next 
two years. 


To provide strategic focus to Environment Canada’s role in the area of science and 
technology, a departmental Science and Technology Action Plan has been developed 
consistent with the Department's business plan and the government-wide approach to 
science and technology. Excellence, relevance and value for money are central themes. 


* introducing innovative ways to reach out to Canadians 


As the Department shifts to technology-based information products and redesigns and 
refocuses its partnership arrangements, major reductions are being made in areas of hard 
copy information products and assistance to external groups. For example: 


- The disbanding of the State of the Environment Directorate (1996-97) is on schedule, 
the Environmental Partners Program has been replaced (see Action 21), and the 
Federal Stewardship Program was reduced to $1.6 million as planned in 1995-96. 


Some of the new approaches being taken to provide Canadians with pertinent 
information and tools include: 


- an electronic site - the Green Lane on the Internet World Wide Web. 


- Weatheradio and Weathercopy networks with some 150 Weatheradio transmitters, 65 
of which are equipped with the Weathercopy capability. Also, an all-channel alert 
system is being developed to place "crawler" warning messages on TV screens in case 
of an environmental emergency. 


- Action 21, a program to share costs with non-government, non-profit organizations to 


carry out community projects aligned with departmental priority issues such as climate 
change, air pollution, toxic substances, biodiversity and ecosystem conservation. 
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reshaping the mix of human resources and skills to meet the new challenges 


A range of approaches will be used to increase flexibility and adaptability including 
retraining, job-sharing and flexible working hours. 


A reduction of 946 indeterminate employees is projected by April 1, 1996. Up to 
December 15, 1995, 520 indeterminate and 158 term employees have left. As an ongoing 
part of implementing this aspect of Program Review, the Department has developed an 
effective communications plan, technological support, training, counselling and related 
programs and services. Human resource management renewal and career development 
initiatives are also an ongoing part of establishing the appropriate skill set mix to deliver 
the Environment Program now, and into the future. 


While the Program Review that is currently underway has an established time frame, 
review of the efficacy and efficiency of the programs and services that Environment 
Canada delivers to Canadians will be an ongoing process. The evolving nature of the 
environmental agenda requires that effective strategies be mapped out to concentrate 
Environment Canada's efforts in selected areas. The Department's work will be evaluated 
on a regular basis to ensure that the services and programs delivered meet the 
Government's objectives and are responsive to the needs of Canadians. 
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D. Program Effectiveness 


Independent internal audits, program evaluations and other formal reviews have been 
traditionally used to evaluate program effectiveness and efficiency. The Department uses a 
risk-based approach to long-term planning of reviews to evaluate all of its business lines over 
the planning cycle. It is expanding the use of evaluation frameworks and management 
information systems to enable managers to continuously track performance and to improve the 
quality of future program evaluations. 


In addition to formal, independent reviews, managers in Environment Canada have always 
devoted substantial effort and attention to delivering value for money to Canadians. Individual 
areas, like the Canadian Wildlife Service and Weather Service, have conducted specific 
studies to document the economic return their investments and activities yield to Canadians. 
Increasingly, managers are becoming conscious of the need to assess client satisfaction with 
their service delivery. As business planning evolves within the Department, performance 
indicators will be integrated at all levels in order to help assess the results and efficiency of 
efforts across all the Activities. 


Managers also frequently conduct reviews to assess the efficiency of their organizations or 
alternative delivery models that might improve program effectiveness. Over 15 of these types 
of manager-led reviews were conducted in 1994-95, one of which resulted in the privatization 
of the delivery of the Department's Environmental Choice Program. 


Highlights from the major independent reviews undertaken last year are presented below, 
by Activity. 


A Healthy Environment 


Five waste programs were audited—Ocean Disposal, Contaminated Sites, Federal PCB 
Destruction, Hazardous and Solid Waste Management. The audits concluded that although the 
programs were well managed, original targets would not be met. This was due to longer than 
expected program planning phases and other constraints, particularly in mobilizing partners. 
The lessons learned in working with partners in these programs are invaluable to the 
Department and should be shared. 


An evaluation of the Environment Canada contribution to the Canadian Global Change 
Program (CGCP) was conducted to determine the extent to which objectives had been met 
and to judge the effectiveness of the agreement with the Royal Society of Canada who 
manages the CGCP. The evaluation found that all aspects of the agreement had been met. It 
also indicated that the impact of the CGCP's work was hampered by the lack of clear routing 
for its reports to senior decision makers. Nonetheless, the use of an arms-length relationship 
between the Royal Society and the Federal Government is considered an advantage for a 
national program such as global change research. The evaluation made recommendations to 
better manage the Federal Government's own global change research efforts and improve the 
use of the CGCP in decision-making. 
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In 1994, the Department launched the Strategic Options Process to develop strategies for 
managing toxics under the Canadian Environmental Protection Act. An evaluation framework 
was developed to measure effectiveness and client satisfaction with this new multi-stakeholder 
approach to the management of toxics. Part of the framework is a progress review process 
enabling Environment Canada managers and other participants to measure their effectiveness 
so they can adjust on an ongoing basis. This framework is now being implemented. 


Evaluation frameworks allowing managers to measure performance on an ongoing basis 
were also developed for the Atlantic Coastal Action Program, Great Lakes 2000, and 
St. Lawrence Vision 2000. 


Safety from Environmental Hazards 


Management is actively reviewing performance, as noted above. Independent program reviews 
will be carried out after implementation of the Program Review changes to this Activity. 


A Greener Society 


Over the last year, the Department has been moving toward the implementation of an 
Environmental Management System (EMS) for the greening of government. An EMS provides 
the means to bring an organization's activities, operational management and evaluative 
processes, like program and environmental auditing, into a comprehensive and systematic 
environmental management framework. 


As a first step in EMS development, the Department measured its own operational policies 
and management processes and holdings against EMS principles. This was done as part of 
the effort to ensure that the Department is delivering its services to Canadians in a cost- 
effective and efficient manner and in a way which conforms to the Government's intention to 
implement sustainable practices within its own house. The Department will conduct business 
within the EMS framework. Audit and review will continue to play important roles in assuring 
the adequacy of the departmental EMS. The Department requires assurance of the 
effectiveness of its sustainable development objectives. 


Administration 


An audit conducted on the communications function in the Department examined performance 
and service provision issues. While performance was adequate, it was found to be largely 
event driven. Recommendations were made to help improve the strategic capacity of the 
communications function.

Section II 
Analysis by Activity 


A. A Healthy Environment 
Objective 


To sustain the environment and reduce risks posed by human activities to its health and, in 
turn, to the health of Canadians. 


Description 


Canadians have concerns about risks to the environment from human activities and the 
danger posed to their own health, and the sustainability of the environment for future 
generations. They expect that environmental risks be understood, monitored and controlled or 
prevented. Environment Canada, drawing on its strength in science, responds to these 
environmental concerns by: providing scientific knowledge and expertise concerning the health 
of the environment and environmental stressors; developing national strategies and standards; 
ensuring that those strategies and standards are vigorously applied; and taking a leadership 
role in the international community in order to represent Canadian interests and advance 
domestic issues. 


More specifically, the Department: 


* conducts research and development and related scientific activities in the areas of 
atmospheric change, toxics, biodiversity and wildlife, and ecosystems; and monitors the 
environment to identify risks and chart progress; 


* develops policy frameworks, regulatory instruments and adaptation measures based on 
environmental science; develops science-based national and international environmental 
standards and regulations; represents Canadian interests in developing international 
agreements and accords; develops and implements major environmental strategies such 
as biodiversity; and coordinates and harmonizes scientific, regulatory and other measures 
to address large ecosystem issues; and 


* enforces environmental regulations.

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Performance Information and Resource Justification 


1. Atmospheric Change (Includes items previously reported under Program-Wide Air Issues, and 
Atmospheric Environment: Impacts of Climate Change) 


Long-term Objective: 7o reduce the detrimental effects of change on the atmosphere— 
caused by such factors as ozone depleting substances, ground level ozone, acid deposition, 
hazardous air pollutants, and climate change—to the point where ecosystem damage or 
interference does not occur, and to help Canadians understand and adapt to atmospheric 
change. 


Human-generated emissions into the atmosphere including stratospheric ozone-depleting 
substances, sulphur and nitrogen oxides, volatile organic compounds, hazardous air 
pollutants, and greenhouse gases such as carbon dioxide, are causing significant atmospheric 
changes to take place. These changes are leading to increased health risks to Canadians and 
damage to critical elements of our ecosystems. 


Environment Canada focuses on five inter-related priorities to reduce the negative impacts 
of human activities on the atmosphere, while helping Canadians understand and adapt to 
atmospheric change: 


* Climate Change 


¢ Stratospheric Ozone Depletion 
* Hazardous Air Pollutants 

¢ Smog 

* Acid Rain 


Although the earth's climate is naturally highly variable, scientific findings suggest an 
average global warming of 1 °C to 3.5 °C by the year 2100 due to increasing atmospheric 
concentrations of greenhouse gases, notably carbon dioxide (CO,), nitrous oxide (NO) and 
methane (CH,). Climate change could result in severe flooding in coastal settlements, more 
frequent and more severe storms, heat waves and droughts, and it could affect the abundance 
and diversity of plant and animal species as well as social and economic human activities. 
Complicating this is the strong possibility that the climate of the various regions of Canada will 
change in different ways. As a result, any adaptation measures will have to be designed to 
respond to individual situations. 


To reduce uncertainties and respond to public concern, Environment Canada works with 
others to control emissions of greenhouse gases into the atmosphere and to evaluate and 
promote technologies that reduce emissions and conserve energy. Internationally, with its 
partners—Natural Resources Canada and Foreign Affairs and International Trade—the 
Department is advancing the Framework Convention on Climate Change (FCCC). 
Domestically, Environment Canada is working with its federal, provincial, municipal and private 
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sector partners to agree on concerted actions to meet international and domestic 
commitments to reduce greenhouse gases. 


The Federal Government aims to reduce substantially its own greenhouse gas emissions, 
as part of the federal contribution. The Department also contributes to public education and 
awareness programs, in government and non-government organizations, on specific subjects 
dealing with atmospheric change. It conducts research into the dynamics of climate change, 
and builds linkages between these efforts and domestic and international policy development 
and decision making. The scientific effort includes conducting studies to better define the 
types and levels of emissions from various sources, participating in international experiments, 
developing a General Circulation Model (GCM) to support extended-range climate forecasting 
and obtain better information on future climates, and assessing the scientific knowledge on 
climate change. 


The stratospheric ozone layer, located between 15 and 40 km above the Earth, protects 
people and the environment from the sun's harmful ultraviolet (UV) radiation. The UV radiation 
can cause skin cancer, reduce the effectiveness of the immune system and damage critical 
elements of the ecosystem such as phytoplankton, a major component of the aquatic food 
chain. Measurements of ozone concentrations in the stratosphere show that the ozone layer 
has been thinning over the last two decades and continues to decline. This thinning results 
from human activities—ozone-depleting substances (ODS) have been identified as the main 
cause of stratospheric ozone depletion. Stratospheric concentrations of ozone-destroying 
chlorine and bromine are expected to peak near the end of the century, and it will likely take 
several decades for ozone levels to return to pre-1980 levels. In response, Environment 
Canada leads Canadian negotiations for international controls and manages a Canadian 
control program including research into the causes and effects of variability of ozone 
concentrations. 


Hazardous air pollutants (HAPs) are gaseous, aerosol or particulate contaminants, 
present in the air, often in trace amounts, which can have toxic effects on humans and 
animals even at extremely low levels. They often persist in the environment for long periods of 
time and may accumulate in the food chain. These various compounds are released from a 
large number of sources and processes. The atmosphere often carries these pollutants far 
away from where they first enter the environment. For example, toxic products like PCBs 
(polychlorinated biphenyls) and pesticides such as DDT (dichloro-diphenyl-trichloroethane), 
banned for a number of years in Canada and the United States, have been found in the Arctic 
and the Great Lakes, away from any local sources. Contamination of the food supply by these 
chemicals is a concern, particularly in the Arctic. To reduce and prevent effects on 
ecosystems and human health, Environment Canada conducts research into the transport and 
effect of HAPs, and monitors concentrations in ambient air. 


The framework for managing HAPs is the federal Toxic Substances Management Policy 
(calling for the virtual elimination from the environment of human-made, persistent, 
bioaccumulative toxic substances, and cradle to grave management of other substances of 
concern). Environment Canada is also involved in several international initiatives to address 
HAPs. 
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Ground-level ozone is a major component of smog. It is formed by a photochemical 
reaction between nitrogen oxides (NO,) and volatile organic compounds (VOC) occurring in 
warm weather and in the presence of sunlight. It reaches its highest levels when a series of 
warm sunny days and stagnant air masses allow it to be produced in quantity and to 
accumulate. Ground-level ozone is known to adversely affect human health and damage 
vegetation. Environment Canada leads the efforts to resolve the ground-level ozone problem. 
Internationally, it negotiates protocols and accords on the reduction of NO, and VOC 
emissions. Domestically, it works with the provinces to prevent and reduce emissions, and in 
collaboration with municipalities and provinces, provides smog advisories for selected areas of 
the country. It also conducts research to understand the dynamics of smog-related pollutants. 


Acid rain is caused by the presence in the atmosphere of sulphur dioxide (SO,) and 
nitrogen oxides (NO,) which return to earth as acid deposition. Eastern Canada is most at 
risk. Where the environment cannot neutralize the acid deposited, acid deposition can cause 
loss of biodiversity due to habitat loss, particularly in lakes, increased stress on forests, 
decreased lung function especially in children, and damage to buildings. To prevent this 
damage from occurring, Environment Canada develops and maintains science-based 
environmental objectives for acid rain reduction, and creates strategies to move toward these 
objectives. It also operates a monitoring network to support, along with the provinces, various 


control programs. 


Major plans for 1996-97 and results of recent performance in 1994-95 and 1995-96 


are as follows: 


Result*—Climate Change: Canada's position for international negotiations and 
domestic responses are developed and articulated in the context of Canada's 
sustainable development goals, for example, a Federal Action Plan is in place to 
stabilize Canada's greenhouse gas emissions at 1990 levels by year 2000, consistent 
with commitments under the Framework Convention on Climate Change (FCCC).

Under the FCCC, which Canada ratified in 
December 1992, countries are working to 
coordinate actions to ultimately stabilize 
greenhouse gas concentrations in the 
atmosphere at a level that would prevent 
dangerous human-made interference with the 
earth's climate. In February 1995, the Canadian 
Ministers of Energy and of the Environment 
agreed to proceed with the development of 
options to stabilize greenhouse gas emissions 
by the year 2000, and to develop sustainable 
options to achieve further reductions by 2005.

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Research and development to study trends and 
indicators of ecosystem effects of climate 
change will continue. For example, analysis and 
reports will be prepared for topics such as: the 
climatic influences on thermo-response of large 
and small lake systems; the stability of inland 
waters as a potential sink for carbon; the effects 
of increased variability on the frequency, 
geographic distribution and socio-economic 
effects of ice jams in Canadian rivers; and, the 
sensitivity of wetlands ecosystem to patterns of 
fluctuating water levels. 


Result—Climate Change: Understanding of the climate and of its physical processes 
in relation with ecosystems is enhanced, and climate prediction is improved. 


= Progress on Result # 


With its many partners, Environment Canada 
researches the global climate system and its 
components: the land processes, the oceans, 
the cryosphere (frozen surfaces), the 
atmosphere, and the water and energy budgets 
of the planet. In 1995, the effects of aerosols 
were introduced in the Global Circulation Model 
(GCM). Simulations of the climate under 
various scenarios for carbon dioxide 
concentrations were performed. 


Progress was made in the following: 
establishing an optimum climate change 
reference network; analyzing regional 
precipitation over time, using data corrected for 
biases due to changes in location or in 
instruments; studying atmospheric circulation 
anomalies influenced by distant events, such as 
the effect of El Nifo over western Canada; 
parameterizing clouds and aerosols in climate 
models; and modelling the effects of ice and 
oceans on the climate and its variations. 


Environment Canada's participation in 
international experiments (Figure 5) allows 
Canada to benefit from resources and expertise 
available in other countries to resolve national 
scientific questions. Particular emphasis is 
placed on studying cold climates. 
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# 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Research to reduce the uncertainties in the 
timing, magnitude and regional distribution of 
climate change and the effects of greenhouse 
gases will continue, in collaboration with 
universities and other organizations. In 
particular, some climate simulations using the 
GCM will include new, better approximations of 
physical processes. 


Work to improve the understanding of the 
impact of aerosols on climate, using data from 
field experiments, will begin. 


Assessments of the impact of numerical 
modelling methods on atmospheric simulations 
will be undertaken. 


Measurements of greenhouse gases, aerosols 
and snow chemistry at the Alert, Northwest 
Territories observatory, will continue. 


Environment Canada will continue to play a role 
in international experiments, programs and 
intercomparisons, as well as in the reporting of 
the results. 


In 1995, the Canadian Global Energy and 
Water Cycle Experiment (GEWEX) science and 
implementation plans were completed. 


Data acquired during the Boreal Ecosystem 
Atmospheric Study (BOREAS) has allowed the 
development of new algorithms for determining 
snow cover in the boreal zone. Work will soon 
be completed to assess and report on BOREAS 
data concerned with seasonal and geographical 
differences in various parameters that influence 
the climate.

As part of its contribution to the work of the 
United Nations Commission on Sustainable 
Development (UN CSD) Canada and the 
Republic of the Philippines co-hosted the 
International Experts Meeting on Persistent 
Organic Pollutants in June 1995. The meeting 
was a first step in starting talks on this issue in 
the world community. Further discussions and 
negotiations will be guided by the federal Toxic 
Substances Management Policy (see page 39). 


Work continued on the development of 
improved measurement technologies for air 
toxics, and National Air Pollutants Surveillance 
network (NAPS) data handling and distribution.

The Department completed the development of 
the Quality Assurance Plan for the national 
monitoring program and the design of the 
network for evaluating ozone effects on health 
and vegetation and the effectiveness of 
emission controls. It carried out analyses of 
available data sets in smog-prone areas to 
assess how often the ground-level ozone 
objective is exceeded, along with the 
concurrent meteorological conditions, long-term 
trends, and the importance of transboundary 
transport. 


Work has started on assessing how much is 


known scientifically, and with what assurance, 
about NO,/VOC and ground-level ozone.

Environment Canada will contribute to defining 
the strategy to manage NO,/VOC emission by 
leading the NO,/VOC science assessment and 
coordinating results from several multi- 
stakeholders groups.

In March 1991, Canada and the United States 
signed the Agreement on Air Quality (the Air 
Quality Accord) designed to control air pollution 
crossing the international border. Federal and 
federal-provincial research and monitoring 
programs continue to be coordinated to ensure 
the necessary scientific information is available 
to support the Canada-United States Air Quality 
Agreement. For example, acid aerosol levels 
were measured in seven Canadian cities, and 
inhalable particulates at 19 sites. A report 
summarizing the inhalable particulate levels 
and trends in Canada was published. 


Virtually all commitments under the Agreement 
have been met. 


The development of a national strategy on acid 
rain for the post-2000 era has started. This 
strategy will evaluate if further SO, emissions 
reductions are required to mitigate harmful 
environmental effects.

Long-term Objective: 7o maintain or enhance environmental quality through the virtual 
elimination of Canadian sources of persistent bioaccumulative toxic substances and the 
implementation of full life-cycle management of other toxic substances, hazardous wastes, and 
other substances of concem. 


Over the past 20 years, scientists have learned a lot about the detrimental effects of toxic 
substances. Some toxic substances can be transported through environmental media such as air 
over long distances. Some can persist in the environment, and, while present in only barely 
detectable amounts, can affect ecosystems and build up in the tissues of animals we rely on for 
food. These “persistent” toxic substances can bioaccumulate to a point where they represent a 
danger to our health, the health of future generations, and the health of ecosystems. The volume 
and nature of other substances can also pose risks to human health and to the environment (for 
example, human-generated waste, biotechnology products). Furthermore, there are economic 
consequences associated with the release of these substances into the environment that must be 
considered. For example, the costs associated with the disposal of wastes and remedial measures 
impose a substantial economic burden on Canadians. 


The toxics program focuses on the Department's strengths in providing scientific knowledge 
and expertise, developing national policies, setting national standards and managing transboundary 
issues in three key areas: 


¢ Virtual Elimination and Life-cycle Management 
* Hazardous Wastes 


* Impact of Toxics on Ecosystems 


The chief strategy for dealing with these priorities is pollution prevention. Environment Canada is 
committed to continuing the shift in emphasis from react and cure to prevention and precaution in 
managing substances of concern. Science, assessment and monitoring each play a role. Science 
enables the Department to understand issues as they emerge and before they become critical. 
Assessing the impact of toxic substances on Canadian ecosystems allows the Department to act 
decisively to protect ecosystem and human health. Ecosystem-based monitoring enables progress 
to be tracked. Targeted research and science/policy advice on priority pollutants contribute to the 
development of national standards for environmental quality such as Canadian soil quality, water 
quality, and sediment quality guidelines. 


The Canadian Environmental Protection Act (CEPA) was proclaimed in 1988. It will be amended 
in 1996. A stronger, more effective and focused CEPA will enable the Department to better fulfil its 
commitments in toxics, enforcement and compliance, and international air and water issues. The 
CEPA will be a vehicle for providing national leadership and standards in environmental and health 
protection, and ensuring government compliance with its own environmental laws. 


Environment Canada supports the development of national strategies for control of hazardous 


waste on federal land, and for its transboundary movement. It is compiling national inventories of 
hazardous waste. It also addresses land-based sources of marine pollution. Recent events such as 
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the 1992 United Nations Conference on Environment and Development, the collapsed East Coast 
Fisheries, the Law of the Sea Convention coming into force and the proposed Oceans Act, require 
Canada to develop and implement a well coordinated national plan to prevent pollution of the marine 
environment and promote sustainable coastal zone development. 


The Department ensures that Canada's international obligations are met and contributes to 
international decision-making. For example, in March 1994, at the second meeting of Parties to the 
Basel Convention, it was decided to ban immediately all exports of hazardous waste from the 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) countries destined for disposal in 
non-OECD countries. As well, by the end of 1997, all exports of hazardous waste destined for 
recovery-recycling in non-OECD countries will be phased out. 


As part of Program Review budget reductions, funds were eliminated under the Contaminated 
Sites Program for clean-up of high-risk abandoned contaminated sites, development and 
demonstration of remediation technologies, and assessment and clean-up of contaminated sites on 
federal land. However, limited funding was provided in the 1995-96 fiscal year to complete site 
cleanup projects that have already been initiated under the program.

3. Enforcement/Compliance (includes items previously reported under Environmental Protection: 
National Programs) 


Long-term Objective: To ensure and promote compliance with Canada's environmental 
laws, minimize smuggling of designated plant and animal species, discourage repeat 
offences, and work effectively with partners to strengthen the enforcement system. 


Environment Canada is accountable for more than 30 environmental regulations. The key 
enforcement priorities for the Department are: 


¢ |Improved Compliance 


* Strengthened Capacity 


National, international, and transboundary issues have been identified as enforcement 
priority areas for which the federal government is responsible. Specific issues include the 
smuggling of endangered species and of banned or controlled substances such as hazardous 
waste. Promotion of compliance with environmental laws will continue to be pursued using a 
variety of tools (eg. providing information, training, working with partners). 


The assessment of the nature and scale of illegal activity and the taking of appropriate 
enforcement action against smugglers and other offenders is necessary to meet national and 
international treaty and convention obligations (e.g. those under the United Nations Basel 
Convention on the Transboundary Monement of Hazardous Wastes, the Wild Animal Plant 
Protection and Regulation of International and Interprovincial Trade Act, the North American 
Free Trade Agreement). The authority to inspect and investigate is expected to change as a 
result of revisions to the Canadian Environmental Protection Act. Cooperation with other 
agencies such as the Royal Canadian Mounted Police (RCMP), Customs in Canada and the 
United States Environmental Protection Agency, the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and the 
provinces will be required. 


Cooperation with other federal and provincial enforcement agencies is essential to 
strengthen enforcement. Formal agreements are being sought with all agencies that have a 
capacity to participate and support elements of the Department's enforcement program. There 
are public expectations for improved environmental and wildlife protection and more effective 
use of budget resources. 


In 1991, the Auditor General identified the requirement to develop a computerized 
information system. The recently completed Canadian Environmental Protection Act Review 
also identified automated information systems as a critical requirement for strong enforcement. 
Some provinces may be interested in using and contributing data to an enforcement activities 
tracking system. Environment Canada's objective is to implement an enforcement tracking 
system including wildlife enforcement.

4. Biodiversity/Wildlife (includes items previously reported under Environmental Conservation: 
Conservation of Biodiversity/Wildlife/Water) 


Long-term Objective: Through the contribution of Canadian initiatives and expertise, global 
biodiversity is to be sustained: species at risk are identified, rehabilitated and re-established; 
migratory birds and other wildlife populations are sustained or increased; and wildlife habitat is 
maintained and enhanced. 


Biodiversity is declining globally at an alarming rate. There is increased concern for preventing the 
world's species from becoming extinct. In Canada, 244 species of plants and animals are known to 
be at risk. Degradation or loss of habitat, resource management practices, rural and urban 
development, poaching and illegal trade in wildlife, disease, climate change and impacts from toxic 
chemicals, both within Canada and in other countries, are placing wildlife populations under 
considerable stress and making traditional management practices less effective. 


In December 1992, Canada ratified the United Nations Convention on Biological Diversity, an 
international agreement to protect native species and natural habitats. Environment Canada has led 
the development of a Canadian Biodiversity Strategy as the basis for determining how policies or 
programs can best address biodiversity conservation. At the federal level, the Biodiversity Strategy 
will be implemented through a variety of wildlife and ecosystem health-related programs. 


Safeguarding wildlife and the health of ecosystems is a major component of sustaining biological 
diversity, and contributes to the social, cultural and economic well-being of Canadians, as well as to 
the ecological and biological processes essential to life. Expenditures associated with all types of 
fish and wildlife-related recreational activities are estimated to contribute approximately $11.5 billion 
to the gross domestic product, $4.4 billion in tax revenues and 250,000 jobs (1991). 


The federal role in wildlife conservation is based on representing Canada internationally, 
managing wildlife issues at the borders, facilitating national conservation approaches, and 
generating information in support of wildlife issues. The Migratory Birds Convention Act and the 
Canada Wildlife Act are the foundation for Environment Canada's wildlife conservation and 
protection program. Development of a federal endangered species act and proclamation of the Wild 
Animal and Plant Protection and Regulation of International and Interprovincial Trade Act (The 
Wildlife Trade Act) will address existing gaps in federal legislation. 
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The wildlife program includes research to identify and respond to threats to migratory birds and 
other wildlife, including those related to toxic substances; regulation of the harvest, trade and other 
uses of migratory game birds to ensure both the sustainability of their populations and the 
associated cultural and socio-economic benefits; research and actions contributing to the protection 
and recovery of threatened and endangered species; establishment of protected areas, currently 
totalling over 11 million hectares in Canada, and influence on land-use practices and policies; and 
participation in cooperative migratory birds and other wildlife management programs with other 
countries, provinces, territories, conservation organizations and Canada's Aboriginal peoples. 


The Biodiversity/Wildlife Sub-Activity focuses on the following priority issues:

¢ Endangered Species

North American Waterfowl Management Plan 
(NAWMP) to restore continental waterfowl 
populations through securing wetland and 
upland habitat and by influencing land-use 
management—The NAWMP continues to be 
implemented across Canada through three 
habitat and two species joint ventures. As of 
September 1995, approximately two million 
hectares of wetland and associated upland 
habitat were secured and enhanced, or their 
use modified to support the objectives of the 
Plan. These efforts have contributed to recent 
significant increases in target waterfowl 
populations. 


An action plan for the conservation of 
biodiversity in prairie wetlands is being 
developed and is expected to be completed by 
March 1996. 


Establishment of Protected Areas—To date, 
over 11 million hectares of priority habitat have 
been designated as protected areas under the 
national wildlife areas and migratory bird 
sanctuary systems.

Long-term Objective: Clean, healthy and productive ecosystems provide social, economic and 
environmental benefits for present and future generations. 


In support of the Government's commitment to sustainable development, Environment Canada is 
playing a key role in adopting and implementing an ecosystem approach to dealing with regional, 
national and international issues. Such an approach recognizes that governments can no longer 
afford to deal with sustainability and environmental issues individually—an integrated approach is 
essential. An ecosystem approach also recognizes that biological and natural resources must be 
managed as dynamic and integrative systems rather than as independent and distinct elements. In 
practice, this means that all stakeholders must understand the implications of their actions on the 


sustainability of ecosystems. 


The Conserving Canada's Ecosystems Sub-Activity focuses on the following priority issues:

Environment Canada's investment in environmental science and technology supports 
sustainable development decision-making in Canadian society through understanding and 
evaluating ecosystem health and ecosystem stressors, developing indicators of environmental 
sustainability and promoting conservation and sustainable use strategies. The Department identifies 
emerging ecosystem sustainability science and policy issues through its core scientific expertise and 
through linkages and partnerships with the broader Canadian and international science communities. 


The Department also provides information on progress made with respect to various 
international initiatives relating to the environment and sustainable development, for example 
Canada's national report to the United Nations Commission on Sustainable Development. 


Canada's agricultural and natural resources provide the livelinood for hundreds of thousands of 
Canadians, and are the economic base of thousands of communities. These resource sectors 
generate over one-quarter of Canada's export trade. To remain productive, these resources must be 
managed sustainably, within the context of healthy ecosystems. 


Managing sustainably means ensuring the resource regenerates itself, and that the ecosystems 
in which the resource is found remain healthy and productive. Good environmental practices support 
a strong natural resource sector. 


Several ecosystem-based initiatives have been developed to resolve complex environmental 
issues. These initiatives provide some of the best examples of how to work towards sustainable 
development through an ecosystem approach. They foster linkages and integration of scientific, 
management and socio-economic expertise within the Department and with partners from other 
federal and provincial departments and agencies, Aboriginal groups, and the private and public 
sectors. Because they are often ecologically based, the issues within the initiatives usually transcend 
political and jurisdictional boundaries. 


The Atlantic Coastal Action Program (ACAP) uses a community-based approach to 
restoring and conserving a number of severely degraded Atlantic harbours and coastal areas at 13 
sites. These areas have been degraded by pollution from municipal sewage, poor agricultural 
practices, and industrial waste disposal (pulp and paper). The primary product from each site is an 
environmental management plan approved by the stakeholders. In addition, a wide range of 
ambitious projects are led by community groups and focus on each community's watershed and 
coastal area. Other Atlantic communities are following the ACAP lead and implementing community- 
based sustainable development strategies to create coastal environments that are environmentally 
and economically sustainable. 


St. Lawrence Vision 2000 takes a comprehensive approach to action and harmonizes 
federal and provincial activities concerning the River. It involves many partners, including five federal 
departments, four Quebec government departments, non-profit organizations, universities and 
consulting firms. Action is being taken on several fronts to protect and preserve the St. Lawrence 
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River ecosystem, including: biodiversity conservation, reduction of agricultural run-off, restoration of 
degraded sites, community involvement, decision-making assistance, and human health protection. 


The St. Lawrence Pollution Prevention Initiative comprises three components: development of 
prevention strategies, education, and technology demonstration. All strategies are based on 
voluntary involvement. The sectoral strategies apply to the key sectors of the economy that cause 
pollution (industrial, agricultural, municipal, shipping and ports). 


Great Lakes 2000 sets out a challenging schedule for progress towards restoring the Great 
Lakes Basin ecosystem. This initiative is responding to Canadians' concerns respecting human and 
ecosystem health in the Basin; international commitments under the Great Lakes Water Quality 
Agreement (GLQWA); calls by the International Joint Commission (IJC) for strategies to prevent the 
production and use of persistent toxic substances; the clean-up of 17 Canadian Areas of Concern 
(AOC); restoration of fish and wildlife habitat; conservation of valuable wetlands; and reduction of 
human health risks. This initiative demonstrates federal leadership in addressing issues related to 
the shared use by Canada and the United States of this valuable and cherished resource. 


Environment Canada chairs the management committee that coordinates the delivery of the 
program. Other federal partners in Great Lakes 2000 include Health Canada, Fisheries and Oceans, 
Transport Canada, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada, Canadian Heritage, and Public Works and 
Government Services Canada. 


The Great Lakes Pollution Prevention Initiative contributes to the Lake Superior Binational 
Program; the Great Lakes Pollution Prevention Centre; and pollution prevention planning and 
demonstration projects. 


The Great Lakes Pollution Prevention Centre in Sarnia, Ontario, established by Environment 
Canada in 1992, continues to offer training, advice, information and conferences as the best 
methods to proactively encourage the two-way transfer of pollution prevention information. 


The Northern River Basins Study (NRBS) is a comprehensive, cross-boundary, scientific 
research program in the basins of the Athabasca, Peace, and Slave Rivers. The purpose of the 
study is to characterize and understand the cumulative effects of industrial and municipal 
development on the water and aquatic environment of the northern river basins. 


The NRBS is co-funded by the Governments of Canada and Alberta with support and 
participation from the Government of the Northwest Territories. Its resources are administered by a 
25-member stakeholder board comprising representatives from federal, provincial and municipal 
levels of government; Aboriginal groups; environmental, agricultural, health, academic and industrial 
sectors; and the general public. Ongoing community consultations and an open public policy are 
central to maintaining relationships between stakeholders and for credibility with the public. 


Environment Canada is a member of the Study Board, directing the science program, providing 
monitoring, data management, and scientific expertise and leadership, and leading the synthesis 
and interpretation of results. 


The Fraser River Action Plan (FRAP) is jointly operated and funded by Environment Canada 
and the Department of Fisheries and Oceans. Each department brings its own expertise and 
emphasis to the Plan: the Department of Fisheries and Oceans is primarily concerned with 
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rebuilding salmon stocks and habitat; Environment Canada focuses on ensuring adequate wildlife 
habitat, cleaning up pollution, and restoring the productivity of the natural environment. Both 
departments are attempting to put in place a management program to ensure the Basin's 
sustainability. Working toward these goals, in partnership with all those who live, work, and play in 
the Basin, is crucial if FRAP is to leave a legacy of long-term environmental health. 


Since its inception, as a result of Green Plan cuts, Program Review, and government restraint in 
general, the resources for Environment Canada's portion of FRAP have been cut by about 20%. 
Also, Environment Canada's side of FRAP was recently extended by one year to March 1998. To 
compensate, resources have had to be reallocated, some projects curtailed, and priorities shifted. 
Partnerships have become more critical for the completion of projects. Nevertheless, FRAP's 
objectives, as recast in 1993, remain the same. 


The Fraser Basin Management Program is a key vehicle for establishing partnerships under 
FRAP. Its 19-member board, drawn from all levels of government, industry, communities, 
environmental organizations, and Aboriginal groups, represents a broad spectrum of interests and 
beliefs. 


The Canadian Arctic is poised at the brink of an era which could see the occurrence of 
significant economic development activities and concurrent environmental impacts. Environment 
Canada faces the challenge of ensuring that economic activities occur in a manner which is 
sustainable and conserves Arctic ecosystems. To that end, the Department has an overall 
responsibility for advocating environmental interests and providing advice on science-based 
measures to protect and enhance the northern environment. 


Despite widespread recognition of the necessity of water for the life and health of people and 
ecosystems, water is undervalued, overused and abused. Thus, the benefits Canadians enjoy from 
freshwater resources are diminishing through ongoing deterioration. 


There are three key elements to the freshwater challenge: the health of freshwater ecosystems; 
the demands on freshwater resources; and the health, safety and socio-economic issues associated 
with fresh water. The freshwater challenge is by no means new or unknown, and significant attention 
is already being directed to various dimensions of it at all levels of government and society. 


Environment Canada is addressing this challenge through the development of a clearly focused 
freshwater strategy oriented towards the better coordination of federal initiatives; more effective 
partnerships with provinces, Aboriginal peoples, municipalities and others; and addressing key gaps 
in law and policy that fall within the proper responsibility of the federal government. 


In addition to the direct benefits, the strategy will help demonstrate to Canadians that fresh water 
is important to the federal government, and that federal roles, responsibilities and systems of 
accountability are clear.

Ecological Monitoring and Assessment Network 
(EMAN) sites have been established across 
Canada to provide comparative research 
information on long-term ecological changes in 
response to environmental stressors. 


The first National EMAN Science Forum was 
held in January 1995 at which over 300 ecology 
scientists recognized the important role of 
EMAN in improved cooperation and information 
exchange; integration and synthesis of 
information across disciplines and jurisdictions; 
standardizing methods for research and 
monitoring; and filling in knowledge gaps about 
the environment. 


In July 1995, strategies for environmentally 
sustainable agriculture were developed in 
cooperation with Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada and the agriculture sector. 


The research and development in Environment 
Canada, conducted under the auspices of the 
Program on Energy Research and 
Development (PERD), is being realigned over 
the next two years toward the government's 
new priorities of energy efficiency, alternative 
energies and climate change. The development 
of a new federal energy research and 
development strategy reflecting this shift is 
expected to be completed by March 1996. 


A national pulp mill effluent impacts survey to 
provide the information base for policy 
development concerning minimal impact mills 
for the future was completed in September 
1995. 


Assessment reports are being prepared on the 
feasibility of disposing of acid mine tailings 
under water, historical mine pollution and 
aquatic effects methodology for future 
environmental effects monitoring programs for 
the mining sector (See also page 44). 
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Development of the EMAN will continue with 
the selection of additional sites across Canada. 
Objectives and deliverable declarations for 
each of the EMAN sites will be developed.

Canada's national report to the United Nations

to activities suggested in Agenda 21. 

Agenda 21, which was signed at the Earth's 
Summit in 1992, is considered to be the global 
plan of action for the 21st century.

the St. Lawrence Ecosystem. 
= Progress on Result = 


Community Involvement—In 1994-95, eight 
local committees received funding to foster and 
support regional involvement in SLV2000. A 
framework agreement was signed with the 
group Stratégies Saint-Laurent to coordinate 
the Priority Intervention Zones (or Zones 
d'intervention prioritaires (ZIP)) program at the 
provincial level. Under the Community 
Interactions Program, financial and technical 
support was provided to 54 community projects 
targeting local action, with expenditures of 
$1.45 million, representing 56% of the total 
value of the projects. 


Restoration—Several pilot projects were 
implemented under the wetlands restoration 
program to evaluate techniques for restoring 
different types of habitat and to develop tools to 
enable landowners along the riverbank to take 
action. For example, a pond was created on 
agricultural land and a peat bog was restored. 
Also, a guide to shoreline restoration was 
produced. A new strategy involving 
partnerships was implemented to urge remedial

Under the Community Interactions Program, 
35 projects will be funded. Under the ZIP 
program, three series of environmental studies 
will be completed and three public consultation 
sessions will be held to identify regional 
priorities. Approximately $876,000 will be spent 
in support of the Community Interactions 
Program and $540,000 in support of the ZIP 
program. 


Monitoring will be carried out for a number of 
the pilot projects. As well, a guide will be 
produced on the restoration of peat bogs. The 
Department will continue to press partners to 
effect remedial action on the bottom- 
contaminated sediments in national harbours. 
In conjunction with harbour authorities in 
Quebec and Montreal, plans will be established 
to control and reduce contaminant source 


actions in the Quebec, Trois Riviéres and 
Montreal harbours. As well, various scenarios 
were developed for sediment remediation in the 
eastern part of Montreal harbour. 


Protection—A total of 106 industrial plants were 
inventoried and the characterization of effluent 
from 56 new industrial plants was initiated. The 
objective set for the reduction of toxic industrial

St. Lawrence Action Plan, was achieved in 
December 1995 with a reduction of 93%. Fact 
sheets for the 50 plants will be completed by 
the end of January 1996. 


Biodiversity—All activities implemented under 
this component are carried out in cooperation 
with the Quebec Department of Environment 
and Wildlife. Since the initiation of SLV2000, 
more than 4,000 hectares of priority habitat 
have been protected. Efforts continue on the 
implementation of recovery plans for nine 
threatened species. The Peregrine Falcon and 
Piping Plover recovery plans have been 
successful since the objective of stabilizing the 
number of specimens has been achieved. 


contributions. Planned expenditures for 1996- 
97 under this component total $858,000. 


As in previous years, approximately $1.2 million 
will be allocated to roughly fifteen 
demonstration projects for new environmental 
technologies. The characterization, evaluation 
of effluent and preparation of remedial plans will 
be carried out for 38 pulp and paper mills. The 
inventory of the 106 plants targeted under 
SLV2000 will be updated and a summary report 
will be prepared with the objective of publishing, 
when available, the loadings and toxics 
reduction rates for all 106 plants targeted under 
SLV2000.

Work is under way on the preparation of a 
report on the biodiversity of the St. Lawrence 
River.

Decision-making assistance—Since the 

St. Lawrence Action Plan was introduced, more 
than 400,000 copies of various scientific and 
environmental documents have been produced 
and distributed to the Canadian public. 
Publication of the first state-of-the-environment 
report has been further delayed and is now 
planned for May 1996. As well, the 

St. Lawrence Centre published a reference 
document on the diversity of St. Lawrence River 
ecosystems and its plant and animal life.

Sampling, analysis and data collection activities 
will be carried out to determine the extent of 
contaminant loadings to the St. Lawrence River 
at Cornwall and to the Ottawa River at Carillon. 
The results of the characterization of the 
effluent plume of the Montreal Urban 
Community treatment station will be released, 
as will the findings of the study on the genetic 
structure of benthic populations in the

In 1994-95, the Office of Pollution Prevention 
(OPP) developed the environmental 
performance recognition program in 
cooperation with industry associations and 
environmental non-government organizations. 
The program is focused on environmental 
management and pollutant discharge reduction. 


In 1994-95, a regional environmental report was 
produced for the Montreal-Longueuil sector. 
The report contains a summary of the available 
physico-chemical, biological and socioeconomic 
information. 


In 1994-95, the ZIP committees organized a 
number of public awareness activities, including 
a public information and awareness campaign 
on the St. Lawrence River. As well, 
environmental information needs were identified 
and a training course was developed which will 
be given in 1996. 
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= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


In 1996-97, agreements will be signed with 
industry associations or directly with industries 
to implement the environmental performance 
recognition program. The OPP will develop, 
with the Federal Office of Regional 
Development - Quebec, an environmental 
management club for small and medium-sized 
businesses. Under the program, the businesses 
will have access to training and consultation 
services and will be able to take part in an 
environmental management discussion group. 
A series of technical data sheets on 
environmental management and a guide on 
environmental training resources in the private 
sector will be published. A second seminar on 
environmental training will be held in the spring 
of 1996. 


In 1996-97, three reports will be produced on 
the state of the environment in six priority 
intervention zones, which cover the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence and Chaleur Bay, the La Prairie 
River basin and the Varennes-Contrecoeur 
sector. By 1998, reports will have been 
prepared for the entire St. Lawrence River. 


In 1996-97, training will be offered. The 
possibility of offering additional training will then 
be evaluated. 


Result—Great Lakes 2000: Beneficial uses of the environment are restored. 


= Progress on Result = 


Collingwood Harbour is the first Canadian Area 
of Concern to have been fully remediated and 
de-listed. Seven other Canadian Area of 
Concern communities have submitted 
remediation plans (Stage II reports) - an 
indicator that comprehensive strategies to 
restore beneficial uses of the environment are 
in place at these locations. 


Impact assessments are under way, and 
remediation techniques and technologies are 
being developed and evaluated for the 
completion of post-remediation assessment in 
the Great Lakes. 


In 1994-95, the Great Lakes Clean-up Fund 
supported development of innovative 
approaches to addressing urban stormwater 
issues in three Area of Concern communities. 
Projects included a stormwater quality pond in 
Nipigon Bay, a voluntary home owner program 
in Niagara Falls aimed at reducing sewer flows, 
and 12 other projects in Metropolitan Toronto. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Stage || reports are reviewed by federal and 
provincial governments before formal 
transmission to the International Joint 
Commission. Government review of the seven 
Stage II reports will be completed, with a long- 
term goal of fully remediating nine Areas of 
Concern by the year 2000. 


Data will be analyzed and a preliminary report 
will be completed. 


Environment Canada will continue to support 
the development and demonstration of 
innovative Canadian environmental 
technologies as a means of providing 
stakeholders in Areas of Concern with the tools 
they need to take action. Projects will involve 
urban stormwater and wastewater 
management, habitat rehabilitation and 
contaminated sediment removal and treatment. 


Result—Great Lakes 2000: Use, generation and release of harmful toxics is 


prevented and controlled. 
= Progress on Result # 


Step one in confirming zero discharge from 
Canadian sources of five priority (Tier !) 
persistent and bioaccumulative pesticides 
(aldrin/dieldrin, chlordane, DDT, toxaphene and 
mirex) has been completed. Investigations to 
date have revealed that there are no existing 
stocks of these substances. 


The inability to establish a disposal capability 
within Ontario has hampered efforts to meet 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Efforts to reduce seven other Tier | persistent 
and bioaccumulative toxic substances will 
involve the promotion of voluntary actions as a 
complement to existing regulatory approaches, 
and the development of a binational strategy on 
the elimination of persistent and 
bioaccumulative toxic substances. Progress will 
be assessed in relation to the target of a 90% 
reduction in use, generation and release of 
Tier | toxics substances by the year 2000. 


Efforts will continue to identify viable options for 
disposal of federally owned PCB stocks. 
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planned targets for the destruction of federal 
PCB stocks. 


A prototype decision-support system for 
persistent toxics management is being 
developed under the Great Lakes Canada- 
Ontario Agreement (COA). 


Three progress reports were released detailing 
the efforts by automotive and automotive parts 
manufacturers under Memoranda of 
Understanding (MOU) to reduce/eliminate the 
number of toxic substances used in, generated 
or released from auto manufacturing 
operations. Results have shown a considerable 
reduction in the use of targeted substances 
including PCBs, benzene, toluene and metals. 


In April 1995, the Metal Finishing Pollution 


Prevention Project MOU was extended to 1997. 


A progress report and a Metal Finishing 
Pollution Prevention Guide were published in 
April 1995. 


An MOU for the Printing and Graphics Pollution 
Prevention Project was signed in June 1995. 
Under this project, participating printing and 
graphic firms and their suppliers will voluntarily 
develop and implement pollution prevention 
plans. 


An expert system will be developed to 
synthesize information on persistent, 
bioaccumulative and toxic substances that are 
of immediate concern (Tier |) and pollutants 
which have a demonstrated potential to impair 
(Tier Il), and to predict the impact of COA 
targets on the quality of the Great Lakes in the 
short- and long-terms. 


An extension to the MOU agreements is being 
negotiated for 1996. Companies will continue to 
focus on the reduction and/or elimination of the 
use, generation and release of targeted 
substances. 


A third progress report for the Metal Finishing 
Project will be released in late 1996. 


The first progress report for the Printing and 
Graphics Project will be released in 1996. 


Result—Great Lakes 2000: Fish and wildlife resources are conserved. 


= Progress on Result = 


Fifty-four habitat related projects are under way 
involving rehabilitation of 2,265 hectares of 
wetlands. Projects involving rehabilitation and 
protection of eight hundred and ten hectares of 
wetlands have been completed to date. 


Research is being conducted on the impact of 
the zebra mussel on the Lake Erie ecosystem. 
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= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Efforts will continue toward achievement of the 
target for rehabilitation and protection of 6,000 
hectares of habitat by the year 2000. 


Results of the field investigations will be 
analyzed and a report prepared. A priority list 


Research continues to provide essential 
knowledge of ecosystem function and 
impairments for the development of lakewide 
management plans for lakes Superior, Huron, 
Erie and Ontario. 


In September 1995, the Stage | document of 
the Lake Superior Lakewide Management Plan 
(LaMP) (problem definition) was submitted to 
the International Joint Commission for review 
and comment. 


With respect to the Lake Ontario LaMP, 
Canada and Ontario have completed 
assessments of beneficial use impairments, 
chemical levels exceeding most stringent 
criteria for water and fish, and a preliminary 
assessment of loss of fish and wildlife habitat. 
Gaining U.S. agreement on these issues is an 
essential next step in LaMP development. 
Ecosystem objectives and indicators have been 
defined for aquatic communities, wildlife, 
human health, habitat and stewardship.

Progress will continue towards LaMP 
development for Lake Superior (Stage II LaMP 
completed by 1996-97) and Lake Ontario 
(Stage Il LaMP completed by 1997-98). 


Result—Great Lakes 2000: Canadians have ready access to integrated environmental 
information in formats and by methods which facilitate its ready manipulation and 
use as the basis for environmentally responsible decision-making.

Environment Canada has developed the Great 
Lakes Information Management Resource 
(GLIMR), a directory of databases available via 
the Internet. GLIMR provides comprehensive 
information on environmental data holdings 
throughout the Great Lakes Basin, as well as 
general information on a range of departmental 
programs and initiatives. 


The first report under the Canada-Ontario 
Agreement Respecting the Great Lakes Basin 
Ecosystem (COA) was released to the public in 
September. The report outlined the key 
achievements in relation to the specific 
commitments contained in the Agreement. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The Great Lakes Information Tracking and 
Reporting system (GLITR) will provide key 
management information via the Internet to 
federal and provincial program managers. The 
system will allow remote access and updating 
of reporting information resulting in cost savings 
and enhancement of quality and timeliness of 
management information. 
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Result—Northern River Basins Study: Understanding of the cumulative effects of 
industrial and municipal development on aquatic ecosystems in the Northern River 


Basins is improved. 
= Progress on Result = 


By the end of 1995-96, more than 100 project 
reports will have been prepared, including 13 
major synthesis reports addressing the effects 
of flow regulation, nutrient enrichment, fish 
movement and distribution, quality and health, 
traditional knowledge, cumulative effects of 
developments and ecosystem indicators, 
monitoring strategies, drinking water quality, 
and pulp mill contamination of the aquatic 
ecosystem. 


Public involvement in the discussions on the 
findings of the Study continued with a Science 
Forum in February 1995 and public gatherings 
in 19 communities throughout the Study area. 


The final results of the Study will be available 
through the Green Lane on the Information 
Highway to broaden the access to the reports 
and scientific undertakings. 


The NRBS, as currently constituted, will be 
officially concluded March 31, 1996 with the 
release of the final report to ministers. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Decommissioning of the Study Office and final 
marketing of results will continue into mid-1996. 


Result—Fraser River Action Plan: Protect, restore, and clean up the Fraser River 
Basin and put in place a management plan to ensure it stays healthy and productive 


for the benefit of future Canadians. 
= Progress on Result & 


In May 1995, the Fraser Basin Management 
Board marked its third anniversary with the 


release of the "State of the Fraser Basin" report 


and the Board "Report Card." The State of the 


Fraser Basin report measures progress towards 


sustainability in the Fraser River Basin. The 
Report Card evaluates the degree of progress 
being made on key sustainability issues. 
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= 1996-97 Targets for Result # 


Environment Canada will participate with 
federal, provincial and municipal government 
agencies and First Nations in preparing the 
Fraser Board's "strategy for sustainability." 


The 1995 status report on "Measuring the 
Health of the River" summarizes for the public 
the previous knowledge of the river, and the 
program of environmental quality studies that 
have been undertaken. These studies have 
shown that levels of specific dioxins and furans 
dropped between 1990 and 1992 in response to 
pulp mill process upgrades, but that pulp mills 
are still a source of these compounds. 


Ninety-eight hectares of estuary land were 
secured for migratory bird habitat through direct 
purchase. This has led, with the assistance of 
other agencies, to the protection of over 1,000 
hectares of habitat in the lower Fraser Valley. 
Twelve hundred (1,200) hectares of winter 
cover crops are planted annually in the estuary 
to feed staging and wintering migratory birds, to 
reduce crop damage and to protect soil. 
Stewardship of interior wetlands has improved 
considerably with the completion of 
approximately 20 demonstration projects, the 
production of extension materials and 
workshops, and research on the interaction 
between cattle grazing and vegetation 
management along the riverbank. 


Water quality objectives for the small-basin 
sustainability demonstration in the Salmon 
River (Salmon Arm) watershed are near 
completion. 


Compliance reports were published on the 
Internet to inform industry and the public on 
compliance with federal environmental law. 


Stakeholders were educated on key issues in 
the Fraser River Basin through various 
communications initiatives. Young people in the 
Basin were exposed to issues of sustainability 
through the Eco-Education program, a joint 
program with the British Columbia government. 


The effects of pulp mill effluents and other 
pollutants on the health of the river system will 
continue to be investigated. 


As FRAP nears completion, estuary and interior 
programs will move into an evaluation phase. 
Additional partners will be sought to continue 
the promotion of stewardship and sustainable 
use. Planting of winter cover crops will 
continue, and five new demonstration projects 
will be initiated. 


Ecosystem objectives will be developed for the 
Salmon River (Salmon Arm) through a process 
involving community stakeholders in defining 
their concept of sustainability for that basin. 
Provisional water quality objectives will be 
completed in cooperation with British Columbia 
for the final two main sub-regions of the basin. 


Compliance inspections will continue to focus 
on industries implementing the best 
management practices. Progress on the 
Greater Vancouver Regional District sewage 
plant upgrades will be monitored and reported 
on through inspections. 


The Eco-Education program will continue to 
expose young people to the issues of 
sustainability in additional communities 
throughout the Basin. 
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Result—The Arctic: An Action Plan for dealing with environmental issues in the 


Arctic is in place. 
= Progress on Result # 


The Department has recently established a 
Manager of Northern Strategies position in the 
Northwest Territories. One of the 
responsibilities of this position is to coordinate 
the preparation of an Arctic Action Plan that will 
define departmental priorities in the Arctic and 
set strategic direction to the year 2000 and 
beyond. 


Environment Canada continues to lead the 
preparation of Chapter 2 (Sources, Pathways 
and Fate) of the Canadian Arctic Contaminants 
Assessment Report which is produced in 
collaboration with the Department of Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development. Completion 
of this document is expected for the end of 
1995-96. 


The Department is also leading in the 
preparation of Chapter 4 (Physical Processes 
Influencing Pollutant Transport into and within 
the Arctic) of the international Arctic 


Assessment Report (AAR) under preparation by 


the eight circumpolar countries under the 
guidance of the Arctic Monitoring and 
Assessment Program. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


A first draft of the Arctic Action Plan is expected 
to be completed by March 1997. It is anticipated 
that the Plan will be finalized and implemented 
by March 1998. 


The second draft of this report will be available 
for review in April 1996. Completion of the 
document is scheduled for January 1997. 


Result—Freshwater Strategy: A federal framework for sustaining the environmental, 
social and economic benefits of Canada's freshwater resources is in place. 


= Progress on Result # 


A framework for a federal freshwater 
sustainability strategy is being developed in 
consultation with other federal departments. 


Federal water legislation is being reviewed to 
make it more anticipatory and comprehensive, 
and better reflect the ecosystem approach to 
managing natural resources. 
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= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


A federal strategy will be developed through 
consultations with provinces and territories, 
Aboriginal peoples, non-government 
organizations and the public. 


Consultations on amendments to federal water 
legislation, including provisions to address 
water export and transboundary obligations, will 
be completed in 1996-97. 


The Department designed and supported a 
non-governmental appraisal of the present and 
emerging water issues facing Canadians. 
Regional and national consultative forums were 
conducted in spring and summer 1995 and a 
final report was received in September 1995. 


The response to the recommendations from the 
national consultations will form part of the 
federal freshwater strategy. 
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B. Safety from Environmental Hazards 
Objective 


To minimize risks to life and property from both naturally occurring and human-induced 
environmental hazards. 


Description 


The lives and property of Canadians are threatened by naturally occurring and human-induced 
environmental hazards; these range from severe weather and airborne volcanic ash to oil spills and 
tire fires. In order to minimize risk, Environment Canada, through its research and related scientific 
activities, provides services to enable Canadians to protect themselves from hazards. It does this by 
providing Canadians with timely weather and environmental warnings, and services aimed at 
reducing the frequency and severity of environmental emergencies. 


More specifically, the Department: 


* invests in meteorological research and related scientific activities and continually adapts 
methods, tools and technologies to make greatest use of advances in the atmospheric sciences, 
informatics and remote sensing techniques; maintains a world-class system for predicting and 
warning about severe weather and other environmental conditions; and supports other priority 
areas such as atmospheric change; 


* maintains a national weather forecasting and dissemination system; coordinates and harmonizes 
the actions of other government departments in environmental emergencies; provides advice 
and assessment in response to accidents; fosters international cooperation and information 
sharing related to weather and to accident prevention and emergency preparedness in order to 
better protect Canadians and the ecosystem of which they are part; and 


* works with partners and stakeholders to develop national and international strategies and 
standards for exchanging weather data and emergency preparedness information of domestic 


importance. 

The Safety from Environmental Hazards Activity has the following Sub-Activities: Page 
1. Environmental Predictions and Warnings re 
2. Emergency Preparedness 78 
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Resource Summary 

The Safety from Environmental Hazards Activity accounts for approximately 27% of the total 
1996-97 Environment Program gross expenditures and 29% of the total human resources full- 
time equivalents (FTE).

Performance Information and Resource Justification 


1. Environmental Predictions and Warnings (Includes items previously reported under 
Atmospheric Environment: Program Review Implementation, Automated Data Gathering, Automation of 
Weather Forecast Production, Dissemination of Weather Information, and Severe Weather Detection) 


Long-term Objective: To enable Canadians to protect themselves from environmental 
hazards by providing timely and accurate environmental forecasts and warnings. 


Environment Canada issues timely and accurate meteorological forecasts and warnings to 
enable Canadians to protect themselves from hazards, like severe weather, that arise from the 
environment. By allowing Canadians to adapt their activities to meteorological conditions, the 
Department's services help reduce the negative effects of environmental hazards on life and 
property, contribute to economic prosperity, and support sustainable development. 


Weather forecasts and warnings are based on many ongoing operations. For example, 
every day, Environment Canada: 


* issues and delivers scheduled public forecasts for nearly 200 regions, marine and 
sea-state forecasts for 140 areas, and aviation forecasts for 177 aerodromes and 120 
areas, as well as—when required and in time for people to react—warnings of dangerous 
weather such as tornadoes, hail or winter storms; 
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* disseminates weather information by working closely with partners like the media and 
by operating the Weatheradio network, which broadcasts weather bulletins continuously 
from some 150 transmitters, including 65 that offer Weathercopy to transmit written 
bulletins. Environment Canada also responds to over 50 million requests from the public 
for weather and other environmental information, including more than 1 million requests 
related to transportation; 


* collects and distributes weather observations every hour from over 300 Environment 
Canada owned surface stations, every six hours from some 400 ships and 37 buoys, twice 
daily from 33 upper-air stations, continuously from 19 weather radars (including three 
belonging to the Department of National Defence) and 10 weather satellite receiving 
stations, and as received from more than 5,000 volunteers who assist in early detection of 
severe weather. The Department also benefits from observations from other countries 
received via the Global Telecommunication System of the World Meteorological 
Organization (WMO). For example, the approximately 900 upper-air observations that 
Environment Canada receives twice daily from around the world are very important for 
numerical weather prediction; 


* operates the telecommunications and the supercomputing facilities needed for 
operational activities. The Canadian Meteorological Centre (CMC) supercomputer, leased 
from 1991 to 1998 for $44 million, including $7.8 million in 1996-97, runs operational 
models for weather prediction and seasonal forecasting. It also runs research models for 
climate change, weather prediction research and other applications. The 
telecommunications facility is used for collecting data and distributing forecasts. It also 
carries information related to departmental administration and general information, thus 
eliminating the need for a second facility. Its operating costs are more than $2 million 
annually; and 


* supports the above 24-hour-a-day operations by operating an integrated program of 
meteorological research and development to better understand atmospheric 
phenomena. In addition, the Department develops more efficient and reliable techniques 
and technology for forecasting weather. These include world-class numerical prediction 
models, enhanced techniques for fully using data in these models, procedures to use 
super-computers to their fullest, and powerful workstations to produce and deliver weather 
services. 


Many of the above operations support other Sub-Activities. For instance, weather 
observations are essential not only for weather forecasting, but also for other areas like ice 
forecasting, climate applications and climate change detection. Knowing weather conditions is 
necessary to understand how the atmosphere transports and deposits air pollutants. Finally, 
the weather observing infrastructure plays a role in monitoring environmental conditions such 
as air quality. 


To maintain these important operations, Environment Canada has, since the 1980s, re- 
engineered weather observing and weather forecasting. This allowed the Department to 
benefit fully from its investments in the CMC super-computer as well as from significant 
scientific and technological advances in meteorology, computer modelling, telecommunications 
and remote-sensing. Program Review (see page 16) has expanded and accelerated this 
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strategy. The Department will, over the next few years, restructure several functions like data 
collection and transfer, and forecast production and delivery. This builds on past initiatives like 
the recent consolidation of the Atmospheric Environment Service's mainframe computers and 
Network Operations Centres. 


Since the early 1980s, weather observing has become increasingly automated; this has 
resulted in significant cost savings. Today, over 400 such stations (including those belonging 
to partners) provide about two thirds of the surface observations taken in Canada. The 
Department also continues to optimize its observing networks and increasingly relies on 
remote-sensing technologies such as satellites and radars. In addition, it conducts research to 
find better ways to measure the atmosphere, analyze the data obtained and improve the 
algorithms used to detect dangerous weather. This reliance on technology will increase even 
further in the next decade as research yields more effective tools. One example is the wind 
profiler that provides information on smaller-scale variations in wind patterns above the earth's 
surface. 


Consolidating the production and delivery of weather services into Eco-Action Centres 
(Figure 7) is another strategy that emerged from Program Review. In these centres, many 
functions are automated in order to best benefit from human effort. Automation allows 
professional meteorologists to focus more closely on significant weather events—where 
human judgement matters most—and to better meet clients' needs. The Department has also 
focused its research on automating weather forecasts and warnings and making them more 
reliable. This includes investing in numerical modelling of the atmosphere and in better 
techniques for optimal use, in these models, of all observed data. Further, this includes 
continually adapting methods, tools and technology to best use advances in the atmospheric 
sciences, informatics and remote-sensing techniques.

This way, Environment Canada 
will remain able to effectively deliver weather warnings and forecasts, in spite of the phase out 
of local offices that began in 1995 (see Figure 8).

Environment Canada also provides forecasts and warnings of ice conditions to allow safe 
navigation in ice-infested waters. In collaboration with the provinces, it contributes, by 
monitoring water levels, to reducing the risks from floods. Because these activities are 
strongly integrated with many others whose goal is to help Canadians make wise decisions, 
they appear under Information Products and Services, starting on page 83. 
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Major plans for 1996-97 and results of recent performance in 1994-95 and 1995-96 


are as follows: 


Result*—Forecast Production: For Canadians to receive public and marine weather 
forecasts, meteorological models are improved and most routine forecasts are 
automated through the re-engineering of the forecast production system.

The resolution (capacity to correctly predict 
small-scale phenomena) of atmospheric models 
was increased; this improved the capacity of 
these models to predict events at finer space 
scales and in longer time frames. Models have 
benefitted from advances in science through 
improved methods for simulating physical 
phenomena and for using information on 
observed conditions. Advances in numerical 
weather models have meant that, for instance, 
60-hour forecast maps are now as accurate as 
the 36-hour maps were a decade ago 

(Figure 9): model accuracy is now such that itis 
possible to automate many routine and 
long-term forecasts. 


Automated 30-day and 3-month temperature 
outlooks have been implemented, in 
replacement of the previous, manually 
produced, outlooks. 


A fully automated system, "SCRIBE", is being 
developed to automate most routine public and 
marine forecasts and to automatically generate 
specialized products like snow bulletins and 
products for agriculture and forestry. 


As part of the Government's Quality Services 
Initiative, initial service standards for marine 
and public weather services will be published 
towards the end of 1995-96. These standards, 
based on a lower-cost program, have been 
developed in consultation with clients. Their 
publication was delayed because of Program 
Review and because of policy issues that arose 
during development. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


As research improvements are implemented, 
automated forecasts will continue to improve. 
Focus for research will be on improving the 
accuracy (absolute necessity for an automated 
system) of automated forecast production and 
on automating the severe weather warning 
system, including very short-term forecasting. 
Examples of this research include better 
simulations of phenomena such as cloud 
formation, and the development of systems for 
automatically identifying severe weather from 
Doppler radar measurements. 


More routine forecasts will be automated, and 
additional tools developed to deliver tailored 
commercial products in an automated way. 


The first service standards will be refined 
through further client consultation and 
performance measurement. The development 
of service standards for weather services 
provided to Navigation Canada will begin when 
this corporation is set up. Service standards for 
other major service lines will be developed after 
the initial standards are published and their 
measurement systems are in place. Service

Canada's weather radars will have been 
equipped with advanced data processing 
systems. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Most of the present weather radars have been 
used for more than 15 years, their originally 
planned service life. A program to extend the 
life expectancy, while maintaining or enhancing 
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The Department has continued to automate its 
observing network, using advanced systems to 
replace human observers, even for the more 
sophisticated applications. Thirty systems were 
installed in 1995-96. However, at major airports, 
not all systems have been commissioned 
because of a moratorium that will be in place 
until concerns of the aviation community have 
been addressed. 


In 1995, Environment Canada completed a 
$3.8 million project to set up modern upper-air 
observing systems. These require minimal 
labour and can easily be located with other 
operations. 


the performance of these radars, will be 
completed during the year. 


Twenty additional systems will be installed. 
Systems that have been located at airports will 
be upgraded to meet the requirements of the 
users. The Department continues to optimize 
and rationalize its observing networks and 
systems by automating, choosing more 
effective observing strategies, and seeking out 
new data sources. 


The performance of these systems will be 
optimized. It is expected that they will then yield 
an annual return of close to $3 million on the 
original investment. 


2. Emergency Preparedness (Includes items previously reported under Atmospheric Environment: 
Environmental Emergencies; and Environmental Protection: National Programs) 


Long-term Objective: Jo reduce or prevent deaths, illnesses and damage to property and the 
environment by reducing the frequency and severity of natural and human-made environmental 


emergencies in Canada. 


Environmental emergencies involve accidental releases of harmful materials (eg. oil spills)—into air, 
land, or water—which may cause adverse effects on human health or the environment. Hazardous 
materials can be released into the air directly—as in a toxic gas release or a volcanic eruption—or 
indirectly—as in the spill of a volatile substance. The severity of an emergency often hinges on its 
proximity to sensitive locations and on weather-dependent factors since these can significantly 
influence the motion and dispersion of pollutants. Environment Canada reduces the frequency, 
consequences and severity of accidental releases through prevention and preparedness programs, 
and reliable, timely support to lead response organizations, including the provision of meteorological 
information. The prevention and preparedness programs include effective support to response 


agencies in two key areas: 


¢ Collaboration with Others 


* Technology Development 


Technological development and transfer is a key component in the shift toward pollution 
prevention and the avoidance, mitigation and control of emergencies. By eliminating the generation 
and use of pollutants in production processes and products, pollution problems and emergencies are 
prevented. This is done by using different materials, modifying equipment, and reformulating 
products. Properly managed, many of these technologies will help to conserve natural resources, 
reduce waste and pollution, and achieve cleaner and more efficient alternatives to wasteful or 


dangerous production processes and products. 
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Environment Canada has made considerable progress in advancing national standards and in 
fostering public and private-sector partnerships such as the Major Industrial Accident Council of 
Canada (MIACC), the International Spill Countermeasures Technology Committee, and the Federal 
Committee for Environmental Emergencies. Further domestic and international progress will rely on 
federal/provincial harmonization, the development of national standards and the support of global 
efforts to prevent and reduce the environmental harm caused by emergencies. 


Environment Canada continues to provide advice and assessment in response to accidental 
incidents to enable lead response organizations to deal with such events effectively. This may 
involve international collaboration. In 1992-93, the World Meterological Organization (WMO) 
designated the Canadian Meteorological Centre (CMC) as a specialized international centre for 
computer modelling of the movement of pollutants released into the atmosphere, because of the 
capacity of the CMC's global operational model to track radioactive clouds and volcanic ash. In 
1995-96, the International Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO) designated the CMC as a Volcanic 
Ash Advisory Centre for the modelling of volcanic ash following an eruption. 


Major plans for 1996-97 and results of recent performance in 1994-95 and 1995-96

An Action Plan for the Canadian Council of 
Ministers of the Environment (CCME) Marine 
Pollution Prevention Task Force was 
completed in May 1995. 


The Federal Committee on Environmental 
Emergencies was established to co-ordinate 
environmental emergency prevention, 
preparedness, and response activities across 
the federal government, providing an 
interdepartmental forum to address strategic/ 
policy issues. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The Department will continue to collaborate 
with its partners on various initiatives 
including the implementation of an Action 
Plan approved by the CCME Marine Pollution 
Prevention Task Force through Canada's 
Marine Advisory Council. A status report on 
the Action Plan will be provided to the CCME 
in October 1995. Environmental emergencies 
arrangements will be negotiated with the 
provinces. 


The Federal Committee on Environmental 
Emergencies will be made fully operational. 
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A National Accident Prevention Strategy 
discussion document aimed at reducing 
accidents in major industrial complexes was 
developed and provided to the Standing 
Committee on Environment and Sustainable 
development for its use in reviewing the 
Canadian Environmental Protection Act. 


Result—Collaboration with Others: Emergency response agencies receive timely 
weather information and advice on the movement and concentration of toxic 
substances, radioactive fallout and volcanic ash. 


= Progress on Result 


Environment Canada continues to be 
involved in the review and update of the 
Federal Nuclear Emergency Response Plan 
(FNERP) led by Health Canada. In the past 
two years, mobile sounding equipment for 
acquiring data aloft near the site of an 
emergency was obtained, field-tested, and 
made operational across the country. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The Department will continue to pursue 
research and development to enhance its 
capability to model atmospheric dispersion 
and the behaviour of oil in cold and ice- 
infested waters. It will still provide key 
scientific and technical advice and 
telecommunications support within the 
FNERP and will participate in the testing of 
the updated Plan. 


Result—Collaboration with Others: National and international standards are 
advanced for environmental emergency prevention and preparedness. 


= Progress on Result 


Co-ordination of the response to natural 
hazard emergencies as well as oil and 
chemical spills across federal, provincial and 
international boundaries and jurisdictions is 
an important departmental responsibility. 
Progress includes: the approval of 
international guidelines on sensitivity 
mapping and oil spill exercise planning 
principles on chemical accidents in ports; the 
provision of international technology transfer 
seminars and conferences; development of 
testing methods and performance standards 
for oil spill response equipment and products 
(submitted for international ratification); the 
development of Standard Operating

Support, advice and co-ordination will be

Progress in this 
area includes development of international 
guidelines for the combustion of oil slicks 
based on the data collected from the 
international multi-agency Newfoundland 
Offshore Burn Experiment; development of 
an oil spill model in collaboration with industry 
to predict the movement and fate of marine 
oil spills; and the creation of an electronic 
SPILLS Bulletin Board that provides 
emergency preparedness planners electronic 
access to technical information on spill- 
related topics.

To provide Canadians with the information, tools and policy regimes they need to make sound 
decisions for a safe and healthy environment and a sound and prosperous economy. 


Description 


Sustainable development has become a key goal of public policy, within Canada and 
internationally. The Department provides Canadians with useful and accessible information, 
readily applicable technologies and tools, and policies that integrate social, economic and 
environmental considerations, with a view to building their capacity to sustain the environment. 


To provide leadership and influence through information, technology, policies and other 
tools, the Department: 


* provides advice to Canadian business in order to foster Canada's environmental 
industries—with their potential for job creation—and uses technology to collect and 
disseminate information on the state of the environment for Canadians to use in their daily 
decisions; 


* collects and adapts information from the natural and social sciences and shares this 
information with stakeholders to influence behaviour for the benefit of the environment and 
the economy, and develops environmental technologies and economic instruments; 


* aligns social, economic and environmental policy directions, and develops, tracks and 
reports on ecosystem/sustainable development indicators; and 


* provides leadership and influence to improve economic and environmental decision-making, 
develops mechanisms for cooperative and coordinated action, and conducts environmental 


assessments.

Performance Information and Resource Justification 


1. Information Products and Services (includes items previously reported under Environmental 
Conservation: Distribution of Eco-health Information; and under Atmospheric Environment: Ice Services and 
Commercial Services) 


Long-term Objective: Through authoritative information on the environment, Canadians are 
empowered to make wise decisions and to modify their activities and behaviour to enhance 
environmental and economic benefits. 


Environment Canada provides information and advice on a broad range of environmental issues 
to help Canadians understand these issues and to enable them to make responsible social, 
economic and environmental decisions. This results in a safe and healthy environment and a 
sound and prosperous economy. 


Environment Canada's information comes in several forms: among these are compre- 
hensive state of the environment reporting, indicator bulletins, fact sheets, information tools and 
decision systems. Some of these information tools and systems are built with international 
partners for application to the global environmental challenges that affect Canada. For example, 
applications are being developed on the Green Lane, Environment Canada's World Wide Web 
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site on the Internet: one captures the relationship, for wildlife, between protected places and 
endangered species. Another tracks, for pollution reporting, the transboundary movement of 
hazardous waste. This kind of information enables Canadians to monitor progress and make 
better decisions, in support of sustainable development. 


Environment Canada's information can also take the form of products and advice, pertaining 
to the past, present and future states of the atmosphere and hydrosphere, which Canadians can 
use in their daily lives and in their businesses. These information services complement the 
Department's weather services (see Environmental Predictions and Warnings, page 771). 
Examples include specialized weather forecasts for economic sectors; information and expert 
advice on the climate, ice conditions and water levels for the safety of Canadian buildings and 
infrastructure (roads, transmission lines, wharves, etc.); and specialized information for activities 
like environmental assessments. The Department's water surveying activities, generally carried 
out under federal-provincial agreements, also serve this purpose, as do the Department's ice 
services that help ensure safe and efficient marine operations in icy waters and, thus, protect 
the marine environment. 


To make environmental information more useful so that Canadians can resolve problems, 
Environment Canada is increasing its client-centred focus. Under this focus, the Department 
works more closely with its clients to better understand their evolving needs and, to the extent 
possible, adapt its services to those needs. This is particularly true for cost-recovered services 
to specialized clients. Through, for instance, tailored products, special access to technology, or 
an enhanced level of service, the Department establishes a mutually beneficial, market-based 
relationship with its paying clients. Cost-recovered services are now being integrated into many 
operations. 


In addition, Environment Canada is optimizing the delivery of its information and advice so 
that environmental, social and economic perspectives can be easily integrated into decision- 
making. It is looking for new and innovative ways to deliver its services and inform the public 
about Canada's environment. Cost-saving opportunities offered by modern technology will help 
deliver ice services. Finally, the Department's information infrastructure will be upgraded to 
more effectively reach out to Canadians and to better respond to internal needs.

The Green Lane, launched in 1994, is setting 
new standards in the way environmental 
information and knowledge are made 
available to individuals, organizations and 
communities, across Canada and abroad. It 
is also a forum for exchanging ideas and 
promoting environmentally responsible 
decisions in all sectors of society.

A Canadian Biodiversity Clearing House 
Mechanism will be integrated into the CBIN 
and the CBIN-Clearing House Mechanism 
will be further developed to become the 
model for the development of an International 
Clearing House for Biodiversity.

A hydrometeorological informatics system 
(HYFO), which provides support to 
environmental managers for mitigating 
environmental emergencies and for 
managing sustainable development is under 
development, in partnership with the National 
Research Council and the private sector. To 
date, development has resulted in the 
integration of databases, monitoring with 
transmission of information as it is collected, 
and data processing and interpretation 
supported by artificial intelligence. 


The computerized tracking system will be 
implemented in March 1996 (see also 
page 42). 


SIMSys will be co-developed with other 
federal departments into a fully functioning 
system during 1996. 


The Integrated Assessment Model will be 
presented, by December 1997, to the 
International Task Force on Forecasting 
Environmental Changes. 


The HYFO development will continue. When 
ready, HYFO will provide the following: an 
improved capability for forecasting river flows 
and floods; a management tool that will 
enhance the information base and the 
formats for presenting data and that will 
incorporate leading-edge science and 
appropriate standards into decision-making; 
greater and more timely access to all data 
acquired for mitigating a specific 
environmental emergency or problem; and a 
vehicle to promote better public 
understanding of the environment and 
environmental processes. 


Result—Water and Climate Monitoring: For Canadians to have access to water and 
climate information, water and climate monitoring is re-engineered to be more 
efficient and responsive and to make monitoring sites environmentally friendlier.

Environment Canada monitors water quality 
regularly at 300 sites, and measures water 
levels and computes streamflow (water 
quantity) at 2500 sites. Clients, like hydro

Re-engineering water monitoring, which 
involves the modernization of office and field 
operations, will continue in order to improve 
efficiency and responsiveness. In particular, 
work will continue to convert the remaining 


many engineering and environmental 
purposes. In collaboration with the provinces, 
Environment Canada also uses this 
information to reduce risks from floods and 
for ecosystem management. 


Key aspects in re-engineering water 
monitoring are renewing partnerships with the 
provinces and territories, rationalizing the 
hydrometric network, and recovering the cost 
of data provided to clients. One third of the 
current water quantity monitoring sites now 
‘report information as it is collected. In 1995, 
280 federal water monitoring stations were 
discontinued. A strategy for decommissioning 
closed sites has been prepared, and a 
program for "greening" existing sites is in 
progress. 


Environment Canada receives climate 
observations from weather observing stations 
and some 1000 other stations which, for the 
‘most part, are operated by volunteers.

Environment Canada is contributing to the 
development of guidelines for state of the 
environment reporting and of technical 
specifications of indicators, through the 
Canadian Council of Ministers of the 
Environment (CCME) SOE Task Group, to 
promote consistent reporting and application 
of indicators by all Canadian jurisdictions. 


Environment Canada is working with the 
North American Commission for Environ- 
mental Cooperation (NACEC) to develop a 
North American ecological framework and 
reporting capability. It is also participating on 
the United Nations Commission on 
Sustainable Development (UNCSD) expert 
group on sustainable development indicators 
to help implement the UNCSD's indicator 
work plan. 


Environmental indicators have been 
developed for eight of 16 national issues— 
including climate change, stratospheric ozone 
depletion, water use, and transportation—and 
are being reported regularly as updated data 
becomes available. Work is under way, in 
partnership with a broad range of 
stakeholders, to develop indicators for the 
remaining issues. Indicator presentation is 
being converted to a format suitable for 
access on the Internet. 


Pilot projects to develop and apply 
sustainability indicators in a decision-making 
context, as well as to document methods and 
techniques, are under way. 
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electronically accessible to other government 
and non-government groups by March 1997. 


SOE reports, fact sheets and other products 
already in production will be completed by 
mid-1996 and released through the Green 
Lane, as appropriate. 


Environment Canada will continue to provide 
leadership and promote harmonization in 
state of the environment reporting and in 
sustainability indicator development in 
Canada through CCME, and internationally 
through substantive contributions to North 
American, Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD), and 
United Nations Commission for Sustainable 
Development (UNCSD) initiatives. 


The complete set of national environmental 
indicators and a system to regularly update 
and deliver them will be completed by 
December 1996. Internet access to the 
indicators and supporting data and technical 
information will be available for the complete 
set of national indicators by March 1997. An 
on-demand printing capability for all bulletins 
will be available by March 1997. 


An evaluation of the Fraser River Basin 
Sustainability Indicators Pilot Project will be 
completed by spring 1996. On-line database 
access will be developed by March 1997. 


Result—Environmental Trends: An information system is in place to track global 


environmental trends. 
= Progress on Result = 


In cooperation with the private sector, an 
“Environmental Trend Analysis Tool" (ETAT) 
is being designed to track global 
environmental trends. Brazil and the People's 
Republic of China have expressed interest in 
working with Environment Canada on the 
development of ETAT. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The initial partnership and processes for the 
development of the ETAT will be in place by 
June 1996. The prototype of ETAT will be 
used to track trends in Nigeria. The tool will 
then be developed and marketed in Latin 
America, Asia and other areas, beginning in 
the second half of 1996. 


Result—Montreal Biosphere: Canadians develop an environmentally responsible 
awareness focused on efforts to promote the conservation of the water resources 
and environment of the St. Lawrence River and Great Lakes ecosystem. 


= Progress on Result # 


The Montreal Biosphere's mission is to 
encourage action amongst Canadians to 
‘protect and conserve their water resources 
and major ecosystems. Conceived in 1991 
through an agreement between Environment 
Canada and the City of Montreal as part of 
the City's 350" anniversary, the Biosphere 
has, since its inauguration in June 1995, 
‘become the first environmental observation 
‘centre in Canada. Through the 1991 
agreement, the Department has undertaken 
‘to establish and operate the Biosphere for the 
next 25 years. 


The mandate of the Biosphere is 
threefold: to promote and disseminate 
‘knowledge and information about water 
‘resources and Canadian ecosystems, as well 
as Canadian expertise with respect to 
resource conservation; to encourage and 
facilitate participation by people and 

communities in water and ecosystem 
conservation efforts; and to create and lead a 
network of observers and partners who 
believe in the Biosphere's mission. 


By the end of 1995-96, the Biosphere will 
have raised the awareness of more than 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result # 


The Biosphere will pursue consolidation and 
development efforts by diversifying the 
products and services it offers to visitors and 
partners, by broadening its network of 
observers in Canadian regions, by benefiting 
from the resources and the expertise of the 
Department, and by actively seeking financial 
partners. In 1996-97, the Biosphere plans to 
have welcomed 100,000 visitors, to offer new 
educational programs to groups of students 
and senior citizens, to conduct awareness 
activities through more focused participation 
of Environment Canada experts and partners, 
and to sign agreements with 15 additional 
groups of active observers. In 1997-98, the 
Biosphere expects to become increasingly 
well-known both domestically and abroad, to 
have greeted at least 150,000 visitors, to 
reach agreements with another 15 groups of 
active observers, and to be 45 per cent self- 
funded. 
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60,000 Canadian and foreign visitors. The 
work done by its teams, the technological 
potential of its exhibition rooms, its 
burgeoning network of active observers, its 
initial public relations and commercialization 
efforts, and the helpful cooperation of others 
in Environment Canada have all contributed 
to this achievement. 


Result—Ice Services: By making greater use of technology and remote sensing, ice 
conditions are monitored and the information is distributed to clients. 


= Progress on Result = 


Environment Canada monitors and predicts 
the formation, movement, break-up and 
melting of ice and icebergs in Canadian 
waters. Ice and iceberg information is 
gathered through aircraft reconnaissance and 
from satellites. In 1997-98, as a result of 
Program Review, Environment Program 
funded resources for ice services will have 
declined by about 40%. A major strategy to 
achieve these reductions while keeping a 
sustainable service is a shift from aircraft 
reconnaissance to less expensive satellite 
data. As a result, in 1995, aerial 
reconnaissance was reduced to one aircraft, 
and key investments were made in 
technology to receive and process data from 
new sources. 


Restructuring of ice services to become 
increasingly client-focused is underway. 
Technological solutions are in final develop- 
ment. Thorough consultations on the 
expected changes have begun with the 
Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) and other 
clients. Interaction with the private sector and 
cost-recovery initiatives are also pursued to 
ensure the wide availability of ice information 
and reduce costs to taxpayers. These 
approaches build on past decisions to use 
modern technology to provide quality and 
affordable ice services.

= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Radarsat, a Canadian satellite carrying radar 
equipment launched in November 1995, will 
become fully operational by the spring of 
1996. It will provide high resolution images of 
the ice to enable identification and regular 
monitoring of ice hazards in Canadian 
waters. Radarsat data, combined with a 
limited quantity of high-resolution radar 
images from aircraft, will allow the 
Department to continue a quality ice warning 
service at a lower cost. The change to 
Radarsat as the principal source of data is 
closely coordinated with the Canadian Coast 
Guard (CCG) of the Department of Fisheries 
and Oceans, the prime client for ice services. 


Contracts have been negotiated for acquiring 
Radarsat data and agreements are in place 
for exchanging remotely sensed data with 
agencies of the United States. Radarsat risks 
have been assessed and backup capabilities 
evaluated and demonstrated, to ensure that 
primary support to the Coast Guard is not 
compromised. 


System upgrades to process Radarsat data 
and to deliver the images to CCG operational 
centres and icebreakers will become 
operational by March 1996. 


Algorithms to automatically extract ice 
features from the Radarsat images will be 
developed to meet operational needs. 


Result—Ice Services: The safety of marine activities in ice-inhibited waters is 
enhanced through a redesign of ice services and closer ties with clients, partners 


and other stakeholders. 
= Progress on Result = 


While Environment Canada is the centre of 
expertise for ice-related information 
pertaining to inland and marine navigable 
waters, the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) is 
a key client and partner in delivering 
integrated ice services. In addition, alliances 
with the United States National Ice Centre 
and the International Ice Patrol are in place 
for program development and for exchanging 
ice and iceberg information. This information 
allows the Department to produce and 
archive, each year, 2500 ice forecasts and 
warnings and 5000 maps depicting current 
and future ice conditions. These products 
support environmental assessments— 
particularly on the east coast and in the 
Arctic—as well as navigation decisions. 
Environment Canada also produces warnings 
of dangerous ice conditions to complement 
its weather warning service for Canadian 
waters. 


To ensure an adequate ice warning service 
and the maintenance of the specialized, cost- 
recovered support to the CCG, a 
restructuring of service delivery has been 
implemented; its focus is on ice warnings and 
client needs. Service standards have been 
developed with clients; they will be published 
towards the end of 1995-96. Ice research is 
being restructured to participate, where 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The effectiveness of the ice warning system 
will be increased by modifying products so 
that they better meet the needs of specific 
clients. These changes will be implemented 
in close consultation with all clients. 


Ice information is an important input to 
numerical weather prediction (weather in 
coastal areas depends strongly on the 
distribution of ice) and global climate 
modelling (ice cover greatly influences the 
climate). To improve numerical weather 
prediction, more information on ice will be 
incorporated in weather forecasting models. 
In particular, information on the ice cover 
over lakes will be introduced in models during 
the winter of 1996-97. 


A new formal, fully costed and business-like 
arrangement will be put in place for the ice 
services to the CCG. 


Linkages between the operational ice 
program and the research community will be 
strengthened, for the benefit of both groups. 


Opportunities will be explored for the possible 
licencing, in the private sector, of some of the 
systems being developed for Radarsat 
processing and display. 
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appropriate, in the work of other departments, 
universities and the private sector. This work 
includes initiatives to have a small-scale ice 
forecast model and to verify the accuracy of 
remotely sensed data. 


Alliances with others and commercial 
initiatives have been pursued to reduce costs 
and meet the needs of specialized users. For 
example, business arrangements have been 
pursued to build capacity, in the private 
sector, to cooperatively deliver ice services to 
end users. A licencing agreement has been 
established to market the Climatological Ice 
Data Archiving System (CIDAS). Data 
delivery systems implemented for the CCG 
are being modified to provide other ice clients 
access to ice information on a cost-recovery 
basis. 


2. Technologies and Know-how (Includes items previously reported under Environmental Protection: 
Toxic Substances, Waste Management, Environmental Industry, Environmental Citizenship,and National 
Programs) 


Long-term Objective: Jo give Canadians the tools, including sound policies and programs, 
to prevent pollution and develop green technologies and know-how that make good 
environmental and economic sense. 


The availability of scientific and technical information does not necessarily prompt or guarantee 
environmentally responsible action by government, industry, communities or individuals. It is 
necessary to bridge the gap between knowledge and action by providing tools, techniques and 
technologies to guide and direct action. Environment Canada uses environmental assessment, 
for example, as a tool to limit detrimental impacts of development in the public and private 
sectors, and to improve decision-making related to government policies and programs. 


A key element of informed decision-making is the ability of polluters or potential polluters to 
make independent decisions to avoid the creation of pollutants and waste. A key strategy in 
building the Canadian capacity for pollution prevention is to foster partnerships that will allow a 
wide range of players to innovate and learn better ways to achieve shared objectives. 


Environmental industries include those that avoid environmental harm, control existing 
problems, remediate or restore past damage, and monitor and assess the state of the 
environment. The Canadian Environmental Industry Strategy was announced by the 
Government of Canada in September 1994. The strategy shows the federal government's 
commitment to the principles of sustainable development and the promotion of environmental 
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growth.

= Progress on Result # 


The Accelerated Reduction/Elimination of 
Toxics (ARET) process uses national 
multi-stakeholder consultations to achieve 
reduction, elimination or phase-out of 
selected toxic substances faster than is 
currently possible, through a consensus 
approach to action. In March 1994, a 
challenge was issued to Canadian industries 
and government departments by the ARET 
Committee to take voluntary action to 
achieve, by the year 2000, a 90% reduction 
in releases of substances which have been 
identified as persistent, bioaccumulative 
toxics, as well as a 50% reduction in releases 


technologies, products and services as a major element in Canada's strategy for economic 


By setting an example for others, the Department promotes environmentally responsible 
behaviour. It is obligated to fulfil responsibilities related to its own activities as set out in the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Act, and to provide expert advice to other departments in 
support of their obligation to comply with the Act. The Department must also follow the 
requirements specified in the Cabinet Directive on the Environmental Assessment of Policies 
and Programs and advise other departments on the substance of the environmental 
assessments of their policies and programs. Environmental assessment is a key tool for the 
integration of sustainable development into policy, planning and decision-making. 


Reordering of program priorities during Program Review identified programs with a limited 


return in terms of the Department's vision and strategies. As a result, funding programs and 


local clean-up initiatives will be discontinued or scaled back. The Department attempts to bring 
knowledge and action together in five key areas: 


* Environmental Technologies/Industries Advancement 


Major plans for 1996-97 and results of recent performance in 1994-95 and 1995-96 


Result—Pollution Prevention: Public and private sectors take joint responsibility for 
environmental protection through pollution prevention. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The Department's efforts to shift from 
react-and-cure (pollution control and/or 
remediation) to prevention and sustainability 
within and across Canadian industry sectors 
will continue. By December 1996, the second 
ARET report detailing actual results of the 
voluntary program to reduce/eliminate 
emissions of toxic substances will be 
released. The report will include 
commitments in plans received from industry 
up to June 1996. A national action plan will 
be developed to promote a sustainable 
composting industry in Canada in 1996. A 
Canadian Raw Material data base and

of other ARET substances. Over 120 
companies submitted action plans, 
representing three-quarters of the members 
of the large industry sectors in Canada. Six 
federal government departments also 
responded. A full report on the results of the 
ARET challenge was published in early 1995. 


"Pollution Prevention: A Federal Strategy for 
Action" was developed in consultation with 
industry, labour, environmental groups, and 
other non-governmental organizations. The 
strategy provides policy direction for federal 
departments to promote the pollution 
prevention approach in Canada, abroad, and 
in their own operations. 


Progress continues in Canada through the 
Standards Council of Canada, the Canadian 
Standards Association, federal departments 
led by Environment Canada, industry sectors, 
professional bodies, and other stakeholders, 
on the development of the ISO 14000 Series 
of Environmental Management System 
(EMS) standards. The standards are 
intended for use in Canada and elsewhere as 
part of the voluntary national standards 
systems, in a manner similar to the ISO 9000 
Series on Quality Management and Quality 
Assurance. 


During 1994-95, five draft ISO standards 
were approved for: implementing or 
enhancing EMSs; environmental auditing; 
EMS audits; and, establishing qualification 
criteria for environmental auditors. Four other 
standards were published with a high level of 
international expert consensus for: life cycle 
analysis; establishing principles for 
practitioner programs in environmental 
labelling; and, providing guidance to industrial 
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guidance document on the use of Life Cycle 
Assessment/ Life Cycle Management will be 
developed to provide the Canadian 
manufacturing sector with the necessary data 
to enhance their environmental performance. 
A federal government action plan will be 
developed for integrating Life Cycle Analysis 
in the Canadian manufacturing sector. 


Environment Canada will build on the 
Pollution Prevention Strategy within the 
Department through development and 
implementation of its environmental 
management system. 


A National Pollution Prevention 
Clearinghouse will be established to promote 
the use of prevention techniques and 
practices throughout Canadian society. 


Environment Canada anticipates that the five 
principal ISO EMS and environmental 
auditing standards will become fully-approved 
for international use and recognition by mid- 
to late-1996. Further progress is expected in 
completion of the remaining life cycle 
analysis and environmental labelling 
standards. Subject to international 
agreement, progress could be made in 
completing a draft standard in environmental 
performance evaluation, an important tool for 
use in conjunction with the EMS standards. 


With one-half of the anticipated standards at 
some stage of clear development, attention is 
now turning among ISO Members to their 
implementation. This requires ISO's 
Conformity Assessment Committee (CASCO) 
to meet and establish rules for accreditation 
of registrars in |SO Member countries. 
Environment Canada, working with the 
Standards Council of Canada (SCC) and 
others, anticipates that CASCO rules will be 
established by late 1996 to first allow auditors 
to be certified, and then companies or

A National Office of Waste Management was 
established in April 1991 to coordinate the 
Federal Waste Reduction Plan designed to 
reduce the waste stream by 50% by the year 
2000. A 13% reduction in disposal of solid 
waste was achieved between 1988 and 1992. 


The National Packaging Protocol (NAPP) was 
adopted by the Canadian Council of Ministers 
of the Environment (CCME) in March 1990. It 
set three achievable targets for reducing 
packaging waste based on 1988 levels: 20% 
in 1992, 35% in 1996, and 50% in the year 
2000. Recent work on the National 
Packaging Protocol focused on supporting 
-industry-led packaging stewardship initiatives 
and waste reduction strategies with industry 
and the provinces. 


organizations to apply for ISO 14000 
certification. 


As part of the ISO implementation, Canada 
needs to have its own national framework in 
place for accreditation and certification of 
companies, and of individual practitioners as 
environmental and EMS auditors. Since late 
1994, Environment Canada has been 
working with Human Resources Development 
Canada, Industry Canada, the standards 
bodies, industry and professional bodies, 
academia, the Canadian Council for Human 
Resources in the Environmental Industries, 
and others to design a framework. Support is 
encouraging for a prospective start-up of a 
national framework by mid- to late- 1996. 


Result—Pollution Prevention: A fifty percent reduction in the disposal of solid waste 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


The National Solid Waste Inventory will be 
updated in 1997 to report on progress toward 
meeting the 50% waste reduction target. 


Work will be undertaken on: updating the 
National Packaging Monitoring System to 
report on the 35% reduction target 
established for 1996; and publishing National 
Packaging Stewardship Principles through 
the CCME. 
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Result—Pollution Prevention: Environmentally and economically sound response 
strategies are available to address priority pollution problems. 


= Progress on Result @ 


Environment Canada is continuing efforts to 
improve scientific and socio-economic 
understanding, enhance access to 
information for Canadians, and promote 
action. The Department is currently leading 
the development of a number of strategic 
options reports at the sectoral level (e.g., 
steel production, dry cleaning, solvent 
degreasing, wood preservation, base metal 
smelting, metal finishing, electric power 
generation) and for specific substances (e.g., 
hexachlorobenzene, chlorinated paraffins, 
benzidine). These reports will contain 
recommendations to Ministers on reduction 
targets and on the most environmentally 
effective and cost-efficient approaches for 
managing toxics. The Department has 
improved its capacity to estimate the benefits 
to health and the environment of protection 
measures. 


# 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Socio-economic advice and analysis will 
continue to be provided in the context of 
sustainable development. For example, 
analysis of response options such as 
voluntary actions, economic instruments, and 
regulations will be conducted in support of 
the strategic options process. Economic 
support for the development of regulations 
and environmental policy will also be 
provided. 


Result—Environmental Technologies/Industries Advancement: Canadian 
environmental industry is fostered nationally and internationally. 


= Progress on Result # 


In September 1994, the Canadian 
Environmental Industry Strategy was 
launched, linking the federal government's 
economic and environmental agendas. The 
Strategy sets out a vision and an action plan 
with three main objectives: to improve the 
environmental industry's access to 
government programs and services; to 
support cost-effective technology 
development and commercialization; and to 
help secure access in the growing Canadian 
market and increase exports. 
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= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


A joint public and private sector steering 
committee will oversee implementation of the 
Strategy and report annually upon its 
progress to the Ministers of Industry and the 
Environment. 


Clean environmental technologies will be 
advanced through conferences, courses, 
seminars, bilateral exchanges and training 
programs. 


The Department introduced a draft framework 
document on the viability of a National 
Certification Program to assist small- and 
medium-sized environmental industries to 
compete more successfully in the global 
marketplace. Public consultation workshops 


_ were held the summer of 1995 in five major 
Canadian cities. 


In October 1995, the Mexican and Canadian 


governments jointly announced the Mexico- 
Canada Environmental Technology and 
Industry Program (ETIP). This initiative will 


- promote trade opportunities in areas such as: 


environmental information systems; pollution 


_ prevention and control; hazardous waste 
management; and water quality management 
_and treatment. Work has started on all of 


these areas. 


The Minister led an Environmental Industry 
Mission to Malaysia, Thailand, and South 
Korea in September 1995 with a delegation 
of 29 environment sector companies. The 
mission resulted in the signing of agreements 
between Canadian business and local Asian 
interests worth approximately $20 million, 
and set the stage for future environmental 


cooperation and business opportunities. 


Environment Canada is providing support to 
the GLOBE '96 International Trade Fair and 


_ Conference, which is scheduled to take place 


in Vancouver in March 1996. The Conference 
will provide up-to-date environmental 
business intelligence, tools and contacts to 
enhance the competitiveness and ability of 


Canadian industry to capitalize on 
environmental business opportunities in the 


global marketplace. As well, the conference 


will provide an international forum for 
discussing environmental policy. 


The Environmental Management Initiative 
(EMI) under the Environmental Industry 
Strategy, was announced in March 1995. It 
will transfer Canadian environmental 


A National Certification Program for 
environmental industries will be completed by 
1997. 


Work on these projects in Mexico will 
continue and are aimed for completion by 
1997. 


Other EMI projects for government-to- 
government transfer of expertise will be 
assessed, approved and implemented. 
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expertise to the governments of developing 
countries and countries with economies in 
transition to improve their ability to deal with 
environmental issues. Several projects are 
now underway to support the export of 
Canadian Environmental Technologies and 
Services while enhancing the environmental 
management capacity in 17 other countries. 


In line with theses objectives, the Department 
was instrumental in development of the 
Environmental Procurement Framework 
under the Strategy. The Framework will 
provide a series of measures to improve 
procurement of environmental products and 
services. 


Result—Environmental Technologies/Industries Advancement: Canadians have the 
technology they need to solve present and future environmental problems. 


= Progress on Result # 


As part of the government effort to 
commercialize selected operations, the 
Wastewater Technology Centre was 
demonstrated to be a successful Government 
Owned Contractor Operated (GOCO) 
initiative. 


The goals of creating a cleaner environment 
and establishing a dynamic, more 
domestically and internationally competitive 
environmental industry in Canada were 
brought together during the assessment of 
proposed projects under the National 
Infrastructure Program announced in 1994. 
Projects were assessed for their contribution 
to environmental sustainability, in addition to 
such factors as job-creation potential and 
long- and short-term skills development. 
Environmental sustainability was determined 
on the basis of such factors as whether 
projects resulted in a net benefit to 
environmental quality, whether the projects 
incorporated wise and efficient use of natural 
resources, such as full-cost pricing for water

Management of the Wastewater Technology 
Centre/GOCO contract by an employee 
holding company will be initiated in April 
1996. 


and water services, and whether they 
enhanced opportunities for the development 
of new and innovative environmental 
technologies. 


The Department continued to develop and 
demonstrate pollution control technologies 
and to transfer these to the private sector. 
Efforts in this area included: licencing the 
Crown-patented Microwave Assisted Process 
(MAP™) for extracting chemicals to four 
companies; and with the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade, 
signing agreements with Latvia and the 
Ukraine to transfer Canadian contaminated 
site remediation technology in cooperation 
with Canadian companies. 


The Canadian Environmental Technology 
Advancement Centres (CETACs) completed 
their second full year of operation. These not- 
for-profit corporations provide small- and 
medium-sized enterprises (SMEs) with 
access to a comprehensive range of 

technical and business services. This 

program is delivered in partnership with 
provincial governments, environmental 
industry associations and the private sector. 


New environmental technologies continue to 
be developed in the areas of pollution 
prevention, remediation, municipal and 
industrial wastewater treatment, emissions 
and sediment technologies and analytical 
instrumentation. The Department has 
continued to enter into new licences with the 
private sector, and is currently managing a 
total of 23 licences. 


Technologies and new knowledge will be 
developed, transferred and commercialized 
on spill prevention, modelling, measurement, 
containment, recovery, remediation, and 
disposal. In partnership with the private 
sector, Canadian site remediation 
technologies will be transferred to at least two 
nations in transition. The privatization of the 
MAP technology will be evaluated. 


The CETACs will provide commercialization 
advice and assistance to nearly 1,000 small- 
and medium-sized environmental 
businesses. At least 100 contractual 
agreements for the delivery of significant 
environmental technology commercialization 
services will be concluded. 


In working with environmental SMEs, the 
CETACs will accelerate the 
commercialization of Canadian environmental 
technologies and processes, stimulate growth 
of export sales of environmental products, 
and generate high value-added 
manufacturing and service employment. 


The Department expects to complete seven 
more licences by 1996-97 and to transfer 
ownership of certain technologies to the 
private sector. The Department will endeavor 
to increase its marketing activities in order to 
maximize commercialization opportunities for 
the licencing of environmental technologies. 
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Result—Environmental Assessment: Environment Canada complies with the 
Canadian Environmental Assessment Act and the Cabinet Directive regarding the 
environmental assessment of policies and programs.

The International Institute for Sustainable 
Development (IISD—The Winnipeg Centre), 
was founded in 1990 to promote sustainable 
development in decision-making in Canada 
and internationally.

The Department is continuing funding to the 
Institute, at a declining level, and is 
encouraging the Institute to further explore 
cost recovery, expanded partnerships, and 
other fundraising opportunities. 
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$2.5 million were made to the Institute by 
Environment Canada and $2.2 million is 
forecast for 1995-96. 


The Department supports the work of the 
Canadian Environmental Network (CEN) 
through an annual contribution agreement. It 
is a national body, grouping regional affiliated 
networks of approximately 1800 
environmental, grassroot and local 
organizations. The CEN provides support to 
its member groups and facilitates 
departmental interactions with these groups 
primarily in Support of consultations. 


In 1995-96, a joint review of the EC-CEN 
relationship and the CEN's management 
structure was carried out by an independent 
third party. The results of the review served 
to recraft the contribution agreement with the 
CEN. One of the major thrusts of the new 
agreement is the need for CEN to diversify its 
revenue base. 


To continue to foster the EC-CEN partnership 
by improving communications, by 
encouraging greater self-reliance and by 
seeking opportunities for synergy as they 
may arise. 


The Department is also seeking means to 
diversify support to the CEN in its effort to 
strengthen its client and service orientation. 


3. Sustainable Development Integration (includes items previously reported under 
Administration: Management of the Environment Program; and Environmental Protection: North American Agreement 


on Environmental Cooperation) 


Long-term Objective: 7o integrate sustainable development into the policies, programs and 
operations of the federal government and, lead in building key partnerships aimed at 
measurable progress towards sustainable development. 


Over the past decade, sustainable development has become a key goal of public policy, within 
Canada and internationally. It provides a framework for the integration of environmental, 


economic and social policies. 


Increasingly, Canadians have come to understand that their health and their economic 
prospects are being influenced by the state of the environment. Similarly, a healthy economy 
provides jobs and incomes, and the wealth needed to develop the science and technology and 
to make the investments that are necessary to ensure a healthy environment. An integrated 
approach will ensure progress in each dimension of sustainable development: social, economic 


and environmental. 


The environmental agenda also brings with it new opportunities in the form of new markets 
for environmentally-friendly products and processes. The rise of free-trade as the dominant 
global economic strategy is leading to a rapid convergence in the environmental and economic 
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policies and practices of industrialized countries. Canada has a vital interest in international 
economic standards and agreements to ensure that trade dynamics do not lead to a reduction 
of environmental standards either within Canada or globally. 


The Department is examining the full range of available tools to determine a suitable mix for 
accomplishing goals for sustainable development. In this context, economic instruments and the 
reduction of barriers to sound environmental practices are attracting growing interest. The 
Department is committed to the use of economic instruments as a complement to the traditional 
regulatory practices, where these offer the lowest cost and most flexible methods for achieving 
goals. 


There is a recognition that the functioning of government can strongly influence Canada’s 
sustainable development prospects. Sustainable development must therefore be integrated into 
the way government defines its business and makes its decisions. 


The major challenge for individuals, businesses, voluntary groups, the scientific community 
and governments is to transform sustainable development from a concept into a basis for 
action.

responded in October 1994. It made a 
commitment to: amend the Auditor General 
Act to provide for the creation of this

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General: and, require Ministers to table 
sustainable development strategies for their 
departments in the House of Commons and 
to update them every three years. 


The amendments were tabled in the House of 
Commons in April 1995. The Bill was 
proclaimed in December 1995. 


In June 1995, the Department released, A 
Guide to Green Government to provide 
guidance to federal departments on the 
preparation of their sustainable development 
strategy. The Guide provides a framework for 
the development of strategies that are 
comprehensive, results oriented and 
developed in consultation with stakeholders. 


The Department and the Treasury Board 
Secretariat have renewed an agreement to 
improve existing coordination on 
environmental accountability issues as they 
relate to government operations. The 
Environmental Accountability Partnership 
(EAP) Steering Committee has been 
instrumental in defining objectives for 
greening government operations— 
specifically, on waste reduction, energy 
efficiency, water conservation, reduced fleet 
emissions, and environmentally friendly 
procurement. The Committee has assisted in 
developing strategies to address specific 
environmental management questions 
including promotion of Environmental 
Management Systems (EMS) across the 
government. (See also pages 21 and 114.) 


Using the Guide as a basis, the Department 
will develop its sustainable development 
strategy. In addition, assistance will be 
provided to other departments in the 
preparation of their strategies. 


The Department will continue to support all 
departments in the development of their 
environmental accountability. Emphasis will 
be placed on identifying and overcoming 
common barriers in EMS implementation 
through the Federal Committee on 
Environmental Management Systems 
(FCEMS), a sub-committee which reports to 
the EAP Steering Committee. 


Concrete ideas and experiences will be 
shared with other government departments, 
national and international organizations to 
promote and accelerate the greening of 
government.

Joint action is fostered with key international 
partners—A meeting of the G-7 Environment 
Ministers took place in May 1995, in 
preparation for the G-7 economic summit that

was held in Halifax in June 1995. The G-7 
refers to a group of seven industrialized 
countries including Canada, the United 
States, Italy, France, Germany, the United 
Kingdom and Japan. 


Canada has continued to provide leadership 
on environment-economy issues at the Asia- 
Pacific Economic Cooperation (APEC) forum, 
and is initiating a project on economic 
instruments for environmental protection. 


Effectiveness of international institutions is an 
important aspect in efforts to protect 
Canadian environmental interests in 
international debates. The Department works 
with key partners in representing Canada at 
the United Nations Environment Program 
(UNEP) and the Environment Policy 
Committees of OECD and UN-ECE (United 
Nations Economic Commission for Europe). 


The Global Environment Facility (GEF) is an 
important element of the follow up to the 
1992 United Nations Conference on 
Environment and Development (UNCED). It 
provides new and additional resources to 
developing countries to achieve global 
environmental benefits. The GEF was 
originally established as a three-year pilot 
program in 1991 and was restructured in 
1994 to begin operations on a more 
permanent basis. It is the interim financial 
mechanism for the Climate Change and 
Biological Diversity Conventions and 
supports projects in the areas of International 
Waters and Ozone for countries with 
economies in transition. Operational 
frameworks and guidelines for GEF funding, 
including operational strategies and project 
cycle, were developed; and numerous 
projects in developing countries were 
undertaken. Environment Canada is a 
member of GEF. By participating at the GEF 
Council meetings Environment Canada 
brings Canadian views and concerns to the 


The Department will continue to provide 
leadership on environment-economy issues 
at APEC and is developing an initiative on the 
environment as a potential leader's theme 
when Canada hosts APEC in 1997. 


Representation of Canadian environmental 
interests at UNEP, the OECD, and UN-ECE 
will continue. 


In 1996 the permanent GEF will function with 
a fully developed framework in place for the 
first time. 


The GEF Council will be meeting twice a year 
to approve new projects and work program. 


Environment Canada will work to ensure that 
the GEF delivers high quality and relevant 
programs and services which integrate global 
concerns into the development process. 
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table, and influences the policies and 
strategies of the GEF. 


Joint action is fostered with key national 
partners—Discussions with the Canadian 
Council of Ministers of the Environment on 
the development of an Environmental 
Management Framework for Canada are 
continuing. 


Negotiations continued with all provinces on 
equivalency and administrative agreements 
based on the principles of federal/provincial 
co-operation, one-window delivery, 
information sharing, reduction of overlap and 
elimination of duplication; several formal 
agreements were in place by the end of 
1994-95. For example, a Canada-Yukon 
Environmental Protection Agreement was 
signed in May 1995. 


Connexion conferences provide an 
opportunity for representatives from 
governments, business, labour and the 
voluntary sector to discuss salient issues on 
the environmental and sustainable 
development agenda. The last conference 
was held in December 1994 and focused on 
"Re-tooling for Sustainable Development." 


Environment Canada has been a major 
player with the Canadian Standards 
Association (CSA) in developing an 
interactive guide and software to encourage 
effective and efficient public involvement 
practices in decision-making. This initiative 
was carried out under the direction of a multi- 
stakeholder committee. The guide and 
software have direct application to the 
sustainability sohere and other sectors (e.g., 
community development, etc.) by fostering 
constructive relationships and interactions 
with external stakeholders. The guide and 
software, which have been subjected to a 
peer and public review process, provide a 
useful framework from which to plan, 
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The Framework was released for discussion 
in October 1995. The Department will 
continue to pursue reduction of overlap and 
elimination of duplication with respect to the 
management of the environment wherever 
possible. 


Negotiations on additional environmental 
protection agreements will continue. Canada- 
British Columbia and Canada-Quebec single- 
window agreements for the pulp and paper 
industry sector will be renegotiated when they 
expire in 1996. 


The conference is held once every two years 
with the next one planned for 1996. The 
Department will actively seek partnerships 
with key stakeholders in planning 

Connexion 96 and will use this event to 
strengthen its relations with a wide range of 
clients, partners and stakeholders to support 
the sustainable development agenda in 
Canada. 


Through workshops, meetings and 
representation at the management level, 
Environment Canada staff will have an 
opportunity to become familiar with the CSA 
guide and software in the context of a 
renewed policy framework for consultations.

Promote mutually compatible trade and 
environment policies—Canada is working 
with its international partners to promote the 
‘mutual compatibility of trade and environment 
policies in a variety of international fora. 
Multilateral fora include the World Trade 
Organization (WTO), the Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development 
(OECD), Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation 
(APEC), the United Nations Environment 
Program (UNEP), the United Nations 
Conference on Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD), and the United Nations 
‘Commission on Sustainable Development 
(UNCSD). Important regional and 
hemispheric fora include the Commission for 
Environmental Cooperation (CEC) and the 
Organization of American States (OAS). 


The WTO Committee on Trade and 
Environment is meeting regularly with a view 
to developing recommendations on whether 
any modifications to the trade rules are 
‘required in order to promote sustainable 
development. 


The OECD released a milestone Report on 
Trade and Environment in May 1995, with 
conclusions on its work over the past two 
years; Environment Canada and Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade (FAIT) played 
a major role in the preparation of this report. 
The OECD is continuing its work in this area. 
Environment Canada has also made 
progress in integrating trade considerations 
into its policies and programs, for example, 
the Environmental Choice Program’s efforts

The Department will continue to contribute to 
trade and environment discussions in the 
OECD, UNEP, UNCTAD, UNCSD, APEC and 
regional discussions in the CEC and OAS. 


Environment Canada will work with FAIT to 
influence discussions in the WTO Committee 
on Trade and Environment as it develops its 
report to WTO Ministers to be delivered at the 
end of 1996. 


The Department will continue to integrate 
trade considerations into the development of 
Canada’s environmental policies. 


Through the International Trade Advisory 
Committee's Task Force on Trade and 
Environment, the Department will work with 
FAIT to facilitate the effective contribution of 
non-governmental organizations in trade and 
environment discussions. 
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to promote international cooperation in eco- 
labelling. 


In cooperation with FAIT, the Department 
represented domestic environmental interests 
at the Third Meeting of the Commission on 
Sustainable Development (CSD). 


The North American Agreement on 
Environmental Cooperation (NAAEC) entered 
into force in January 1994, immediately 
following the North American Free Trade 
Agreement (NAFTA). The North American 
Commission for Environmental Cooperation 
(NACEC) was created to oversee 
implementation of the agreement and is now 
fully operational. The Minister of the 
Environment is Canada's representative on 
the Council of the Commission for 
Environmental Cooperation (CEC). The 
Canadian NAAEC Office coordinates 
Canada's involvement with the CEC. 


At present, Canada's NACEC commitment to 
effective enforcement of its environmental 
laws only covers laws within the federal 
jurisdiction. An intergovernmental agreement 
has been developed through which provinces 
can formally agree to have their 
environmental laws included. To date, only 
Alberta has signed this intergovernmental 
agreement; however efforts are being made 
to include additional provinces. Canada can 
not fully benefit from the dispute resolution 
provisions of the NAAEC until provinces 
representing 55% of Gross National Product 
(GNP) have signed on. 


The North American Commission for 
Environmental Cooperation has an active 
annual program of cooperative activities. Key 
results in 1995 included a trilateral agreement 
to develop action plans for the control of 
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The Minister of International Trade will 
establish an additional Sectoral Advisory 
Group on International Trade (SAGIT) 
focusing on the environmental industry 
sector. 


Representation of domestic environmental 
interests to continue at the fourth meeting of 
the CSD. Preparations for the 1997 five-year 
retrospective, since the Earth Summit in Rio, 
will begin. 


Environment Canada will lead Canada's 
participation in the North American 
Agreement on Environmental Cooperation. 


Canada will seek to ensure the maximum 
provincial participation in the NAAEC and 
ensure that effective intergovernmental 
coordination mechanisms are established. A 
National Advisory Committee to advise 
governments on the views of Canadians with 
respect to the implementation and further 
elaboration of the NAAEC will be appointed. 
Model rules of procedure on use of the 
consultation and dispute resolution processes 
in Part 5 of the NAAEC will be negotiated 
with the United States and Mexico. 


Environment Canada will coordinate 
Canadian participation in the development 
and implementation of the 1996 CEC work 
plan. The annual program of the North 
American Commission for Environmental 


persistent, bioaccumulative toxic substances 
of regional concern; development of a North 
American Pollutants Release Inventory; 
cooperation on climate change; endorsement 
of principles for the assessment of projects 
with transboundary implications; 
endorsement of principles dealing with public 
submissions alleging failure by a Party to the 
NAAEC to effectively enforce its 
environmental law; and, initiation of a North 
American Quality Assurance Program for 
environmental analyses. 


The Agreement on Internal Trade came into 
force in July 1995. In cooperation with the 
Canadian Council of Ministers of the 
Environment (CCME), Environment Canada 
participated in developing implementation 
procedures for the environmental protection 
chapter of the Agreement. The Department 
assisted in drafting a manual to assist 
environmental managers in assessing the 
conformity of new environmental measures to 
the Agreement. 


Cooperation will be developed and 
implemented in a manner that meets the 
needs of Canadians. For example, Canada 
will host the 1996 Regular Session of the 
Council of the Commission for Environmental 
Cooperation and use the event to raise the 
profile of the Agreement in Canada; and, 
Quality Management Systems will be 
established in participating laboratories in 
Canada, the United States, and Mexico. 


Environment Canada will negotiate in 
partnership with FAIT with respect to Chilean 
accession to the NAAEC. 


Through the International Trade Advisory 
Committee’s Task Force on Trade and 
Environment, the Department will work with 
FAIT to facilitate the effective contribution of 
non-governmental organizations in trade and 
environment discussions. 


Result—Sound Environmental Practices: Barriers and disincentives to sound 
environmental practices are identified and greater use of market-based mechanisms 


is promoted. 
= Progress on Result = 


In the 1995 Budget, the Government 
responded to a number of recommendations 
_of the Task Force on Economic Instruments 
and Disincentives to Sound Environmental 
Practices. It committed to review the tax 
treatment of energy efficiency, renewable 
energy and non-renewable energy 
investments, and to see whether the tax 
system contains barriers and disincentives to 
the use of recycled material. The Budget also 
improved the tax treatment of donations of 
ecologically sensitive land for conservation 
purposes. 


= 1996-97 Targets for Result = 


Environment Canada will promote greater 
use of economic instruments in implementing 
environmental policies, and work with 
Finance and other departments to identify 
barriers and disincentives to sound 
environmental practices.

In addition, the Government committed to 
respond more formally to the Task Force 
report in the following months. The 
departments of Environment and Finance 
began developing the Government response 
which will set out how the Government 
intends to move forward with respect to 
economic instruments and disincentives, 
including the Red Book commitment to 
conduct a baseline study of federal grants, 
taxes and subsidies. 


Environment Canada and the Department of 
Finance began working with their 
international partners at the OECD to follow 
up on the request from the G-7 Environment 
Ministers meeting in Hamilton that the OECD 
review subsidy and tax disincentives to sound 
environmental practices in OECD countries. 
The OECD secretariat organized a workshop 
in November to scope out a possible work 
program to follow up on the G-7 Environment 
Ministers’ requests. 
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Environment Canada will work with the 
Department of Finance and other 
departments to support and help shape the 
work of the OECD on subsidy and tax 
disincentives. 


D. Administration 
Objective 


To provide strategic direction and support services which contribute to advancing the 
sustainable development agenda of the Department. 


Description 


Canadians desire a lean, efficient and accountable government which responds to their needs 
and stewards resources to the greatest benefit. To accomplish this, the strategies of the 
Administration Activity are: setting integrated direction, using client-centred results-based 
business planning, developing management frameworks to encourage decentralized initiative, 
and modernizing management systems and infrastructure. The Activity provides efficient and 
effective tools, technologies, and advice in support of operations and senior management. 


The Administration Activity consists of: the Minister's office, the Deputy Ministers' 
offices, the Assistant Deputy Ministers' offices, the Regional Directors' General offices, the 
Corporate Secretariat as well as corporate, service and regional support services such as legal 
counsel, finance, human resources, planning, management practices, review (program 
evaluation and internal audit), informatics, library, materiel management, security, 
accommodation, and mail. 


Resource Summary 


The Administration Activity accounts for 11% of the total 1996-97 Environment Program 
gross expenditures and 18% of the total human resources full-time equivalents (FTE).

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Performance Information and Resource Justification 


Managing Environment Canada today means balancing the concerns of Canadians for the 
environment and their expectations of an affordable and streamlined public service. The 
management challenge is to deliver measurably beneficial results, while exercising fiscal 
restraint, in a way that maximizes the value and stewardship of resources. 


The main results for the Administration Activity are in the following areas: 
* — Integrated Direction 


* Operational Support 


The Administration Activity provides leadership to the Department in coping with its 
management challenge. Senior managers are constantly on the look-out for innovations and 
directions in the governance of the Federal Public Service. Within the Department, in their 
leadership role, senior managers communicate this knowledge and awareness so that 
managers and staff understand the themes and thrusts of changes in governance and of the 
direction of the Government. The Minister, the Deputy Ministers, the Assistant Deputy Ministers, 
and the Regional Directors General contribute direction, strategies, and priorities to the overall 
process of designing and implementing a modern department. With their experience and 
knowledge, senior management also plays an important role as contributor to the process of 
change within the Federal Government as a whole. 


This Activity also provides ongoing services to support the other Activities in their delivery 
of results: 


* develops options and choices to support executive decision-making including resource 
allocation; 


* improves departmental management systems: 

* identifies successes and weaknesses through the review function; 

* ensures financial stewardship; 

* delivers information technology and information management services; 
* enhances the Department's operational capacity; 

* provides integrated service delivery in the Regions; and

Program Review decisions will lead to many adjustments in the way this Activity leads and 


supports the management and operation of the Environment Program. Other forces for change 
include continuing resource pressures as the Government manages the debt load, greater 
expectations from Canadians for responsible management of resources, and increasing use of 
technology i.e., electronic information and commerce. The Department's objectives are to: 


renew scientific and related expertise to enable the Department to meet the challenges of 
today and the future; 


focus on technology improvements and investment in infrastructure for the efficient 
management of the Department; 


provide a greater proportion of services on a cost recovery/user-pay basis, including the 
development of technology applications; 


shift from carrying out tasks on behalf of clients to providing advice and guidance in support 
of their activities; 


build management processes and practices that align with government-wide systems and 
support increased accountabilities and responsibilities of line managers, including self- 
assessment and risk analysis pertaining to audit and evaluation; 


develop cost-effective services which support the Department's agenda as well as increase 
the integration and coordination of the policy and planning functions across the 


Department; and 


align strategic direction with clients' needs and broader governmental objectives.

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Definitions Applicable to Major Capital Projects 


Capital Expenditures: All major capital projects are displayed with information on the class 
of the estimate (Substantive (S) or Indicative (l)) and the extent of Treasury Board authority, 
i.e., delegated to the Department (DA), Preliminary Project Approval (PPA) or Effective Project 
Approval (EPA). The following definitions apply: 


Substantive Estimate: This estimate is one of sufficiently high quality and reliability so as to 
warrant Treasury Board approval as a Cost Objective for the project phase under 
consideration. It is based on detailed system and component design and taking into account 
all project objectives and deliverables. 


Indicative Estimate: This is a low quality, order of magnitude estimate that is not sufficiently 
accurate to warrant Treasury Board approval as a Cost Objective. It replaces the classes of 
estimates formerly referred to as Class C or D. 


Preliminary Project Approval (PPA): This is Treasury Board's authority to initiate a project 
in terms of its intended operational requirement, including approval of the objectives of the 
project definition phase and any associated expenditures. Sponsoring departments submit for 
PPA when the project's complete scope has been examined and costed, normally to the 
indicative level, and when the cost of the project definition phase has been estimated to the 
substantive level. 


Effective Project Approval (EPA): This is Treasury Board's approval of the objectives 
(project baseline), including the Cost Objective, of the project implementation phase and 
provides the necessary authority to proceed with implementation. Sponsoring departments 
submit for EPA when the scope of the overall project has been defined and when the 
estimates have been refined to the substantive level. 


Delegated Authority (DA): Projects for which authority has been delegated to the 
department by Treasury Board.

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C. Report of Operations under the International River Improvements Act for 
the year ended December 31, 1994. 


The International River Improvements Act received assent on July 11, 1955. This Act 
provides for the licensing of international river improvements to ensure that the water 
resources of Canada are developed and utilized in the national interest. The Act does not 
apply to international river improvements constructed under the authority of an Act of the 
Parliament of Canada, or situated within boundary waters as defined in the Boundary Waters 
Treaty of January 11, 1909, or constructed, operated and maintained solely for domestic, 
sanitary or irrigation purposes. 


Administration 


Regulations for administering this Act were passed by Order-in-Council P.C. 1955-1899 dated 

December 29, 1955 and amended P.C. 1987-1943 dated September I7, 1987, and P.C. 1993- 

764 dated April 20, 1993. The Department of the Environment has administered this Act since 
June 1971. 


Activity 


During 1994, no licence was issued under the Regulations of the International River 
Improvements Act. Processing for a licence for a flow regulations storage dam in the Battle 
Creek, Saskatchewan, has been withheld pending the completion of an environmental 
assessment of the project. 


A small-scale hydroelectric power development project on a tributary of the Tanzilla River, 


British Columbia was exempted from the application of the Act according to the Regulations 
amended in 1987.

The Plan is divided into two sections. Section | presents an overview of the Program and a 
description, background information, objectives and planning perspectives and performance 
information that form the basis for the resources requested. Section II gives further information on 
costs and resources as well as special analyses that the reader may require to understand the 
Program more fully. 


Section | is preceded by details of Spending Authorities from Part Il of the Estimates and 
Volume II of the Public Accounts of Canada. This is to provide continuity with other Estimates 
documents as well as to aid in assessing the Program's financial performance over the past year. 


This document is designed to permit easy access to specific information the reader may 
require. The Table of Contents provides a detailed guide to the contents of each section. 
In addition, references are made throughout the document to allow the reader to find more details 
on items of particular interest. 


It should be noted that, in accordance with the Operating Budget principles, human resource 
consumption reported in this Expenditure Plan will be measured in terms of employee full time 
equivalents (FTE). FTE factors out the length of time that an employee works during each week by 
calculating the rate of assigned hours of work over scheduled hours of work.

Program Overview 


A. Highlights of Plans for 1996-97 and Recent Performance 


Over the past year, the Federal Office of Regional Development - Quebec (FORD-Q) made a 
major shift in direction in its approach to development of the regions of Quebec. The new approach 
recognizes the opportunity to make the dynamism and growth of SMEs the mainstay in developing 
the economic potential of every region of Quebec. FORD-Q is concentrating on three broad areas 
of priority concern - delivery of an entirely revamped range of services to clientele, co-operation of 
federal economic activities in Quebec and increased harmonization of federal-provincial activities. 
FORD-Q has implemented a number of measures to adjust to the Program Review and the Budget 
of February 27, 1995. 


1. Plans for 1996-97 


The Federal Office of Regional Development - Quebec plans to achieve the following initiatives in 
fiscal year 1996-97: 


e Special Fund for the Economic Development and Adjustment of Quebec Fishing 
Communities: The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy (TAGS), announced in 1994 by the 
federal government to soften the impact of declining groundfish stocks on the economy 
and communities of the Atlantic coast, comprises three activity components, for one of 
which FORD-Q is responsible in Quebec. This component involves the implementation of 
measures to support the economic and social development of the affected communities. 
FORD-Q has created the Special Fund for the Economic Development and Adjustment of 
Quebec Fishing Communities. A total budget of $13.5 million, including $12.5 million in 
grants and contributions, has been approved to accomplish the main objectives of this 
component until 1999-2000. FORD-Q is currently completing the policy framework for this 
special fund (see page 19). 


e Canadian Business Service Centers: FORD-Q is proposing to make Info Entrepreneurs 
in Montréal into the keystone of the Canadian Business Service Centers (CBSC) network in 
Quebec and establish a secondary center in the Québec City region. A budget of over 
four million dollars for the years 1995-96 to 1998-99 will ensure operation of the centers. 
After an initial year of operation, a total of 116,751 contacts have been made with clients 
(see pages 20 and 22). 


e Setting up alliances with financial institutions: After having reached an agreement with 
the Business Development Bank of Canada (BDC), FORD-Q initiated negotiations with 
other financial institutions. These alliances are aimed at creating lending programs with 
flexible or “patient” repayment conditions for Quebec SMEs investing in high-risk sectors or 
projects and presenting inadequate guarantees (see page 20). 


e “Quality Process”: FORD-Q recently undertook the “quality” process to establish the 
ISO 9001 standard in the Department. In order to improve service quality and client 
satisfaction, the procedures for planning, designing and delivering services and products 
will be reviewed in order to adopt a systematic, structured, stringent and internationally 
recognized process (see page 20). 
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2. Recent Performance 


Here are some highlights of the 1995-96 Program: 


SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER concept: In 1995-96, FORD-Q launched its new 
SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER concept, which enables entrepreneurs in every 
region of Quebec to access an entirely revamped range of services. FORD-Q now 
provides true strategic counselling for businesses, while emphasizing the competitiveness 
of SMEs, especially in the areas of innovation, conquering new markets, influence of 
business networks, particularly those of the federal government, and entrepreneurship. 
The SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER enables FORD-Q to become, through its 

13 business offices in Quebec, the gateway for SMEs to programs and services provided 
by all federal departments and organizations (see page 18). 


IDEA-SME Program: Following its strategic repositioning, FORD-Q put its new IDEA-SME 
programming into place in April 1995. Unlike earlier programming, which was intended to 
provide financial assistance for capital projects, this new programming is designed to 
provide services and fund activities in certain priority areas of activity. These areas are as 
follows: 


- Innovation, research and development, design; 

- Development of markets; 

- Export trade; and 

- Assistance to entrepreneurship and business climate development. 


This program, which is aimed at small- and medium-sized businesses, was developed so 
as to avoid overlap and duplication with existing federal and Quebec government 
assistance programs. The IDEA-SME Program allows for financial intervention in catalyst 
projects in priority areas of activity. IDEA-SME has a budget of $311.1 million for the years 
1995-96 to 1999-2000. As at November 30, 1995, the program had contributed to 170 
projects for a commitment of $11.8 million (see page 18). 


Community Futures Program: The Community Futures Program (CFP), formerly 
managed by Human Resources Development Canada (HRDC), has been part of 
FORD-Q’s responsibility since April 1, 1995. This change meant the transfer of 16 HRDC 
employees to FORD-Q. Through the Community Development Assistance Corporations 
(CDACs), the CFP provides small businesses with capital and technical advice and 
participates in the economic development of the community. At present, 55 Quebec 
communities have been designated under the program in addition to the Quebec Network 
of CDACs and eight Community Economic Development Corporations (CEDCs). This 
program accounts for $63.3 million for the next five years, in addition to an operating 
budget (see page 18). 


Agreement with the Business Development Bank of Canada: FORD-Q has reached an 
agreement with the Business Development Bank of Canada (BDC) to improve access to 
funding for knowledge- and information-based SMEs. The agreement makes available a 
$25-million fund called the IDEA-SME Fund, intended to provide loans in the form of 
“patient capital” for research and development and marketing projects. FORD-Q’s 
involvement in the program consists of providing a five-million dollar reserve to absorb up 
to 20% of potential losses from loans made by the BDC under the IDEA-SME Fund (see 
page 19). 


Partnership agreements: In order to confirm and increase co-operation with other federal 


government departments and agencies, FORD-Q concluded a number of partnership 
agreements during 1995-96. These agreements are intended both to allow Quebec SMEs 
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access to all services provided by the federal government and to harmonize efforts in order 
to reduce duplication of services and present a unified image to the Canadian public. Such 
agreements have already been reached with the National Research Council of Canada 
(NRC), Industry Canada, the Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
(DFAIT)/Industry Canada (development of international affairs), Environment Canada, the 
Canadian Space Agency, the BDC/Industry Canada (NEXPRO) and Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Canada. FORD-Q has also joined the Canadian Technology Network (CTN) set up 
by the NRC (see page 19). 


Harmonization agreement: Six subsidiary agreements under the Canada-Quebec 
Economic and Regional Development Agreement 1984-94 are still in force and some will 
remain in effect until 1998. FORD-Q has ensured the final phase of delivery of its former 
programs, most of which fell under the Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on the 
Economic Development of the Regions of Quebec (SAEDRQ) and ended on March 31, 
1995. The final offers under these programs will be made at a later date for applications 
for assistance received up to that date. As at November 30, 1995, a total of $337.4 million 
had been committed to 2,732 projects (see page 20). 


Canada-Quebec Infrastructure Works Agreement: FORD-Q will continue to co-chair the 
Canada-Quebec Infrastructure Works Agreement. This Agreement, with a federal budget 
of $526.8 million, provides funding shared among federal, provincial and local 
governments. As at November 30, 1995, federal commitments under this program totalled 
$466.4 million for 2,155 projects. These commitments will allow for the completion of work 
in the order of $1,947 million throughout Quebec and will create 24,539 jobs. The program 
is scheduled to end on March 31, 1996 (see page 21). 


Repayable contributions: As part of its Program Review, FORD-Q planned for the 
increased use of repayable contributions. Since January 1996, all financial contributions 
granted by FORD-Q to commercial enterprises are repayable. The same is true for 
contributions to non-profit organizations (NPOs) if they realize commercial activities (see 
page 20). 


Decentralization of human resources to business offices: To decentralize Head 
Office’s activities to business offices in Hull, Montréal, Québec City, Rimouski and 
Sherbrooke, regional teams have been strengthened over the past year by the addition of 
five regional economic advisors and four communications advisors (see page 14). 


Performance highlights of the 1995-96 Program included: 


Elaboration of an evaluation framework for the IDEA-SME Program: FORD-Q is 
completing the elaboration of the evaluation framework for the IDEA-SME Program, which 
went into effect on April 1, 1995. FORD-Q innovates by linking the “key performance 
indicator panel” concept with that of the “evaluation framework”. In that way, performance 
indicators for service to clientele will be identified, so that conclusions can be reached 
regarding FORD-Q's contribution to the development of SMEs and the economic 
development of the various regions of Quebec. Evaluation activities for former 
programming are carried out to the extent that these evaluations could help FORD-Q in 
implementing the new programming or probe aspects relevant to the new mission (see 
page 25).

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C. Background 
1. Introduction 


On June 13, 1991, a series of Orders in Council was adopted to transfer responsibility for regional 
development in Quebec, as well as for programs established for Quebec under the Department of 
Industry, Science and Technology Act, to the Minister of National Health and Welfare. These 
Orders in Council created the Federal Office of Regional Development - Quebec and provided it 
with all the necessary tools to function autonomously for the purposes of the Financial 
Administration Act and the Public Service Employment Act. On March 29, 1995, the Department of 
Industry Act came into effect, repealing the Department of Industry, Science and Technology Act. 
At the same time, an order of the Privy Council transferred responsibility for regional economic 
development in Quebec, as described in the Department of Industry Act, from the Industry Minister 
to the Finance Minister, with the exception of the Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreements on 
Industrial Development. 


Strategy development: The Minister responsible for the Federal Office of Regional Development - 
Quebec, in co-operation with the other federal departments and agencies concerned, proposes 
policies, plans and an integrated concept for federal action with regard to regional economic 
development in Quebec. 


Program co-ordination and co-operation with Quebec: The Minister responsible for the Federal 
Office of Regional Development - Quebec co-ordinates federal government policies and programs 
in support of the economic development of the regions of Quebec, co-ordinates federal 
government activities for the establishment of co-operative regional and economic relationships 
with the Government of Quebec, the business community, unions and other public and private 
agencies to further regional economic development. The Minister can reach agreements with the 
Quebec government or its agencies on co-ordinating and implementing policies, services and 
federal and provincial regional economic development programs. 


Service delivery: The Minister responsible for the Federal Office of Regional Development - 
Quebec also provides services (and, if required, co-ordinates their delivery) to promote regional 


_ economic development in Quebec, particularly those that encourage development of 
_ entrepreneurial talent, stimulate investment and support small and medium-sized businesses, both 


province-wide and in a specific region. 


Program delivery: The Minister responsible for the Federal Office of Regional Development - 


_ Quebec plans, executes, directs or manages programs or operations intended to: assist in creating 


and enhancing economic activity and improving economic prospects in Quebec regions requiring 


_ Special support; help commercial ventures get started, expand, modernize or adapt to uncommon 
_ business conditions; co-ordinate, promote and intensify regional economic development activities in 


Quebec; help small- and medium-sized businesses take root in a specific Quebec region; and 
develop, modernize, support and promote existing businesses. 


Economic analysis: The Minister responsible for the Federal Office of Regional Development - 


Quebec, compiles, analyses, co-ordinates and disseminates information on regional economic 
_ development in Quebec, and compiles detailed program and operational data to assess economic 


_ development trends in Quebec's regions. 
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2. Mandate 


Part Il of the Department of Industry Act, in effect since March 29, 1995, sets out the regional 
development mandate. 


The Act gives the Minister responsible for the Federal Office of Regional Development - 
Quebec the necessary powers to achieve the Program Objective. 


3. Program Objective 


The objective of the Program is to promote the economic development of the regions of Quebec 
with low incomes, slow economic growth, or inadequate possibilities for productive employment, by 
emphasizing long-term economic development and sustainable employment and income creation, 
while concentrating on small and medium-sized enterprises and on the development and 
enhancement of entrepreneurial talent. 


4. Program Description 


The FORD-Q Program comprises a single activity, which is to co-ordinate, support and promote 
economic development in the regions of Quebec. Over the past year, FORD-Q has undertaken a 
major shift in direction in its approach to development of the regions of Quebec. The new approach 
recognizes the opportunity to make the dynamism and growth of SMEs the mainstay in developing 
the economic potential of every region of Quebec. To this end, FORD-Q is concentrating its efforts 
in three broad areas of priority concern, namely delivery of an entirely revamped range of services 
to clientele, co-operation in federal economic activities in Quebec and increased harmonization of 
federal-provincial activities. 


Services to clientele: FORD-Q provides a range of services - in concert with federal, provincial 
and community partners - to support the efforts of dynamic SMEs striving to become more 
enterprising, innovative and open to foreign markets. This new framework for activities and services 
emphasizes a comprehensive group of tools for information dissemination, counselling, access to 
funding and additional financial support in each of the priority areas of activity - innovation, research 
and development, design; development of markets, export trade, and assistance to 
entrepreneurship and business climate development. FORD-Q can intervene financially in catalyst 
projects in priority areas of activity. 


Co-operation in federal economic activities in Quebec: The approach favoured by FORD-Q 
involves taking the lead in terms of responsibility for federal economic activities in Quebec, acting 
as the federal mandatory for programs and services to SMEs and promoting Quebec's interests to 
ensure that federal policies and programs benefit the SMEs located in all regions of Quebec. 


Harmonization of federal-provincial activities: The federal approach to regional development in 
Quebec emphasizes the harmonization of federal-provincial activities by focussing federal attention 
on areas where the federal government can supply real added value by improving co-operation 
and simplifying delivery of programs and services to SMEs. 
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5. Program Organization for Delivery 


Structure by activity: FORD-Q's sole activity is to co-ordinate, support and promote economic 
development in the regions of Quebec. 


Organization: The FORD-Q organization chart is shown in Figure 3 on page 16. 


FORD-Q is headquartered in Montréal, with a network of 13 business offices throughout the 
regions of Quebec, and a regional representation office in Hull to maintain contact with the 
government in the National Capital Region. FORD-Q provides leadership for federal stakeholders 
with regard to Info Entrepreneurs. 


The following positions report directly to the Deputy Minister: an Executive Assistant who also 
performs the duties of Corporate Secretary, the Assistant Deputy Minister, Policy and Liaison; the 
Assistant Deputy Minister, Operations: the Director General, Communications; the Director 
General, Finance, Administration and Corporate Services; the Director, Human Resources, the 
Director, Legal Services and a working group which is undertaking a “quality” process for the 
Department. 


In order to make a major change in direction toward improved service to SME clientele, 
FORD-Q has considerably modified its organizational structure, moving resources from Head 
Office to business offices. 


Deputy Minister: Located in the Montréal Head Office, the Deputy Minister is the head of the 
Department. He is supported in his activities by the Executive Assistant and Corporate Secretary, 
who plays a co-ordinating role in support of senior management and is responsible for enforcement 
of the Access to Information and Privacy Acts and management of Departmental correspondence. 


Policy and Liaison: The Assistant Deputy Minister, Policy and Liaison, is responsible for identifying 
the Department's strategic orientations, as well as promoting the interests of Quebec's regions 
within the Government. He also represents FORD-Q to the Organization for Economic Co- 
operation and Development (OECD). He manages three functional entities, namely the Analysis 
and Partnership Branch, the Liaison and Regional Advocacy Branch and the Operational and 
Ministerial Services Branch, and ensures the functional direction of five economic advisors now all 
across the network of business offices. 


The Analysis and Partnership Branch is responsible for identifying the options available to the 
Minister responsible for FORD-Q in terms of government strategy for regional development in 
Quebec, developing the Department’s strategy framework and consequent policy and program 
frameworks and identifying alternatives for funding the initiatives making up the strategy under 
consideration. This Branch is also responsible for developing mechanisms and strategies for 
federal-provincial co-operation; co-ordinating negotiations of federal-provincial agreements; and 
participating in the administration of these agreements. It also develops strategies for partnership 
with other federal, private and community organizations in the area of regional development. The 


_ Branch analyses policies and programs proposed by various federal departments, as well as 


existing provincial policies, to determine their impact on regional development policy for Quebec. It 


also analyses the state and the trends of the economy of Quebec and of its regions. Finally, it is 


_ responsible for evaluating the performance of federal regional development programs in Quebec. 


This Branch is located in Montréal. 


The Liaison and Regional Advocacy Branch, located in Hull in the National Capital Region, 
performs an essential role of liaison with the governmental and political machinery of the National 


Capital. It is responsible for representing Quebec's interests with federal departments and agencies 


when federal policies on economic and regional development are being developed, from the 
interdepartmental consultation stage to meetings of Cabinet Committees. The Branch also 
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represents Quebec's interests in federal contracting, and attempts to maximize Quebec's share of 
industrial and regional benefits from government procurement and major Crown projects. Under 
the new programming focussed on the development of SMEs, the Branch participates in designing 
and implementing the new strategy for the development of international trade, in studies 
undertaken by the OECD on regional development concepts in the context of the globalization of 
the economy, as well as in the interdepartmental process for harmonizing government 
programming for SMEs. 


The Operational and Ministerial Services Branch provides parliamentary advice and services to 
the Minister and his staff, as well as to senior departmental management and their counterparts. 
Besides assisting the Minister in his role in the House, the directorate offers services namely in 
Parliamentary Relations and Cabinet Documents and support to management. 


Operations: The Assistant Deputy Minister, Operations, is responsible for developing and 
delivering FORD-Q programs and for negotiating and managing partnership agreements with other 
departments and federal organizations as well as with other outside organizations, namely financial 
institutions. The Assistant Deputy Minister, Operations heads a Product Development Branch, an 
Operations Co-ordination Branch, a network of business offices throughout Quebec and Info 
Entrepreneurs. 


The Product Development Branch designs FORD-Q products and strategic initiatives so that 
they constitute real added value in services to SMEs offered through the network of business 
offices. This Branch develops strategic information products and funded and non-funded services 
and negotiates partnerships with the departments and organizations concerned. 


The Operations Co-ordination Branch provides support services for operations and serves as a 
central pivot for FORD-Q programs and services by ensuring control of quality, integrity and 
consistency in the delivery of programs and services. This Branch ensures management of the 
Community Futures Program which is linked to 55 Community Development Assistance 
Corporations (CDACs), the Quebec Network of CDACs and eight Community Economic 
Development Corporations (CEDCs). It assures a leading role in the implementation of the 
Canada-Quebec Infrastructure Works Program. 


The 13 business offices, located in the various regions of Quebec, are the focal points for 
delivery of FORD-Q's programs and services. These offices participate actively in establishing 
FORD-Q's priorities and objectives and in adapting programs to circumstances in the regions. The 
regional team represents FORD-Q in dealings with local agencies and consults with local business 
groups on selected topics. These offices also provide the federal government with an opportunity to 
increase public awareness of its policies and activities affecting economic development in the 
regions. To decentralize Head Office’s activities to business offices, regional teams have been 
strengthened over the past year by the addition of five regional economic advisors and four 
communications advisors. 


Info Entrepreneurs enables business persons to access information on government and private 
programs and services. The federal government operates the Center located in Montréal along 
with the Board of Trade of Metropolitan Montreal (BTMM) and the Quebec government. FORD-Q 
assumes a leadership role for this initiative among federal agencies. 


Communications: The Communications Branch is responsible for developing a program of public 
information designed to raise public awareness of FORD-Q's initiatives and promote the federal 
contribution to economic development in Quebec and the support of SMEs. 


The Communications Branch co-ordinates the design, production and dissemination of various 


public information products on the Department's activities, programs and services, and organizes 
corporate advertising campaigns. In concert with communications advisors in Rimouski, Québec 
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City, Sherbrooke and Montréal, the directorate promotes FORD-Q's participation in business 
shows, exhibitions, colloquia and other events staged by economic partners in the community. It 
also oversees the sponsorship of public activities aimed at promoting business development. It is 
also responsible for front-line services to the media and follow-up of media coverage. Lastly, it 
supports departmental and corporate participation in public ceremonies. 


Finance, Administration and Corporate Services: The Finance, Administration and Corporate 
Services Branch provides advice and guidance with regard to budgetary planning and is 
responsible for preparing the Multi-year Operational Plan, Part Ill of the Estimates and the Public 
Accounts of Canada. It is responsible for the preparation of financial policies, procedures and 
systems. Its mandate is to conduct independent reviews of contribution payments and maintain 
liaison with the Office of the Auditor General of Canada. It develops and manages departmental 
technologies as well as management information systems and databases. Finally, it is responsible 
for managing administrative services, government contracts and supplies. 


The Internal Audit function, which is to develop, implement and monitor an internal audit 
program, has been assigned to private consultants. 


Human Resources: The Human Resources Branch is responsible for developing programs and 
policies, and for delivering operational services in all areas of human resources management. 


Legal Services: The general objective of Legal Services is to provide, on request, legal assistance 
and counsel relevant to FORD-Q's activities. More specifically, Legal Services activities are centred 
on business law and its impact on public law. The directorate also provides support services in 
disputes. 
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D. Planning Perspectives 
1. External Factors Influencing the Program 


Quebec's production showed growth in 1994 and 1995. Its GDP grew by 3.6% in 1994 and 1.8% in 
1995, rates which were, however, slightly below the Canadian average. Employment also grew by 
76,000 in 1994 and 45,000 in 1995. This performance was the result of a sound showing by 
exports, particularly toward the United States, where Quebec now ships more than 82% of its 
foreign sales, and by an increase in non-residential investment. The Mexican market has also 
grown rapidly over the past few years and Quebec's main exports there are aircraft and 
telecommunications equipment. Unfortunately, heavy indebtedness, a rise in bankruptcies, a fall in 
retail sales and a serious decline in residential construction were noted. 


The slowdown in the American economy in early 1995 had an impact on Quebec. Following an 
increase of 2.5% in 1994, employment rose in 1995, by only 1.5%. It took 58 months of growth 
before Quebec employment finally regained its pre-recession level in February 1995. This long 
recovery period is due in large part to attempts, especially by larger firms, to rationalize and 
increase productivity. 


The result was that employment growth during this period was created almost exclusively by 
SMEs. They account for an increasing share of total employment, rising from 30% in 1979 to 37% 
in 1992. The number of SMEs has risen sharply over the past decade, while the number of larger 
firms has remained fairly constant. However, Quebec SMEs still export little. In 1990, their share of 
manufacturing exports was only 8.6%, while their share of manufacturing deliveries was 28.6%. 
Similarly, Quebec SMEs have relatively little impact on research and development. It is estimated 
that, in 1992, only 964 manufacturing and non-manufacturing SMEs carried out official R&D 
activities, spending $313 million on research, 11% of research and development spending in 
Quebec. 


The economies of Quebec’s regions: The metropolitan Montréal region is far and away the 
demographic and economic center of the province. The bulk of manufacturing and motor tertiary 
activities is located there, as are most Quebec R&D activities. For a number of years, however, 
Montréal’s performance has lagged behind that of other Canadian metropolitan regions. In 1994, 
its unemployment rate stood at 12.5%, the fourth highest among Canadian metropolitan regions 
and 0.3% higher than the Quebec average. 


Central Quebec includes, in addition to Montréal, eight regions along the St. Lawrence and its 
tributaries: the Laurentians, Lanaudiére, Montérégie, Outaouais, Eastern Townships, 
Mauricie—Bois-Francs, Québec City and Chaudiére-Appalachians regions. Excluding the 
metropolitan Montréal region, the Central Quebec regions account for 40% of manufacturing jobs 
_ in the province. The industrial base is largely focussed on natural resource processing (paper, 
wood, primary metals, food) and traditional industries (textiles, clothing, furniture). Agriculture is 
important in this region, which contains the largest share of the province’s agricultural land and has 
a more favourable climate than the other regions. The tertiary sector has developed in the larger 
population clusters, which are regional service centers for all of this part of Quebec (Québec City, 
Hull, Sherbrooke, Trois-Riviéres). In 1994, the unemployment rate was 11.0%, below that of 
Montréal and the provincial average (12.2%) and down from 1993 (11.7%). 


The peripheral regions (Gaspésie, lles-de-la-Madeleine, Bas-Saint-Laurent, Céte-Nord, 

- Saguenay-Lac-Saint-Jean, Abitibi-Témiscamingue and Nord-du-Québec) are almost completely 

_ focussed on the extraction and partial transformation of natural resources. Logging, mining, fishing, 
hydroelectricity, agriculture and tourism make up the economic base of these regions. 
Manufacturing activity, focussed on resource processing, accounts for barely 9% of Quebec 
manufacturing jobs. The regional unemployment rate in 1994 was 15.2%, higher than that of the 
Atlantic provinces (14.9%). 
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The Government of Quebec: The Quebec government's current regional development policy is 
based on the principle of support for regional economic vitality. This policy is based on a recognition 
of the essential role played by regions in identifying their own development priorities. 


Moreover, in December 1995, the Quebec government signed a partnership agreement with 
the Quebec Association of Regional Co-operation and Development Organization (AQORCD), 
which represents the 16 regional development councils. This two-year agreement (1996-97 and 
1997-98) could mark the beginning of a government activity regionalization phase and herald 
possible changes in Quebec regional development policy. 


2. Initiatives 
The principal Quebec regional development initiatives in 1995 are as follows: 


e In 1995-96, FORD-Q launched its new SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER concept, which 
enables entrepreneurs in every region of Quebec to access an entirely revamped range of 
services. FORD-Q now provides true strategic counselling for businesses, while emphasizing 
the competitiveness of SMEs, especially in the areas of innovation, conquering new markets, 
influence of business networks, particularly those of the federal government, and 
entrepreneurship. The SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER enables FORD-Q to become, 
through its 13 business offices in Quebec, the gateway for SMEs to programs and services 
provided by all federal departments and organizations. The SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS 
CENTER concept was launched in August 1995 by the Minister responsible for FORD-Q during 
a tour bringing him to meet representatives of the business community of many regions of 
Quebec. The Minister pointed out at the time that the SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER 
aimed to offer businesses services more responsive to their concerns and easier access to 
financial and other forms of support. He also stressed that this new concept provided access to 
a crucial resource for SMEs, namely access to knowledge and know-how. FORD-Q is not just 
a wicket: it has become a broker and an indispensable partner in the success of SMEs. 


e Following its strategic repositioning, FORD-Q put its new IDEA-SME programming into place 
in April 1995. Unlike earlier programming, which was intended to provide financial assistance 
for capital projects, this new programming is designed to provide services and fund activities in 
certain priority areas of activity. These areas are as follows: 


- Innovation, research and development, design; 

- Development of markets; 

- Export trade; and 

- Assistance to entrepreneurship and business climate development. 


This program, which is aimed at small- and medium-sized businesses, was developed so as to 
avoid overlap and duplication with existing federal and Quebec government assistance 
programs. The IDEA-SME Program allows for financial intervention in catalyst projects in 
priority areas of activity. Therefore, FORD-Q provides to SMEs access to information and to 
specialized services, access to business networks and access to financial support. IDEA-SME 
has a budget of $311.1 million for the years 1995-96 to 1999-2000. As at November 30, 1995, 
the program had contributed to 170 projects for a commitment of $11.8 million (See Figure 4, 
page 23). 


@ The Community Futures Program (CFP), formerly managed by Human Resources 
Development Canada (HRDC), has been part of FORD-Q's responsibility since April 1, 1995. 
This change meant the transfer of 16 HRDC employees to FORD-Q, in order to manage the 
program. Through the Community Development Assistance Corporations (CDACs), the CFP 
provides small businesses with capital and technical advice and participates in the economic 
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development of the community. At present, 55 Quebec communities have been designated 
under the program. In each of them, boards of directors made up of volunteers are responsible 
for management of funding provided under the program. They are assisted by permanent 
CDAC staff and FORD-Q advisors. The annual budget for the CFP is $12.7 million, and the 
entire budget for 1995-96 has already been committed to the 55 CDACs, the Network of 
CDACs of Quebec and eight Community Economic Development Corporations (CDECs) (see 
Figure 4, page 23). 


FORD-Q has reached an agreement with the Business Development Bank of Canada 
(BDC) to improve access to funding for knowledge- and information-based SMEs. The 
agreement makes available a $25-million fund called the IDEA-SME Fund, intended to provide 
loans in the form of “patient capital’ for research and development and marketing projects. 
FORD-Q's involvement in the program consists of providing a five-million dollar reserve to 
absorb up to 20% of potential losses from loans made by the BDC under the IDEA-SME Fund. 
The public announcement of this Fund was made by the Minister responsible for FORD-Q on 
November 27, 1995 and the two partners expect to participate in about 100 projects during the 
next three years. 


The Atlantic Groundfish Strategy (TAGS), announced in 1994 by the federal government to 
soften the impact of declining groundfish stocks on the economy and communities of the 
Atlantic coast, comprises three activity components, for one of which FORD-Q is responsible in 
Quebec. This component involves the implementation of measures to support the economic 
and community development of the affected communities. FORD-Q created the Special Fund 
for the Economic Development and Adjustment of Quebec Fishing Communities. A total 
budget of $13.5 million, including $12.5 million in grants and contributions, has been approved 
until 1999-2000. The fund is intended to strengthen, diversify and stabilize the economic fabric 
of these communities by stimulating the establishment of local SMEs and the development of 
new openings for displaced workers. It also intends to stimulate the creation of a climate more 
favourable to local development by supporting the development of the communities’ 
capabilities to undertake or identify betterment, economic promotion and entrepreneurship 
support activities. The Special Fund for the Economic Development and Adjustment of Quebec 
Fishing Communities targets administrative regions on the Quebec North Shore, the Gaspé 
and the Magdalen Islands, as well as adjacent fishing communities affected by the 
restructuring of the fishing industry. FORD-Q is currently completing the policy framework for 
this Special Fund (see Figure 4, page 23). 


In order to confirm and increase co-operation with other federal departments and agencies, 
FORD-Q concluded a number of partnership agreements during 1995-96. These 
agreements are intended both to allow Quebec SMEs access to all services provided by the 
federal government and to harmonize efforts in order to reduce duplication of services and 
present a unified image to the Canadian public. Such agreements have already been reached 
with the National Research Council of Canada (NRC), Industry Canada, the Department of 
Foreign Affairs and International Trade (DFAIT)/Industry Canada (development of international 
affairs), Environment Canada, the Canadian Space Agency, the BDC/Industry Canada 
(NEXPRO) and Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada. FORD-Q has also joined the Canadian 
Technology Network (CTN) set up by the NRC. These agreements each have specific 
objectives, but, overall, they will help to improve the quality of services to SMEs, increase the 
number of export firms and the volume of exports, and create jobs. For example, the 
agreement with the BDC and Industry Canada regarding the NEXPRO Program is aimed at 
having 1,000 heads of Quebec firms take part in this training program. It is expected that two- 
thirds of these firms will become new exporters, thus helping to improve the Quebec economy 
and create jobs. The agreement with Industry Canada and DFAIT on the development of 
international affairs is intended to increase the number of exporting SMEs in certain target 
regions, form export clubs and register SMEs with data banks. 
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3. 


FORD-Q is proposing to make Info Entrepreneurs in Montréal into the keystone of the 
Canadian Business Service Centers (CBSC) network in Quebec, establish a secondary 
center in the Québec City region and extend access to data banks on services and programs to 
its SMALL BUSINESS ACCESS CENTER network so as to establish partnerships which 
enable community organizations to exploit this special access to information at the regional 
level. A budget of over four million dollars for the years 1995-96 to 1998-99 will cover operation 
of the centers. 


As part of its Program Review, FORD-Q planned for the increased use of repayable 
contributions. Since January 1996, all financial contributions granted by FORD-Q to 
commercial enterprises are repayable. The same is true of contributions granted to non-profit 
organizations (NPOs) if they realize commercial activities. These are defined as activities which 
have a foreseeable and direct impact on receipts or on the value of organization assets. 
FORD-Q intends to use 75% of IDEA-SME Program resources to fund commercial activities, 
and this objective should be attained during 1998-99. For the 1996-97 fiscal year, FORD-Q 
intends to use 50% of IDEA-SME resources to fund this type of activity. 


After having reached an agreement with the Business Development Bank of Canada, FORD-Q 
entered into negotiations with other financial institutions. These alliances are aimed at 
creating lending programs with flexible or patient repayment conditions for Quebec SMEs 
investing in high-risk sectors and presenting inadequate guarantees. FORD-Q estimates that 
these alliances could bring the banking institutions to make $150 to $175 million in commercial 
loans not exceeding $500,000 available to SMEs over the next three years, in areas where 
access to funding has been found lacking, especially for SMEs in sectors focussed on 
knowledge or highly innovative SMEs. These agreements, which range between three to five 
years, should be reached with the financial institutions toward the end of the present fiscal year 
and implemented during 1996-97. To accomplish this, FORD-Q will participate financially in the 
creation of reserves aimed at sharing the risks with the financial institutions. 


FORD-Q recently undertook the “quality” process to establish the ISO 9001 standard in the 
Department. The goal of this initiative is to mobilize the energy of personnel toward a change in 
organizational culture centred on the customer and, through this standard, meet Treasury 
Board directives with respect to the improvement of services and the IDEA-SME evaluation 
framework. In order to improve the service quality and client satisfaction, procedures for 
planning, designing and delivering services and products will be reviewed in order to adopt a 
systematic, structured, stringent and internationally recognized process. The process for 
implementing the ISO takes place in three phases - Phase |: evaluation, decision and 
commitment; Phase II: achievement, implementation and registration; and Phase Ill: 
maintenance and improvement of the system. To undertake Phase Il, task forces were 
established to identify, record and document the main operational procedures affecting the 
quality of service. 


Update on previously recorded initiatives 


Six subsidiary agreements under the Canada-Quebec Economic and Regional Development 
Agreement 1984-94 are still in force and some will remain in effect until 1998. During 1995-96, 
FORD-Q will conduct the final phase of delivery of its former programs, most of which fell under 
the Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on the Economic Development of the Regions of 
Quebec (SAEDRQ) and ended on March 31, 1995. The final offers under these programs were 
made during the year and remaining budgets for this programming were reallocated to the budget 
for the new IDEA-SME Program (see Figure 4, page 23). 
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FORD-Q administered programs: 


The Canada-Quebec Infrastructure Works Agreement has a federal budget envelope of 
$526.8 million. As at November 30, 1995, $466.4 million had been committed to 2,155 
projects. These commitments resulted in work in the order of $1,947 million throughout 
Quebec, and led to the creation of 24,539 jobs. 


FORD-Q administered programs in force until March 31, 1995: 


The SAEDRQ included one set of programs for resource regions and another for the 
central regions and the Montréal region. 


The Innovation Assistance Program (IAP) in the resource regions had, as at November 30, 
1995, contributed to 72 projects, for a total commitment of $3.9 million. In the central regions, 
the Innovation Assistance Program has commitments of $27.6 million in a total of 327 
projects. 


The Enterprise Development Program (EDP) has two components, industrial and tourism. As 
at November 30, 1995, it had contributed to 680 industrial projects and 508 tourism projects. 
Contributions authorized under the Industrial component amounted to $74.4 million, while 
those authorized under the Tourism component came to $38.0 million. 


The Assistance Program for Major Regional Facilities (APMRF) had contributed to seven 
projects representing commitments of $22.2 million as at November 30, 1995. 


The Assistance Program for Tourist Attractions and Tourist Infrastructure Projects (APTATIP), 
has committed $17.1 million to 19 projects, while the Industrial Infrastructure Assistance 
Program (IIAP) had contributed to seven projects as at November 30, 1995 for a total 
commitment of $1.5 million. Furthermore, the Quebec Salmon Economic Development 
Program (QSEDP) had already committed $14.9 million to 75 projects at the same date. 


The Support Program for Technology Development Assistance Centers (SPTDAC) in the 
resource regions has accepted three projects to date, representing commitments of $1.2 
million. The counterpart program for the central regions has committed $2.2 million to four 
projects. 


The Manufacturing Productivity Improvement Program (MPIP) had commitments of $108.3 
million in 767 projects as at November 30, 1995. The Assistance Program for Disadvantaged 
Areas (APDA) had committed $22.4 million in support of 263 projects as at November 30, 
1995. 


The Canada/Quebec Agreement to reconstruct the Wellington Bridge, which is designed 
to increase access to an industrial area of Southwest Montréal, calls for a federal contribution 
of nine million dollars. Work under this agreement began in 1994 and is scheduled to end by 
March 31, 1997. 


FORD-Q administers the Canada/Quebec Subsidiary Agreement of the Tourism Industry - 


Supply Development component. To date, FORD-Q has committed over $26.7 million to 
eight projects under this agreement. 
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e In addition, FORD-Q administers a number of programs outside the ERDA: 


Under the Montréal Development Fund Program (MDFP), FORD-Q has contributed over 
$31.6 million to 77 projects. These contributions have generated $154.8 million in investment 
in the priority areas for development. 


The Support Program for Research Institutes (SPRI) was established in September 1991. As at 
November 30, 1995, 23 offers representing total commitments of $73.4 million, which will 
generate investments of $275.7 million, had been approved. 


The Industrial Recovery Program for Southwest Montréal (IRPSM) is designed to strengthen 
the local industrial base and encourage new investment in this part of Montréal. As at 
November 30, 1995, 85 offers to businesses, representing commitments of $16.8 million, had 
been approved. 


The Industrial Recovery Program for East-End Montréal (IRPEEM) was initiated in 1988. As at 
November 30, 1995, 128 offers, representing financial commitments in the order of 
$43.8 million, had been approved. 


e Info Entrepreneurs: After a first year of activities, a total of 116,751 contacts with clients have 
been completed. Of that number, 46,970 calls (40%) were answered by automatic voice 
response capsules, while in 19,544 of the cases (17%), the response was given by the Info Fax 
information systems. Info Entrepreneurs officers responded directly to the other queries, 
including 38,326 by telephone (33%); in the remaining 11,911 cases (10%), the visitors 
presented themselves directly at the offices of Info Entrepreneurs. 


c. Initiatives administered by other federal departments: 


e Under the Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on the Economic Development of the 
Regions of Quebec which, in the main, ended on March 31, 1995, two major initiatives, 
administered by other departments, are still in effect: 


The Chapais-Chibougamau Mining Program and the Program for Mineral Prospecting in 
Eastern Quebec, with federal budgets of $6.0 million and $3.9 million respectively, 
administered by Natural Resources Canada (Mineral Sector). 


e The new Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on Industrial Development, administered 
by Industry Canada in co-operation with the Quebec government, has a federal budget of 
$148.4 million. 


e Components Il and Ill, Market Development and Studies and Services of the Canada-Quebec 
Subsidiary Agreement on Tourism Industry, with a federal budget of $17.0 million, are 
administered by Industry Canada. 


@ The Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on Forest Development, with a federal budget 
of $55.4 million, is administered by Natural Resources Canada (Canadian Forest Service). 


e The Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on Mineral Development, with a federal 
budget of $39.1 million, is administered by Natural Resources Canada (Mineral Sector). 


@ The Canada-Quebec Subsidiary Agreement on Agri-Food Development, with a federal 
budget of $19.1 million is administered by Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada.

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E. Program Performance Information 


Program evaluation: FORD-Q’s program evaluation activities were redirected during the past 
year, mainly because the Department, on April 1, 1995, implemented its new programming for the 
IDEA-SME Program. This arises out of a major strategic repositioning proposal intended to renew 
the federal strategy regarding regional development in Quebec for the years 1995-2000. 


Program evaluation activities were chiefly concentrated on the preparation of an evaluation 
framework for the IDEA-SME Program. FORD-Q senior management plans to make the program 
evaluation function more a part of the Department's management and decision-making process. 
The IDEA-SME evaluation framework should provide program managers with credible and relevant 
information on a regular basis, so that they can make the necessary adjustments throughout 
implementation of the programming. 


To meet these challenges, FORD-Q innovates by linking the “key performance indicator panel 
concept” with that of the “evaluation framework”. Key performance indicator panels are used to 
identify significant performance indicators at the various management levels. This new approach 
requires a change in culture and considerable mobilization of personnel. Their participation in 
identification of performance indicators, collection of information and production of key 
performance indicator panels is one of the main factors in the success of the project. These 
indicators can refer to one or more of the following: 


the relevance of activities (client needs compared to services provided); 
effectiveness (achievement of objectives); 

impact and effects (added value of program): 

efficiency (indicators related to service delivery); and 

quality of services, client satisfaction, etc. 


These latter will bring out the facts with regard to FORD-Q's contribution to the development of 
SMEs and the economic development of the regions of Quebec. The evaluation framework should 
also allow adjustments throughout the delivery of the programming and improve planning of future 
activities; moreover, it should respond to observations by the Auditor General. 


Since FORD-Q's program evaluation priority is primarily to develop and set in place an 
evaluation framework for the IDEA-SME Program, evaluation activities for former programming are 


_ carried out to the extent that the results of these evaluations could help FORD-Q in implementing 
_ the new programming or probe aspects relevant to the new mission.

@ Service charges - loan guarantees: 
This item represents charges paid by approved lenders under the Small Business Loans Act 
and the “Loan Insurance” component of the Atlantic Enterprise Program. The volume of loans 
under the Small Business Loans Act decreased significantly as a result of the amendment, on 
April 1, 1995, to fee and interest rate amounts. The trend will continue during 1996-97. 


e Recovery of expenditures from previous fiscal years: 
This item refers primarily to the reimbursement of refundable contributions made by FORD-Q. 
The amounts represent estimated accounts receivable, without taking contingent losses into 
account. 


e Loan interest: 
FORD-Q administers various loans granted under agreements between the governments of 
Canada and Quebec. These loans bear interest at various rates and are repayable in 
payments spread over terms of varying length. 


e Year-end creditor adjustments: 
These adjustments are made to accounts payable at the end of the fiscal year, in cases where 
clients do not meet all conditions of their contracts. 


@ Other non-tax revenues: 
Recovery of other operating expenses.

Canada-Quebec Infrastructure Works Agreement 


The Federal Office of Regional Development - Quebec, in co-operation with the Quebec 
government, plays a leading role in the implementation of the Canada-Quebec Infrastructure 
Works Agreement. The President of Treasury Board is responsible for this national program, which 
has a budget of six billion dollars. Contributions under the program may be spread over a 
maximum period of five years (1994-95 to 1998-99). The Minister responsible for FORD-Q 
represents the federal government in implementing this program in Quebec. 


The goal of the Program is to create short- and long-term employment while increasing 
economic productivity and environmental quality and contributing to economic recovery. The 
Program is designed to renew and upgrade public infrastructures in Quebec. In principle, funding 
for projects under this program is provided equally by the federal, provincial and municipal 
governments. The federal share of the program in Quebec is $526.8 million in contributions. 
FORD-Q has been allocated an operating budget of $1.4 million to manage this agreement. 


Applications for assistance under this program must be received by the Quebec Department of 
Municipal Affairs no later than March 31, 1996. 


Special fund for the Economic Development and Adjustment of Quebec Fishing 
Communities 


To soften the impact of declining groundfish stocks on the economy and communities of the 
Atlantic coast, the government has implemented measures to support the economic development 
of communities. With the participation of other federal departments, FORD-Q created an action 
plan specifically tailored to communities affected by the fish moratorium. This initiative, known as 
the Special Fund for the Economic Development and Adjustment of Quebec Fishing Communities, 
is intended to complement other elements of the federal government’s Atlantic Groundfish Strategy 
and FORD-Q programming. 


The fund is intended to accelerate the adjustment and long-term economic development of 
fishing communities most affected by the moratorium and the restructuring of the groundfish 
industry. 


FORD-Q has a total budget of $13.5 million for this fund, consisting of $12.5 million in grants 
and contributions and one million dollars in operating budget for the fund until 1999-2000. 
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SMEs, individuals and associations are eligible for financial assistance through grants and 
repayable and non-repayable contributions. 


Innovation Development Entrepreneurship and Access Program (IDEA-SME) 


FORD-Q has a flexible services and activities framework, IDEA-SME, which enables it to provide a 
broad range of products (services and programs): awareness and information; training and 
consultation for new exporters; specialized services, networking, strategic information on markets 
and technologies; assistance and advice; financial support and access to funding; and 
development and partnership with the community for catalyst projects in priority areas of activity. 
The priority areas of activity under this program are: 


Innovation, research and development, design; 

Development of markets; 

Export trade; and 

Assistance to entrepreneurship and business climate development. 


IDEA-SME provides financial solutions for SMEs and SME support organizations undertaking 
activities which fit into these areas of activity. 


The program budget is $311.1 million for a five-year period. The operating budget is 
$15 million for the same period. 


No set period for the duration of the program has been established. 


As part of the extension of its IDEA-SME services and activities framework, the IDEA-SME 
FUND, resulting from a partnership with the Business Development Bank of Canada (BDC) is 
intended to facilitate access to commercial funding in the form of patient capital focussed on 
knowledge and innovation. The $25 million Fund, administered by the BDC, provides for loans of 
less than $250,000 to targeted SMEs for R&D, product development and marketing projects. It is 
the first of a number of pilot projects that FORD-Q wants to start up with banks. 


FORD-Q contributes to the Fund in two ways. First of all, it provides, through IDEA-SME, the 
support required by targeted SMEs to develop business plans and helps to evaluate their funding 
applications. Secondly, it deposits five million dollars in a reserve to guard against contingent 
losses. 


This fund will be in place for a three-year period. 


Community Futures Program (CFP) 

This program, intended for Quebec communities, was established by Human Resources 
Development Canada (HRDC) in 1986 in order to create jobs through new or expanding firms. In 
April 1995, the program was transferred to the Federal Office of Regional Development - Quebec. 


The CFP is embodied mainly in 55 Community Development Assistance Corporations 
(CDACs), which are mandated to: 


@ provide capital in the form of repayable loans, shareholders’ equity or guaranteed loans to 
new or expanding firms; 
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¢ provide technical or other advice to existing or new small businesses in the community; 
and, 


¢ promote the economic development of the community. 
Funding under the program is managed by boards of directors made up of volunteers who are 
responsible for evaluating the overall economic needs of the community and formulating a 


strategic plan to respond to these needs. The boards are assisted by permanent CDAC staff. 


The CFP is also used for FORD-Q's participation in the funding of the Network of CDACs of 
Quebec and eight Community Economic Development Corporations (CEDCs). 


The CFP is a tool intended to complement FORD-Q's programming for the economic 
development of the regions through the creation and development of SMEs. The program has an 
annual budget of $63.3 million for the next five years and a six-million dollar operating budget.

The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured in 
three Parts. Beginning with an overview of total government 
spending in Part I, the documents become increasingly more 
specific. Part II outlines spending according to departments, 
agencies and programs and contains the proposed wording of the 
conditions governing spending which Parliament will be asked to 
approve. The Part III documents provide additional detail on each 
department and its programs primarily in terms of the results 
expected for the money spent.

IMPORTANT NOTE 


| This Part III document was prepared as part of a project to improve the 
Expenditure Management information that government provides to Parliament, and to 
update the processes used within the federal government to prepare the information. 


Six departments have worked with the Treasury Board Secretariat to examine 
different reporting approaches and to prepare mock ups of different models. Extensive 
consultations were held with Members of Parliament and other key stakeholders, and 
based on the support given to the ideas that were presented, the House of Commons gave 
its concurrence to tabling, on a pilot basis, revised documents for the six departments. 


The intent of the changes is to make the documents more useful and readable, 

| without reducing the level of disclosure. Three of the documents -- Agriculture and Agri- 
food Canada, Indian and Northern Affairs Canada, and Transport Canada -- were written 

to make a clear separation between planning and performance information, and to focus 
on the higher level, longer term plans and performance of the departments. The other 
three -- Fisheries and Oceans, Natural Resources Canada, and Revenue Canada-- are 
designed as streamlined versions of previous years' Part IIIs, but also with a separate 
section on departmental performance. If Parliament and others react positively to the 
separation of the performance information, we will table separate performance documents 
for the six pilot departments in the Fall of 1996.

Program Overview 


A. Program Introduction 


Canada is a coastal state with vital sovereign interests in three bordering oceans. Canada has 
the world’s longest coastline and second largest continental shelf. Its 200-mile Exclusive 
Fishing Zone, declared in 1977, represents 27% of Canada’s territory. Many major cities are 
coastal ports or are located on the St. Lawrence/Great Lakes system, one of the world’s longest 
and most heavily used waterways. Weather and climate, which are driven by ocean processes, 
determine the location and success of our important fishing, agriculture and forestry industries. 
Canada’s fishing industry is a major exporter of fisheries products and the mainstay of 
nundreds of small communities in coastal areas. Canada is richly endowed with freshwater 
resources: 7.5% of the country’s surface area is covered by freshwater, representing 16% of the 
world’s total surface area of freshwater. 


As a trading nation of some significance, Canada now competes in an economy that is 
worldwide in scope. Approximately 41% of the value of the country’s imported and exported 
freight (including that to and from the U.S.) is transported each year by water. Moreover, 
Canada’s marine sector generates $3.4 billion a year in revenues and directly employs 37,000 
Canadians. Virtually all of Canada’s ship-borne international trade (other than that with the 
U.S.) is carried in foreign-flag ships. 


The clients of the Department are well defined and include the following: 


Q) the Canadian public, which expects its fisheries resource and fish habitat to 
be managed responsibly and conserved for present and future generations. It 
also expects wholesome fish products, safe harbours and a scientific 
emergency and response capacity to deal with environmental and resource 
issues of local, regional, national and international concern. All Canadians 
require assurance of a marine safety system that provides for the en route 
safety of all types of marine traffic, as well as an effective search and rescue 
system. They also depend on the federal government to play a lead role in 
ensuring that appropriate measures are taken to reduce the adverse effect of 
pollution incidents on the marine environment; 


) the fish harvesting and processing sectors, including 67,150’ active fishers: 
Aboriginal people fishing for food, social and ceremonial purposes; 1,100 
importers; 75,250’ fish plant workers in a total of 1,260 plants; 5,200 jobs in 
the aquaculture sector; and over 6,000,000 recreational fishers supporting

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150,000 full-time jobs. They expect a fair and equitable share of the fishery 
resource and involvement in regulations governing their activities; 


Q) the oceans manufacturing and services industries, with approximately 450 
firms and 8,100 employees making major contributions to strategic sectors of 
the ocean economy, such as offshore petroleum development. They expect 
leadership from the government in the development of Canada’s oceans 
economy; and 


QO) the marine transportation sector. Commercial shipping is the mainstay for 
Canada’s regional, national and international trade and in 1994 accounted for 
the movement of 308 million tonnes of goods with an estimated value of 
$84 billion. The Canadian Ferry Operators’ Association, handling 95% of all 
ferry traffic in Canada, operated 158 vessels and moved 43 million passengers 
and close to 16 million vehicles nationally in 1994. Canada’s two largest ferry 
operators are also among the top ten in the world. With respect to the cruise 
industry, the North American market has registered annual growth rates of 
10% since 1980, with a potential for generating about $50 billion over the next 
five years. In terms of pleasure craft, recent surveys show that 1.5 million 
Canadian households own in excess of 2 million craft, generating $3 to $4 
billion in economic activity. 


Services provided by the government in support of marine transportation 
remain an essential element in maintaining Canada’s competitive position in 
overseas markets. Users expect to have a fair and equitable say in the levels of 
services provided and play a contributory role in determining how costs will be 
levied for such services. Stakeholders expect efficient navigation systems, 
timely ice routing and information services and a reliable communications 
network. 


1. Mandate 


While other government departments contribute to the management of Canada’s water-based 
activities, Fisheries and Oceans is the only federal department with resource management and 
safety services responsibilities with a primary focus on water and the resources it contains. | 
Fisheries and Oceans has responsibility for all matters respecting oceans not by law assigned to 
any other department. Parliament’s jurisdiction over sea-coast and inland fisheries and public | 
harbours is established by the Constitution Act. 


April 1, 1995, marked the beginning of another era for the Department of Fisheries and. 
Oceans (DFO). DFO’s merger with the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) consolidated the 
government’s main civilian marine programs, creating one of the largest civilian marine 
organizations in the world. Enabling legislation for these new elements of the Department’s 
Program is derived from the Constitution Act, which provides the Parliament of Canada with 
the power to legislate generally with respect to navigation and shipping. Lastly, other statutes 
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confer on the government the responsibility and authority to enforce laws with respect to 
protection of the public right to navigate in Canada’s navigable waters. 


The direction of this responsibility and the extent to which it is exercised by the federal 
government have been determined by constitutional arrangements, statutory instruments, 
judicial interpretation, agreements with provinces and the evolution of public policy. Some 
provinces have been delegated varying degrees of administrative responsibilities. The 
relationship between the Program’s objective and those acts forming the Department’s 
legislative base is illustrated on page 70.

os Program Objective 


The objective of the Program is to undertake policies and programs in support of Canada’s 
economic, ecological and scientific interests in the oceans and inland waters: to provide for the 
conservation, development and sustained economic utilization of Canada’s fisheries resources 
in marine and inland waters for those who derive their livelihood or benefit from these 
resources; to provide safe, effective and environmentally sound marine services responsive to 
the needs of Canadians in a global economy; and to coordinate the policies and programs of the 
Government of Canada respecting oceans. 
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B. Program Plans and Requirements 
ae Environment 


DFO in Transition: The Department of Fisheries and Oceans is undergoing the most 
significant changes in its history. Following the merger of DFO and the Coast Guard, the total 
reduction in net spending will be almost $500 million by the year 2000. As an operational 
department dedicated to serving a wide range of clients, DFO is redefining its core business 
lines and introducing program efficiencies wherever possible. All policies and goals are being 
examined in consultation with clients and partners at all levels. As a result, programs are 
becoming more “demand driven” and more “client focused.” All efforts are being made to 
ensure that this difficult transition and the changes it will bring are made in a manner that is 
open and transparent to all Canadians. 


Increased Public Awareness: Public interest in DFO activities has increased dramatically 
over the past few years. There is a growing public awareness that the responsible management 
of oceans resources benefits all Canadians, not just coastal communities. This public scrutiny 
has been compounded by many factors, including the dispute with Spain over turbot and the 
high-profile negotiations taking place with the U.S. on Pacific salmon. Such events have | 
heightened the visibility of DFO in Canada and abroad, which in turn has enabled DFO to | 
promote the cause of conservation and sustainable development in the international community. 
DFO is operating in a public environment that is extremely concerned with Canada’s 
ability to compete in a global market. Exploitation of renewable resources, particularly | 
fisheries, has been the cultural as well as the economic basis of coastal communities for many © 
years. World demand for seafood products is expected to grow steadily, from about 100 million: 
tonnes in 1990 to 120 million tonnes by the end of the decade. Competition has become | 
formidable, and problems such as market access continue to inhibit Canadian exports. To | 
compete in a global economy, Canadian exporters must find more efficient ways of doing | 
business. The importance of supporting a marine transportation system in an efficient manner is 
fundamental to sustaining the globalization of trade. International marine trade is expected to 
reach 256 million tonnes by the end of the decade. It is the affordability and value-added | 
aspects of the technologies the enlarged DFO brings to bear that will promote marine trade | 
with our ports. | 
{ 
Need for Diversification: With the collapse of East Coast groundfish stocks, there is a need 
to diversify the approach to oceans management and to evaluate innovative oceans industrial 
strategies. Activity in and on Canada’s three oceans has been increasing in exploration and 
research, transportation, resource extraction and the development of oceans industries. These 
activities have grown quickly over the past 10 years, as commercial opportunities have been 
created by national institutes in engineering and environmental resources sciences. 


The Oceans Sector: The oceans sector generates more that $7.9 billion of Canada’s Gross * 
National Product and more than 165,000 jobs, 60% in marine shipping. Canadian firms in the _ 


oceans manufacturing and services sector have an international reputation for excellence. 
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Products range from oceanographic and hydrographic instruments to marine-related remote 
sensing, submersibles and seabed systems to vessel traffic management systems and 
icebreaking technology. This sector is in a growth market but faces some barriers. Canadian 
industry needs to shift from reliance on traditional markets such as oil and gas to newly 
emerging areas such as environmental protection and coastal zone management. These areas 
represent a good opportunity for DFO to enhance its involvement in oceans resources, develop 
new partnerships with the oceans industry and design and deliver more dynamic oceans 
programs and services. 


A Vision for Oceans Management: Canada has undertaken great efforts at home and 
abroad to ensure the protection of all oceans resources. Industrial stresses placed on oceans 
resources, such as habitat destruction, overharvesting, as well as marine and atmospheric 
pollution, have affected the sustainability of oceans resources. Canada, in responding to these 
threats, is implementing a cohesive vision for the management of its oceans. This new 
management regime is based on pursuing our scientific knowledge and understanding of our 
oceans from an ecosystem standpoint and on developing an integrated management system for 
activities affecting oceans, coastal waters and their resources. 


Challenges in Canada’s Fisheries: On Canada’s East Coast, the depressed state of the 
Atlantic groundfish stocks remains a primary concern. Unsustainable fishing practices, 
predator-prey relationships and changes to oceanic conditions such as temperature and salinity 
have all played a role in the depletion of groundfish stocks. Northern cod, in particular, is not 
expected to support a commercial fishery in the foreseeable future. Conditions that have been 
detrimental to groundfish stocks may have been responsible for a surge in the region’s shellfish 
industry. Lobster landings have reached their highest point in 100 years, and the crab fishery 
Temains equally lucrative. However, indications suggest that this trend has peaked, and in these 
fisheries, as in all fisheries, DFO must use a cautious approach to resource management and 
allocation. 


On the West Coast, conservation concerns have also resulted in a more cautious 
approach to resource allocation, resulting in the reduction of catch levels in some fisheries, 
notably salmon. Overcapacity in the commercial salmon fishery, coupled with the interests of 
the Aboriginal and recreational fishing sectors, presents the Department with the considerable 
challenge of trying to balance the needs of the commercial industry with the expectations of the 
Aboriginal and recreational fishing groups. DFO is committed to an equitable intersectoral 
Sharing of resources. 


The Fishery of the Future: Currently, there are three fundamental problems with the 
fishing industry: overcapacity; incomes and profitability; and over-regulation. Each is being 
addressed to ensure a sustainable and economically viable fishery. Solutions for these problems 
must be flexible and may vary in different fishing regions to reflect regional differences in 
fishing practices. However, all decisions regarding the restructuring of the fishing industry 
must take into account the following six principles: 


1. Conservation is the paramount priority; 
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Capacity must balance with the available resources; 

The fishery must consist of a professional workforce; 

Emphasis must be on multi-licensed enterprises; 

Legally binding partnerships must be developed with industry; and 
Rights of Aboriginals must be respected. 


Oy 


These principles apply equally to both East and West Coast fisheries and are intended 
to assist DFO and fisheries stakeholders in charting the fishery of the future. DFO is pursuing 
partnerships with stakeholders in the commercial, Aboriginal and recreational fisheries. This 
process allows for a constructive exchange of ideas, which is essential for developing an 
industry that is economically viable and globally competitive. 


Marine Safety: The environment is one where the marine community is changing to use new 
technologies such as electronic charts, automated information systems and differential global 
positioning systems. The expectation is that DFO make the systems available for the benefit of 
marine users. Internationally, Canada is at the forefront in assisting countries in the use of 
modern marine management systems and technologies. 


Exclusive Economic Zone: Canada is part of an open but intensely competitive global 
economy. New markets provide new competition and opportunities. Canada must assert its 
sovereign rights over the oceans that span its continental shelf. Of the 135 maritime nations 
worldwide, more than 70 have declared an Exclusive Economic Zone (EEZ) and enjoy the | 
rights associated with such a declaration. These include rights of exploration, exploitation, | 
conservation and management of living and non-living resources. In an attempt to diversify the: 
oceans economy, Canada intends to affirm its EEZ not only to ensure economic rights but also | 
to manage and protect these resources for future generations.

Manage and Protect the Fisheries Resource: To manage commercial, recreational and 
Aboriginal fisheries and aquaculture activities that are environmentally, economically and 
socially sustainable based on collaborative arrangements with resource users without 
government subsidy. To ensure fiduciary responsibilities for Aboriginal fisheries are met. 


Manage and Protect the Marine Environment: To achieve an integrated, cohesive 
approach to marine environment and habitat protection that demonstrably results in No Net 
Loss/Net Gain of habitat by implementing an operational, regulatory and management 
framework that manages the risks of incidents and spills at sea and protects the marine 
environment. 


Maintain Maritime Safety: To achieve excellence in the provision of marine safety services 
and to improve the safety record of fishing activities and recreational boating by reducing the 
number of incidents and associated deaths, as well as damage to property. 


Facilitate Trade, Marine Commerce and Oceans Development: To provide the 
policy, regulatory framework and operational services that support a commercially vibrant 
oceans and marine resource industrial sector. 


Advance Canada’s International Fisheries and Oceans Interests: To develop new 
nternational oceans and marine management regimes consistent with the United Nations 
Convention on the Law of the Sea, to strengthen legal frontier claims and express practical 
sontrol of Canada’s proposed EEZ through the following: 


Q) physical presence on Canada’s maritime frontiers; 

Q) coordinated coastal surveillance in concert with the Department of National 
Defence; 

QO) bilateral and multilateral agreements in support of the departmental mission, 
e.g., with the United Nations or the International Maritime Organization; and 

Q) international training, cooperation and promotion.

A. Canadian Coast Guard 
a. Objective 


To ensure safe and environmentally responsible use of Canada’s waters, support understanding 
and management of oceans resources, facilitate the use of our waters for shipping, recreation 
and fishing, and provide marine expertise in support of Canada’s domestic and international 
interests. 


m2. Description 
The key elements of the Canadian Coast Guard (CCG) program are as follows: 


Q) Marine Aids and Waterways provides, operates and maintains a system of 
short-range aids to navigation, long-range aids to navigation, and development 
and maintenance of commercial waterways, as well as ensuring protection of 
the public right to navigation. 


Q) Marine Communications and Traffic Management Services provides safety and 
public correspondence communications and vessel traffic management and 
regulation. Information and intelligence on the movement of vessels in 
Canadian waters is provided to other government agencies. 


Q) Icebreaking Operations provides route assistance for vessels operating in ice- 
infested waters, ice routing information, support to harbours and facilities and 
flood control services. 


Q) Rescue and Environmental Response provides marine search and rescue and 
emergency preparedness capabilities; promotes boating safety to the marine 
public; and responds to pollution incidents from shipping through oversight of 
private-sector clean-up or direct spill response management, depending on 
incident severity. 


Q) Support to Other Government Objectives encompasses other marine-related 
activities and operations of the federal government, including dedicated 
services to other government departments and agencies, ice management, 
traffic intelligence and coordination of the annual Eastern Arctic Sealift 
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3. Resource Summary 


CCG represents approximately 38.5% of the Department’s total 1996-97 financial resources 
and 43.7% of its human resources.

In 1995-96, an amount of $530,406,000 and 4,736 FTEs, corresponding to the transfer of 
responsibility for CCG to DFO, was included in the 1995-96 Main Estimates of Transport 
Canada. 


4. Future Years’ Plans and Priorities 


Q) Integrate CCG’s Vessel Traffic Services (VTS) centres and Coast Guard Radio 
Stations (CGRS) to reduce the number of manned stations and using new 
technologies, to reduce the costs of providing the service while improving 
service delivery and efficiency. 


Q) Modernize marine navigational systems to reduce the number and attendant 
costs of conventional floating and other aids provided for commercial users and 
to facilitate safe navigation in Canada’s waterways. 


Q) Introduce the new Marine Services Fee to shift some of the costs for CCG 
services to the direct beneficiaries of these services. It is intended that 
incentives will also be put in place to enhance marine safety and environmental 
protection through “Green incentives” offered to vessels complying with 
international environmental standards and those using new technology | 
contributing to environmental safety (e.g., double hulls, ice-strengthened 
vessels). | 

Q) Adjust levels of service to determine where services can be changed in keeping, 
with the principle within the Marine Services Fee of “user pay-user say.” | 


QO) Share responsibility with the provinces and local communities of users for 
services related to small vessel/recreational boating by striking partnerships to 
enhance vessel/operator proficiency and services such as search and rescue, 
inspections and approvals under the Navigable Waters Protection Act and the 
maintenance of buoys in minor inland waters.

Q) 


Promote internationally Canadian expertise in marine technologies and 
management by fulfiling several international commitments to Taiwan, the 
US., Haiti, Surinam, Hong Kong, the Middle East, Indonesia, Korea, Mexico, 
Chile and the Caribbean. (Such initiatives are usually at the request of other 
nations and are normally funded by international development agencies.) 


Integrate CCG/DFO fleets and bases to increase operational efficiency and 

effectiveness, while introducing new, more efficient, fleet management and 

maintenance processes to reduce the cost of fleet support to CCG and other 
DFO programs. 


Advance destaffing of lightstations, while improving system reliability and 
ensuring provision of important safety services, so as to reduce operational 


costs. 


Finalize implementation of the marine oil spill response regime.

Integrate 15 VTS centres and 29 CGRS and reduce the network to a total of 22 
sites within a five-year period. 


Fleet management structures and processes to be fully integrated in 1996-97. 


Integrate EL/INM (electronics/instrument maintainer) positions to more 
effectively support the technological requirements of the Aids to Navigation 
Program and the Marine Communications/Traffic Centres. 


First phase of Differential Global Positioning System (DGPS) coverage to be 
operational towards the end of 1996, with second phase installations to begin in 
1997. 


Finalize pilot projects, with the Canadian Hydrographic Service (CHS), related 
to Electronic Chart Display and Information System (ECDIS) by 1996, 
working with CHS to encourage adoption and use of ECDIS and DGPS 
technologies by ships operating in Canadian waters. 


Complete joint government/industry pilot projects in 1996 required for ‘proof 
of concept” of the Automatic Identification Systems (AIS) as a candidate for 
next-generation, vessel traffic management technology capable of lowering 
overall traffic systems costs. 


Introduction of a new fee for pleasure boat licences may begin as early as 


1996-97; introduction of an operator proficiency regime for small vessels, with 
required training, which meets national, CCG standards, to be provided by 
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industry and associations in 1997-98; expansion of volunteer participation in 
Search and Rescue and the Boating Safety Program slated for 1996-97. 


Q) Implement the first stage of the new Marine Services Fee in 1996-97, after 
consultation with all affected parties and the development of a cost-effective 
billing and collection system. 


QO) Facilitate the exchange of maritime expertise and technology, in partnership 
with Canadian industry, to international marine agencies throughout the 
planning period. 


QO) Implementation of the marine oil spill response regime includes the obligation 
to report to Parliament on the overall operation and in particular the capability 
of the response organizations to meet the arrangements required by ships and 
oil handling facilities. This report is to be presented to Parliament during the 
summer of 1996. 
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B. Fisheries Operations 
a Objective 


To work with stakeholders to conserve Canada’s fishery resource and to ensure sustainable 
utilization by users. 


Ok Description 


Fisheries Operations is responsible for fisheries management functions in all provinces and 
territories in Canada, and within and adjacent to Canada’s 200-mile fisheries zones, including 
the inland river systems and lakes in all provinces, except where authority for the management 
of inland fisheries has been delegated to the province or territory. This includes management in 
Canadian portions of transboundary rivers, shared management of interception fisheries in 

_ international waters and management of the Aboriginal, recreational and commercial fishing 

_ effort in Canadian coastal waters. 


3. Resource Summaries 


Fisheries Operations represents approximately 22.3% of the Department’s total 1996-97 
financial resources and 14.7% of its human resources.

4. Future Years’ Plans and Priorities 


Q) Fisheries Management Renewal: Establish a multi-year plan for redesigning 
the Fisheries Management Program in line with reduced budgets and the need 
for all stakeholders to take on a greater role in ensuring conservation of the 
resource and sustainable utilization. 


Q) Integrated Fisheries Management Plans: Establish, for all fisheries, 
Fisheries Management Plans that are fully integrated in terms of the 
development, costing and implementation. The plans will include all the 
necessary elements to manage the fishery (stock assessment, management 
measures, enforcement). 
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C) Fisheries Management Partnerships: To establish shared cooperative 
management arrangements between the Department and harvesters for the 
conservation and sustainable utilization of the resource in all fisheries in a 
phased program reflecting industry readiness. 


U) Atlantic Capacity Reduction Initiative: Reduction in harvesting capacity in 
the Atlantic groundfish fishery by 1999 through initiatives such as 


—- The Atlantic Licensing Policy Review: Reduce and cap the number of 
people in the commercial fish harvesting sector by restricting access to 
a smaller group of core fishing enterprise heads; 


=~ Licence Retirement Programs: Subject to Cabinet approval and the 
availability of funds, reduce capacity in the groundfish fishery through 
licence retirement and early retirement programs for harvesters; 


— Professionalization: Develop a core of professional fishers by linking 
access to the resource to the requirement for fishers to meet 
professional qualification standards; and 


— Management Reforms: Adopt management reforms (Individual 
Quotas (IQs), fractional licences) that will have, over time, the effect of 
promoting a continuing reduction in capacity. 


C) Revised Licence Fees: Implement a new schedule of licence fees for both 
coasts that more accurately reflects the value of the fishery to the licence 
holder. The guiding principle is that those who benefit from access to a public 
resource managed at public expense should pay a fee that reflects the value of 
the privilege. 


Q) Code of Conduct for Professional Fishing: Establish a Canadian code for 
harvesting practices in partnership with industry that enhances stewardship of 
fish stocks and the marine environment, balances the economic needs of fishers 
with long-term sustainability, and achieves effective, shared responsibility for 
fisheries management. 


Q) Pacific Fisheries Renewal: Implement recommendations from the industry- 


driven Pacific Round Table to ensure the long-term stability and viability of the | 


Pacific salmon industry and conservation of the resource by reducing fleet 
capacity and adopting other institutional changes. In the absence of consensus, 
implement a fleet rationalization plan unilaterally. 


Q) Aboriginal Fisheries Strategy (AFS): Conduct a mid-term review of AFS in 
the context of the development of Aboriginal rights, comprehensive land claims 
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and inherent right to self-government policies to ensure Canadian 
responsibilities for Aboriginal fisheries are met. 


Canada-U.S. Fisheries Relations: Develop equitable fishing arrangements, 
including compensation to Canada for current imbalances with respect to 
interceptions of Pacific salmon; negotiate reductions of U.S. by-catches of 
immature Pacific halibut; negotiate a sharing arrangement for Pacific hake; and 
secure U.S. ratification of the Food and Agriculture Organization (FAO) 
Flagging Agreement. 


Fisheries Enforcement Strategy: Review the Department's fisheries 
enforcement program to determine the most effective compliance strategies and 
the optimal mix of platforms and technologies (i.e., the most cost-effective 
alternatives to current approaches).

Integrated Fisheries Management Plans: Develop fully integrated plans for 
75% of the fisheries for the 1996 fishing year and 100% of the fisheries by 
1997.

Additional partnership arrangements 
will be negotiated in future years. 


Revised Atlantic Licensing Policy Review: Reform licensing policy to 
address the issue of the industry rationalization and provide the framework for 
the development of an ecologically sustainable and viable fishing sector. 


Reduction of Fleet Capacity — Pacific Salmon Fishery: Implement 
recommendations from the Pacific Round Table, which could include a new 
licensing regime and other institutional changes to promote fleet rationalization 
for the 1996 season and to continue over the next four years. 


Aboriginal Fisheries Strategy (AFS): Prepare a discussion paper on the 
future direction of AFS, and complete consultations with stakeholders by 
March 31, 1996. Prepare a Memorandum to Cabinet in 1996, followed by the 
development of an AFS policy document based on the Cabinet decision. 


Administrative Sanctions Board (ASB): Establish two ASBs in 1997, 
subject to enactment of the proposed amendments to the Fisheries Act. 


Pacific Salmon Treaty: Implement mediator’s recommendations regarding 
equity and negotiation of long-term fishing arrangements with the US. 
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Targeted for the 1996 fishing season and beyond for certain interception 
fisheries. 


Q) Amendments to the Fisheries Act: Implement amendments that will provide 
fisheries managers with the legal basis for partnership arrangements, 
administrative sanctions boards, revenue generation and a streamlined 
regulatory base. 


Q) Atlantic Marine Recreational Fishing: Implement a new licensing system by 
April 1996.

To provide timely and reliable scientific information and advice in support of the conservation, 
protection and sustainable utilization of marine and aquatic resources and for safe navigation. 


“a Description 


Science involves the collection, analysis and interpretation of data in the fields of fisheries 
biology, aquaculture science and oceanography, fish habitat and marine environment, and 
hydrography. Using this analysis and interpretation, DFO Science provides timely advice in 
support of management for the conservation, protection and sustainable utilization of marine 
and aquatic resources and for safe navigation.

4. Future Years’ Plans and Priorities 


Q) The Fish Inspection Act and Regulations will be amended to provide modern | 
food-inspection legislation consistent with other Canadian food legislation and 
to ensure equitable treatment of fish processors with other food processors. The 
powers of an inspector will be better defined, and more realistic fines and | 
penalties will be established, as current fines do not provide sufficient deterrent 
to contravention. An effective cost-sharing regime will be established, and 
there will be provisions enabling the establishment of agreements with industiay 
that will facilitate trade and commerce in fish products. 


QO) To improve efficiency and the cost effectiveness of the program, an industry- 
government technical working group will be established to review and adjust 
the Molluscan Shellfish Program (MSP). 


Q) The Quality Management Program (QMP) will be reviewed and modified to 


improve the cost effectiveness of the domestic QMP and to facilitate wider 
market access for Canadian products. 
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A voluntary QMP for the import industry will be implemented to increase 
industry’s responsibility and accountability for inspection of imported fish 
products for compliance with grade, handling, identity, process, quality and 
safety standards. This will allow for a more efficient utilization of Inspection 
resources. 


Cost recovery will be implemented for the domestic inspection program and 
increases to fees and charges will be introduced for the import inspection 
program to ensure that users who benefit directly from inspection services 
contribute to the cost of providing these services and to better focus inspection 
effort. This will provide incentives for processors to attain and maintain high 
levels of compliance with the Fish Inspection Regulations (FIR). 


The Fish Inspection Program will be adjusted in line with the changing 
environment (client expectations, public scrutiny, international trade issues and 
advances in technology) to improve program performance and to take 
advantage of opportunities for cost avoidance, partnering and cost sharing with 
program clients. 


Opportunities for improvement in program performance, cost avoidance and 
cost sharing will be presented through the development of Memoranda of 
Understanding or partnership agreements with program clients or with 
inspection agencies in foreign countries.

positions.

Q) Aquaculture: Implement the recently announced Federal Aquaculture 
Development Strategy, including the development of specific action plans by 
the 17 federal agencies involved, completion of a comprehensive policy and 
regulatory review and creation of industry-driven implementation mechanisms.

1: Program Organization for Delivery 


The alignment of responsibilities within the Department at the Assistant Deputy Minister 
(ADM) level is as follows:

(including provision of fleet services and marine operational capabilities in 
support of all DFO programs), Rescue and Environmental Response, Marine 
Navigational Systems, Marine Communications and Traffic Services, 
Icebreaking and Navigable Waters Protection. The Commissioner ts also the 
Senior ADM, DFO; 


te) ADM Fisheries Management is responsible for Resource Management, 
Conservation and Protection, and Aboriginal fisheries, as well as the Salmonid 
Enhancement Program; 


Q) ADM Science is responsible for Fisheries and Oceans Science, Hydrography, 
and Habitat Management and Environmental Science; 


Q) ADM Industry Services is responsible for Inspection, Small Craft Harbours 
and the Newfoundland Bait Program; 


fe) ADM Policy is responsible for Strategic Planning and Liaison, Economic and 
Policy Analysis, Industry Renewal, and International Affairs; and 


Q) ADM Corporate Services is responsible for Finance and Administration; 


Personnel; Information Management and Technical Services; Access to 
Information and Privacy; and Corporate Review, Evaluation and Audit. 
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On July 18, 1995, a major re-organization in the Department’s regions was announced, 


which resulted in a significant reduction from the existing 12 DFO/CCG regions to 5 regional 
organizations. 


The Program is now delivered in the following five Fisheries and Oceans regions, each 
headed by a Regional Director General in regional headquarters: Newfoundland Region — 
St. John’s, Newfoundland; Maritimes — Halifax, Nova Scotia; Laurentian Region — Quebec 


City, Quebec; Central and Arctic Region — Ottawa, Ontario; and Pacific Region — 
Vancouver, British Columbia.

Note: Full-time equivalent (FTE) is a measure of human resource consumption based 
on average levels of employment. FTE factors out the length of time that an employee 
works during each week by calculating the rate of assigned hours of work over 
scheduled hours of work. FTEs are not subject to Treasury Board control but are 
disclosed in Part III of the Main Estimates in support of personnel expenditure 
requirements specified in the Main Estimates. 


The full-time equivalent columns display the Main Estimates distribution of FTEs for 
the Program by occupational group. The current salary range column shows the salary 
ranges by occupational group at October 1995. The average salary column reflects the — 
estimated base salary costs, including allowance for collective agreements, annual 
increments, promotions and merit pay. Year-to-year comparison of averages may be 
affected by changes in the distribution of the components underlying the calculations. 


4. Capital Expenditures 
The Department’s mandate gives it the lead federal responsibility for the management of | 
Canada’s fishery, water transportation interests and ocean resources. This requires expertise in 


marine navigation, icebreaking operations, search and rescue, marine biology, oceanography, 
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hydrography; fisheries management, enforcement, and protection and enhancement of the 
environment. These disparate functions are supported by a diverse asset base, valued at 
$9.4 billion (Figure 13), which is the third largest in the federal government.

The Department’s Small Craft Harbours inventory consists of 1,319 fishing and 
825 recreational harbours, including those transferred from Transport Canada. While budget 
expenditures reached as high as $147 million in the 1980s because of capital development 
programs, termination of these programs and restraint cuts to date have reduced the budget to 
$60.3 million in 1996-97. As part of its Northern operations, CCG also managers 47 port sites 
with an annual budget of $1 million. 


Fleet support within DFO is managed by CCG and addresses the requirements of three 
sectoral clients: (1) Science, (2) Conservation and Protection (C&P) and (3) Canadian Coast 
Guard (CCG). The fleet consists of (1) single and multi-disciplinary marine science vessels, 
including specialized hydrographic vessels and research trawlers that conduct surveys and 
fisheries research assessments and related scientific investigations on inland and marine fishery 
_ Tesources, (2) offshore, nearshore/coastal, inshore and inland fisheries patrol vessels that 
provide monitoring, control and surveillance of Canadian and international fishing grounds, 

(3) icebreakers, Navaid Tenders, search and rescue cutters, lifeboats and craft, hovercrafts, 
catamarans and helicopters that support Marine Navigation Services, Icebreaking and Arctic 
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Operations, the environmental response portion of Marine Regulatory activity and Marine 
Search and Rescue. The replacement value of the Department’s fleet is $3.5 billion. 


The Departmental facility program (1,066 sites and $1.8 billion replacement value, 
excluding 280 facilities provided by Public Works and Government Services Canada) pursues 
a facility renewal strategy whereby repairs and renewals are carried out according to 
government priorities. The priorities of health, safety, security, environment, accessibility and 
sound investment opportunities set the framework for realty portfolio management. Over 90% 
of funding has been directed to the major departmental centres of expertise, which house the 
majority of operational employees and activities. 


The equipment asset base in the Department, valued at approximately $784 million, is 
highly dispersed to over 500 locations within Canada and on ships operating in support of 
departmental operations. Assets span a wide spectrum of equipment supporting a variety of 
applications ranging from enforcement, inspection, scientific, harbour management to 
administrative. Hatcheries require sophisticated generators to provide back-up to ensure an 
entire fish strain is not lost. Equipment may include items from PCs to mainframe computers, 
non-crewed vessels to laboratory microscopes, which allow our many mandates to be met. 


The Department currently has a fleet of approximately 1,850 vehicles. Since 1991, the 
fleet size has been reduced by approximately 14%, with an additional 6% reduction target for 
the next three years. The basic concepts underlying the fleet reduction commitment continue to 
include eliminating non-productive vehicles, multi-tasking and making use of more economical 
public and private modes of transportation.

Q 


Substantive Estimate (S): This estimate is of sufficiently high quality and 
reliability to warrant Treasury Board approval as a Cost Objective for the 
project phase under consideration. It is based on detailed system and 
component design and takes into account all project objectives and 
deliverables. It replaces the classes of estimates formerly referred to as Class A 
or B; 


Indicative Estimate (I): This is a low-quality, order-of-magnitude estimate 
that is not sufficiently accurate to warrant Treasury Board approval as a Cost 
Objective. It replaces the classes of estimates formerly referred to as Class C 
or D; 


Preliminary Project Approval (PPA): This is Treasury Board’s authority to 
initiate a project in terms of its intended operational requirement, including 
approval of the objectives of the project definition phase and any associated 
expenditures. Sponsoring departments submit for PPA when the project’s 
complete scope has been examined and costed, normally to the indicative level, 
and when the cost of the project definition phase has been estimated to the 
substantive level; 


Effective Project Approval (EPA): This is Treasury Board’s approval of the 
objectives (project baseline), including the Cost Objective, of the project 
implementation phase and provides the necessary authority to proceed with 
implementation. Sponsoring departments submit for EPA when the scope of 
the overall project has been defined and when the estimates have been refined 
to the substantive level; 


Departmental Authority (DA): Effective project authority is delegated to the 
Department up to and including $20 million; and 


Environment (ENV): These projects are environment-related.

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6. Revenue 


Revenue is generated primarily through charges for regulatory and other services provided to 
the public by the Department. Figure 17 provides details on the sources of revenue generated 
by the Department. 


The projected increase in revenues for 1996-97 reflects the implementation of a new 
approach to commercial and recreational licence fees and new or increased user fees for DFO 
services such as Inspection Services. These changes reflect government policy to recover a fair 
share of the cost of providing goods and services from those who receive a direct benefit from 
them and that fees for access to public resources should relate to the value of the privilege 
conferred by the licence. 


The Department has authority to credit approximately $33.0 million of revenues 
against its operating vote for 1996-97, which decreases the requirement for funding through 
appropriations. There are two types of vote-netted revenue. The first type is referred to as 
external and is from organizations or individuals outside the federal government 
(approximately $30.9 million). The second type of vote-netted revenue is internal and is mainly 
from other government departments (approximately $2.1 million). 


The Department will, in consultation with the marine industry, introduce a new Marine 
Services Fee for services provided in support of commercial shipping, such as icebreaking and 
aids to navigation. This is consistent with the 1995 Budget, which indicated that the 
government would introduce fee increases and new fees to help shift a greater portion of the 
costs from the taxpayer to those who use and benefit directly from the transportation system. 
This new fee will be chargeable exclusively to commercial shipping and is planned to be - 
phased in, generating $20 million for 1996-97, $40 million for 1997-98 and 1998-99, and 
$60 million for 1999-2000, plus any developmental and administrative costs associated with 
revenue collection.

1. Key Results Achieved in Current Year (1995-96) 


Canadian Coast Guard (CCG): Following is a summary of the key results achieved by 
CCG in 1995-96:

Integration of CCG with DFO: Implementation of an integrated plan for the 
amalgamation of the two departments. 


Fleet Integration: The integration of the DFO and CCG fleets to provide a more 
cohesive and cost-efficient marine service. 


Lightstation Destaffing: The continuation of destaffing of CCG lightstations on 
both the east and west coasts of Canada with the aim of ensuring that 
appropriate safety services are provided in the most cost-effective and efficient 
manner. 


Irving Whale: Preparatory work completed for the future salvage of the sunken 
oil barge Irving Whale. 


Levels of Service Consultations: Completed extensive briefings with the 
Canadian public, the marine sector and concerned citizens by means of 80 
meetings held across Canada to establish objectives to assist CCG in 
establishing services that will be cost effective and useful to the clients. 


International Maritime Organization (IMO) participation: In cooperation with 
Transport Canada, maintained leadership in the international forum by 
providing expert advice on issues such as safety of life at sea and protection of 
the marine environment and by providing a voice in the international shipping 
community. 


Integration of the CCG VTS and CGRS: Began the implementation and 
training required to successfully integrate the two operational arms of CCG so 
that common resources can be combined as a cost-saving objective. The plan is 
to run for another four years. 


The Office of Boating Safety was established to bring a national focus to 
recreational boating and small vessel issues.

Struck a Joint Ontario/Coast Guard Working Group, which included client 
groups, for the establishment of proposals for improved small vessel licensing, 
operator proficiency, enforcement and Search and Rescue. Conducted public 
consultations on Joint Working Group proposals across Ontario. Developed 
specifications for improved vessel licensing systems to be operated by the 
Ontario Ministry of Transportation. Developed and obtained approval-in- 
principle of terms of reference for a similar initiative in B.C. Briefed principal 
client groups in B.C. Initiated discussion with the Maritime provinces for 
development of Terms of Reference under the auspices of the Council of 
Maritime Premiers.

Introduction of the Pacific Round Table Process: Completed consultations in 
the industry-based Pacific Round Table; developed recommendations to deal 
with fleet overcapacity and other institutional changes required to ensure 
conservation and sustainability of Pacific salmon while maintaining economic 
viability within the industry. 

Implemented Fraser River Report: The Fraser River Sockeye Public Review 


Board Report was released in March of 1995. The Department is implementing 
the five-point action plan announced by the Minister, which will result in a 
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more conservative approach to fisheries management, increased enforcement 
and compliance, better integration of science and management priorities, a 
tough stance on AFS agreements and a process to generate an industry solution 
for fleet capacity issues. 


Q) Pacific Salmon Commission: Following unsuccessful negotiations with the 
U.S. on treaty arrangements, Canada participated in the successful court action 
by southern U.S. Aboriginal groups to close the highly controversial Alaskan 
chinook fishery. Following agreement by the U.S. and Canada, the long- 
standing equity issue will be mediated, with successful resolution anticipated 
by year-end. 


Q) Integrated Salmon Management Plan: DFO adopted a more conservative, risk- 
averse approach to managing West Coast salmon fisheries, which resulted in an 
overall harvest rate reduction of 50% for West Coast of Vancouver Island 
chinook 1995. 


Q) Implemented agreements for Individual Quotas (IQs) for the Pacific sea urchin 
and sea cucumber fisheries. 


QO) Responsible Fishing: Established an industrial training program in responsible 
fishing, developed a strategy to resolve the problem of ghostfishing by lost and 
abandoned fishing gear and commenced work on the development of a 
Canadian Code for Responsible Fishing Operations. 


Q) 1995 Atlantic Snow Crab Strategy: Implemented a management strategy to 
achieve a balance between the interests of existing licence holders and the 
demands for a more equitable sharing of the snow crab resources in areas 
where snow crab continues to be abundant. 


Q) Fisheries Management Partnerships: Continued to develop approaches and 
12 pilot projects for implementation in 1996. 


Q) Reform of Licence Fees: On January 1, 1996, a revised licence fee schedull 
was introduced/implemented on both coasts. 


Q) Atlantic Licensing Policy Review: Completed extensive consultations with all 
stakeholders and developed and implemented recommendations and an action 
plan. 


Q) Enterprise Allocation (EA)/Individual Transferable Quota (ITQ) Fisheries: 
Completed review of EA and ITQ fisheries; program revisions will be 
introduced in the 1996 fishing season. 


Q) Aboriginal Fisheries Strategy (AFS): Reached fisheries agreements with 90% 
of First Nations before the May 15, 1995, deadline established to ensure proper 
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implementation and management of fisheries. This brings the total number of 
agreements to over 100. 


Aboriginal Guardian Program: Initiated a review of the program in conjunction 
with the mid-term review of the AFS. 


Administrative Sanctions Board (ASB): Completed an assessment of the extent 
to which an administrative sanctions process, which decriminalizes the majority 
of violations under the Fisheries Act, will provide a faster and more efficient 
system for dealing with violations and licence sanctions at a lower cost, 
including a review of structural and costing models for the establishment of the 
ASB. 


Conservation and Protection (C&P): Strengthened management approach for 
the national C&P program. 


Illegal Gillnetting: Successfully managed and defused the controversy caused 
by dissident Aboriginals using illegal gillnets on the Northwest Miramichi 
River in New Brunswick. 


Protection of Straddling Stocks: Participated in drafting of legislation relating to 
the protection of straddling stocks, and successfully enforced the legislation 
against Spanish and Portuguese vessels on the Grand Bank in the NAFO 
Regulatory Area. 


Canada/EU Agreement: Implemented 100% observer coverage on vessels 
fishing the NAFO Regulatory Area (NRA) and new procedures for catch 
reporting and dockside inspections. Achieved acceptance by NAFO of the 
basic elements of the Canada/EU Agreement, which will result in 
implementation of the new control mechanisms on all NAFO Contracting Party 
vessels fishing in the NRA as of January 1, 1996.

Continued to produce electronic navigation charts for all of Canada’s major 
shipping routes. 


Inspection: Following are the key results achieved by Inspection Services in 1995-96: 


Q) The existing Fish Inspection Regulations were revised and will be published in 
the Canada Gazette, Part II, by the end of the 1995-96 fiscal year. Revisions to 
existing legislation are necessary for the implementation of cost recovery, 
beginning April 1, 1996. 


Q) The Inspection Program Review implementation plan included the 
establishment of a streamlined line organization, with fewer area offices. The 
consolidation of Areas commenced April 1, 1995 (Area Inspection offices are 
being reduced from 21 to 12). This consolidation will be completed by March 
31, 1996. 


QO) A comprehensive laboratory review of needs and capabilities, a review of the 
sensory science, sensory workshop and inspector sensory accreditation 
activities and a review of field inspection activities were carried out to 
determine where further rationalization of field and laboratory activities is 
possible. 


Q) An industry-government working group developed a Quality Management 
Program (QMP) for importers, which is to be implemented by April 1, 1996. 


) Facilitation of trade for industry and reduced inspection costs for DFO are 


expected to be accomplished with the signing of the Memorandum of 
Understanding with Ecuador on shrimp processing and inspection. Mutual 
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Recognition Agreements will be completed, including an agreement on 
inspection and certification of fish and fishery products with New Zealand and 
a veterinary agreement with the European Commission, which is being 
negotiated in conjunction with Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and the 
Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade. Completion of these 
agreements by April 1, 1996, will improve access to these markets for 
Canadian exporters and reduce inspection costs for both DFO and producers. 


A country-wide construction and operations inspection blitz of all federally 
registered fish-processing plants was carried out to determine compliance 
status in order to respond to an audit of the Canadian QMP by EU inspectors. 
The blitz will ensure continued access of Canadian products to the EU market. 


Participated in an international panel of recognized experts on the Hazards 
Analysis Critical Control Point (HACCP) system, which conducted an 
intensive review of QMP and made recommendations regarding the future 
direction of the program. A Newfoundland consulting firm was heavily 
involved in the initial design of QMP and also conducted a joint industry- 
government audit of the program to assess its success and made 
recommendations on future direction. 


Because of the worldwide recognition of the HACCP system as the basis for 
international recognition of equivalency, the Inspection program will be raising 
the awareness of this inspection system with industry and its own staff by 
conducting a series of HACCP workshops throughout Canada. Experts from 
the Inspection program have been active in the work of the Codex Alimentarius 
Commission, particularly as regards the Codex Committee on Fish and Fishery 
Products, to ensure the incorporation of HACCP principles into codes of 
practice to make these documents more user-friendly for use by inspection 
officials and industry and to ease understanding of HACCP principles. 


Seven countries participated in workshops on decomposition of fish products 
conducted by Inspection in conjunction with the United States Food and Drug 
Administration (USFDA). These workshops improve compliance with 
standards, resulting in better access to world markets for industry and better 
utilization of resources for regulatory agencies. In accordance with NAFTA, 
bilateral Inspection-USFDA workshops on harmonization of standards were 
held. 


To combat a labelling decision by France, Canada presented its case before a 
World Trade Organization (WTO) panel in Geneva regarding the marketing in 
France of Canadian scallops as “coquilles St. Jacques.” A decision is expected 
early in the next fiscal year. This decision will have a significant impact on the 
total value of scallop exports to France.

International: Following are the key results achieved by International in 1995-96: 


Q) 


UN Straddling and Highly Migratory Stocks Conference adopted draft 
agreement, signed on December 4, 1995, in line with Canadian objectives for 
effective conservation and management of straddling and highly migratory 
stocks on the high seas, precautionary approaches to management, effective 
enforcement against foreign vessels contravening conservation measures of 
regional management bodies and compulsory and binding settlement of 
disputes. 


NAFO adopted the key control and enforcement elements of the Canada-EU 
Fisheries Agreement of April 1995 designed to prevent overfishing of 
groundfish stocks, including requiring observers on all vessels fishing in the 
NAFO area, satellite tracking and distribution of quota shares of Greenland 
halibut. 


Full implementation of the 10-year Canada-France Fisheries Agreement got 
under way as Canadian fishers started to fish their negotiated scallop quota in 
the zone around St. Pierre and Miquelon. 


Regarding Pacific Salmon, while Canada and the U.S. agreed on fishing 
arrangements for the 1995 season with respect to the key intercepting fisheries 
in southern B.C. and Washington state, agreement was not possible for 
southeast Alaska and northern B.C. To support major chinook conservation 
actions by Canada in 1995, Canada intervened as amicus curiae (friend of the 
court) in the U.S. court case initiated by the Northwest Indian Tribes against 
Alaska. This resulted in the early closure of the Alaskan commercial chinook 
fishery. Canada and the U.S. agreed to refer another long-standing dispute over 
the impasse over the equity provisions of the Pacific Salmon Treaty to 
mediation. 


A three-year interim Yukon salmon agreement with the U.S. was signed to 
enhance and rebuild Canadian-origin Yukon salmon. 


A WTO dispute-settlement panel was established to rule on French restrictions 
on Canadian scallops using the trade name “coquilles St. Jacques.” | 


Risk-assessment findings were obtained from the Australian Quarantine 
Inspection Service that Canadian ocean-caught Pacific salmon poses minimal 
risk of disease transmission to Australian-farmed fish stocks. 


New Zealand opened its market to Canadian Pacific salmon following intense 
negotiations with Canada. 
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The EU agreed to compensate Canada for its most recent enlargement by 
providing more favourable tariff rates for Canadian shrimp, lobster and 
whitefish. 


The DFO Port Access Policy was incorporated into the Coastal F isheries 
Protection Act, providing enhanced legal authority to deny access to Canadian 
waters by vessels from foreign countries not cooperating with Canada on 
conservation. 


The U.S. agreed to recommit to the by-catch reduction program of the 
International Pacific Halibut Commission and to consider mechanisms to 
compensate Canada for exceeding allowable by-catch targets in order to 
minimize catch losses incurred by Canada. 


Conservation measures were adopted by the International Commission for the 
Conservation of Atlantic Tuna on bluefin tuna and swordfish to protect these 
resources from overfishing.

Divestiture of the Fishing Vessel Insurance Program (FVIP) was completed, 
and all insurance policies will expire by April 1, 1996. 


Established Aquaculture Implementation Committees in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, P.E.I., Ontario and B.C. Consolidated aquaculture 
research in two locations to achieve economies of scale. 


Initiated a National Survey of Recreational Fishing in Canada and undertook 
steps aimed at introducing a National Fishing Week. 


A comprehensive review of DFO Corporate Services and a proposal and 
implementation plan for a radically reduced Corporate Services was completed 
in October 1995. 


The transfer of Corporate Services from Transport Canada in support of CCG 
was completed in January 1996. 


A Human Resources strategy to ensure a comprehensive approach to managing 


the people side of workforce reductions and organizational renewal in a 
changing environment was completed in October 1995. 
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2. Program Effectiveness 


This section highlights the results of selected reviews that have identified opportunities for 
enhancing program cost effectiveness. They were carried out by the Corporate Review, 
Evaluation and Audit Directorate as part of the departmental review plan. 


Canadian Coast Guard Activity in the North: A key recommendation of this review 
calls for a reduction in core icebreaking service to five active icebreakers, operating in the 
Arctic within a defined core season, with all costs beyond this core level to be fully recovered. 
Escorts of commercial vessels below Arctic Shipping Pollution Prevention Regulations 
(ASPPR) Arctic Class level and any escorts devoted to new mining or hydrocarbon 
developments would also involve cost recovery. These measures will both reduce net costs to 
government and control demand. The conversion of the CCG-coordinated Eastern Arctic 
Sealift to “direct booking” through carriers would not save costs but would get CCG out of 
the anomalous position of providing a commercial service and will assist in preparing the sealift 
service for eventual transfer (along with a number of small northern harbours) to the 
Government of the Northwest Territories. 


Newfoundland Bait Service: This program, operating under the Terms of Union between 
Newfoundland and Canada, is intended to ensure an adequate bait supply. It currently provides 
28% of the total bait supply for the province. The review concluded that since there has been 
no shortage of bait provided by the private sector and little price increase in recent years, the 
continued relevance of the program is questionable. It recommended two options to reduce or 
eliminate the $1.6 million annual cost of the program: privatize the bait service, or change it 
from a regular bait supplier to a supplier of last resort. The Department is currently examining 
these options. 


Northern Cod Adjustment and Recovery Program (NCARP): From 1992 to 1994, 
this program assisted fishers and plant workers affected by the moratorium on fishing northern | 
cod. A review of income replacement provisions found that, overall, those assisted (26,500 in 
total) did meet program eligibility criteria. There were insufficient controls on eligibility and 
amounts paid in the early days of operation, but this was soon rectified through computer 
reconciliation. Better control might have been exercised if income replacement had been made 
part of an existing system, such as unemployment insurance. However, turnaround time for 
payments would have been slower. 


The number of participants in the vessel support component was lower than 
anticipated: the $7.8 million paid to vessel owners was 48% lower than the budget allocation. 
However, it was on target in defraying approximately 50% of moratorium-related vessel costs. 


It was found that 3,062 NCARP clients were no longer dependent or were moving 
towards not being dependent on the northern cod fishery because of the licence retirement, 
early retirement and training provisions of the program. This was less than half the number 
expected. The review concluded that withdrawal from the fishery would be a long, slow 
process because of the lack of real economic alternatives for participants. Withdrawal could be — 
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accelerated if licence buy-outs were more financially attractive and early retirement eligibility 
was expanded. 


Security: Although an audit of departmental security found no security breaches requiring 
immediate attention, it did call for improved threat and risk assessments as inputs to the 
planning and development of a national security program. Correcting weaknesses in 
information technology security was identified as particularly important. A major challenge is 
_ to promote security as everyone’s responsibility. This challenge can be met by training 
employees and security staff. The departmental programs responsible for both security and 
information technology are implementing an action plan that addresses the issues identified in 
the audit. 


_ Occupational Safety and Health (OSH): A comprehensive review of OSH at 
headquarters and one region found that the Department was not meeting many mandatory 

| requirements of the Canada Labour Code. OSH committees lacked terms of reference; 

_ participants were unsure of their responsibilities: training was sporadic. In addition, a large 

_ majority of managers and staff did not know how the Labour Code affected them and were 
unclear about the lines of communication for OSH concerns. Departmental managers 
_Tesponsible for OSH have accepted the review’s recommendations to address the issues raised. 
Actual implementation, however, is on hold pending the finalization of the merger of the former 
Fisheries and Oceans regions with the regions of the Canadian Coast Guard. 


Official Languages: This Treasury Board mandated review recommended improvements to 
the Department’s service to the public in both official languages. These improvements need to 

_ Start with managers and staff recognizing and accepting their responsibility for providing 
bilingual services. A self-assessment at 195 designated points of service found 50% displaying 
the Treasury Board Secretariat’s official bilingualism symbol and 65% making an active offer 

_ of bilingual service by phone, in person or by recorded message. Reports indicate that over 
80% of designated service points have bilingual capability. In the area of publicity, the study 
_Tecommended that the Department make more use of minority language media. The 
Department is implementing an action plan that will address these findings and increase the 
awareness of responsibilities in the area of bilingual service to the public.

The Estimates Documents 


The Estimates of the Government of Canada are structured in 
three Parts. Beginning with an overview of total government 
spending in Part I, the documents become increasingly more 
specific.

Preceding Section | is a description of the spending authorities taken from Part II of the Estimates and Volume 
Il of the Public Accounts. This section is required to ensure that Part III is consistent with Parts I and II of 
the Main Estimates. 


Section I outlines the highlights of the Department over the past two years, and summarizes its plans for the 
upcoming year. It also describes the structure and mandate of the Department, and includes an overview of 
the Canadian Interests Abroad Program. 


Section II details key performance information for each activity. This forms the basis for the resources 
requested. 


Section III provides more information on costs and resources, as well as specific financial analysis of the 
Canadian Interests Abroad Program. 


In accordance with Operating Budget principles, reported human resource consumption is measured by 
employee full-time equivalents (FTE). One FTE is a measure of any combination of periods of employment 
in a fiscal year that equals the employment of one person on a full-time basis throughout the year. This will 
take account of such factors as term and casual employment and job sharing.

SECTION I - PROGRAM OVERVIEW 


A. BACKGROUND 


1. Mandate 


The Department’s legal mandate, as set out in the 
Department of Foreign Affairs and International Trade 
Act, RSC 1985, c. E-22, is to: 


— conduct all diplomatic and consular relations on 
behalf of Canada; 


— conduct all official communication between the 
Government of Canada and the government of any 
other country and between the Government of 
Canada and any international organization; 


— conduct and manage international negotiations as 
they relate to Canada; 


— coordinate Canada’s economic relations; 
— foster the expansion of Canada’s international trade; 


~ coordinate the direction given by the Government of 
Canada to the heads of Canada’s diplomatic and 
consular missions and to manage these missions; 


— administer the foreign service of Canada; 


— foster the development of international law and its 
application in Canada’s external relations. 


The Minister of Foreign Affairs is also responsible for 
the Export and Import Permits Act, RSC 1985, c. E-19, 
which authorizes the government to control and mon- 
itor the transborder flow of specified goods, and for 
the Special Economic Measures Act, 40-41 Elizabeth II, 
c. 17, which authorizes the government to apply eco- 
nomic sanctions in response to a serious threat to 
international peace and security. 


The Department also provides administrative support 
to other government departments with personnel 
abroad. 


A list of other legislation governing Canada’s interna- 
tional obligations appears in Section III. 


2. Canadian Interests Abroad Program 


The Department manages its mandate through the 
Canadian Interests Abroad Program. As set out in the 


government's foreign policy statement, Canada in the 
World, the objectives of this program are: 


— the promotion of prosperity and employment by ad- 
vancing Canada’s international trade and economic 
interests abroad, by maintaining market access for 
Canadian goods and services, by attracting foreign 
investment, and by promoting tourism to Canada; 


— the protection of our security within a stable global 
framework by using diplomacy to protect against 
military threats, international instability, envi- 
ronmental degradation, natural resource depletion, 
international crime, uncontrolled migration, and the 
spread of pandemic diseases; 


— the projection of Canadian values and culture in the 
world by promoting universal respect for human 
rights, the development of participatory government 
and stable institutions, the rule of law, sustainable 
development, the celebration of Canadian culture, 
and the promotion of Canadian cultural and educa- 
tional industries abroad. 


3. Departmental Organization 


The Department has two ministers (one for Foreign 
Affairs and one for International Trade) and two 
secretaries of State (one for the Asia-Pacific region 
and one for Latin America and Africa). The portfolio 
responsibilities of the two ministers extend beyond this 
Department: the Minister of Foreign Affairs is also 
responsible for the Canadian International Develop- 
ment Agency, the Canadian International Develop- 
ment Research Centre, the International Joint Com- 
mission, and the International Centre for Human 
Rights and Democratic Development. The Minister 
for International Trade is responsible for the Export 
Development Corporation and the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) Secretariat. 


The Department is headquartered in Ottawa but oper- 
ates throughout Canada via local and regional passport 
offices and through its network of trade commissioners 
in regional offices. Below the deputy minister level, 
the Department is organized by function and by geog- 
raphy at the assistant deputy minister level and is sup- 
ported by the Policy Staff, the Office of Protocol, the 
Communications Bureau and the Corporate Services 
Branch (Figures 1 and 1A). Outside Canada, the De-

The functional branches are the primary centres re- 
sponsible for policy formulation, program planning, 
and the coordination of trade, economic, and political 
relations. They are: the International Business Devel- 
opment Branch; the Trade and Economic Policy 
Branch; the Political and International Security Affairs 
Branch; the Legal and Consular Affairs Branch (which 
includes the Passport Office); and the Global Issues 
and Culture Branch. 


The five geographic branches (Africa and the Middle 
East, Asia-Pacific, Europe, Latin America and the 
Caribbean, and the United States) manage Canada’s 
relations with specific countries and regions. Each 
geographic branch has two components — headquarters 
in Ottawa, where policies and programs are developed 
and implemented; and missions abroad, which fall into 


Bilateral missions are accredited to specific countries 
and are organized functionally. They include larger 
missions that manage a full range of programs (such as 
political, economic, trade, and consular relations) and 
smaller missions that specialize in specific programs. 


Multilateral missions serve Canadian interests in speci- 
fic international organizations such as the United 
Nations (U.N.) and the U.N. Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (UNESCO), the Organisa- 
tion for Economic Co-operation and Development 
(OECD), the World Trade Organization (WTO), the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO), the 
European Union (E.U.), and the Organization of 
American States (OAS).

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B. PERFORMANCE INFORMATION 


The highlights are divided according to the three 
major themes announced in the government’s state- 
ment on foreign policy, Canada in the World, tabled in 
the House of Commons on 11 February 1995. As 
well, there are highlights that reflect the government’s 
commitment to strengthening key international and 
bilateral relationships as well to institutional renewal 
at home and abroad. 


1. Highlights of 1995-96 
The Promotion of Prosperity and Employment 


« The Prime Minister, with the participation of seven 
provincial premiers and hundreds of business 
people, led “Team Canada” trade missions to India, 
Pakistan, Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore, and 
Thailand in January. 


¢ The integrated Team Canada approach to federal 
international business development efforts was 
extended through agreements between the federal 
and provincial governments to streamline and im- 
prove services to Canadian exporters and through 
greater participation by the private sector in 
strategic planning. 


¢ Canada won U.N. approval of its proposal for an 
Agreement on the Conservation and Management 
of Straddling Fish Stocks and Highly Migratory Fish 
Stocks, which will strengthen the international 
management of fisheries resources. 


¢ Canada participated in NAFTA Trade Remedy 
Working Groups to reduce the possibility of dis- 
putes with the United States concerning subsidies 
and dumping, and to improve the operation of 
trade-remedy laws regarding such practices. 


e U.S. restrictions on imports of Canadian wheat 
were terminated, restoring open Canadian access to 
the U.S. grains market. 


e The Asia Pacific Economic Cooperation Forum 
(APEC) agreed on the Osaka Action Agenda for 
implementing the commitment to free and open 
trade and investment in the region by 2010 for 
developed economies and 2020 for developing 
economies. 


¢ The Department established an International] Busi- 
ness Opportunities Centre with Industry Canada to 
match Canadian small and medium-size enterprises 
(SMEs) with international opportunities. 


¢ The federal government established a Capital 
Projects Action Team to promote and improve 
Canadian procurement in projects financed by 
international financial institutions. 


¢ An agreement on science and technology was 
signed with the European Union to increase Cana- 
dian collaboration with its E.U. partners, including 
greater access to European R&D funding. 


¢ A meeting of the Joint Trade and Economic Com- 
mittee was held with Commonwealth Caribbean 
countries in Georgetown, Guyana. 


The Protection of Canadian Security Within 
a Stable Global Framework 


¢ Canada led in the development of principles that 
assured the indefinite extension of the Nuclear 
Non-proliferation Treaty (NPT). 


¢ Canada completed a major study, involving experts 
from around the world, on improving the “rapid 
reaction capability’ of the United Nations to 
security crises. 


¢ Canada ratified the U.N. Chemical Weapons Con- 
vention. 


e Canada hosted the Ministerial Meeting on Terror- 
ism of the P-8 (the G-7 plus Russia) to improve 
international counter-terrorist coordination. 


e« Canada hosted a meeting in Ottawa of Franco- 
phone countries to consider ways to improve 
conflict prevention in Africa. 


« Canada continued to play a major role in the multi- 
lateral track of the Middle East Peace Process by 
chairing the Refugee Working Group and promot- 
ing confidence-building maritime activities in the 
Arms Control and Regional Security Working 
Group. 


¢ Canada supports the successful implementation of 
the peace settlement in the former Yugoslavia and 
has agreed to participate in the NATO Peace Im- 
plementation Force (IFOR) in Bosnia. 


The Projection of Canadian Values and Culture 
e The Prime Minister and other Cabinet members 


took part in ceremonies in Europe marking the 
50th anniversary of the end of World War II. 
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At the U.N. World Conference on Women in Bei- 
jing, Canada played a leading role in establishing a 
global agenda for achieving women’s equality by the 
year 2000. 


Canada provided election monitors, observers, and 
technical experts to assist 15 countries in holding 
democratic elections. 


A campaign was launched to influence the U.S. 
government and public against supporting oil and 
gas drilling in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 


A trilateral (Canada-United States-Mexico) pro- 
gram for North American mobility in higher educa- 
tion was implemented. 


Also implemented was an agreement between Can- 
ada and the European Union establishing a coop- 
eration program in higher education and training. 


The governmentand the Asia-Pacific Foundationin 
Vancouver agreed to establish a network of Cana- 
dian Education Centres in the Asia-Pacific region 
over the next five years. 


Major International and Bilateral Events 


Canada hosted the 1995 G-7 Economic Summit in 
Halifax on 15-17 June, which considered interna- 
tional cooperation to ensure international insti- 
tutions are ready for the challenges of the next 
century. 


The Prime Minister addressed the U.N. anniversary 
summit of world leaders in New York in October. 


At the Sixth Francophonie Summit in Bénin, the 
Prime Minister won acceptance for a Canadian ini- 
tiative to establish a secretary-general for the 
organization as part of a broader Canadian intiative 
to increase the Francophonie’s engagement in polit- 
ical issues such as conflict prevention. 


The Prime Minister won acceptance for a Canadian 
proposal to strengthen the Commonwealth’s capa- 
city to assist democratization efforts of member 
states at the Commonwealth Heads of Government 
Meeting in Auckland, New Zealand, in November. 


The Chinese premier visited Canada on the occa- 
sion of the 25th anniversary of the establishment of 
bilateral diplomatic relations. 


Canada hosted the presidents of Mexico, Chile, and 
Brazil. 
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Institutional Renewal at Home and Abroad 


¢ Canada opened embassies in Uruguay and Panama, 
as well as offices in El] Salvador, Nicaragua, Mexico 
(Guadalajara) and Brazil (Rio de Janeiro). Diplo- 
matic representation in Ecuador was upgraded. 


¢ Canada established a high commission in Bandar 
Seri Begawan, Brunei, and a consulate general in 
Ho Chi Minh City, Vietnam. 


¢ Canada’s bid to locate the new permanent secre- 
tariat of the U.N. Convention on Biological Diver- 
sity in Montreal was accepted. 


e¢ The second National Forum on Canada’s Interna- 
tional Relations was held to consider ways to renew 
and strengthen international institutions. 


2. Highlights of 1994-95 


The Promotion of Prosperity and Employment 


¢ The Prime Minister, accompanied by nine provin- 
cial premiers and over 400 business people, led a 
Team Canada trade mission to China and Hong 
Kong. 


« Accompanied by over 300 business representatives, 
the Prime Minister also led a trade delegation to 
Chile, Argentina, Brazil, Uruguay, Costa Rica, and 
Trinidad and Tobago. 


e The NAFTA Chapter 19 dispute with the United 
States on softwood lumber was resolved in Can- 
ada’s favour. 


¢ Canada announced the start of negotiations for 
Chile’s accession to NAFTA. 


¢ The International Business Development Review, 
aimed at improving government support of 
Canadian business, was completed. 


¢ Agreements were concluded with France concern- 
ing fisheries and regional cooperation. 


¢ Israeli and Canadian officials began negotiations on 
a bilateral free-trade agreement. 


¢ Canada, with other APEC members, set goals at 
the APEC Summit for achieving free and open 
trade and investment in the Asia-Pacific region by 
2020 (2010 in the case of developed economies). 


e Access by SMEs to the Program for Export Market 


Development was enhanced and repayments were 
increased; an action plan to improve financial 
services to SMEs was implemented in cooperation 
with the Export Development Corporation and 
Canadian banks. 


The Protection of Canadian Security Within 
a Stable Global Framework 


« The Prime Minister attended the Budapest CSCE 
Review Conference, where he launched a successful 
Canadian initiative on promoting free media in 
emerging democracies. 


¢ The Minister of Foreign Affairs took part in the 
first ASEAN Regional Forum on security. 


¢ Over 2,000 Canadian soldiers served in the U.N. 
Protection Force in Bosnia. 


e¢ Canada provided the commander for U.N. peace- 
keeping forces in Rwanda as well as a substantial 
contingent to restore operations at Kigali airport 
and provide support in communications, medical 
services, and logistics. 


¢ Canada established its “national authority” pursuant 
to the U.N. Chemical Weapons Convention. 


« Canada announced an action plan on reducing risks 
to civilians from land mines. 


The Projection of Canadian Values and Culture 


e Major celebrations were held in commemoration of 
Canada’s role in the liberation of Europe during 
World War II. 


e High-level contacts were reinstated with Cuba, and 
a Canadian aid program was established. 


e« Canada took part in the first Middle East and 
North Africa Economic Summit in Casablanca, 
designed to promote development in the region. 


« Canada organized a G-7 conference in Winnipeg on 
the economic transformation of Ukraine. 


e Canada played a substantial role in the U.N. 
mission in Haiti. In addition, 100 expatriate 
Haitians were trained at the RCMP academy in 
Regina for the new Haitian police force. 


« Canadian election officials helped organize South 
Africa’s first-ever democratic elections. 


The International Council for Canadian Studies met 
in Asia for the first time. 


Canada participated in the Francophonie’s first 
Forum of International Non-governmental Organi- 
zations designed to strengthen the role of NGOs in 
member countries. 


The Prime Minister and the president of the United 
States agreed to pursue the establishment of an 
Arctic Council to promote regional cooperation and 
sustainable development.

C. PLANNING PERSPECTIVE 


1. Directions for Canadian Foreign Policy 


In February 1995, the government tabled its foreign 
policy statement, Canada in the World, which set out 
three, mutually reinforcing key objectives: 


— the promotion of prosperity and employment, 

— the protection of our security, within a stable global 
framework; and 

— the projection of Canadian values and culture. 


These objectives will guide decisions on priorities in a 
context marked by greater fiscal restraints and will 
serve as criteria in assessing all international programs 
and activities. 


2. International Challenges and 
Canadian Responses 


Economic Issues 


The industrialized economies continue to post modest, 
non-inflationary growth. Unemployment remains at 
high levels, however, and job creation will be the main 
topic at the Lyon G-7 Summit in 1996. The govern- 
ments of many developed economies carry heavy debt 
loads that limit their ability to spend money on em- 
ployment programs. 


The “tigers” of East Asia are still growing strongly, but 
Japan’s economy remains sluggish. China’s rapid 
growth is the focus of the greatest interest in the 
region, although question marks hang over its ability to 
contain inflation, manage regionally uneven develop- 
ment, and cope with environmental stresses. Of 
special importance to Canada is how Hong Kong will 
be integrated into China upon its handover in 1997. 
In Latin America, a number of countries are posting 
impressive growth. Mexico is emerging from a difficult 
year economically, but has made considerable progress 
in making the necessary adjustments. The Russian 
economy is showing some signs of stabilization and 
improved growth prospects. Subsaharan Africa 
remains the worst-off economically, although South 
Africa offers hope that it will be able to act as an 
engine for regional development. 


There has been major progress towards freer trade 
internationally, especially through multilateral trade 
agreements. The goal must now be to consolidate 
these gains and maintain the constituency for freer 
trade, especially in light of protectionist pressures in 
the European Union and United States. [n particular, 
the consolidation of the WTO, founded in January 


1995, is a central objective — one that can be furthered 
by seeking the accession of China and of other key 
economies on balanced terms and by successfully con- 
cluding negotiations on services and government pro- 
curement. 


The 1995 Halifax G-7 Summit focused attention on the 
need for more work on some of the consequences of 
growing international economic integration, including 
the need for greater vigilance over emerging financial 
imbalances by the International Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank, and a sharper focus on sustainable 
development and poverty alleviation. Canada will 
continue to press for reform in this area. 


In addition to the consolidation of the WTO, the chal- 
lenges for Canada will include further consolidating 
economic relations with the United States, developing 
a renewed transatlantic economic relationship in 
cooperation with the United States and the European 
Union, achieving progress on Chile’s accession to 
NAFTA, and working towards the creation of a free- 
trade area of the Americas (FTAA). Moreover, the 
1997 APEC Summit, which Canada will host, will 
highlight our rapidly expanding interest in freer trade 
in the Asia-Pacific region. The government will also 
take into account environmental and human rights 
concerns in pursuing its trade and economic objectives. 


The government continues to promote Canadian ex- 
ports, which are growing steadily. “Team Canada,” led 
by the Prime Minister, broke new ground in the 
developing markets of India and Southeast Asia in 
January 1996. The Prime Minister’s forthcoming trip 
to Washington will highlight the importance of the 
relationship with our principal bilateral partner. 


Political Issues 


The transition from the Cold War to a new interna- 
tional order — still being defined — continues. In the 
recent past, there have been major breakthroughs, 
including the indefinite extension of the NPT through 
a U.N.-sponsored conference in which Canada played 
an important role. The best chance for peace in the 
former Yugoslavia since the beginning of the conflicts 
there has emerged, thanks to a combination of the 
international community’s diplomacy and measured 
force. The Middle East is witnessing more progress 
towards an overall and durable settlement. 


However, serious conflicts remain unresolved in central 
Africa, Algeria, and Chechnya, among others. The 
relationship between the West and China and Russia 
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is still troubled in certain areas. Transnational issues 
— such as the growing number of displaced persons 
and refugees, terrorism, and arms proliferation — are 
major concerns. 


On the 50th Anniversary of the United Nations in 
1995, countries reflected on the accomplishments of 
the last half-century and on the challenges ahead — in 
particular on the need for the renewal of international 
institutions so that they may better address evolving 
political and security issues. More than ever, the value 
of international engagement and cooperation has been 
highlighted in this international stock-taking. Un- 
fortunately, in some countries, there is a backing-away 
from the multilateral system, threatening a crisis of 
confidence in the United Nations. 


At the 1995 G-7 Summit, Canada, along with the other 
members of the G-7 and Russia (the “P-8”) reaffirmed 
their support for the United Nations and for multi- 
lateral approaches to solving problems such as arms 
control and disarmament. Canada demonstrated its 
commitment to making the United Nations more 
effective and credible when it tabled at the 50th 
General Assembly a study containing practical recom- 
mendations to give the organization the capacity to 
react rapidly in crises such as that in Rwanda in 1994. 
The Canadian commitment was also demonstrated by 
our peacekeeping contributions in Croatia, Bosnia, 
Rwanda, and elsewhere. 


Canada takes a leading role in promoting the much- 
needed overhaul of multilateral institutions. At the 
same time, it also stresses the importance of all coun- 
tries’ supporting the U.N. system, both politically and 
financially. 


Recognizing that the United Nations alone cannot 
carry the burden of international security, Canada is 
active in reinforcing regional political and security 
institutions, in particular by participating in the 
preparation of a study on the enlargement of NATO 
and by proposing a democratization initiative in the 
Commonwealth and the development of a preventive- 
diplomacy capacity within the Francophonie. 


Integration and partnership — the building of habits of 
international cooperation — are key to political and 
security progress. In addition to pursuing these goals 
multilaterally, Canada will continue to pursue them 
bilaterally. Canada has been developing ties with 
Russia, not only through the P-8 but also through 
opportunities such as the visit of the Russian prime 
minister to Canada in October 1995. Our internation- 
al assistance programs, including those to the countries 
of central and eastern Europe and the former Soviet 


Union, strengthen development prospects, foster 
bilateral goodwill, and promote democratic 
development — the best guarantee of peace and 
Stability. 


Our most important political and security relationship 
remains that with the United States. Maintaining the 
vigour of the bilateral relationship and encouraging the 
United States to remain constructively engaged on the 
major international issues are themes that Canada 
actively pursues at all levels. 


3. Promotion of Canadian Values and 
Culture 


Canada is no longer immune to long-term challenges 
— such as environmental degradation, population 
growth, health pandemics, the proliferation of conflicts, 
and the globalization of criminal activity — that 
transcend national borders and threaten the stability of 
the world community. In Canada in the World, the 
government underlined the need to broaden the con- 
cept of security and to include those emerging issues 
which could have a direct bearing on the well-being of 
Canadians. 


An international consensus is emerging in favour of 
responses to security issues that focus less on military 
options and more on reinforcing institutions and mech- 
anisms that support the prevention of conflicts and the 
peaceful resolution of disputes. Canada sees its mem- 
bership in regional and international organizations as 
a direct contribution to global peace and security, and 
it believes that the international community must sup- 
port preventive diplomacy if it is to avoid situations 
where violence is an acceptable approach to disputes 
between and within countries. Such a situation would 
erode the rules-based international system that under- 
pins Canadian security and prosperity. 


This broader approach to security mirrors fundamental 
Canadian values, including respect for the rule of law 
and for human rights, the promotion of democratic 
practices, and sustainable development. Canada will 
continue to assist countries and multilateral institutions 
in the organization and monitoring of elections; to sup- 
port democratic political processes; to assist in the 
establishment and strengthening of legal systems; to 
promote a better understanding of the new threats to 
security; and to work towards the adoption of interna- 
tional norms and regimes to better manage the envi- 
ronment, mass migrations, and the spread of pan- 
demics. 


In response to comments from the Canadian public, 
the government has decided to intensify the promotion 
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abroad of Canadian cultural and educational ex- 
cellence. The government will assist Canadian artists, 
creators, and intellectuals to reach international au- 
diences and find foreign markets for their work. 


To provide greater focus for Canadian efforts to 
promote Canadian culture and political values abroad, 
the Department established, in the spring of 1995, a 
new Global Issues and Culture Branch. 


4. Highlights for 1996-97 


The Promotion of Prosperity and Employment 


¢ The Department will develop, submit, and review 
the first Canadian action plan to liberalize and 
facilitate trade and investment in the Asia-Pacific 
region under the auspices of APEC. 


¢ Canada will seek to improve market access abroad 
through various channels: multilaterally through 
the WTO; regionally through further progress in 
NAFTA and APEC, in particular; as well as bi- 
laterally. 


¢ Canada will conclude a pre-clearance agreement on 
expanded U.S. customs and immigration procedures 
at Canadian airports and on pre-inspection arrange- 
ments for truck traffic. 


¢ Efforts will be intensified to secure an FTAA 
agreement by the year 2005. 


e Canada will seek to settle equity and conservation 
issues under the Pacific Salmon Treaty. 


¢ The Team Canada approach to export development 
will be expanded further to include all relevant 
federal organizations, the provinces, the munic- 
ipalities, and the private sector. 


¢ Assistance will be provided to enable Canadian 
SMEs to take part in the international economy 
through advance planning, risk-sharing, market 
intelligence, access to export finance, building on 
experience in the U.S. market, access to interna- 
tional investors, and the building of partnering 
skills. 


The Protection of Canadian Security Within 
a Stable Global Framework 


« The new NORAD defence agreement with the 
United States will be implemented. 


¢ The Security Model Study of the Organization for 


Security and Cooperation in Europe will be com- 
pleted in time for the December 1996 OSCE 
Summit in Lisbon. 


¢ Canada will conclude an agreement with the United 
States to strengthen efforts against drugs, 
smuggling, and the illegal movement of people. 


The Projection of Canadian Values and Culture 


¢ The overseas development assistance program will 
be reshaped and refocused in the light of current 
fiscal realities. 


« Canada will support efforts to strengthen civil so- 
ciety and draw attention to human rights abuses in 
Nigeria to ensure that the government of that coun- 
try respects its undertakings regarding a return to 
democracy. 


¢ Steps will be taken to safeguard Canadian citizens 
and Canadian economic interests through Hong 
Kong’s transition to Chinese sovereignty on 1 July 
LT: 


¢ Canada will seek to increase its market share 
abroad for its cultural and educational goods and 
services through the implementation of an interna- 
tional business strategy. 


¢ Canada will assist in developing an effective drug 
strategy for the Americas in conjunction with the 
Inter-American Anti-drug Commission of the Or- 
ganization of American States.

¢ Canada will assume the chairmanship of APEC for 
1997. 


¢ Canada will prepare for the 1996 G-7 Summit in 
Lyon and the 1997 Summit in the United States. 


¢ Canada will begin formal trilateral discussions with 
the European Union and the United States on 
renewing transatlantic ties, with a special focus on 
economic relations. 


¢ The planned visit by the president of South Africa 
will emphasize the trade and investment elements 
of Canada’s relationship with that country.

The major items contributing to the $34-million decrease in the 1996-97 Main Estimates over the 1995-96 forecast 
are reduced requirements for U.N. peacekeeping operations and expenditure reductions announced in recent federal 
budgets. 
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D. PROGRAM EFFECTIVENESS 


The main results of the Canadian Interests Abroad 
Program are reported in Section II. These generally 
fall into three categories: 


Issues resolved. Issues such as human rights, trade 
policy, and environmentaland territorial concerns arise 
in Canada’s relations with other countries. These 
issues must be managed and resolved. The amount of 
work involved — analysis, meetings, negotiations, and 
representations — depends on the issue. Resolved 
issues that protect or further Canadian interests are 
important reflections of the Program’s effectiveness. 


Policy and Program objectives achieved. The govern- 
ment sets firm objectives for all aspects of foreign 
policy. These include bilateral and multilateral 
objectives (such as trade agreements) and commercial 
objectives (such as increasing exports or foreign 
investment in Canada). Policy objectives may also 
include actions that the government believes other 
countries should take, such as ending racial dis- 
crimination or resolving conflicts. 


Services provided. The Program also provides services 
to Canadians, including assistance to exporters, con- 
Sular services, the issuance of passports, and infor- 
mation on foreign and trade policy. 


In 1995-96 and 1996-97, the Department will continue 
to perform its core functions — political and economic 
relations, trade development and policy, and consular 
services. 


Political and economic relations will continue to be 
guided by the foreign policy statement, which provides 
the government with foreign policy leadership. 


The objective of the International Business Develop- 
ment program is to continue to expand export oppor- 
tunities for Canadian industry, including small and 
medium-sized enterprises, and to safeguard Canada’s 
access to overseas markets. The Department identifies 
key international commercial opportunities and 
provides strategic market analysis to business and 
government, including through its Canadian Interna- 
tional Business Strategy (CIBS). This annual trade 
development initiative provides Canadians with a 
tangible action plan, by sector, to increase their success 
in the global marketplace. 


The Consular Program continues to serve Canadians 
travelling or residing abroad. Growing demands for 
services, coupled with fewer resources, have led to 
innovative approaches in program delivery and to a 
greater emphasis on public education through the 
Consular Awareness Program in Canada. 
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SECTION II — ANALYSIS BY ACTIVITY 


A. FOREIGN POLICY, PRIORITIES AND COORDINATION 


1. Objective 


The objective of the Foreign Policy, Priorities and 
Coordination activity is to manage the development of 
Canadian foreign policy. 


2. Description 


This activity develops Canada’s foreign policy; provides 
a liaison service with the Cabinet, the Cabinet commit- 
tee support functions of the Privy Council, and par- 
liamentarians; and manages the government's central 
protocol services. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The Foreign Policy, Priorities and Coordinationactivity 
accounts for 1.4% of the Canadian Interests Abroad 
Program budgetary expenditures for 1996-97. Approx- 
imately 45.2% of the resources indicated in Figure 5 
are used for personnel and related costs, 43.6% for 
other operating costs, 0.5% for capital expenditures, 
and 10.7% for contributions (listed in Figure 27). 


The actual expenditures shown for 1994-95 in Figure 5 
are $4.3 million or 25.7% more than the amount budg- 
eted in the Main Estimates for that year. This differ- 
ence is mainly due to higher spending than was 
planned for the international conference and govern- 
ment hospitality allotments in the Office of Protocol. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


The resource requirements of this activity are gov- 
erned by the need to give effective policy support to 


ministers. The Policy Staff seeks to anticipate, and to 
provide foreign policy advice on, trends and issues that 
help shape the government's international political, 
economic, and trade priorities. It evaluates the effec- 
tiveness of foreign policy undertakings in meeting 
specific goals. 


Effectiveness must, in the first instance, be measured 
by the Department's ability to help the government re- 
spond to and shape events as the international envi- 
ronment continues to evolve. As well, the ability to 
manage Cabinet documentsefficiently and to discharge 
the parliamentary liaison function are of central 
importance in ensuring total effectiveness. 


POLICY AND PLANNING 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


* The Policy Staff focused on priority research in 
both economic/trade and political/security areas. In 
economic affairs, work focused on several issues: 
the international convergence of competition poli- 
cies, with emphasis on North American and Japa- 
nese regimes; international investment issues; the 
new challenges facing Canada’s international 
science and technology relations, Canada’s 
economic relations with countries of the western 
hemisphere, the Pacific Rim, and Europe; trade 
and the environment; the impact of exports on job 
creation in Canada; and the reform of the inter- 
national financial institutions (IFIs). 


¢ Policy papers were also prepared on emerging 
issues such as the political situation in Russia and 
the Commonwealth of Independent States, the fu- 
ture of NATO, and the crisis in central Africa. The

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Policy Staff sponsored collaborative work with 
universities and other centres of advanced learning 
on economic and trade issues, such as the changing 
nature of economic security in a globalizing, post- 
Cold War world. 


In the preparation of the Naples G-7 Summit, the 
Policy Staff contributed to the advancement of 
Canadian priorities in several areas, including: job 
creation and growth; the establishment of the 
World Trade Organization and the implementation 
of the Uruguay Round agreements; impetus for 
further trade liberalization, particularly on new 
trade issues; and assistance to Ukraine. 


The Policy Staff's responsibilities for coordinating 
the substantive political and economic elements of 
preparations for the G-7 summits expanded as 
Canada assumed the chairmanship of the G-7 in 
January and prepared to host the 1995 Summit in 
Halifax on 15-17 June. The Policy Staff also took 
the lead in preparing Canada’s participation in the 
political side of the summits, a role made more 
significant by the inclusion of Russia. 


The Economic Summit Coordination Unit contin- 
ued to provide support and advice to the Prime 
Minister’s personal representative on preparing the 
agenda and program for the Halifax Summit. Con- 
Sultations with the G-7 countries and the Russian 
Federation were undertaken. Priority was placed 
on ensuring a more streamlined and cost-effective 
approach to the summit process. 


Public outreach, academic, and parliamentary liai- 
son programs were developed to involve interested 
groups in summit-related activities and to en- 
courage informed debate on summit issues in 
Canada. 


The Policy Staff prepared and publicized the gov- 
ernment’s foreign policy statement, Canada in the 
World, and developed detailed responses to the 
recommendations of the joint parliamentary com- 
mittee reviewing Canada’s foreign policy. 


The Policy Staff continued to provide support to 
the Cabinet, the House of Commons, and the 
Senate, as well as to the activities of the par- 
liamentary committees and associations, ensuring 
that parliamentarians were kept informed of the 
Department’s activities and services. 


The Policy Staff prepared policy speeches for the 
Prime Minister, departmental ministers, and senior 
officials, including speeches for the Prime Minister’s 


trips to the Far East and Latin America, and to the 
United Nations on its S5Oth anniversary. 


The Policy Staff played a leading role in negotia- 
tions aimed at Chile’s accession to NAFTA and in 
establishing a process for strengthening transatlantic 
links. 


The Policy Staff provided the Department’s input 
into the government’s broader planning process. 


Activities in 1995-96 


* The Policy Staffs major priority was to facilitate the 


implementation of the government’s foreign policy 
Statement. In particular, the commitment to open 
up the foreign policy process was met by holding a 
ministerial consultation and the second National 
Forum on Canada’s International Relations, and by 
setting up a mechanism for foreign policy outreach. 


The Policy Staff provided input to policy develop- 
ment in other branches on political and security 
issues as well as on trade and economic ones, 
prepared policy speeches, provided support to the 
Cabinet and to Parliament, followed up on the 
Halifax Summit, and began preparations for the 
Lyon Summit in 1996. 


The Policy Staff studied the longer-term inter- 
national economic issues facing Canada, including 
free trade, export competitiveness, investment 
promotion, the growing linkages between trade 
policy and other government economic policies, and 
the evolution of Canadian international assistance 


policy. 


These and other issues were examined to advance 
the Department’s knowledge base, encourage in- 
formed discussion among interested constituencies 
within and outside government, and provide well- 
founded and timely policy advice that facilitates 
decision-making. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Policy Staff will play a major role in prepara- 


tions for the Lyon (1996) and U.S. (1997) Summits, 
including support for the Prime Minister’s personal 
representative to the summits. 


The Policy Staff will pursue its outreach activities 
by implementing the foreign policy mechanism and 
preparing for the next National Forum on Canada’s 
International Relations. 
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« A new policy-planning mechanism will be establish- 
ed at the senior levels in the Department. 


¢ The Policy Staff will prepare research papers and 
commentaries on emerging issues in the economic, 
trade, political, and security areas. 


* The Policy Staff will continue to play a role in 
negotiations for Chile’s accession to NAFTA and in 
strengthening transatlantic economic ties. 


OFFICE OF PROTOCOL 


The Office of Protocol administers Canada’s respon- 
sibilities with regard to the establishment, security, and 
behaviour of foreign representatives in Canada and 
ensures reciprocity of treatment for Canadian foreign- 
service personnel abroad. There are 580 missions, 
consulates, and international organizations in Canada, 
with approximately 14,000 representatives (including 
dependants and foreign domestics). 


The Office is the arbitrator in Canada on the inter- 
pretation of the Vienna conventions on matters of 
privileges and immunities enjoyed by the diplomatic 
community. It is also the principal interlocutor with 
other government departments in matters of security 
and the enforcement of Canadian laws. 


The Office is responsible for the planning and coordi- 
nation of visits to Canada by foreign heads of state 
and government, ministers of foreign affairs and trade, 
and heads of international organizations and agencies, 
as well as of the official international travels of the 
Governor General, the Prime Minister, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and the Minister for International 
Trade. 


It also provides logistical support for ministerial and 
other Canadian representation at major conferences 
held outside Canada, and arranges the official hospi- 
tality extended to foreign dignitaries by the Prime 
Minister, Cabinet ministers, and senior officials within 
Canada. 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


» The Office of Protocol coordinated state visits to 


Canada by the presidents of the United States, 
Argentina, Poland, Ukraine, and Bénin, and by the 
secretary general of the United Nations. The 
Office also coordinated 52 other high-level official 
and working visits, including those of the prime 
ministers of Thailand, Belgium, and Kazakhstan, 
the vice-premier of China, and the deputy prime 
minister of Vietnam. Finally, it coordinated 450 
functions in Canada aimed at extending hospitality 
to over 16,000 guests in the pursuit of the govern- 
ment’s foreign policy and trade objectives. 


¢ The Office provided logistical support for the 
Governor General’s state visit to Asia, the Team 
Canada missions to Asia and to South and Central 
America, and 22 other major meetings held abroad. 


Activities in 1995-96 


e The Office of Protocol managed high-level visits to 
Canada by the chancellor of Germany, the premier 
of China, and the prime ministers of Ireland, Singa- 
pore, and Russia. 


« As well, the Office provided logistical support for 
27 events abroad, including the Team Canada mis- 
sion to Asia, led by the Prime Minister, the 
Governor General’s trip to Europe; and the World 
Conference on Women, held in Beijing. 


e The Office took over the management of Canada’s 
VIP reception centre at the MacDonald-Cartier 
Airport in Ottawa. 


Future Priority Activities 


* The Office of Protocol will review the operations, 
staffing, and management of government-owned 
hospitality facilities in the L.B. Pearson Building 
and in the government guest house to achieve 
greater efficiencies and cost effectiveness. 


¢ The Office will upgrade the computerized system 
used to register the presence in Canada of approx- 
imately 14,000 foreign representatives, family mem- 
bers, and domestic servants. 
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B. INTERNATIONAL TRADE DEVELOPMENT 


1. Objective 


The Department’s International Trade Development 
activity contributes to Canada’s economic growth by 
helping Canadian businesses to succeed globally and 
by encouraging foreign decision-makers to choose 
Canada as a country with which to do business. 


2. Description 


This activity is carried out by the International 
Business Development (IBD) Branch, which secures 
information on export markets and technology oppor- 
tunities, and provides it to industry; introduces inter- 
national companies to investment opportunities in 
Canada and, with the geographic branches, develops 
and implements policies and programs to help Cana- 
dian firms pursue international trade opportunities. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The International Trade Development activity ac- 
counts for 4.4% of the Canadian Interests Abroad 
Program budgetary expenditures for 1996-97. This 
activity is only one element of the Program’s trade 
development efforts. The Bilateral Relations and 
Operations activity (see page 41) also devotes 
resources to international trade development and 
tourism at headquarters and at missions abroad. 


Approximately 17.0% of the resources shown in Figure 
6 are used for personnel and related costs, 62.7% for 
other operating costs, and 1.3% for capital expendi- 
tures; 19.0% will be used in this Estimates year for 
grants and contributions (see Figure 27). 


The actual expenditures shown for 1994-95 in Figure 
6 are $6.1 million or 8.9% less than the amount 
budgeted in the Main Estimates for that year. This 


difference is primarily the result of reduced spending 
on contributions authorized under the Program for Ex- 
port Market Development (PEMD) and in operating 
requirements. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


The IBD Branch achieves its objectives primarily 
through the work of the Trade Commissioner Service 
(TCS), Canada’s largest international commercial and 
economic intelligence-gathering network. TCS officers 
in more than 100 offices abroad specialize in matching 
identified trade, investment, and technology oppor- 
tunities and potential with the needs and capabilities 
of firms in Canada. 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


« The Department celebrated the centenary of the 
Trade Commissioner Service by seeking feedback 
from clients through regional and national con- 
ferences. 


¢ A 13-person private-sector steering committee, 
chaired by L.R. Wilson, chairman and chief execu- 
tive officer of BCE Inc., completed the Interna- 
tional Business Development Review. The commit- 
tee made 20 recommendations aimed at improving 
the effectiveness and efficiency of the Department’s 
international business development efforts. 


« Sixteen federal departments and agencies, the 
provinces, and the private sector participated in the 
International Trade Business Plan (ITBP), which 
included 24 sector strategies and a quarterly 
compendium that provided up-to-date information 
on specific federal international activities. Dis- 
tribution of the ITBP doubled to 17,500.

Investment promotion initiatives included approx- 
imately 60 sector-specific round tables in Europe, 
the United States, and Asia to introduce interna- 
tional investors to approximately 700 Canadian 
high-technology companies seeking investment 
partners abroad. 


New initiatives were launched to attract additional 
international investment in a number of sectors — 
pharmaceutical products, agri-food, industrial 
automation, air pollution, and micro-electronics — 
and, in cooperation with the Atlantic Canada 
Opportunities Agency, in Atlantic Canada. 


The programs to introduce international venture 
capitalists to investment opportunities in Canadian 
high-tech companies and to make the case to major 
multinational corporations for increasing their 
investment and mandates in Canada _ were 
expanded. 


The Department led the international component 
of the review of federal policies in science and 
technology. 


The program delivery centres for the Program for 
Export Market Development were expanded to 
include 10 federal regional development offices in 
Quebec and the Agriculture and Agri-food Canada 
regional office in Guelph, Ontario. 


The access of small and medium-sized enterprises 
to PEMD was enhanced, and repayments from 
these firms were increased. 


Private-sector involvement in planning for trade 
fairs and missions increased, as did the collection 
and distribution of market intelligence and 
information (MI/I). 


The dissemination of MI/I to Canadian exporters 
was improved through interdepartmental sector 
teams, adopting a federal-provincial Team Canada 
approach; the development of service standards; 
and the deployment to posts of client-focused MI/I 
training. 


The International Opportunities Canada program 
prepared 24 “capability guides” and 13 “global 
market opportunity reports.” 


In cooperation with Industry Canada and the 
Province of British Columbia, the Department 
established the Forestry Industry Market Strategy 
Committee to assist the industry. 
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e A Seafood Industry Market Strategy Committee 


was created to coordinate the international 
marketing activities of the fish and seafood industry. 
The Department was also involved in the 
international business development aspects of the 
Atlantic Fisheries Adjustment Program. 


To increase IFI procurement in Canada, govern- 
ment programs supporting private-sector initiatives 
were coordinated and focused. 


In cooperation with Canadian banks and EDC, an 
action plan to provide better trade information and 
financial services to SMEs was implemented. 
Implementing regulations for the Export Develop- 
ment Act were put into effect. 


Activities in 1995-96 


¢ The implementation of the integrated Team 


Canada approach to federal IBD efforts has begun. 
This includes the formation of a deputy ministers’ 
committee on international business development 
to provide strategic direction to Canada’s IBD 
effort in all federal departments and agencies. In 
addition, Canada’s International Business Strategy 
(CIBS; formerly the International Trade Business 
Plan, ITBP) is positioned as the vehicle for all of 
the federal government’s IBD initiatives. National 
sector teams have been set up to direct sectoral 
strategies within the CIBS, and regional trade 
networks are being formed to coordinate the 
delivery of federal and provincial IBD programs at 
the local level, particularly with respect to exporter 
preparation. The result is a sharp reduction in 
overlap and duplication, and improved service to 
private-sector Clients. 


Private-sector participation in the CIBS has been 
enhanced through consultation with the Inter- 
national Trade Advisory Committee, the Sectoral 
Advisory Groups on International Trade, and 
industry associations. More federal and provincial 
government organizations have participated. 


Cementing this approach, agreements have been 
concluded with most of the provinces, increasing 
national consistency and coordination while elimi- 
nating overlap and duplication. Discussions are 
ongoing with the Yukon and Northwest Territories. 


The International Business Opportunities Centre 
(IBOC) has been established jointly with Industry 
Canada. It matches business leads provided by 
trade commissioners abroad with capable Canadian

firms, particularly SMEs. 


A three-year training program for trade personnel 
in market intelligence, service industry marketing, 
and investment promotion has been launched. 


Increasing investments by multinational enterprises 
in Canada and working with foreign subsidiaries to 
expand their current investments and mandates 
were a major focus. 


The Department has begun implementing the rec- 
ommendations of the Task Force on International 
Financial Institutions Procurement. An interde- 
partmental Capital Projects Action Team has been 
created to further such efforts. 


The Department has continued its management re- 
sponsibilities for the Canada Account export- 
financing program. It has worked closely with EDC 
to enhance the level of financial services provided 
to SME exporters, and collaborated with the 
Canadian Bankers Institute in the design of a 
training program for commercial bank managers 
regarding the needs of SMEs in the areas of export 
finance and services. 


PEMD was significantly redesigned to focus support 
on SMEs newly pursuing export opportunities. 
Other initiatives to assist new SME exporters in the 
service sector included outreach through industry 
associations and the development of an electronic 
“self-help” kit. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Department’s IBD activities will continue to 


focus on implementing the government’s foreign 
policy statement. This will involve expanding the 
Team Canada approach further to include all rele- 
vant federal organizations, the provinces, municipal- 
ities, and the private sector in efforts to achieve 
four priorities: 


1. To increase the participation of Canadian busi- 
ness in the international economy, the Depart- 
ment will: 


— continue to enhance the effectiveness of 
programs that identify export-ready firms, 
especially SMEs, and help them to start 
exporting Or to expand their export activities; 


— enhance the risk-sharing assistance offered to 
SMEs, especially through PEMD; 


— improve its ability to provide firms with 
timely, Opportunity-specific intelligence on 
sectors and markets, including services, that 
offer the greatest growth potential; 


— find ways of enhancing the IBD skills of 
Canadians; 


— work with other organizations to improve 
export finance availability, particularly for 
SMEs. 


To diversify international business markets, the 
Department will: 


— help companies to build on their success in 
the United States and expand into other 
markets; 


— focus more resources on high-growth, high- 
potential markets and target resources on 
investment, technology, and __ strategic 
alliances in selected markets. 


To attract international investment and foster 
growth in Canadian science and technology, the 
Department will: 


— develop integrated federal approaches in 
both of those areas; 


— focus efforts on the senior management of 
international firms with existing investments 
in Canada in order to preserve and expand 
these enterprises; 


— assist Canadian SMEs in selected technology- 
intensive sectors to form the partnerships 
they seek with international firms. 


To expand the Team Canada approach, the De- 
partment will: 


— work with other federal organizations to 
increase the effectiveness and consistency of 
federal IBD activities through a strategic 
focus On priority sectors and markets; 


— pursue agreements with the Yukon and 
Northwest Territories; 


— develop the effectiveness of existing agree- 
ments with the provinces; 


— further integrate the action capabilities of 
Team Canada members in sectoral and re- 
gional teams to assist Canadian business.

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C. INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC, TRADE AND AID POLICY 


1. Objective 


The objective of the International Economic, Trade 
and Aid Policy activity is to develop, implement, and 
coordinate Canada’s international economic, trade, 
and development relations to help advance its pros- 


perity. 
2. Description 


International economic activity remains central to 
Canada’s performance; slightly more than a third of 
Canada’s gross national product is accounted for by 
external transactions, and up to three million jobs are 
directly or indirectly dependent on exports and 
imports. In recent years, exports, in particular to the 
U.S. market, have led the economic recovery and will 
be an important element of future growth. 


Canada’s trade and broader economic interests are 
protected and advanced through its active involvement 
in multilateral and regional institutions and fora, 
including the G-7, the WTO, NAFTA, the Quadri- 
lateral Trade Ministers’ Meetings, the International 
Monetary Fund, the World Bank, the OECD, the 
European Bank for Reconstruction and Development 
(EBRD), the U.N. Conference on Trade and Devel- 
opment, the U.N. Conference on Environment and 
Development, the OAS, and APEC. 


Within this overall framework, the International 
Economic, Trade and Aid Policy activity implements 
Canada’s foreign policies with respect to goods and 
services, strategic and military export controls, nuclear 
exports and non-proliferation, and restraints on im- 
ports of sensitive products such as textiles and supply- 
managed agricultural products. It also provides policy 
integration and priority-setting for Canadian assistance 
to both developing and transition economies through 
bilateral and multilateral channels. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The International Economic, Trade and Aid Policy 
activity accounts for 3.9% of the Canadian Interests 
Abroad Program budgetary expenditures for 1996-97. 
Approximately 26.0% of the resources indicated in 
Figure 9 are used for personnel and related costs, 
9.5% for other operating costs, 0.8% for capital 
expenditures, and 63.7% for transfer payments in the 
form of contributions. Further details on these con- 
tributions can be found in Figures 10 and 27. 


The actual expenditures shown for 1994-95 in Figure 9 
are $0.3 million or 0.6% less than the amount budg- 
eted in the Main Estimates for that year. This 
difference reflects greater operational efficiencies. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


¢ The WTO became operational on 1 January 1995, 
following the signing in Marrakesh of the Uruguay 
Round agreements. Canada was actively involved 
in the ongoing negotiations on trade in services. 


¢ The Department took part in multilateral, regional, 
and bilateral negotiations aimed at tackling the 
remaining barriers to Canadian exports abroad. In 
November 1994, APEC members, including Can- 
ada, committed themselves to achieving free trade 
and investment in the Asia-Pacific region by 2010 
(by 2020, in the case of developing economies). A 
month later in Miami, the heads of western hemi- 
sphere governments undertook to begin immedi- 
ately to eliminate substantially all barriers to trade 
and investment within the region. NAFTA acces- 
sion negotiations with Chile began in April 1995.

The Department developed Canadian objectives for 
discussions about more effective disciplines re- 
garding the use of trade measures for environ- 
mental purposes, about foreign investment, and 
about improved enforcement of competition law 
internationally. 


New restraints were imposed on imports of textiles 
and clothing products that disrupt the Canadian 
market. Consultations were conducted with Cana- 
dian stakeholders concerning products to be 
selected for removal from the existing import quota 
system under the Uruguay Round agreement. 


Legislative and regulatory changes were made in 
the context of the WTO to replace existing quota 
controls on agricultural imports with tariff-rate 
quotas. 


With respect to international economic relations 
more generally, Canada took part in the OECD 
Employment Study and in the development of a 
G-7 employment strategy. 


In support of economic and political reform efforts 
in Ukraine, Canada hosted the Partnership for 
Ukraine Economic Transformation Conference in 
October 1994. 


The campaign to have the Hon. Donald Johnston 
elected as Secretary General of the OECD was 


successful.

under Canadian chairmanship. 


Canadian contribution levels to IFIs were reviewed, 
and a funding strategy regarding the World Bank 
and the regional banks was developed. The re- 
plenishments that were concluded for the Inter- 
American Development Bank and the Caribbean 
Development Bank reflected Canada’s fiscal con- 
straints. 


Canada took part in the rescheduling of the debt of 
a number of severely indebted countries within the 
Paris Club, as well as in the implementation of the 
Naples G-7 Summit commitment to enhanced con- 
cessionality for official bilateral debt. 


Negotiations were concluded on the European 
Energy Charter Treaty, and Canada took part in 
the G-7 Nuclear Safety Working Group to improve 
the safety of Soviet-designed nuclear reactors. 


Activities in 1995-96 


e Canada’s overriding trade policy priority remains 


the effective management of its trade relationship 
with the United States. Figuring significantly in that 
relationship are the NAFTA Trade Remedy 
Working Groups. 


The Department continues to seek improved access 
to international markets for Canadian goods and 
services and to participate in efforts to broadenand 
deepen international trade disciplines. The WTO 
remains Canada’s preferred means for achieving its 
objectives.

* Canada is party to an interim multilateral agree- 


ment (which the United States has not signed) on 
market liberalization in financial services and to an 
agreement on the temporary entry of service sup- 
pliers, both of which were completed in July 1995. 
Canada is participating actively in basic telecom- 
munications and maritime transport negotiations 
that are to be completed by mid-1996. 


Priority has been given throughout the year to 
negotiations on the accession of China, Taiwan, the 
Russian Federation, Saudi Arabia, and Ukraine to 
the WTO. 


Other trade policy priorities include: advancing 
NAFTA accession negotiations with Chile; ratifying 
the free-trade agreement reached in principle by 
Canadian and Israeli negotiators; furthering, prin- 
cipally through APEC, the process leading to free 
trade and investment in the Asia-Pacific region; 
establishing a work program aimed at achieving an 
FTAA agreement by 2005; and reviewing Canada’s 
transatlantic economic and trade links. 


Negotiations towards a multilateral investment 
instrument under the OECD were initiated in May 
1995, and tentative steps have been made to bring 
that issue into the WTO work program as well. 
The Foreign Investment Protection Agreement 
(FIPA) program continues to be implemented: 
seven agreements have been concluded, and 
negotiations are proceeding with many of the 12 
priority countries. 


Canada has contributed to a major review of priori- 
ties and decision-making within the OECD. Nego- 
tiations On accession were completed with the 
Czech Republic and continue with Slovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, and South Korea. 


Canada is pursuing negotiations for the 11th re- 
plenishment of the International Development 
Association Fund and the seventh replenishment of 
the Asian Development Fund and the African De- 
velopment Bank. Contributions to the IFIs are 
increasingly based on a strengthened analysis of 
Canadian priorities, burden-sharing, and _ fiscal 
realities. 


The EBRD will undergo a major recapitalization in 
view of its expanded operations in support of 
economic reform and democratization in central 
and eastern Europe and the former Soviet Union 
(the “CEE/FSU region”). 


The G-7 Nuclear Safety Working Group (NSG) 


continued to promote improved nuclear safety in 
the CEE/FSU region. The nuclear safety program 
in Ukraine was launched, and closer ties with 
Russia on nuclear safety issues were developed. 
Canada also continued to work toward adequate 
nuclear safeguards in both the International Atomic 
Energy Agency and the NSG. 


At the April 1995 session of the Commission on 
Sustainable Development, Canada concentrated its 
efforts on having a thorough discussion of inter- 
national forest issues and gaining approval for an 
action program on these issues. Canada took part 
in preparatory meetings for Habitat II, the U.N. 
Conference on Human Settlements, to be held in 
Turkey in 1996. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ Canada will continue to seek to avoid and resolve 


as many trade disputes as possible with the United 
States, the European Union, and its other trading 
partners. 


In consultation with the United States, Canada will 
seek solutions that will reduce the possibility of 
disputes in areas such as subsidies, dumping, and 
the operation of trade remedy laws. 


In consultation with the provinces and the private 
sector, the Department will seek continued im- 
provement of Canadian market access abroad — in- 
ternationally, through the WTO; regionally, through 
the expansion of NAFTA and through APEC and 
the FTAA process; and bilaterally. In working 
towards a successful first WTO Review Ministerial 
Conference (which will take place in Singapore in 
late 1996), Canada’s priorities will be to ensure that 
the start-up difficulties of the WTO are effectively 
addressed; that a course for the future in areas 
such as trade and investment, trade and competi- 
tion policy, and trade and the environment is clear- 
ly set out; and that the basis for further tariff 
reductions on a mutually beneficial basis is 
explored. 


Canada will pursue its efforts to achieve significant 
progress in negotiations for a multilateral agree- 
ment On investment, as well as a balanced outcome 
with respect to opening up the basic telecommuni- 
cations and maritime transport sectors under the 
WTO and the General Agreement on Trade in 
Services (GATS). 


In the light of current fiscal realities, Canada will 
need to adopt a coherent and re-focused approach 
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to international development. 


¢ There will be a review of arrangements involving 
the provinces in international trade policy develop- 
ment and negotiations as well as in other interna- 
tional economic organizations (such as the OECD). 


¢ Efforts will be made to achieve a smooth and effec- 
tive operation of export and import controls, and 
Canada will participate in the launch of a new 
multilateral export-control arrangement. 


¢ Canada will strive to achieve progress towards 
reducing the safety risks associated with unsafe 
nuclear reactors in the CEE/FSU region, parti- 
cularly at Chernobyl. 


Import and Export Permits 


¢ The administration of the Export and Import Permits 


Act is a major undertaking. The Act, which is non- 
discretionary regulatory legislation, ensures that 
Canadian industry is protected from disruptive or 
injurious imports, that programs effected under 
other legislation are not rendered ineffective by 
imports or exports, and that exports of sensitive 
goods are controlled. 


¢ The amount of resources required is determined by 
the volume of permits requested. The volume 
issued from 1986 to 1995 is shown in Figure 11. 
The government has recently removed some items 
from the control lists, but others may be added to 
implement NAFTA and the multinational trade 
negotiations. The issuance of import and export 
permits is expected to generate approximately $10 
million in revenue credited to the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund in 1996-97. This will represent full 
recovery of the costs of administering permits.

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D. POLITICAL AND INTERNATIONAL SECURITY AFFAIRS 


1. Objective 


The objective of the Political and International Secu- 
rity Affairs activity is to enhance Canada’s sovereignty 
and security; to contribute to international peace, 
stability, and law; and to support Canada’s foreign 
policy and trade objectives. 


2. Description 


The Political and International Security Affairs activity 
comprises three sub-activities: International Security 
and Arms Control; International Organizations; and 
Security and Intelligence. 


This activity develops and implements foreign policy 
On international security and defence relations, peace- 
keeping policy and operations, arms control and dis- 
armament, and regional security. In the pursuit of 
these goals, it also deals with international institutions 
such as the United Nations and its agencies, the Com- 
monwealth, the Francophonie, the OSCE (formerly 
CSCE), NORAD, NATO, the North Atlantic Coopera- 
tion Council (NACC), the Permanent Joint Board on 
Defence, the OAS, and various other multilateral and 
regional bodies. 


This activity also develops and implements Canada’s 
policy on international terrorism; on the security and 
Safety of the Canadian government’s premises and of 
its employees and their families overseas, and of inter- 
nationally protected persons in Canada; and on intelli- 
gence matters related to foreign policy. Included in 
this area is the development of policies for the effi- 
cient functioning of the Operations Centre and the 
Watch Office. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The Political and International Security Affairs activity 
accounts for 26.6% of the Canadian Interests Abroad 
Program budgetary expenditures for 1996-97. The re- 
sources required for this activity are indicated in 
Figure 12. Approximately 5.8% are used for person- 
nel and related costs, 10.1% for other operating costs, 
83.5% for transfer payments in the form of grants and 
contributions, and 0.6% for capital. Details of the 
contributions are set out in Figures 13 and 27. 


The actual expenditures for 1994-95 shown in Figure 
12 are $15.3 million or 4.1% less than the amount 
budgeted in the Main Estimates for that year. This 
reflects a decrease in contributions for U.N. peace- 
keeping operations. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


POLITICAL SECURITY AND RELATIONS 


¢ In the area of arms control and disarmament, 
Canada strongly supported efforts to extend the 
Nuclear Non-proliferation Treaty for an indefinite 
period and established the Chemical Weapons Con- 
vention National Authority to manage Canadian 
compliance with the convention. Implementing 
legislation and regulations were prepared and an 
industry outreach program was established. Can- 
ada also announced an action plan on land mines 
in June 1994.

e In the area of international and regional security, conflict and manage crises. 
Canada used the CSCE Review Conference and 
Budapest Summit, as well as the NATO and NACC * The NORAD agreement was rewritten in light of 
ministerial meetings, to seek improvements in the the reduced threat since the end of the Cold War 
capacity of the international system to prevent and to reflect the possibility of Canada-U.S. 
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collaboration in the field of Theatre Missile 
Defence (TMD). Other security institutions in the 
western hemisphere were reviewed. 


In the area of peacekeeping, Canada cooperated 
with other countries in peacekeeping missions in 
Haiti, Rwanda, and the former Yugoslavia. With 
ASEAN, Canada co-sponsored a peacekeeping 
workshop in Brunei in March 1995. 


Canada supported the Middle East Peace Process 
by organizing a demonstration of maritime con- 
fidence-building measures in the Mediterranean in 
July 1994 and a high-level meeting on the subject in 
Halifax in August. 


Following discussions at the Halifax G-7 Summit, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs introduced 
Canadian proposals for reform of the U.N. system 
in his speech to the General Assembly in Sep- 
tember 1994. The Department cooperated with the 
United Nations Association in Canada in launching 
the celebration of the 50th anniversary of the 
United Nations. 


Canada contributed to the study on NATO enlarge- 
ment and to NATO operations in support of the 
U.N. Peace Force in the former Yugoslavia. As 
well, Canada provided a head of mission for the 
OSCE mission in Moldova. 


Canada followed up on the decisions made at the 
Fifth Francophonie Summit in Mauritius for politi- 
cal and economic cooperation among the 44 mem- 
bers of that organization. It attended the first 
Forum of International Non-governmental Organi- 
zations in Paris in October 1994 and the Con- 
ference of Ministers of Foreign Affairs in Burkina 
Faso in December. Over 380 Canadian athletes 
took part in the Second Francophone Games in 
Paris in July 1994. Canada hosted the Common- 
wealth Games in Victoria in August. 


GLOBAL ISSUES 


* The Department created a Bureau for Global Is- 


sues to bring greater coherence to its initiatives in 
the promotion of peace, democracy, human rights, 
social and sustainable development, and protection 
of the environment. 


Canada promoted democratic development by pro- 
viding election monitors, observers, and technical 
experts in several countries in Africa (Ethiopia, 
Guinea, Malawi, Mozambique, Namibia, Niger, 
South Africa, Togo, and Uganda), Latin America 


(El Salvador, Haiti, and Peru), and the former 
Soviet Union (Moldova and Ukraine). 


Canada used its good relations with Commonwealth 
countries to promote its foreign policy objectives 
with respect to democratization, good governance, 
and the reform of the U.N. system. 


Canada participated in the launch of the Interna- 
tional Decade of the World’s Indigenous Peoples 
and took the lead in promoting the creation of a 
working group on indigenous rights attached to the 
office of the U.N. High Commissioner for Refu- 
gees. 


Canada attended the International Conference on 
Population and Development in Cairo (September 
1994). The Programme of Action adopted at the 
conference reflected Canadian values on the em- 
powerment of women, family partnerships, popula- 
tion structure and_ research, migration, and 
sustainable development. 


Canada also took part in the Copenhagen Summit 
on Social Development in March 1995. The De- 
claration and Plan of Action placed social devel- 
opment and the eradication of poverty at the centre 
of development policies. 


In the environmental area, Canada and nine other 
countries accounting for 90 percent of the world’s 
boreal and temperate forests endorsed a compre- 
hensive set of indicators for forest conservation and 
sustainable management. The first projects under 
the International Model Forest Program, adminis- 
tered jointly by the Department and the Canadian 
Forestry Service, were implemented in Mexico and 
Russia. In partnership with Malaysia, Canada or- 
ganized meetings of the Intergovernmental Working 
Group on Forests in Kuala Lumpur and Ottawa. 
The secretariat of the new North American Agree- 
ment on Environmental Cooperation began oper- 
ations in Montreal. 


Canada was elected to the U.N. Commission on 
Crime Prevention and Criminal Justice. There, and 
in the U.N. Commission on Narcotic Drugs, 
Canada promoted international efforts to combat 
the international drug trade and transnational 
crime. 


An enhanced intelligence collection program to 
protect Canadian personnel and property came on 
line in 1994-95 to supplement programs already in 
place. Threat and risk assessments were updated 
for major Canadian missions and for those with 
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significant security problems. As well, threat 
assessments were provided for election-monitoring 
missions in South Africa, Ukraine, and Mozam- 
bique, and for the U.N. Cairo Conference. Security 
engineering was completed on 18 of the Depart- 
ment’s major mission renovation/construction proj- 
ects, and new security systems were installed in over 
30 missions abroad, with the long-term aim of re- 
ducing overall security costs by enhancing the use 
of technology. New electronic-mail communications 
systems were security-certified and accredited. 


Activities in 1995-96 


e The indefinite extension of the NPT was achieved 


in May 1995, and Canada has pursued its efforts to 
achieve arms control and disarmament in other 
fora. In particular, the Department has worked to 
ensure the conclusion of a Comprehensive Test Ban 
Treaty (CTBT) by the summer of 1996, and has co- 
operated with members of the U.N. Commission on 
Disarmament and the Missile Technology Control 
Regime to reduce the transboundary smuggling of 
fissile materials and to prevent the spread of 
ballistic missile technology and other weapons of 
mass destruction. Canada ratified the CWC in 
September and has supported the efforts of devel- 
oping countries to implement the convention, 
domestically, the CWC National Authority has put 
into place industry outreach programs. Canada 
participated in the review conference for the 
Convention on Certain Conventional Weapons. 


The Department has completed a study, under- 
taken jointly with the Department of National 
Defence and involving Canadian and international 
experts, on a “rapid reaction capability” for the 
United Nations. 


Canada has played an active role in resolving the 
Haiti crisis as one of the “Friends of Haiti,” a small 
group of countries assisting the U.N. Secretary 
General. Canada has also provided election mon- 
itors, observers, and technical experts in 15 other 
countries to help entrench democratic values and 
build confidence in the electoral process. 


Canada played a leading role in the Beijing World 
Conference on Women (September 1995), securing 
a strong Plan of Action to promote gender equality 
and human rights. Canada also took part in the 
first meeting of the Human Rights Commission’s 
working group ona declaration on indigenous rights 
and hosted a U.N. experts meeting on indigenous 
land and territories in preparation for the next 
round of negotiations. 
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The Prime Minister attended the U.N. anniversary 
summit of world leaders in October 1995 in New 
York, and the Secretary General of the United 
Nations made a state visit to Canada in November. 


Following from the Halifax G-7 Summit, and in re- 
cognition of the SOth anniversary of the United 
Nations in 1995, Canada has taken the lead in pur- 
suing proposals for reforms in the fiscal, economic, 
social, and peacekeeping fields, seeking to eliminate 
duplication in U.N. programs and to review pro- 
gram priorities. 


Canada has promoted the full implementation of 
the Conventional Forces in Europe (CFE) Treaty 
and participated in the security aspects of the 
OSCE by providing experts and working documents 
for discussions on conventional arms transfers, 
verification of arms agreements, and the devel- 
opment of new confidence-building measures. 
Canada was an early and active contributor to the 
OSCE study (entitled A Security Model for the 
Twenty-first Century), intended to create a more 
stable, democratic, prosperous, and just OSCE 
region, and hosted the Parliamentary Assembly of 
the OSCE in Ottawa in June 1995. 


Canada is participating in the NATO Peace Im- 
plementation Force (IFOR) in Bosnia. 


The Prime Minister attended the Commonwealth 
Heads of Government Meeting in Auckland, New 
Zealand, in November 1995 and led efforts to 
enforce democratic principles among its members. 


In pursuit of a greater political role for the 
Francophonie, Canada hosted a meeting of Franco- 
phone countries on conflict prevention in Africa in 
September 1995, and participated in the Franco- 
phonie’s conference of justice ministers in Cairo in 
November. The organization’s political role was 
strengthened at the Sixth Summit of Heads of State 
and Government of Francophone Countries at 
Cotonou, Bénin, in December, which the Prime 
Minister attended. Canada has called for a Franco- 
phonie mediation mission to Burundi (a first for 
this organization) and secured support from all 
Francophone leaders for future activities in the 
area of conflict prevention. 


Montreal has been selected as the headquarters for 
the Biodiversity Secretariat at the second Commis- 
sion of the Parties to the Biodiversity Convention. 


Canada was instrumental in having the U.N. Com- 
mission on Sustainable Development establish an 
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“international panel on forest issues.” Other 
activities have included Canada’s participation at 
the third meeting of the Conference of the Parties 
of the Basel Convention on Transboundary Move- 
ment of Hazardous Wastes and at the U.N. con- 
ference (in Washington) that approved a global 
plan of action to deal with land-based sources of 
marine pollution. Canada was also instrumental in 
launching negotiations on a protocol on persistent 
organic pollutants under the U.N. Convention on 
Long Range Transport of Air-borne Pollutants 
(LRTAP). Finally, Canada hosted the ministerial 
meeting of the International Arctic Environment 
Protection Strategy in Inuvik. 


To foster greater international cooperation in 
combatting terrorism, Canada hosted a P-8 min- 
isterial meeting on that topic in Ottawa in 
December 1995. As G-7 chair, Canada launched a 
P-8 Senior Experts Group on Transnational 
Organized Crime and has hosted two of its 
meetings. 


The Department’s security program has been reor- 
ganized to emphasize personal safety and accounta- 
bility. Security education and training have been 
improved, and work continues on updating depart- 
mental security instructions to reflect changes in 
technology and the role of missions overseas. 


Future Priority Activities 


* Canada will strongly support the global security 


mandate of the United Nations and will follow up 
on the rapid-reaction study to encourage the 
implementation of its recommendations, aimed at 
improving the ability of the United Nations to 
respond promptly to crises. 


Canada will press for the finalization of the CTBT 
in the Commission on Disarmament. It will also 
participate in regional arms-control dialogues, in- 
cluding in the context of the Middle East Peace 
Process, the OAS Hemispheric Security Committee, 
and Asia-Pacific security discussions. 


Canada will pursue the reform initiatives an- 
nounced at the Halifax G-7 Summit to reduce over- 
lap in the delivery of the United Nations’ economic 
and social programs, to reduce administrative costs, 
and to put the organization on a sound financial 
footing. Canada will support efforts to reform the 
composition and procedures of the Security Council 
and will seek election to the Council for the 1999- 
2000 term. 


Canada will cooperate in the OSCE security model 
Study, scheduled to be completed in time for the 
organization’s December 1996 summit in Lisbon. 
Canada will support other OSCE activities, in- 
cluding the reconstruction of civil society in the 
former Yugoslavia; efforts to settle the Chechnya 
dispute; further development of the Canadian ini- 
tiative to promote the role of the press in antic- 
ipating crises and conflicts; and the strengthening of 
the OSCE Office of Democratic Institutions and 
Human Rights. 


At the review conference for the CFE Treaty, 
Canada will press to bring the Open Skies Treaty 
into force as a confidence-building measure. 


Canada will help in identifying the first candidates 
for NATO enlargement and will work for reform 
within NATO to reduce costs and allow for en- 
largement to occur. 


Canada will work within the Commonwealth to pur- 
sue the goals of the Harare Declaration on democ- 
racy, development, and consensus-building, and 
those of the Millbrook Action Program, which 
created a Commonwealth ministerial group (includ- 
ing Canada) to take action on serious and per- 
sistent violations of democratic principles (such as 
in Nigeria). Canada will host the Commonwealth 
Law Conference in Vancouver in August 1996, 


Canada will follow up on the Bénin Summit of the 
Francophonie with efforts to strengthen the organi- 
zation’s political dimension. It will prepare for the 
Francophone Games and the Seventh Franco- 
phonie Summit in Vietnam, both scheduled for 
1997. 


Canada will implement the new NORAD agree- 
ment encouraging bilateral cooperation in drug 
interdiction, TMD, and surveillance of the North 
American air space. 


The Department will coordinate Canada’s efforts 
against international terrorism, following recom- 
mendations adopted at the Halifax G-7 Summit and 
the Miami Summit of the Americas. New technolo- 
gies will be developed and used to protect Cana- 
dian personnel and assets at home and abroad. 


Canada will participate in the Habitat II Summit in 
Istanbul. which will set the agenda for sustainable 
and social development in urban environments. 
Canada will also attend the World Food Summit 
convened by the FAO to discuss measures to 
strengthen food security. 


Canada will host the inaugural meeting of the 
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Arctic Council, bringing together the seven Arctic 
nations and representatives of the indigenous 
peoples of the Arctic, to cooperate on issues of 
environmental protection and sustainable develop- 
ment. Canada will also host several other environ- 
mental events, including the World Conservation 
Congress of the International Union for the Con- 


servation of Nature and Natural Resources, an 
environmental meeting sponsored by the Agence de 
coopération culturelle et technique, the annual 
meeting of environment ministers under the North 
American Agreement on Environmental Cooperation, 
and negotiating groups on persistent organic pollutants 
and heavy metals under the LRTAP Convention. 
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E. LEGAL AND CONSULAR AFFAIRS 


1. Objective 


The object of the Legal and Consular Affairs activity 
is to manage Canada’s interests and policies in inter- 
national law and consular matters. 


2. Description 


This activity includes the management of the legal 
aspects of Canada’s international relations, which is 
accomplished by fostering the development of interna- 
tional law and by ensuring its application in the con- 
duct of Canada’s foreign relations. It also includes 
responsibility for the development of consular policy 
and for the management of the Consular Assistance 
Program. Other responsibilities include coordination 
of the Department’s Environmental Plan and the 
application of access-to-information and privacy laws. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The Legal and Consular Affairs activity accounts for 
0.9% of the Canadian Interests Abroad Program budg- 
etary expenditures for 1996-97. Approximately 45.9% 
of its resources will be used for personnel and related 
costs, 10.7% for other operating costs, 3.4% for capital 
expenditures, and 40.0% for grants and contributions 
(of which details will be found in Figure 27). 


The actual expenditures for 1994-95 shown in Figure 
14 are $0.1 million or 0.8% less than the amount 
budgeted in the Main Estimates for that year. This 
decrease is attributable to reduced operating require- 
ments and reduced payments of grants in lieu of taxes 
on diplomatic property. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


The Legal and Consular Affairs activity supports the 
pursuit of Canadian foreign policy and trade objectives 


by fostering the development of international law and 
ensuring its application in Canada’s external relations, 
and by developing and managing Canada’s consular 
policy. Legal services and advice are provided on a 
wide range of issues in which questions of international 
law play an increasingly relevant role. Consular ac- 
tivities are aimed at providing effective and timely 
service to the growing number of Canadians travelling 
abroad who require assistance from Canadian mis- 
sions. 


LEGAL AFFAIRS 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


* Canada took an active part in drafting amendments 
(adopted by the United Nations during the year) to 
the seabed-mining provisions of the Law of the Sea 
Convention to make it more acceptable to the 
industrialized countries. The U.N. also agreed toa 
Canadian proposal to draft an Agreement on 
Straddling and Highly Migratory Fish Stocks. 
Canada became the first state to ratify the 1993 
FAO Compliance Convention, which requires 
high-seas fishing vessels to respect conservation and 
management measures. And finally, Canada signed 
agreements with France concerning fisheries and 
regional cooperation. 


¢ Canada contributed to the drafting of the rules of 
procedure for the Yugoslav War Crimes Tribunal, 
especially in the area of crimes against women. 


e Canada chaired the successful negotiations on the 
Convention on the Safety of U.N. Personnel and 
the drafting committee on the protection of war 
victims. 


¢ A treaty with Thailand on mutual legal assistance in 
criminal matters came into force, and similar trea- 
ties were signed with China, Poland, Spain, the Re-

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public of Korea, India, and Brazil. Canada also 
conducted negotiations on 11 other treaties in the 
field of judicial cooperation. 


The processing of some 1,300 claims (valued at 
US$137 million) against the government of Iraq for 
submission to the U.N. Claims Commission con- 
tinued. The Department also prepared a claim by 
the government of Canada for losses of nearly $56 
million. 


Canada enacted or amended laws applying eco- 
nomic sanctions against Iraq, Haiti, Libya, Angola, 
Rwanda, and the former Yugoslavia. Amendments 
included the processing of requests for exemption 
certificates to permit transactions not intended to 
be prohibited by sanction regulations. 


Activities in 1995-96 


e Legal advice has been given: 


— on international investment issues, including the 
negotiation of a multilateral agreement on in- 
vestment within the OECD, and bilateral nego- 
tiations for foreign investment protection agree- 
ments with countries around the world; 


— on proposed U.S. legislation imposing economic 
sanctions on trade with and investment in Cuba; 


— on the extension of the NPT; on nuclear safe- 
guard issues affecting the sale of uranium and 
nuclear technology; and on multilateral negotia- 
tions concerning liability in the event of a 
nuclear accident; 


— on the arrest of the Spanish fishing vessel Estai 
outside the Canadian 200-mile limit. Spain has 
initiated proceedings against Canada before the 
International Court of Justice, and the Depart- 
ment is directing the preparation of Canada’s 
defence in the case. Canada filed its response to 
the Spanish pleading in early 1996. 


Treaties of mutual legal assistance in criminal 
matters have been signed with Austria and Brazil. 
Canada has also signed an extradition treaty with 
Brazil and a_ transfer-of-offenders treaty with 
Venezuela; negotiations have continued on 15 other 
treaties in the field of judicial cooperation. 


Canada signed the U.N. convention on Straddling 
and Highly Migratory Fish Stocks, as well as a 
protocol with the United States amending the 1916 
Convention for the Protection of Migratory Birds. 
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Canada contributed to the development of the 
Beijing Platform for Action position on rape in 
situations of armed conflict. 


The Department has presented written and oral 
legal arguments to trade-dispute resolution panels 
established under NAFTA and the WTO. Negotia- 
tions have been concluded for model rules of pro- 
cedure for government-to-government trade dis- 
putes under NAFTA. As well, the Department has 
provided legal advice for negotiations on an interim 
agreement on financial services under the auspices 
of the WTO General Agreement on Trade in Ser- 
vices. 


The Department’s Environmental Management 
Plan has been adopted and implemented. The De- 
partment has initiated environmental training pro- 
grams, the Deputy Ministers Environmental 
Achievement Awards program, and an environ- 
mental awareness program for missions abroad. 


Future Priority Activities 


e The Department will continue to defend Canadian 


interests and to take part in trade-dispute resolu- 
tion panel proceedings under NAFTA and the 
WTO. It will also provide legal advice for the 
conclusion of the free-trade agreement with Israel, 
the proposed FTAA agreement, the accession of 
various countries to the WTO, and a Canada-E.U. 
Mutual Recognition Agreement. The Department 
will also present pleadings before the International 
Court of Justice on the Estai case. 


The Department will negotiate bilateral investment 
protectionagreements and a multilateral agreement 
on investment within the OECD. 


Other activities in the legal area will include the 
negotiation of treaties of mutual legal assistance 
and for the extradition and transfer of offenders; 
the introduction of amendments to the Foreign 
Missions and International Organizations Act, and 
completion of the Department’s Sustainable Devel- 
opment Strategy. 


CONSULAR AFFAIRS 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


¢ The Department continued to computerize all 


aspects of its consular program. The Consular 
Management and Operations System (COSMOS) 
connects 101 overseas points of service with 
Ottawa, providing instant access to all persons 
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involved in the delivery of consular services. 


¢ The Department implemented a communications 
plan based on an ongoing assessment of target 
groups for consular awareness. Cost-sharing with 
the private sector resulted in the printing of 1.5 
million copies of a revised version of the publi- 
cation Bon Voyage But.... 


* Improvements were made to the Travel Informa- 
tion Service, which provides Canadians with infor- 
mation and advice on travel conditions in over 140 
countries through the use of “fax-back” technology 
and the inclusion of the TIS in the Department’s 
“home page” on the World Wide Web. 


¢ After-hours emergency services were introduced for 
missions, with the majority of them using the 
headquarters-based emergency response system. 


¢ The honorary consul and honorary commercial 
representative programs were consolidated to elim- 
inate duplication and improve the delivery of 
Services. 


Activities in 1995-96 


* New service standards for the consular program 
have been established, describing the types of ser- 
vices provided and clearly defining a service norm. 
Training needs have been reevaluated to take into 
account changing policies in the delivery of consular 
services and to ensure personnel have the training 
required to carry out their specific roles. New 
training tools have been developed, using video- 
tapes and computer-based interactive training tech- 
niques. Passport and citizenship services have been 
integrated into the consular training curriculum. 


In November 1995, the Department introduced a 
fee for consular services that is charged upon 
theissuance of passports. This new fee is intended 
to fully recover the costs to the Department of pro- 
viding consular services. It is estimated that the fee 
will generate revenues of $35.8 million in 1996-97. 


The appointments of 10 additional honorary consuls 
have been approved, bringing the total to 83. 


A consular emergency operations centre functioning 
15 hours a day is in operation, as well as a central- 
ized after-hours duty-officer service currently cov- 
ering 30 missions. 


A program to ensure repayments of loans from the 
Distressed Canadians Fund has been introduced. 
A policy of full cost. recovery for consular services 
has been implemented. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Department plans to appoint eight additional 


honorary consuls. It will also devolve signing 
authority to senior, locally engaged personnel 
abroad in order to free Canada-based employees 
for other duties. 


The Department will expand contacts and coopera- 
tion with a variety of domestic and international 
organizations whose work overlaps that of the 
Consular Service. 


The after-hours duty-officer service will be ex- 
tended to additional missions. As well, the Depart- 
ment will continue to develop COSMOS, linking all 
aspects of consular services, including the Consular 
Contingency Plan and consular statistical data 
collection and analysis. 
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F. COMMUNICATIONS AND CULTURE 


1. Objective 


The objective of the Communications and Culture ac- 
tivity is to promote Canada abroad, to support Can- 
ada’s foreign policy and trade objectives, to assist 
Canadians in pursuing international interests, and to 
explain Canada’s role in international affairs. 


2. Description 


This activity comprises two sub-activities: Communi- 
cations, and International Cultural Relations. The 
Communications sub-activity supports the information 
needs of the Department, the media (both domestic 
and foreign), and the Canadian public, and it develops 
strategies and products aimed at increasing awareness 
of the Department and of Canada, its foreign policy, 
and its trade objectives. The Communications Bu- 
reau’s activities are intrinsically tied to the needs of the 
ministers and their offices, of departmental clients, of 
policy and program branches, of Canadian missions 
abroad, of other government departments, and of non- 
governmental clients. 


The Bureau (which is divided into four areas — corpo- 
rate communications, foreign policy communications, 
trade communications, and media relations) provides 
advice and develops and implements action plans to 
ensure effective internal communications on matters 
such as the Foreign Policy Review, corporate restruc- 
turing, and employment equity policies. Public-opinion 
research and media analysis serve to support issues 
management and strategic communications. 


The Communications Bureau also manages communi- 
cations on selected issues that can have an impact on 
Canada’s interests or image abroad, such as the envi- 
ronment, forestry practices, developments related to 
national unity, Aboriginal matters, drugs and the trav- 
elling public, and bids by Canadian cities seeking to 
host major international events (e.g., the Olympic 
Games).

The International Cultural Relations sub-activity, 
which is carried out by the Global Issues and Culture 
Branch, promotes a positive, informed perception of 
Canada abroad, not only to the artistic and academic 
communities, but also to governments, business, and 
the media. It fosters international opportunities, often 
on a reciprocal basis, for the Canadian cultural and 
academic communities, and provides grants for cultural 
and academic endeavours. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The Communications and Culture activity accounts for 
2.5% of the Canadian Interests Abroad Program budg- 
etary expenditures in 1996-97. Approximately 15.9% 
of the resources indicated in Figure 15 are used for 
personnel and related costs, 30.6% for other operating 
costs, 0.2% for capital expenditures, and 53.3% for 
grants and contributions (Figures 16 and 27). 


The actual expenditures for 1994-95 shown in Figure 
15 are $5.9 million or 11.0% less than the amount 
budgeted in the Main Estimates for that year. The 
difference is due to a reduction in the contribution to 
Radio-Canada International, reduced grants in aid of 
academic and cultura] relations, the transfer of Library 
Services to the Operational Support activity, and a 
decrease in personnel and operating requirements. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


COMMUNICATIONS 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


¢ The Department’s expertise in international com- 
munications played a major role in resolving such 
high-profile issues as the fishing dispute with the 
European Union.

¢ Efforts to promote Winnipeg as the venue of the 
1999 Pan American Games were successful, and 
considerable lobbying efforts were also mounted to 
bring the 2002 Winter Olympics to Québec. 


Through the bi-weekly newsletter CanadExport, the 
Department supplied Canadian businesses with in- 
formation on export opportunities and trade pro- 
motion activities and initiatives. 


The Department advocated Canada’s position on 
forestry issues in key foreign markets through tours 
and visits, seminars, media relations, the production 
and dissemination of information, and parliamen- 
tary and media monitoring. 


The Department contributed to the commemora- 
tion of the 50th anniversary of the end of the 
Second World War and to the celebration of the 
50th Anniversary of the United Nations by organ- 
izing events and producing materials for use by 
headquarters and missions abroad. 


Activities in 1995-96 


¢ The Department has provided communications 
planning and services for key events, including the 
Halifax G-7 Summit. 


During the campaign leading to the Quebec refer- 
endum in October, the Department provided Can- 
ada’s missions abroad with timely information and 
communications guidance. It monitored and ana- 
lyzed the reaction of the foreign media and pro- 
vided the Prime Minister’s Office, the Privy Coun- 
cil, and senior officials with media analysis and 
summaries, 


Both the materials produced by the Department 
and the role it played as communications coordina- 
tor have contributed to Canada’s successful bid to 
locate the new permanent secretariat of the U.N. 
Convention on Biological Diversity in Montreal. 


The Department has provided strategic advice on 
trade issues and programs such as NAFTA acces-

sion, the FTAA process, the implementation of the 
WTO, the ITBP, and the threatened ban on furs by 
the European Union. 


¢ Through CanadExport, the Department has pro- 
vided focused market intelligence and advice on 
export and investment opportunities, doubling the 
size of the publication while keeping production 
costs within budget through cost-sharing. 


¢ The Department has increased the number of back- 
ground briefings for the media in connection with 
visits to Canada of major foreign leaders and in 
preparation for the participation of the Prime 
Minister and the Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
major international conferences. 


¢ The introduction of innovative and cost-effective 
information technology has helped to streamline 
communications activities. New products include a 
media-monitoring service and a media summary 
service for missions abroad, as well as a Foreign 
Affairs and International Trade home page on the 
World Wide Web component of the Internet. 


¢ The Department has provided significant communi- 
cations support to other government departments 
and non-government organizations on defence, 
development, social, human rights, agriculture, 
fisheries, and environmental issues. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Department will focus its communications 
efforts on an improved understanding of Canadian 
Objectives at key international meetings. It will 
work closely with the Prime Minister’s Office and 
other government departments to ensure that 
Canada hosts a successful APEC Summit in 1997. 


¢ The Department will use new technology (such as 
the Internet) to broaden its reach and provide 
timely, on-line information. 


¢ CanadExport will focus special supplements on 
promising markets in the Middle East. 
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¢ Through its Corporate Outreach Program, the 
Department will increase its efforts to inform 
Canadians and to be more responsive to their 
information needs with respect to Canada’s foreign 
policy and international trade agenda and to the 
Department’s own role and services. 


INTERNATIONAL CULTURAL 
RELATIONS 


The International Cultural Relations Bureau promotes 
Canada abroad and helps to achieve foreign-policy and 
trade objectives by assisting Canadian scholars and 
artists in their pursuit of international interests and by 
facilitating the export of cultural products and educa- 
tion services. This activity is carried out through many 
sub-activities, such as the Canadian Commonwealth 
Scholarship and Fellowship Program; the Government 
of Canada Awards Program; the Canada-United States 
Educational Exchange (Fulbright) Program; the 
Canada-China Scholarly Exchange Program; the pro- 
motion of Canadian studies abroad; the Cooperative 
Security Scholarship Program; the Cultural Personal- 
ities and Youth Exchange Program; the International 
Touring of Performers, Writers and Film Directors 
Program; the International Touring of Exhibitions 
Program; and the Trilateral Artists’ Residencies Pro- 
gram. Canada’s international cultural relations are 
also advanced through the services provided by 
Canadian missions abroad. 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


e The Department established a new Global Issues 
and Culture Branch in response to the recommen- 
dations of the Special Joint Committee reviewing 
Canada’s foreign policy and to a special study on 
international cultural affairs, higher education, and 
scientific cooperation. It includes the International 
Cultural Relations Bureau and a new Cultural and 
Educational Promotion Division to promote the ex- 
port of cultural and educational goods and services. 


e The International Council for Canadian Studies met 
in Asia for the first time, and a Chair in Canadian 
Studies was established in Ireland, with private- 
sector funding. Cooperation with the Business 
Fund for Canadian Studies in the United States 
continued. 


* Canada participated in the North American Trina- 
tional Artists’ Residencies Program. A festival of 
Canadian cinema, music, and theatre took place in 
Mexico to celebrate the SOth Anniversary of diplo- 
matic relations with that country. Canadian con- 
temporary dance was promoted in Japan. A cultur- 
al program was established in Australia to celebrate 
100 years of diplomatic relations with Canada. 


¢ The Canadian Cultural Centre in Paris was trans- 
formed into an integrated centre for cultural ser- 
vices to reinforce Canada’s cultural presence in 
France and Europe. 


¢ The administration of scholarly exchange programs 
was reformed in order to save costs. 


Activities in 1995-96 


¢ Further steps have been taken to implement the 
study on international cultural affairs, higher educa- 
tion, and scientific cooperation, including the crea- 
tion of the Cultural and Educational Promotion 
Division. 


¢ Canada hosted the third trilateral (Canada-United 
States-Mexico) cultural symposium, and a trilateral 
program for mobility in higher education has been 
implemented. Canada has also signed an agree- 
ment with the European Union establishing a coop- 
eration program in higher education and training. 


e Canadian studies associations in France, Germany, 
Japan, the United Kingdom, and the United States 
have organized academic conferences on Canadian 
society, history, economics, and politics. In June 
1995, the work of artist Edward Poitras was pro- 
moted at the Venice Biennale. 


e There have been bilateral consultations on interna- 
tional cultural relations with Italy, Japan, and 
Mexico. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ Canada will host a cultural symposium with Mexico 
in June 1996, and it will also take part in a trilateral 
meeting on cooperation in higher education, re- 
search, and training in Guadalajara, Mexico. The 
Department will support the celebration of the 25th 
anniversary of the Association for Canadian Studies 
in the United States. 


e The Touring Support Program will target the Uni- 
ted States, Western Europe, and Japan, and proj- 
ects will be selected to complement the govern- 
ment’s foreign-policy agenda. The Department will 
also implement an international business strategy to 
assure access for Canada’s cultural and educational 
goods and services abroad and to increase its 
market share. The promotion of this sector will be 
a priority for Canadian missions. 


¢ The Department will explore the implementation of 
programs abroad for the teaching of English and 
French as second languages.

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G. BILATERAL RELATIONS AND OPERATIONS 


1. Objective 


The objective of the Bilateral Relations and Opera- 
tions activity is to advance Canada’s foreign policy 
interests by developing bilateral and regional rela- 
tionships and delivering specific programs abroad. 


2. Description 


The Bilateral Relations and Operations activity man- 
ages Canada’s relations with specific countries and 
regions, and the delivery of specific programs abroad. 
It is responsible for carrying out political and economic 
relations, trade and investment promotion, tourism 
promotion, communications and culture, official de- 
velopment assistance, consular affairs, administration, 
and support to other government departments. It is 
also responsible for managing and supplying materials 
to missions abroad. 


The activity is carried out by five geographic branches 
— Africa and the Middle East, Asia-Pacific, Europe, 
Latin America and the Caribbean, and the United 
States — and by the Physical Resources Bureau and the 
Information Systems Bureau. Each geographic branch 
has headquarters in Ottawa and missions and offices 
abroad. There are a total of 129 missions and 33 
satellite offices abroad. Headquarters staff manages 
Canada’s relationships, develops and implements 
policies and programs in the geographic regions 
represented by the branches, and includes the offices 
of the five geographic assistant deputy ministers. 


The Physical Resources Bureau designs, constructs, 
leases, purchases, maintains, furnishes, and disposes of 
chanceries, residences, and staff quarters for all Cana- 
dian government departments and agencies represent- 
ed abroad. 


Support to other government departments includes the 
payment of salaries for locally engaged staff, office ac- 
commodation, residential accommodation for Cana- 


dian employees, and a share of security, communi- 
cations, and general administrative costs. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The Bilateral Relations and Operations activity 
accounts for 55.1% of the Canadian Interests Abroad 
Program budgetary expenditures for 1996-97. Approx- 
imately 45.8% of the resources indicated in Figure 17 
are used for personnel and related costs, 39.2% for 
other operating costs, 9.7% for capital, and 5.3% for 
grants and contributions (see Figure 27). 


Of the $759.9 million budgeted for 1996-97, it is 
estimated that approximately $169 million will be spent 
on the provision of services on behalf of other 
departments’ programs administered at missions 
abroad. Such services include financial management, 
personnel management for locally engaged staff, 
security, accommodations services, and telecommu- 
nications and informatics. 


The actual expenditures for 1994-95 shown in Figure 
17 are $117.1 million or 15.6% more than the amount 
budgeted in the Main Estimates for that year. This is 
mainly due to the provision of Supplementary Esti- 
mates for assistance to central and eastern Europe and 
the former Soviet Union, and to compensation for cur- 
rency losses on operating costs overseas. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


Each program delivered abroad has a different re- 
gional emphasis, depending on Canadian interests. 
Resources are allocated to missions accordingly. For 
example, trade and tourism interests tend to dominate 
in the developed world, and aid interests in the de- 
veloping world. The Consular Program, however, is 
delivered uniformly at missions throughout the world. 
Figure 18 provides information on the Consular 
Program workload.

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AFRICA AND THE MIDDLE EAST 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 
Middle East 


« Canada continued to express strong support for 
Middle East regional security through its backing of 
U.N. actions in the region. It also provided en- 
couragement for the Middle East Peace Process by 
chairing the multilateral Refugee Working Group; 
by sponsoring, organizing, and attending workshops 
and meetings of other related working groups; and 
by organizing the visit of the Israeli prime minister 
to Ottawa. The Minister of Foreign Affairs visited 
Lebanon and reopened the Canadian embassy in 
Beirut. 


« On the trade front, negotiations began on a bi- 
lateral free-trade agreement with Israel. The 
Minister of Foreign Affairs led the Canadian 
delegation to the first Middle East and North 
Africa Economic Summit in Casablanca. 


Africa 


¢ The April 1994 election in South Africa, organized 
with the help of Canadian election officials and 
monitored by a team of 140 election observers, 
brought apartheid to an end. Canada also provided 
assistance for, and monitored, elections in Malawi, 
Ethiopia, and Mozambique. 


¢ Canada ended its peacekeeping presence in Soma- 
lia in April, but continued to contribute a sub- 
stantial contingent to U.N. peacekeeping in 
Rwanda. 


¢ The president of Bénin paid a successful working 
visit to Canada (including stops in Quebec and New 
Brunswick) to pave the way for Bénin’s role as host 
at the 1995 Francophonie Summit. 


¢ Canada downgraded the level of its diplomatic rep- 
resentation in Nigeria in response to ongoing 
human rights abuses. 


« Canada and South Africa began negotiations 
towards agreements on foreign-investment pro- 
tection and double taxation. The Department de- 
veloped trade missions and sector-market profiles 
to assist Canadian firms interested in exporting to 
South Africa. 


Activities in 1995-96 


Middle East 


Canada has encouraged progress in the Middle 
East Peace Process through selected high-level 
visits and other activities, and it has actively backed 
regional security by supporting U.N. Security Coun- 
cil resolutions and participating in U.N. operations. 


The Minister of Foreign Affairs took part in the 
signing ceremony of the Israeli-Palestinian agree- 
ment in Washington, led a delegation of 25 business 
people to the second Middle East and North Africa 
Economic Summit, in Amman, and conducted bilat- 
eral visits to Syria and Egypt. 


Canada has extended support for the Palestinian 
institutions in the West Bank and Gaza, and par- 
ticipated actively in the Donors’ Ad Hoc Liaison 
Committee. 


During King Hussein’s visit to Canada, a business 
round table was held in Ottawa on the new Middle 
East, with 80 organizations taking part. Other high- 
level visits aimed at enhancing bilateral trade 
relations have included those of the senior eco- 
nomic minister of Egypt, the Yemen minister of 
water and electricity, and the Kuwait minister of 
communications. In addition, a group of Saudi 
Arabian senior executives visited Canada to explore 
joint-venture and investment opportunities in 
Canada. 


Canadian and Israeli negotiators concluded an 
agreement in principle for free trade between the 
two countries. 


Africa 


Canada has promoted a regional initiative to re- 
solve the civil war in Sudan. It has also provided 
financial and technical support, as well as 
monitoring assistance, for the first multi-party 
national elections in Ethiopia and Tanzania. As 
well, Canada has provided observers for the 
presidential and legislative elections in Ivory Coast. 


Canada has contributed to the Organization of 


African Unity’s “mechanism for conflict prevention, 
management and resolution.” It has also offered 
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humanitarian aid and electoral assistance to resolve 
conflicts in Liberia and Sierra Leone. 


e Ministerial visits to Tanzania, Zambia, Malawi, 
Zimbabwe, Mozambique, Swaziland, and South 
Africa have marked the expansion and transforma- 
tion of economic and political relationships with the 
area. Relations with South Africa have been ex- 
panded. 


¢ Canada has played a leading role in improving 
security in Rwanda, with Canadians being named to 
the International Tribunal for Rwanda and to the 
International Inquiry into the Arms Trade. In 
Burundi, a Canadian has been named to the inter- 
national commission of enquiry into the assassi- 
nation of President Ndadaye in 1993. 


¢ Developments in Nigeria continue to warrant close 
attention. 


e The South African minister of international trade 
visited Canada to sign agreements on foreign in- 
vestment protection and double taxation. 


¢ The Algerian minister of agriculture was in Canada 
to discuss Canadian agricultural exports. 


¢ The Minister of Foreign Affairs visited Mali, Ivory 
Coast, Ghana, Morocco, and Cameroon in conjunc- 
tion with his participation in the Francophonie 
Summit in Bénin. 


¢ Thanks in part to the Department's efforts, a Cana- 
dian consortium signed a $400 million energy deal 
in Tanzania, and SNC-Lavalin signed a $250-million 
contract for the extension of a petroleum complex 
with the Algerian national oil and gas company. 


Future Priority Activities 
Middle East 


e The Department will promote Canadian goals and 
strengthen ties in the Middle East through minis- 
terial visits and by extending invitations to political 
and business leaders, especially in the Gulf region. 
It will also promote democratic development, good 
governance, and respect for human rights through 
ministerial visits and advocacy work by Canadian 


missions and delegations to multilateral fora. 


Canada will maintain support for the complete im- 
plementation of the resolutions of the U.N. Security 
Council in the region. At the same time, it will 
maintain its active involvement in the Middle East 
Peace Process by chairing the Refugee Working 
Group and taking part in the other working groups 
and committees. 


On the trade front, activities will be undertaken to 
capitalize on the free-trade agreement with Israel. 
The Canadian embassy in Abu Dhabi will be re- 
opened to tap into the significant trade potential 
there. In Saudi Arabia new emphasis will be given 
to the Saudi private sector. In recognition of the 
potential offered by the Middle East, new emphasis 
will be given to promoting investment in Canada. 


Africa 


The Department will take the opportunity of the 
visit of the president of South Africa to emphasize 
the trade and investment elements of Canada’s 
relationship with that country. A plan will be 
produced to develop opportunities in South Africa 
and neighbouring countries. The Department will 
expand its Southern/Eastern Africa Regional Trade 
Action Plan. 


Canada will emphasize conflict prevention in critical 
cases such as Burundi, and will support in bilateral 
fora and at the United Nations national reconcilia- 
tion and justice in Rwanda. It will also participate 
in ongoing efforts to promote the return of refu- 
gees in the Great Lakes region. 


Canada will extend the priority on conflict preven- 
tion to the area of small arms and mines control. 


Canada will continue the dialogue with Algerian 
officials and civilians to underline Canada’s wil- 
lingness to assist efforts towards national recon- 
ciliation. 


There will be a follow-up to initiatives adopted by 
the Commonwealth and Francophonie Summits. 


Joint ventures and private-sector development will 
be promoted. 
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ASIA-PACIFIC 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


Japan, The Prime Minister announced the forma- 
tion of an advisory group charged with following up 
and reporting on developments pursuant to the 
Canada-Japan Forum 2000 report. The Ministers 
of Foreign Affairs and International Trade, as well 
as the Ministers of Industry and Agriculture, visited 
Japan. These contacts helped to open doors for 
Canadian tourism and trade, and moved forward 
issues such as peacekeeping cooperation and de- 
regulation. 


A preliminary evaluation of the Japan Science and 
Technology Fund drew attention to the need for 
better strategic planning, performance measure- 
ment, and data collection, and proposed that 
programming for small and medium-sized busi- 
nesses be strengthened. Management responded 
with a revised approach to strategic planning and 
data collection, and by implementing a new 
approach for the private sector. 


China. In November 1994, the Prime Minister led 
a delegation of provincial officials and business 
representatives unprecedented in Canadian history, 
both in terms of the level of cooperation attained 
and of the business. results achieved. The Governor 
General and the Minister of Agriculture visited 
China in April 1994, as did the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs in July. 


Hong Kong. The Governor General paid a visit to 
Hong Kong in April 1994, followed by the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs in July and by the Prime 
Minister in November. The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs signed a memorandum of understanding 
(MOU) on further cultural cooperation between 
Canada and Hong Kong; the bilateral agreement 
on cooperation against drug trafficking was 
extended. 


South Korea. The Minister for International Trade 
visited South Korea in July 1994 and launched the 
Korea-Canada Special Partnership Working Group 
as a concrete follow-up to the Prime Minister’s 
agreement with the Korean president in November 
1993. This was followed by a series of meetings 
between Canadian and South Korean ministers in 
the context of APEC. A second meeting between 
the Prime Minister and the Korean president took 
place in Bogor, Indonesia in November 1994, and 
the Minister for International Trade also met his 
South Korean counterpart. The Secretary of State 


(Asia-Pacific) opened the office of Canada’s 
honorary consul in Pusan in January 1995. 


Vietnam. The Prime Minister, the Minister for 
International Trade, and the Secretary of State 
(Asia-Pacific) visited Vietnam in November 1994 
with a business delegation. The Vietnamese deputy 
prime minister visited Canada in June 1994, and 
the justice minister in September. Canada 
appointed its first resident ambassador to Vietnam 
in September 1994. 


Cambodia. In August 1994 the diplomatic office in 
Phnom Penh was upgraded to the status of an 
embassy. 


South Asia. In October 1994, the Minister for 
International Trade led a group of over 50 private- 
sector representatives on a trade mission to India. 
He also visited Bangladesh to promote broader 
economic relations and to support Canadian in- 
volvement in the energy sector. That same month, 
the Indian minister of home affairs visited Canada. 
The Secretary of State (Asia-Pacific) led a dele- 
gation of 40 industry representatives to India and 
Pakistan in March 1995. 


South Pacific. In April 1994, the New Zealand 
deputy prime minister and minister of foreign 
affairs visited Ottawa. The Secretary of State 
(Asia-Pacific) represented Canada at the South 
Pacific Forum meetings in Brisbane in August 1994 
and subsequently paid official visits to Australia and 
New Zealand. The Minister for International 
Trade led a senior business mission to Australia in 
February 1995. The Minister of Fisheries and 
Oceans visited New Zealand in June 1994 to 
promote the adoption of the High Seas Fisheries 
Convention. 


e Asia-Pacific Regional Security. In June 1994 the 


first annual meeting of the Council for Security 
Cooperation in Asia-Pacific was held in Kuala 
Lumpur. Four working groups were established to 
pursue regional security initiatives in the region. 
Canada agreed to co-chair (with Japan) the North 
Pacific Working Group. 


¢e APEC. The APEC process continued to develop 


rapidly. The meeting of APEC leaders in Bogor, 
Indonesia in November 1994 was preceded by 
meetings of foreign and trade ministers. Guided in 
part by the advice of the Eminent Persons Group 
and the Pacific Business Forum, leaders set the 
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goal of achieving free and open trade and invest- 
ment in the Asia-Pacific region by 2020 (2010 in the 
case of developed economies). 


e« ASEAN. Beyond meetings with ASEAN counter- 


parts at the APEC leaders and ministers’ meetings, 
other ministerial visits to the region included those 
of the Minister of Transport to Malaysia in April 
1994; of the Minister of Foreign Affairs to Bangkok 
to attend the ASEAN Post-ministerial Conference 
and the first meeting of the ASEAN Regional 
Forum (ARF) in July; and of the Secretary of State 
(Asia-Pacific) to Malaysia, Singapore, and the 
Philippines in August. 


Several other visits to Canada by Asian leaders 
took place in 1994 — that of the prime minister of 
Thailand in October; of the Indonesian minister of 
the environment in April; of the Philippines secre- 
tary for the environment in April and September; 
of the Indonesian minister of transport in June; and 
of the Indonesian minister of State for research and 
technology in December. The revised Canada- 
ASEAN Economic Cooperation Agreement, signed 
in 1993, came into force on 1 April 1994. 


¢ Asia-Pacific Regional Programs. The Asia-Pacific 


Regional Programs replaced the Pacific 2000 pro- 
gram in 1994-95. Under the programs’ umbrella 
are two new components -— the Canadian Education 
Centres (CECs) Network, and the APEC Study 
Centre. The CECs serve to promote Canadian 
education institutions and services to Asian 
students; the Department operates two CECs — in 
Seoul and Taipei - with more centres being 
planned. The APEC Study Centre, which was es- 
tablished under the auspices of the Asia-Pacific 
Foundation of Canada, acts as a clearinghouse for 
APEC-related research. Ongoing components of 
the Asia-Pacific Regional Programs are the Japan 
Science and Technology Program, the Pacific 
Business Strategy, and support for APEC and the 
Asia-Pacific Foundation. 


Activities in 1995-96 


Japan. The prime ministers of Japan and Canada 
discussed G-7 issues and bilateral questions when 
attending the Halifax G-7 Summit. The Prime 
Minister, the Ministers of Foreign Affairs and 
International Trade, and the Secretary of State 
(Asia-Pacific) also took part in the APEC meetings 
in Osaka. 


The Minister for International Trade visited Japan 
in early November to promote the Canadian posi- 
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tion on APEC and to discuss deregulation and 
other bilateral trade issues. The Deputy Prime 
Minister and Minister of the Environment visited 
Japan in September, where she held discussions on 
Canadian environmental technology and announced 
the establishment of regular high-level talks 
between the two countries. The Minister of Public 
Works visited Japan in November 1995. 


China. The Chinese premier visited Canada in 
October 1995. New bilateral MOUs were signed, 
increasing cooperation between the two countries. 
The Minister of Human Resources Development 
visited China in July. Visits by the Minister of 
Transportation in November 1995 and the Minister 
of Public Works in December continued to support 
Canadian business in China. The Secretary of State 
for Science, Research and Development took part 
in the APEC ministerial meeting on science and 
technology in Beijing in September. 


South Korea. The president of South Korea visited 
Canada on 16-21 October 1995. Important agree- 
ments were signed, including an industrial and 
technological cooperation arrangement. In Sep- 
tember, the Minister of the Environment led the 
first environmental mission to South Korea and 
signed an MOU on environmental cooperation. 


Taiwan, The Canadian Trade Office in Taipei con- 
tinues to strengthen business linkages with Taiwan. 
Direct air links have contributed significantly to 
tourism, education, cultural, and people-to-people 
exchanges. 


Vietnam. The Minister of Foreign Affairs visited 
Vietnam in November 1995, opening Canada’s con- 
sulate general in Ho Chi Minh City, which replaced 
the existing trade office. The Minister also signed 
a trade agreement granting most-favoured-nation 
status to Vietnam. 


Cambodia. The Cambodian foreign minister’s visit 
to Canada in September 1995 was the first of that 
level. The Cambodian minister of energy, mines 
and industry visited Canada in August to sign an 
agreement on a feasibility study for the Kam Chay 
hydro project. 


South Asia. In January 1996, the Prime Minister 
led a Team Canada mission to India and Pakistan, 
accompanied by provincial and territorial leaders 
and 200 to 300 business people. The Secretary of 
State (Asia-Pacific) visited Sri Lanka in May 1995 
to explore opportunities for peace and to offer 
Canadian assistance to the peace process. 


South Pacific. The Minister of Foreign Affairs 
visited Australia in July 1995 and accompanied the 
Prime Minister to the Commonwealth Heads of 
Government Meeting, held in Auckland in Novem- 
ber. The Prime Minister also visited Australia on 
that occasion and signed the Canada-Australia 
Trade and Economic Cooperation Arrangement. 
Special events recognizing a century of Canadian 
trade representation in Australia took place. 


Asia-Pacific Regional Security. The second ARF 
was held in Brunei in July 1995. Ministers en- 
couraged the consolidation of the ARF process. A 
second meeting was held in Canada in early 1996. 


Asia-Pacific Regional Programs. The Department 
signed an agreement with the Asia-Pacific Founda- 
tion to establish a network of Canadian Education 
Centres in the Asia-Pacific region over the next five 
years. 


APEC. Foreign affairs and trade ministers and 
leaders met in Osaka, Japan in November and 
agreed on an Action Agenda for implementing free 
and open trade and investment in the region by the 
year 2020 (2010 for developed countries). They 
tabled a set of initial liberalizing actions taken by 
each economy; they also agreed to develop individ- 
ual action plans for trade liberalization to be 
implemented in 1997, and to develop joint ini- 
tiatives for the WTO ministerial meeting in Decem- 
ber 1996. The Secretary of State (Asia-Pacific) 
announced that Vancouver had been chosen as the 
venue for the 1997 APEC Summit. 


ASEAN. The Prime Minister led a Team Canada 
mission to Indonesia, Malaysia, Singapore, and 
Thailand in January 1996 for the purpose of ex- 
panding trade and investment links with this 
dynamic region. He was accompanied by a number 
of provincial premiers, and by the Minister for 
International Trade and the Secretary of State 
(Asia-Pacific). Canada and Brunei opened high 
commissions in each other’s capitals during 1995. 


Other ministerial visits to the region included those 
of the Minister of Foreign Affairs to Brunei to 
attend the ARF in July 1995; of the Deputy Prime 
Minister and Minister of the Environment to 
Malaysia and Thailand in September; of the Minis- 
ter of Human Resources to Malaysia in July; of the 
Minister for International Trade to the Philippines 
and Indonesia in November; of the Minister of 
Transport to Indonesia in November; of the Secre- 
tary of State (Asia-Pacific) to Indonesia in July; and 
of the Secretary of State (Multiculturalism and 


Status of Women) to Indonesia in April. 


The prime minister of Singapore visited Canada in 
September 1995; the foreign ministers of the six 
ASEAN countries came for consultations with the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in Vancouver in May 
1995 before the Halifax G-7 Summit. The deputy 
prime minister and the minister of science and 
technology of Thailand visited in November 1995; 
the minister of information of Malaysia came in 
July; the Indonesian minister of religious affairs in 
April; and the Indonesian investment minister in 
May. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ Japan. Canada will pursue recommendations from 


the Forum 2000 follow-up report, including greater 
cooperation on the environment, culture, peace and 
security, and reinvigoration of the Joint Economic 
Commission. A “continuing dialogue mechanism” 
will be established to maintain the momentum. 
The Department will continue to push for greater 
access to Japanese markets. 


China. Canada will continue to work to encourage 
China to maintain its open-door policy and to be 
integrated fully into global political and economic 
institutions. China’s accession to the WTO will 
continue to be a key issue. On the commercial 
side, Canada intends to follow up on the oppor- 
tunities created by the November 1994 Team 
Canada visit and by the visit of the Chinese 
premier in October 1995. In 1996, further bilateral 
visits are being contemplated by the Secretary of 
State (Asia-Pacific) and the Minister of Natural 
Resources. 


Hong Kong. Canada will continue to express its 
interest in a smooth transition leading up to the 
July 1997 transfer to Chinese jurisdiction. Major 
objectives include the safeguarding of Canadian 
citizens and of Canada’s economic interests through 
the transition. 


South Korea. Canada will continue to develop the 
“special partnership” with South Korea by pro- 
moting trade, industrial, and technological 
cooperation. Canada also aims at increasing 
people-to-people links between Canadians and 
South Koreans by encouraging tourism, youth 
programs, educational exchanges, and academic 
and cultural relations. 


Taiwan. The Canadian Trade Office in Taipei will 
continue to develop economic and commercial 
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links, emphasizing opportunities for Canadian busi- 
nesses, especially in the environmental, telecommu- 
nications, transportation, and service sectors. 


Vietnam. Canada will continue to further its eco- 
nomic and political relationship with Vietnam 
through expanded development assistance and 
trade promotion activities. 


Cambodia. Canada will consolidate its post-peace- 
keeping role in Cambodia through assistance in de- 
mining, governance initiatives, and rural develop- 
ment. 


South Asia. Several large trade missions are 
planned for Pakistan and India, to follow up on the 
Team Canada mission. Participation in educational 
initiatives throughout the region will be a new 
priority. Canada will encourage and support pro- 
grams that strengthen institutional linkages. 
Canada will also seek to contribute to the 
restoration of peace in Sri Lanka, and will continue 
to encourage the Indo-Pakistani dialogue. 


South Pacific. The first meeting of the consultative 
group established under the Canada-Australia trade 
and economic cooperation agreement will take 
place, with ministerial participation. The Canada- 
Australia Senior Officials’ Consultations will take 
place in Canberra. The Minister of Public Works 
will visit Australia in April to give a keynote 
presentation to an ORCD-Australian conference on 
“Cities and the Global Economy.” 


Asia-Pacific Regional Security. Canada will attend 
the ASEAN Post-ministerial Conference and ARF 
meeting, and will continue to support the work- 
shops in Indonesia on the management of potential 
conflicts in the South China Sea. Naval visits will 
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be made to the North and South Pacific. 


Canada will support “track two” (non-official) initi- 
atives on northeast Asia security dialogues, partic- 
ularly under the auspices of the Council for Secu- 
rity Cooperation in Asia-Pacific. These include 
analyses of ways in which tensions may be reduced 
in the two Koreas and attempts to set up dialogues 
and confidence-building processes in northeast 
Asia. 


Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation. Following the 
Philippines, Canada will chair the APEC process 
through 1997 and host the Summit of APEC Eco- 
nomic Leaders at Vancouver. Canada will conduct 
the first major review of the trade and investment 
liberalization agreed to in the Osaka Action 
Agenda. In addition, economic cooperation, 
important to maintaining the pace of economic 
growth in the region, will be highlighted. 


ASEAN. The Prime Minister’s Team Canada 
mission to the region in January 1996 will be 
followed up by intensified efforts to increase 
Canada’s share of the ASEAN market and to 
achieve a balance in two-way trade. 


The Prime Minister’s visit to the Philippines in 
November 1996 to attend the APEC leaders’ meet- 
ing will provide an opportunity to expand and 
strengthen bilateral relations and enhance Canadian 
awareness of business and investment opportunities 
in the emerging Philippines market. 


Asia-Pacific Regional Programs. The number of 
Canadian Education Centres will grow to nine by 
1997, with India and, subject to the recommen- 
dations of an education marketing study, Japan 
being added as locations for centres.

EUROPE 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


¢ Throughout1994-95, the Europe Branch focused its 


efforts to advance Canadian interests on three key 
areas: 


— Contributing to economic growth and job creation 
in Canada by developing opportunities for ex- 
panded economic ties with Europe, Canada’s 
second largest trade and commercial partner. 
Particular emphasis was placed on building 
support for the goal of transatlantic free trade. 


— Securing Canadian security interests through 
continued engagement in, and promotion of, col- 
lective security in Europe through NATO, peace- 
keeping efforts in the former Yugoslavia, and the 
CSCE. 


— Pursuing Canadian political and economic objec- 
tives by supporting democratic and market- 
oriented transformation in central and eastern 
Europe. 


In December, the Prime Minister addressed the 
French Senate, calling for renewing transatlantic 
relations and inviting the negotiation of a NAFTA- 
E.U. free-trade agreement. 


The Prime Minister met the president of the Euro- 
pean Union three times in 1994. These meetings 
laid the groundwork for the resolution of out- 
standing trade disputes and led to the start of 
negotiations on several new trade and commercial 
agreements. A major step was made towards re- 
solving a serious trade dispute with the European 
Union with the initiation of a scientific pest-risk 
assessment of untreated green-lumber exports. 


The Prime Minister discussed a range of bilateral 
issues with key European leaders at the G-7 
Summit in Naples. He also met the prime minister 
of Belgium in both Brussels and Ottawa, the prime 
minister of Iceland in Reykjavik, and the president 
of Ireland in August. The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs received the British foreign secretary in 
Ottawa in September and had discussions with his 
Turkish counterpart in Istanbul. The Minister for 
International Trade visited Brussels in June to 
pursue trade matters with the E.U. trade commis- 
sioner. 


The Public Advocacy Program was launched by the 
Europe Branch to inform influential audiences in 


Europe about Canada through the publication of 
articles, selected visits of high-profile personalities 
to or from Europe, and support for conferences 
and seminars. 


There was a strong Canadian presence in the 
Balkan area: a Canadian led the CSCE Sanctions 
Assistance Mission in the Former Yugoslay Repub- 
lic of Macedonia, and Canadians took part in the 
monitoring mission of the international conference 
on former Yugoslavia on the border between the 
Federal Republic of Yugoslavia (Serbia and Monte- 
negro) and Bosnian Serb-controlled territory in 
Bosnia. In June, the Prime Minister visited Cana- 
dian forces serving with the U.N. Protection Force 
in Visko, Bosnia, and met in Sarajevo with the 
Bosnian prime minister. 


Canadians also took part in CSCE monitoring 
missions in Estonia, Moldova, and Georgia. 


The Prime Minister attended NATO Meetings in 
Istanbul and Brussels, and the CSCE Review Con- 
ference in Budapest in December. 


One thousand Canadian veterans plus the Prime 
Minister and other Cabinet ministers travelled to 
Europe to commemorate the 50th anniversary of 
the D-Day landing. 


Canada successfully sponsored a G-7 conference on 
Ukraine, which led to $1.6 billion being pledged in 
support of Ukraine’s program of economic reform 
and transformation. Held in Winnipeg, the con- 
ference was attended by the Canadian and Russian 
ministers of foreign affairs and by several other 
senior G-7 ministers. 


The president of Poland visited Canada in Septem- 
ber to promote trade and investment, and the 
president of Ukraine visited Winnipeg and Ottawa 
in October in conjunction with the G-7 conference 
on Ukraine. 


A number of bilateral economic agreements were 
concluded: 


— with Kazakhstan, Romania, Bulgaria, Croatia, and 
Slovenia, on foreign-investment insurance; 


—with the Czech Republic and Lithuania, on 
nuclear cooperation; 


—with Ukraine, on foreign-investment protection 
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and economic cooperation; 


— with Latvia, Lithuania, and Estonia, on trade and 
economic cooperation; 


— with Romania, on economic cooperation. 


¢ The Minister of Foreign Affairs visited Russia with 
a business delegation to prepare the Joint Inter- 
governmental Economic Commission, established 
to promote bilateral trade and investment. 


¢ In 1994, the Auditor General found that the pro- 
gram of assistance for the CEE/FSU region was 
implemented in a very short period and had de- 
livered quickly, with a concern for money for value, 
a substantial amount of technical assistance despite 
difficult conditions. 


e Several initiatives were undertaken under the 
technical assistance program for the CEE/FSU 
region: 


— The Ukraine program was significantly expanded, 
disbursing over $37.5 million in 1994-95. This 
amount included technical assistance and nuclear 
safety. 


— The Russia program disbursed $18.3 million on 
technical cooperation projects. In central and 
eastern Europe, the technical cooperation 
program supported projects for private-sector 
development as well as democracy and good 
governance. 


— An amount of $18.4 million was disbursed in 
humanitarian assistance in the former Yugoslavia, 
Russia, Ukraine, Armenia, Azerbaijan, and 
Georgia. The assistance consisted of medicines, 
medical supplies, food, emergency medical 
services, and trauma counselling. 


Activities in 1995-96 


¢ Canada is the second country to conclude an agree- 
ment on science and technology with the European 
Union. This agreement gives Canadian companies, 
universities, and research institutes, in conjunction 
with European partners, access to billions of dollars 
of E.U. research and development funds. 


¢ The European Union has agreed to postpone for 
one year a ban on the import of Canadian fur 
products. At the same time, the dispute with the 
Union over Greenland halibut has been resolved. 


The Public Advocacy Program has taken steps to 
reinforce the image of Canada in Europe as a 
united, prosperous country that remains a favoured 
destination for global investment. 


The Prime Minister met the president of the Euro- 
pean Union and the president of France in June. 
The discussions focused on concrete objectives that 
constitute an agenda to renew the transatlantic 
relationship. 


The Minister of Foreign Affairs and the Minister 
for International Trade have met the E.U. trade 
commissioner and other European trade ministers 
on several occasions to discuss trade liberalization 
and progress in resolving trade irritants. 


A private-sector Northern Ireland Steering Group 
has been established to stimulate investment in 
Northern Ireland and the Border Counties. The 
prime minister of Ireland visited Canada to discuss 
trade and the upcoming Irish E.U. presidency. 


Bilateral agreements with the European Union 
have been negotiated in the areas of education and 
training, mutual recognition of testing and cer- 
tification of productstandards, veterinary standards, 
customs cooperation, and competition policies. 


The conflict in the former Yugoslavia has been re- 
solved, and Canada has pledged 1,000 troops in 
support of a NATO-sponsored peace enforcement 
mission. 


Bilateral visits by the president of France and the 
chancellor of Germany have provided occasions for 
discussion of bilateral and multilateral issues, 
including Bosnia, U.N. reform, and the renewal of 
transatlantic relations. 


The Prime Minister and several Cabinet ministers 
visited Europe and took part in ceremonies mark- 
ing the 50th anniversary of the end of World War 
Il. Princess Margriet of the Netherlands visited 
Canada to commemorate the liberation of that 
country by Canadians during World War II. 


Under Canada’s chairmanship of the G-7 Nuclear 
Safety Group, an agreement was reached with U- 
kraine to shut down the Chernobyl nuclear reactor. 


The Russian prime minister visited Ottawa in early 
October. During his visit, he signed agreements on 
double taxation and cultural cooperation. 
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¢ Responsibility for program delivery to central and 
eastern Europe and the former Soviet Union was 
transferred to the Canadian International Develop- 
ment Agency. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Department will work towards trilateral nego- 
tiations (with the European Union and the United 
States) On renewing transatlantic relations, with 
particular emphasis to be placed on liberalizing and 
expanding trade and investment links. 


¢ The Department will work to secure final approval 
and signature of the bilateral agreements noted 
above and to make progress on resolving outstand- 
ing trade irritants in such areas as fur, wood, and 
wheat. 


¢ Canada will support the implementation of the 
peace settlement in the former Yugoslavia. 


¢ The links with central and eastern Europe in the 
economic and political fields will be broadened 
through the OSCE to include, among other issues, 
human rights and democratic development. 


¢ The Department will promote specific projects 


under the Canada-E.U. Science and Technology 
Agreement. 


The Department will take advantage of opportuni- 
ties to increase the number of European visitors to 
Canada. Visits to and from Canada of senior 
leaders offer major opportunities to promote 
Canada’s interests in Europe. 


Among visits that are already scheduled in 1996 are 
the following: 


— visit of the Governor General to the Czech 
Republic and the Netherlands (March); 


— visit of the Prime Minister to Russia for the P-8 
Nuclear Summit (late April); 


— visit of the Prime Minister to the G-7 Summit in 
Lyon, France (July); 


— visit of the Prime Minister to Ireland (July); 


— visit of the French prime minister to Canada 
(spring). 
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LATIN AMERICA AND THE CARIBBEAN 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


¢ Bilateral relations, key to the future of Canada’s 


relationship with the region, were enhanced by the 
visit of the Prime Minister, accompanied by over 
300 business representatives, to Chile, Argentina, 
Brazil, Uruguay, Costa Rica, and Trinidad and 
Tobago. The Prime Minister also visited Mexico. 
Five ministers attended the Joint Ministerial 
Commission in Mexico City. The Minister for 
International Trade visited the region four times, 
including trips to Chile, Brazil, and Colombia. The 
Secretary of State (Latin America-Africa) rein- 
forced this effort by attending the OAS General 
Assembly in Belém, Brazil, and visiting Peru, Boliv- 
ia, Chile, and Colombia. 


Canada reaffirmed its support for peace and devel- 
opment in Central America through a social de- 
velopment program in El Salvador and participa- 
tion in a multilateral support group for Nicaragua, 
as well as through the institution of a Democratic 
Development Fund for non-governmental organiza- 
tions and the building of a civil society in Gua- 
temala. Visits by the Secretary of State (Latin 
America-Africa) to Jamaica, Honduras, and Nica- 
ragua underlined Canada’s commitment to the re- 
gion. In Costa Rica, the Prime Minister attended 
a regional summit with the six presidents of Central 
America. 


Canada encouraged peaceful reform in Cuba by 
making that country eligible for official devel- 
opment assistance. The Secretary of State (Latin 
America-Africa) initiated high-level contacts with a 
visit to Cuba. 


Canada supported the U.N. Security Council’s reso- 
lutions and a full trade embargo of Haiti, and 
played a substantial role in the U.N. Mission in 
Haiti. Canada provided personnel from the RCMP 
and the Department of National Defence as part of 
the U.N. advance team. With the return of Presi- 
dent Aristide, Canada lifted all sanctions and 
announced a $30 million aid package. Canada also 
encouraged free and fair presidential elections. 
Under a bilateral agreement with the Haitian gov- 
ernment, 100 expatriate Haitians were trained at 
the RCMP Academy in Regina for the new Haitian 
police force. 


The Minister of Foreign Affairs attended the in- 
auguration of the OAS secretary general in Sep- 


Ottawa. The Prime Minister led Canada’s delega- 
tion to the Miami Summit of the Americas, where 
the leaders of the 34 democratic nations of the 
hemisphere gathered. Reflecting Canada’s empha- 
sis on trade liberalization, good governance, and 
sustainable development, the Summit's declaration 
of principles and plan of action laid the ground- 
work for future cooperation. 


The Prime Minister hosted a meeting of the heads 
of government of the Commonwealth Caribbean 
countries in conjunction with the Miami Summit. 


A new Regional Coordination Division concen- 
trated on trade policy issues in the hemisphere — in 
particular, on trade liberalization initiatives, 
multilateral trade and investment policy priorities, 
and the Miami Summit. 


As part of Canada’s promotion of greater hemi- 
spheric economic integration and trade liberali- 
zation, ministers and diplomats sought foreign- 
investment protection agreements throughout the 
region, based on a standardized model. The 
announcement of the start of negotiations for 
Chile’s accession to NAFTA set an important 
precedent. 


Activities in 1995-96 


e Through a number of high-level visits and consul- 


tations in the region, the Department has pursued 
the strengthening of bilateral relations in support of 
Canadian objectives to protect and expand political 
and economic investments, improve political secu- 
rity, strengthen democratic institutions, and support 
sustainable development. The Minister of Foreign 
Affairs travelled to Brazil, Argentina, and Chile; the 
Minister for International Trade to the Miami Con- 
ference on Latin America and to Peru; the Minister 
of Industry to Mexico; and the Secretary of State 
(Latin America-Africa) to Chile, Ecuador, and 
Mexico. 


Canada endorsed the democratic process through 
senior representation at the inauguration of new 
heads of state, with the Deputy Prime Minister 
travelling to Mexico, the Minister of Citizenship 
and Immigration to Argentina, and Jesse Flis, M.P., 
to Peru and Haiti. In addition, visits to Canada by 
the presidents of Mexico, Chile, and Brazil were 
planned for early 1996.

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resentation in the region, opening embassies in 
Uruguay and Panama, upgrading its representation 
in Ecuador, and opening offices in Mexico (Guada- 
lajara), Brazil (Rio de Janeiro), El Salvador, and 
Nicaragua. 


The Canadian Business Centre in Mexico has 
begun full operations in support of Canadian trade 
and investment. Thirty-two events were held in the 
Centre, helping to increase Canadian exports to 
Mexico by 15%. 


A new Mexico Division has been created in the 
Department to manage the totality of Canada’s 
relations with its NAFTA partner. 


The Prime Minister’s wife represented Canada at 
the Fifth Conference of Wives of Heads of State 
and of Government of the Americas in Asuncion, 
Paraguay. 


Canada helped to ensure successful presidential 
elections in Haiti in December 1995. 


The OAS Environment Committee, accompanied 
by the OAS secretary general, met in Canada in 
November 1995. 


Exports to Latin America and the Caribbean in the 
first six months of 1995 were 28.8% higher than 
during the same period in 1994. 


The Prime Minister led a Team Canada trade 
mission to Uruguay, Argentina, Chile, and Brazil 
that included 185 business people. 


* The NAFTA accession process was started with 
Chile, and the Minister for International Trade par- 
ticipated in the Denver Summit, which launched the 
FTAA process. 


* A Joint Trade and Economic Committee meeting 
with the Commonwealth Caribbean was held in 
Georgetown, Guyana. 


¢ Some 520 Canadian companies took part in over 70 
promotional events in the region. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ Canada will intensify efforts to secure the creation 
of the FTAA by the year 2005. Steps to increase 
bilateral trade with the region will also be inten- 
sified. 


¢ Canada will work to consolidate human rights and 
good governance in the region, both bilaterally and 
through the strengthening of institutions. 


¢ Canada will help to develop an effective anti-drug 
Strategy in conjunction with the Inter-American 
Anti-Drug Commission of the OAS. 


¢ Canada will further develop its close relations with 
Haiti and increase efforts to strengthen civil society. 
It will also deepen its relations with Cuba as that 
country becomes more democratic. 


¢ Canada will remain engaged in its long-standing 
relationship with the countries of the Caribbean 
while adapting to changing circumstances in the 
hemisphere. 
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THE UNITED STATES 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


The visits of the U.S. president to Ottawa and of 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs to Washington 
underscored the importance of the Canada-U.S. 
relationship. Regular high-level contacts and visits 
were pursued to ensure that Canadian interests and 
concerns received adequate attention from the 
executive and legislative leadership in the United 
States and that the bilateral relationship reflected 
Canadian government priorities. Managing the 
Canada-U.S. trade relationship, the expansion of 
NAFTA to include Chile, better border customs 
clearance, a liberalized bilateral air agreement, as 
well as cooperation on defence and environmental 
matters and on Pacific salmon resource manage- 
ment were given special attention. 


The NAFTA Chapter 19 dispute on softwood 
lumber was resolved in Canada’s favour, and the 
U.S. government refunded outstanding counter- 
vailing duties worth about $800 million to Canadian 
exporters. A bilateral consultative process on 
softwood lumber was successfully launched to 
create better understanding, resolve problems, and 
avoid litigation in that sector. 


Access to the U.S. grains market was protected by 
a bilateral MOU that established a one-year, 1.5 
million-tonne tariff rate quota for Canadian wheat 
exports to the United States. A binational com- 
mission was established to examine grain marketing 
and support policies in both countries. 


In April 1994, an exchange of letters took place to 
resolve issues related to access for imports of U.S. 
beer under the bilateral MOU on provincial beer 
marketing practices. 


Canada suspended bilateral consultations on 
uranium under NAFTA’s Chapter 20 in February 
1995 after satisfactory assurances were received 
from the United States regarding the operation of 
U.S.-Russia uranium agreements. 


Canadian representations regarding U.S. legislation 
on WTO implementation contributed to the with- 
drawal of several proposals — including those in the 
area of U.S. trade-remedy legislation — that could 
have been potentially damaging to Canadian trade 
interests. 


Canada achieved the removal of import restrictions 
on its tobacco exports through the successful 
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pursuit of a GATT panel case on these measures. 


* Over 120 U.S. market studies were made available 
to Canadian companies through a “fax-back” 
system, including assessments of the 15 major 
tourism markets in the United States. 


e The New Exporters to Border States program was 
modified to build on the export-preparedness 
courses offered across Canada by provincial govern- 
ments and industry associations to companies seek- 
ing to take part in trade development activity in the 
United States. 


¢ A major investment was made in the training and 
development of the Department’s employees to 
provide them with the tools to respond better to 
the needs of SMEs and to the rapidly changing 
U.S. market. The focus was on biotechnology, 
information technology, the environment, services, 
tourism, and investment development. 


e The Prime Minister and the U.S. president agreed 
to pursue the establishment of an Arctic Council to 
promote regional cooperation and sustainable 
development. They also agreed on the need to 
protect the calving grounds of the Porcupine 
caribou in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 


¢ Canada and the United States concluded negotia- 
tions on amendments to the Migratory Birds Con- 
vention that bring it into line with domestic laws 
concerning Aboriginal rights. 


e An agreement was reached to resolve a dispute 
over the apportionment of water in the Souris 
River, which runs through Manitoba, Saskatchewan, 
and North Dakota. 


e The Prime Minister and the U.S. president gave 
their unequivocal support to the conclusion of 
negotiations on the renewal of NORAD. 


¢ Special negotiators were appointed to review 


environmental cleanup and residual-value issues 
relating to former U.S. military sites in Canada. 


Activities in 1995-96 
e There have been regular and close consultations 
between the Minister for International Trade and 


USS. trade representatives. 


¢ Efforts have continued in bilateral meetings involv-

ing provinces and industry under the Canada-US. 
Softwood Lumber Consultative Process to avoid 
litigation and secure market access for Canadian 
exporters. 


¢ The Department defended Canadian interests in a 
NAFTA Chapter 20 dispute-settlement process 
undertaken at the request of the United States to 
consider Canada’s application of its WTO tariff 
equivalents to imports of U.S.-origin dairy, poultry, 
egg, barley, and margarine products. 


* Canada and the United States have signed the 
“Report of the U.S./Puerto Rico—Canada/Quebec 
UHT (Ultra High Temperature) Milk Equivalency 
Study” in order to reopen the Puerto Rico market 
for Canadian exporters. 


¢ US. restrictions on imports of Canadian wheat 
were terminated in September 1995, thus restoring 
open Canadian access to the U.S. grains market. 


¢ One-year NAFTA Chapter 20 consultations were 
pursued in relation to U.S. restrictions on exports 
of refined sugar and sugar-containing products. 


¢ Canada has undertakena campaign to influence the 
United States against supporting oil and gas drilling 
in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge, as proposed 
in Congress. 


¢ Negotiations have begun to review environmental 
cleanup and residual-value issues relating to former 
US. military sites in Canada. 


« The NORAD agreement has been renewed for five 
years. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Prime Minister and the U.S. president have 


agreed to improve border services. An agreement 
will be concluded which will facilitate the move- 
ment of people and goods, and strengthen efforts 
against drug smuggling and the illegal movement of 
people. 


Canada will conclude an agreement with the United 
States on customs and immigration pre-clearance 
procedures at Canadian airports and on pre- 
inspection arrangements for truck traffic. 


There will be frequent meetings between the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and the U.S. secretary 
of State to pursue bilateral interests and consult on 
international issues, including security, peace- 
keeping, human rights, and specific areas of tension 
(e.g., the former Yugoslavia, the Middle East, 
Haiti). 


Equity and conservation issues under the Pacific 
Salmon Treaty will be settled with a view to pre- 
serving fish stocks and ensuring equitable harvests. 


Canada will seek to preserve access to U.S. electric- 
ity markets in the face of regulatory changes in the 
United States. It will also seek to protect market 
access for Canadian exports to the United States by 
building on gains achieved in NAFTA and the Uru- 
guay Round, supplemented by bilateral agreements 
where appropriate. 


The Department will seek to ensure that Canadian 
trade interests are not adversely affected by the 
implementation of U.S. legislation and regulations 
in several areas such as trade remedies, government 
procurement, electricity imports, telecommunica- 
tions, and technical standards. 


The Department will seek to increase the number 
of SMEs exporting to the United States. 
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PHYSICAL RESOURCES AND INFORMATION SYSTEMS 


The Bureau of Physical Resources provides office and 
staff accommodation, asset management, and main- 
tenance and materiel services to Canada’s missions 
abroad. The Department’ assets consist of 202 chan- 
ceries and offices; 113 official residences; 1,606 staff 
quarters; 5,300 art works; 710 vehicles; and furniture, 
household services, and furnishings. Annual leasing 
costs in 1994-95 were $114 million; operating costs, 
$51 million; and capital costs, $65 million — bringing 
the total cost of accommodation to $230 million. 


Information systems operations and support are pro- 
vided to all employees of the Department and to other 
government departments at missions abroad. Support 
is provided for department-wide telecommunications 
services, secure technical services and systems, office 
productivity tools, and the applications system 
infrastructure. 


Significant Achievements in 1994-95 


e The Department had revenues of $15 million, pri- 
marily through the disposal of surplus residential 
properties as a result of downsizing in London, as 
well as of official residences in Disseldorf and 
Cleveland. Project re-scoping saved over $5 million 
for a proposed new diplomatic complex in Algiers. 


e A site was purchased in Seoul for a new chancery. 
The Department also concluded an agreement to 
purchase condominium office space in Santiago. 


¢ Major projects completed in 1994-95 included: 

—chanceries: Athens, Beirut, Canberra, Hanoi, 
London (Macdonald House), Mexico (Trade 
Centre), Pretoria, Riga, St. Petersburg, and 
Vienna; 

— official residences: Santiago, Kiev, and Harare; 

— staff quarters: Detroit, Guatemala, The Hague, 
Kiev, and Paris; and 

— 317 maintenance projects. 


¢ SIGNET implementation continued, replacing 
existing Communications systems. 


Activities in 1995-96 


e Revenues generated through the disposal of prop- 
erty are expected to reach approximately $29 mil- 
lion. 


¢ Negotiations are under way for new chancery site 
purchases in Geneva and Kingston, for a lease 
renewal in New York, and for a new leasehold 
chancery development in Port of Spain. Major new 
projects scheduled to be initiated include new 
chanceries in Berlin, Cairo, and Seoul; the sale and 
consolidation of property in Kuala Lumpur; and the 
refurbishment of London’s Canada House. 


¢ Other projects include: the purchase of land for 
staff quarters in Budapest, and of staff quarters in 
Johannesburg; the opening of a mission in Almaty 
and the move into a new chancery and Official resi- 
dence in Tel Aviv; the “fit-up” of the chancery in 
San José, and the move of the official residence in 
Tunis; lease renewals in Boston, Brussels, Los An- 
geles, and Minneapolis; and renovations of leased 
chanceries in Moscow (annex) and Hong Kong. 


e The Department completed the implementation of 
its wide-area network global communications 
system (SIGNET-D). 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The most significant project over the next half- 
decade will be the purchase of a site and the con- 
struction of facilities for the new embassy in Berlin, 
coinciding with the formal move of the German 
capital from Bonn to that city by the turn of the 
century. 


¢ The Department will make enhancements to the 
telecommunications systems to expand access and 
strengthen security.

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H. PASSPORTS 


1. Objective 


The objective of the Passport Office is to provide in- 
ternationally respected travel documents to Canadian 
citizens and other eligible residents of Canada. 


2. Description 


The Passport Office, which became a “special operat- 
ing agency” in April 1990, is responsible for issuing 
travel documents to expedite the processing of travel- 
lers at ports of entry, and for advising and training 
personnel at missions abroad on the provision of pass- 
port services. 


3. Resource Summaries 


The Passport Office prepares an annual business plan 
for approval by the Deputy Minister on the recom- 
mendation of the Office’s chief executive officer and of 
its advisory board. The business plan identifies ob- 
jectives and business goals for the coming fiscal year, 
outlines strategies for achieving them, and forecasts 
required resources. The plan formalizes the manage- 
ment team’s commitment to attaining the objectives 
and serves as both a management tool and an internal 
communications tool. It reflects the long-term ob- 
jectives articulated in the Department’s strategic plan. 


Througha revolving fund, the Passport Office finances 
its Operations from revenues generated by passport 
and other travel document fees. The revolving fund 
has a statutory authority to spend up to $4 million in 
excess of revenues in any one year. The fee structure 
(Figure 19) is recommended by the Treasury Board 
and approved by the Governor in Council. Figure 20 
provides a statement of net cash requirements. 


4. Performance Information and 
Resource Justification 


In 1994-95, the Passport Office issued 1,397,223 travel 
documents — an increase of approximately 6% over the 
previous year, and of 7% over the figure projected in 
the 1994-95 business plan. The sales volume, however, 
was 1.4% lower than the amount forecast in the Main 
Estimates. This, coupled with higher-than-anticipated 
productivity and with difficulty in obtaining passport 
materials, resulted in a slight reduction in revenues 
and in decreased variable costs. Figure 21 provides a 
summary of the 1994-95 financial performance. 


The sales volume forecast for 1995-96 continues at 
1994-95 levels, with approximately 58,000 travel docu- 
ments issued abroad and 1,340,000 in Canada. The 
productivity rate for 1995-96 will remain at the 1994-95 
forecast level of 2,508 travel documents per FTE, but 
lower than the 1994-95 actual figure of 2,681 because 
of a stronger-than-forecast performance by Ontario 
Operations and a lower-than-anticipated use of 
resources by non-operations divisions. 


It is anticipated that volume will increase by 2.5% in 
1996-97 and by a further 2.5% in 1997-98. The fore- 
cast productivity rate will decrease slightly during the 
implementation of the “technology enhancement plan” 
(TEP) in 1996-97 but will rise again once the new 
system is in place and staff are fully trained. 


Figure 22 shows the 1995-96 performance targets of 
the Passport Office. In Canada, passports are nor- 
mally issued within five working days when applica- 
tions are submitted in person. Applications mailed to 
Ottawa, including those from the United States, nor- 
mally take 10 working days to process. 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


¢ Phase II of TEP was completed. It focused on the 
development of detailed specifications for the final 
system, the validation of critical design assumptions 
through implementation and testing, and strategic- 
level planning for future implementation. 


¢ A new resource allocation model was developed to 
provide a more efficient reallocation of resources, 
leading to increased productivity and improved 
service to the Canadian public. 


* A human-resource management strategy was 
developed, and a comprehensive review of policies 
and procedures will follow. 


¢ To better meet the needs of clients, the Passport 
Office initiated a number of quality-of-service 
features: 


— It continued to give front-line employees more 
authority to resolve complex issues. 


— It undertook a national review of services and 
activities of several “special operating agencies” 
and developed a set of client-service standards to 
reflect the mission and philosophy of the Passport 
Office. 
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~ It conducted surveys of Western Operations pass- 
port applicants, which resulted in a confirmation 
of the Passport Office’s dedication to providing 
quality service. 


— It reviewed passport policies and procedures to 
ensure uniform application at all points of service. 


Activities in 1995-96 


¢ The Passport Office has proceeded with Phase III of 
the Technology Enhancement Plan, including the 
preparation of detailed strategies for rolling out the 
renewed business process to all domestic locations, 
the completion of functional specifications and final 
architecture blueprints, the design and development 
of a prototype system, the development and testing 
of new technology for machine-readable passport 
printing, and the preparation of the preliminary 
project approval submission to the Treasury Board. 
The Office has developed and implemented an 
automated Windows-based computer infrastructure. 


* On behalf of the Passport Office, Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada, and Revenue Canada, the 
Office has determined public acceptance, general 
needs, demographic factors, and the level of 
demand for a wallet-sized passport card. 


¢ The Office has conducted a national client survey to 
assess the quality of its service and to gather data 
needed to develop measurable service standards. It 
has also refined the service culture by studying the 
use of debit and credit cards, developing a strategy 
on joint ventures and collocation, and improving the 
consular training program.

« An agreement has been concluded with the Consu- 
lar Program of the Department for the delivery of 
services abroad. 


* The Office has reviewed the strategic plan for the 
period 1992-93 through 1996-97 to assess how well 
objectives have been met and to realign the plan 
with the current vision of government service. 


e The Office has restructured its Security and Foreign 
Operations Division in order to provide increased 
support for the delivery of strategic operational 
services. 


* The Office has reviewed, and developed policy and 
programs consistent with, its human resources man- 
agement plan. Through the five-year audit plan, it 
has provided an independent analysis of the quality 
of administrative processes and controls. 


Future Priority Activities 


¢ The Passport Office will complete the implementa- 
tion of TEP and develop associated policies. De- 
pending on the results of its studies, including a 
market survey, it will develop and introduce wallet- 
sized passport cards. It will also research and de- 
velop new products and services. 


* The Office will develop a strategic plan for the 
period 1997-98 through 2001-02 and will continue 
the audit plan. It will introduce measurable service 
standards. 


¢ The Office will develop and implement partnership, 
collocation, and joint-venture projects.

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I. OPERATIONAL SUPPORT, HUMAN RESOURCE PLANNING AND 


ADMINISTRATION 


1. Objective 


The objective of this activity is to provide centralized 
administrative support services and human resource 
planning. 


2. Description 


This activity involves corporate management and plan- 
ning; human resource policies and operations; financial 
and information management, internal audit and eval- 
uation; and systems engineering and development. 


The Department has about 3,900 Canada-based and 
4,300 locally engaged employees. Of the Canada- 
based group about 2,200 make up the rotational for- 
eign service. About 1,100 are abroad at any one time. 
Officers of other government departments in Overseas 
missions account for over 52% of the total. The need 
to support employees and their families abroad and to 
rotate them between Canada and missions results in a 
complex human-resource management system. 


The Department’s financial systems support operations 
in 162 offices abroad in 94 currencies and at head- 
quarters, while accommodating fluctuating exchange 
rates, exchange controls, devaluations, and variations 
in inflation rates. 


The SIGNET (Secure Integrated Global Network) sys- 


tem provides secure global communication to connect 
all departmental employees at missions and head- 
quarters. Information management and systems 
development activities provide for the linking of 
departmental data bases, the development and pro- 
vision of information services, tools and management 
systems to support the production and delivery of 
timely information to the Department’s clientele. 


The Office of the Inspector General provides review 
services, including inspections, evaluations, audits, and 
investigations that assess the economy, efficiency, and 
effectiveness of the Department’s activities and opera- 
tions. 


3. Resource Summaries 


This activity accounts for 5.0% of the Canadian Inter- 
ests Abroad Program budgetary expenditures. Of the 
1996-97 resource requirements indicated in Figure 23, 
60.5% is required for personnel and related costs, 
14.8% for capital expenditures, 24.3% for other 
operating costs, and 0.4% for grants. 


The actual expenditures for 1994-95 shown in Figure 
23 are $18.1 million or 24.2% more than the amount 
budgeted in the Main Estimates for that year. This 
increase is mainly attributable to increased relocation 
and removal costs, the transfer of Library Services 
from the Communications and Culture activity, and the 
acceleration of SIGNET implementation.

OPERATIONAL SUPPORT AND 
HUMAN RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 


Significant Accomplishments in 1994-95 


Future Priority Activities 


The Department will complete the development of 
service standards for departmental programs. It 
will also design and develop a new automated 
financial system. 


The Department will increase the level of bilingual- 


The Department developed and implemented plans 
for achieving expenditure reductions pursuant to 
Phase | of the Program Review. 


It also developed and implemented an employment 
equity action plan, and at the same time used a 
targeted approach to the recruitment of foreign- 
service officers, saving over $200,000. The positions 
of 200 communicators were eliminated; 70 were re- 
trained and integrated into other informatics 
functions while the remainder left the public service. 
The Department developed a new approach based 
on customized training delivered to intact work 
groups in their work situations. 


The Department introduced the Faxlink Interna- 
tional Service and continued to broaden the Faxlink 
Services to make available to the public information 
on all aspects of its activities. 


The Department completed a major evaluation of 
the library collection to ensure its relevancy and 
accessibility. 


Activities in 1995-96 


The Department has developed plans in response to 
decisions made as part of Program Review Phase II. 


A new system has been introduced for outward re- 
location based on a competitive bid and on a set of 
Standards to ensure a reasonable level of service.

¢ At headquarters, the audits completed included 
Department-wide audits of travel, contracting, and 
cash management, a corporate audit of year-end 
spending, and a “responsibility centre audit” of the 
Canadian Foreign Service Institute.

¢ The mission audit program has been expanded 
beyond the administrative and consular programs to 
include trade, security, and environmental concerns.

¢ The program evaluation activities undertaken 
include a full evaluation of the Political/Economic 
Relations Program, the Investment Development 
Program, and the Department’s learning function; 
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an evaluation and assessment of the Consular 
Program; and a post-implementation review of the 
merger of the Personnel and Corporate Manage- 
ment branches into the Corporate Services Branch. 


Future Priority Activities 


« A more integrated inspection/internal audit pro- 


gram at missions abroad is planned, with mission 
selection to be made on the basis of a risk analysis, 
resulting in full coverage on a four-to-five-year cycle. 


¢ Major headquarters audits planned are a “responsi- 
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bility centre audit” of the U.S. Branch; a post- 
implementation audit of the small missions “hub & 
spoke” initiative; follow-up audits of travel, con- 
tracting, and cash management; and a series of 
audits of systems under development. 


Planned activities include an evaluation of the U.S. 
Branch; preparations for the evaluation of the new 
Global Issues and Culture Branch and the reorgan- 
ized International Business Development Pro- 
gram; an evaluation of the Consular Program; and 
a contribution to the joint, interdepartmental evalu- 
ation of Canada’s drug strategy.

Section I is preceded by details of Spending Authorities from Part II of the Estimates 
and Volume II of the Public Accounts. This is to provide continuity with other Estimates 
documents and to help in assessing the Program's financial performance over the past year. 


This document is designed to permit easy access to specific information that the 
reader may require. The table of contents provides a detailed guide to the contents of each 
section. In addition, references are made throughout the document to allow the reader to 
find more details on items of particular interest. 


It should be noted that, in accordance with the Operating Budget principles, human 
resource consumption reported in this Expenditure Plan will be measured in terms of 
employee full-time equivalents (FTE). FTE is a measure of human resource consumption 
based on average levels of employment.

Highlights of 1996-97 Plans and Recent Performance 


Highlights 


The plans for the Hazardous Materials Information Review Commission in 1996-97 will be to: 


render decisions and orders on the validity of some 315 claims for exemption and the 
compliance of associated WHMIS material safety data sheets, depending upon receipt of 
health and safety advice documents from Health Canada (see page 15); 


process 7 outstanding appeals (see page 17); 


achieve 30% cost recovery of total annual program costs through efficiency gains and 
increased enforcement (see page 17); 


further reduce backlog of claims awaiting processing (see page 17); and 


identify additional measures to reduce the cost of reviewing material safety data sheets, 
particularly for claim reapplications (see page 17). 


Recent Performance 


The Commission's major achievements for the 1994-95 fiscal year were the following: 


A total of 196 decisions were issued by Screening Officers on claims for exemption 
representing an increase of 19.5% over the previous year. All were found valid respecting 
the right to withhold the claimed confidential business information. However, material 
safety data sheets for all but three of the controlled products were found in non-compliance 
(see pages 13 and 15); 


Some 207 claims were registered as of March 31, 1995 (see page 16); and 


The Commission undertook a complete operational review of its program, including a 
review of the efficiency and effectiveness of the claims processing procedures at the 
Commission and Health Canada. The efficiency and effectiveness measures identified will 
contribute to the program's cost recovery rate (see page 17).

Explanation of Change: The financial requirements for 1996-97 are $16,000 or 1% higher than the 1995-96 
forecast of expenditures. This change is attributed to an increase in Employee Benefit Plans and also reflects 
a net increase to cover anticipated statutory gazetting requirements and Appeal Board operations. 


Explanation of 1995-96 Forecast: The 1995-96 forecast, which is based on information available as of 
December 31, 1995, is $151,000 or 11% lower than the 1995-96 Main Estimates of $1,353,000 (see Spending 
Authorities, page 4). This change is primarily due to the establishment of a $58,000 frozen allotment to cover 
year one of Program Review, lower overtime costs, lower operating costs in the administration of appeal 
boards and lower statutory gazetting requirements.

Explanation of Change: The 1994-95 expenditures were $210,000 or 15% lower than the Main Estimates. 
This decrease is primarily due to lower than anticipated personnel costs as a result of staffing delays and 
anticipated lower overtime costs, and to lower operating costs in the administration of appeal boards and 
lower statutory gazetting requirements. 


The 1994-95 revenues were $14,000 lower than the Main Estimates due to a lower number of claims filed 
and the receipt of no appeals. 
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C. Background 
ds Introduction 


The Workplace Hazardous Materials Information System (WHMIS) is a national system 
developed through extensive consultation between organized labour, industry and the federal, 
provincial and territorial governments. Its aim is to reduce the incidence of illness and injury 
caused by using hazardous materials in the workplace. Recognizing the importance of 
striking a balance between the workers' right to be provided with information on hazardous 
substances and the right of employers to preserve the confidentiality of bona fide confidential 
business information, the Hazardous Materials Information Review Commission (the 
Commission) was established as an administrative law tribunal to determine the validity of 
claims for exemption from full disclosure and to provide for appeals arising from such 
judgements. It should be noted that the Commission plays no inspection role in WHMIS. 
The responsibility for enforcing the reporting requirements of WHMIS is shared by Health 
Canada, Human Resources Development Canada and various provincial and territorial 
occupational safety and health organizations within their respective jurisdiction. 


2. Mandate 


The Commission was established by the Hazardous Materials Information Review Act 
(HMIRA) enacted in June 1987 and proclaimed in force October 1987. 


3. Program Objective 


To allow suppliers or employers involved with hazardous industrial materials to protect 
confidential business information concerning their products and at the same time to ensure 
that workers are provided with accurate safety and health information for these products. 


4. Program Description 


The Commission is an arms-length tribunal charged with making decisions on claims for 

exemption from the reporting requirements of WHMIS, filed by suppliers of, or employers 
using hazardous industrial materials, on the basis that disclosure would reveal confidential 
business information. Based upon advice from Health Canada toxicologists, Commission 
staff also determine whether material safety data sheets and labels which accompany the 
claims comply with the provisions of the Hazardous Products Act, Canada Labour Code and 

various provincial and territorial legislations concerning occupational health and safety. An 

exemption is valid for a 3-year period after which the claimant may re-apply. A claimant or 
affected parties have the right to appeal a screening officer's decision or order to an 

_ independent, tripartite appeal board set up in the province of appeal and administered by the 
Commission. In addition, the Commission is responsible for the security of confidential 
business information and may disclose it only for administration and enforcement of the Act 
or in the event of a medical emergency to persons who are bound to keep it confidential. 
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SF Program Organization for Delivery 


Activity Structure: The Commission has one activity which is the Hazardous Materials 
Information Review Commission. 


Organization Structure: The President, as chief executive officer, has the authority and 
responsibility to supervise and direct the work of the Commission; he reports directly to the 
Council of Governors and the Minister of Health. 


Consistent with the tripartite nature of WHMIS and the delegation of authority to the 
Commission to administer provincial employer WHMIS trade secret provisions, the 
Hazardous Materials Information Review Act requires that the Council of Governors consists 
of members appointed by the Governor in Council after consultation with representatives of 
suppliers, employers and organized labour, and the federal, provincial and territorial 
governments. The functions of the Council are, among others, to make recommendations to 
the Minister on changes to the Commission's fee structure and to procedures for reviewing 
claims for exemption, including procedures to be used by appeal boards. 


The organization of the Commission is based on two statutory activities: reviewing 
and making decisions on the validity of claims for exemption and the compliance of material 
safety data sheets (MSDS) and labels associated with claims; and administering an 
independent appeals process. These activities are carried out through the Operations Branch, 
the Compliance Branch and the Appeals Branch. The Commission's organization structure is 
presented in Figure 3.

Appeals 
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The Operations Branch is the first point of contact between the Commission and its 
clientele. It is responsible for the registration, handling and security of claims for exemption 
including the confidential business information. 


The Claims Registration function includes controlling the collection and verification of 
claimant fees and other claim information. After a preliminary review for omissions and 
errors, the claims are then prioritized to ensure that workers are not put at undue risk while 
claims are being reviewed. Registry numbers are issued for claims and filing dates are 
established pursuant to the Hazardous Materials Information Review Regulations. Notices of 
Filing and other statutory notices are arranged for publication in the Canada Gazette in order 
to afford affected parties an opportunity to make representations. 


The Operations Branch is also responsible for the Commission's communications, 
financial, personnel, electronic data processing, security and administrative services. It 
ensures that appropriate measures are in place to monitor the cost recovery position of the 
Commission by preparing reports to the President, the Council of Governors and Treasury 
Board. 


The Compliance Branch has the statutory responsibilities of deciding if claims meet 
the criteria qualifying them for exemption and of determining if MSDSs or labels submitted 
with the claims comply with regulations and WHMIS reporting requirements. In deciding on 
the validity of claims, the Screening Officers review the claims by applying the criteria 
prescribed in the Hazardous Materials Information Review Regulations. 


The review of MSDSs and labels requires the application of legislation which is also 
administered by other agencies, as well as the consideration of health and safety advice 
received from Health Canada experts. Ifa decision is reached that an MSDS or label does 
not meet WHMIS requirements, an Order is issued respecting the changes which must be 
carried out. In cases where claims are ruled invalid or MSDSs or labels are declared non- 
compliant, formal notices and orders are issued respecting not only the decisions but also, 
where appropriate, the corrective action to be taken. Once a decision or order is made, a 
formal notice is published in the Canada Gazette. Claimants are required to submit copies of 
_ their revised MSDSs which are then reviewed to ensure compliance with the order. 


The Appeals Branch is primarily responsible for convening, as and when needed, 

_ independent, tripartite and quasi-judicial boards to hear appeals arising from the decisions or 
orders of Screening Officers. Claimants or affected parties may appeal by filing a statement 
of appeal with the Director of Appeals. An appeal may relate to the compliance of an MSDS, 
the rejection of a claim or to a request that confidential business information be disclosed in 

_ confidence to an affected party for occupational safety and health reasons. 
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An appeal board is comprised of a chairperson appointed by the Director of Appeals, 
and two members appointed by the Chairperson, one representing suppliers and/or 
employers, and the other, workers. Board members are selected from lists of potential 
nominees established and maintained by the Branch in accordance with HMIRA. 


For each appeal filed, a Notice of Appeal is published in the Canada Gazette providing 
affected parties an opportunity to make representations to the board. Once the Board has 
heard and ruled on the appeal, a Notice of Decision is published in the Canada Gazette by the 
Director of Appeals. Parties may then apply to the Federal Court for a judicial review of the 
Board's decision. 


D. Planning Perspective 
iE External Factors Influencing the Program 


The number of claims which are filed with the Commission is an important factor impacting 
on the Commission's ability to increase its rate of cost recovery. The number of claims 
received averages out to about 200 per year. This is, however, a much lower number than 
was estimated for the purposes of full cost recovery under the present fee structure. With a 
view to increasing the degree to which it can cost recover its operations, the Commission, in 
consultation with its Council of Governors and Health Canada, identified operational 
efficiencies and effectiveness measures. In an effort to reduce costs of processing claims, the 
Commission's Council of Governors established a tripartite working committee to examine 
the scope of the review of MSDSs with a view to simplifying the review process, thereby 
making it more efficient. The Committee reported back to Council on the options, as well as 
their efficiency and effectiveness at protecting the health and safety of workers within the 
existing statutory requirements. 


Enforcement is a key factor impacting on the number of claims. Inspection of supplier 
and employer MSDSs and labels for compliance with WHMIS requirements is the 
responsibility of provincial and Human Resources Development Canada occupational safety 
and health inspectors. Based on the inspection statistics submitted by these agencies, Health 
Canada reports that there has been significant increased enforcement which could lead to an 
increase in the number of claims filed to the Commission. 


The number of decisions rendered by the Screening Officers is dependent on the 
number of health and safety advice documents received from Health Canada relating to the 
compliance of MSDSs with WHMIS requirements. Decisions on the claim and compliance 
of the applicable MSDS can only be rendered by the Screening Officers once these advice 
documents are received. 
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bi Initiatives 


The Commission has no new initiatives to report on for 1996-97. The following is an update 
on previously reported initiatives: 


Amendments to the Hazardous Materials Information Review Act (originally identified 
in 1990-91): In 1990-91, a Memorandum to Cabinet was prepared and approved by Special 
Committee of Council on proposed amendments to the Hazardous Materials Information 
Review Act. These amendments address a number of important, technical corrections required 
to the Act to ensure the protection of confidential business information (CBI) and to enhance 
the provision of health and safety to workers. Other government priorities at the Department 
of Justice have resulted in a considerable delay in the completion of this legislation. It is 
expected that the draft legislation may be completed by Justice in the 1996-97 fiscal year. 


Evaluation of the System for Release of Confidential Business Information (originally 
identified in 1989-90): A draft memorandum of understanding was prepared and discussed 
with the Department of Transport respecting the handling of requests for CBI which may be 
released to physicians or registered nurses by the Commission through the Canadian 
Transport Emergency Centre (CANUTEC) in cases of medical emergency. Re-discussion of 
the draft memorandum of understanding has been held. Its finalization is dependent upon the 
enactment of the proposed amendments to the HMIRA (referenced above), as several 
amendments relate directly to provisions set out in the draft agreement. 


E. Performance Information and Resource Justification 


The Commission issued a total of 196 decisions on claims for exemption during fiscal year 
1994-95. This represents an increase of 19.5% from the previous year's actual output of 164 
(see Figure 4). Some of the claims, for which a health and safety advice document was 
received from Health Canada, were withdrawn by the claimants before a decision was 
rendered. In many instances, considerable time had been expended on the decision-making 
process. 


During 1994-95, advice documents relating to 212 claims were received. Quality 
control measures continued to be applied to the health and safety advice received from Health 
Canada. Although quality assurance had previously been carried out on 100% of advice 
documents, effective October 1, 1994, the Commission reduced this to a 10% random 
sample. Procedural changes implemented by Health Canada in 1994-95 have allowed the 
Commission to significantly reduce the scope of its quality control program. 


A significant proportion of time is spent on preparatory work related to the issuance of 
decisions on claims for exemption and compliance of associated MSDSs. In most cases, pre- 
screening a claim results in the determination that the claimant has not provided all of the 
supporting documentation as required by the Hazardous Materials Information Review 
Regulations. An opportunity is then given to claimants to supplement their initial 
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submissions in order that the decision on claim validity can be based on as much relevant 
information as possible. As for the determination of MSDS compliance, before seeking the 
advice of Health Canada experts in this regard, the Commission contacts claimants to ensure 
that the latest version of the MSDS has been obtained, and requests information respecting 
the basis on which it was initially prepared by the claimant. As well, this contact affords the 
opportunity to identify/confirm claim status, in the event that the claim will be withdrawn. 
With this information, Health Canada and the Commission are better placed to render higher 
quality advice and decisions, respectively, as well as eliminating, to the fullest extent 
possible, work being done unnecessarily. Although the efficiency of the Commission in 
rendering decisions could be increased by foregoing this process and rendering decisions on 
the face of the information provided by the claimant when the filing was made, it is the 
Commission's view that this would simply increase the number of appeals and potentially 
hamper the availability of products on the Canadian market while not protecting Canadian 
workers any more effectively. During 1994-95, 265 claims were withdrawn. The exemption 
period for another 17 claims expired, for a total withdrawal figure of 282 (see Figure 6). 
Claimants have chosen to withdraw a claim they have filed with the Commission for a 
variety of reasons including the product was never sold in Canada; the product is no longer 
being sold in Canada; the CBI ingredient(s) has (have) been removed from the product 
formulation; former CBI ingredient(s) is (are) now being disclosed on the MSDS; or there 
has been a change in product ownership.

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Of the 196 claims adjudicated during 1994-95, all were found valid when assessed 
against the regulatory criteria respecting the confidentiality of the claimed information that 
ordinarily would have to have been disclosed on the relevant MSDS. However, MSDSs for 
all but three of the controlled products associated with these claims were found in non- 
compliance with the WHMIS requirements. In such cases, formal orders were issued by 
Screening Officers to bring about necessary corrections. An analysis of the MSDS violations 
found in respect of these claims is presented below (see Figure 5).

Looking ahead to 1996-97, the Commission's forecast for the number of decisions to be 
_ rendered has again been based on Health Canada's expected outputs of health and safety 
advice. Although Health Canada expects to deliver advice documents for some 284 claims, 
the Commission has targeted the issuance of 315 decisions, which includes a number of 
advice documents, received from the previous fiscal year, that will be in process at the 
beginning of the year. 
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During fiscal year 1994-95, the Commission registered 207 claims. A breakdown of total 
claims filed and registered is presented in Figure 6. Registration of some 261 claims is 
forecasted for 1995-96 which include claims from previous years where outstanding 
information is required to register the claims as well as filings due to enforcement. 
Registration of 277 claims is anticipated for 1996-97. This figure includes a number of 
potential claims for purposes of reapplication by claimants in those instances where their 
three-year exemption period is due to expire, and they wish to continue the protection of their 
trade secret.

In order to identify potential claimants, staff continue to liaise with provincial 
government representatives regarding collaborative efforts in identifying suppliers who claim 
proprietary information on MSDSs without registering the claim with the Commission. 
During 1994-95, with a view to assisting occupational safety and health inspectors, the 
Commission continued providing its cooperation to the Ontario Ministry of Labour, in a joint 
trade secret enforcement endeavour to determine the level of compliance/non-compliance to 
the WHMIS trade secret disclosure requirements. Results from this pilot project, initiated 
early in 1994, indicate a high level of MSDS non-compliance with respect to ingredient 
disclosure requirements, which is being addressed by the Hazardous Products Act inspectors 
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with the respective suppliers. A number of referrals relating to potential claimants have also 
been made to the Commission as a result of inspection efforts in British Columbia. As 
reported by the provincial WHMIS Coordinator, this is due to the high level of enforcement 
activity. The Commission will continue to support efforts by provincial safety and health 
agencies to increase compliance of the trade secret regulatory requirements, thereby assuring 
that claims are properly filed and that a level competitive field is maintained for suppliers 
who do file with the Commission. 


In support of its cost recovery mandate, the Commission closely monitors costs against 
the revenue stream from user fees. In an effort to achieve a higher rate of cost recovery, the 
Commission's Council of Governors established a tripartite committee to review procedures 
related to the review of MSDS compliance and its associated costs. The Committee 
produced a report identifying streamlining measures, which were implemented by the 
Commission and Health Canada. The anticipated effect of these streamlining should help to 
increase the level of cost recovery to 30% in 1995-96 (see Figure 10). These measures will 
allow the target for the number of decisions rendered by the Commission to be increased, 
thereby having a positive impact in terms of reducing its backlog. 


The Commission will continue identifying additional measures to reduce the cost of 
reviewing material safety data sheets, particularly for claim reapplications. The possibility of 
a reapplication arises when the 3-year exemption period respecting a valid claim for 
exemption is about to expire. To maintain the protection of the confidential business 
information, the claimant is required to file a new claim for exemption with the Commission. 


Although the organization does not fully recover its cost of operations, it continues to 
improve upon its recovery of annual costs. The costs to be recovered are those incurred by 
the Commission as well as resources expended by Health Canada to provide health and safety 
advice on the compliance of MSDSs and labels. Operational efficiencies and effectiveness 
measures have been considered by the Commission as a priority since its establishment. In 
1994-95, the Commission provided Treasury Board with a status report on its achievement of 
cost recovery. In response to this report, the Commission is targeting improvement on its 
level of recovery to 40% of total annual program costs by 1997-98. This is to be achieved by 
_ working towards an interim annual cost recovery target of 30% for each of the fiscal years 
1995-96 and 1996-97. 


The Appeals Branch provided procedural and administrative services to the Appeal 
Board appointed in 1994-95 to review and rule on the first seven appeals ever filed against 
_ decisions and orders rendered by the Commission's Screening Officers. As a result of the 
_ publication of the Notice of Appeal in the Canada Gazette, the Appeal Board granted 
standing to one affected party to intervene in the appeal proceedings. Procedural conferences 
_ were held during 1994-95 and the initial part of 1995-96 for the purpose of considering 
preliminary matters in order to contribute to the fair and expeditious conduct of the appeal 
proceedings. The appeal hearings are expected to be convened and completed during 
1996-97. 
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In 1996-97, the Commission projects the receipt of a total of 3 appeals, based on an 
estimated 1% appeal rate. 


In line with the objective to inform potential claimants about its role, the Commission 
distributed 1,400 publications in the 1994-95 fiscal year. In addition, during this reporting 
period, the Commission received a total of 289 enquiries, sent out 132 information packages, 
and referred 111 enquiries to WHMIS coordinators and other departments or agencies for 
response. 


In its continuing effort to strive for cost efficiencies and savings, the Commission 
relocated its offices in 1994-95, collocating with another small agency with similar 
accommodation requirements. The sharing of hearing and meeting room facilities will result 
in long-term accommodation savings to the government. Additional measures, like the 
sharing of costs for mail services, will assist in the Commission's efforts for more efficient 
operations. Further opportunities will be sought, where possible, for the sharing of other 
support services.

by Full-time equivalents (FTE) is a measure of human resource consumption based on average levels of 


employment. FTE factors out the length of time that an employee works during each week by 
calculating the rate of assigned hours of work over scheduled hours of work. FTE's are not subject to 
Treasury Board control but are disclosed in Part III of the Estimates in support of personnel 
expenditure requirements specified in the Estimates. 


Note: The current salary range column shows the salary ranges by occupational group at October 1, 1995. 
The average salary column reflects the estimated base salary costs including allowance for collective 
agreements, annual increments, promotions and merit pay. Year-to-year comparison of averages 
may be affected by changes in the distribution of the components underlying the calculations.

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oo. Revenue 


The Commission receives revenue from user fees which were set for its two statutory 
activities, namely: 


¢ The review of claims for limited exemption from the requirements of WHMIS. 

¢ The appeals process. 

Based on the currently approved fee schedule, on workload estimates, and on the 
number of decisions to be rendered, revenue from claims and appeals for 1996-97 is 


estimated at $646,000 as per Figure 9.

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D. Net Cost of Program 


The costs to be recovered are those incurred annually by the Commission as well as 
resources required by Health Canada to provide professional advice on material safety data 
sheets and labels. Although the Commission does not fully recover its cost of operations, 
it continues to improve upon its rate of recovery (see Figure 10). 


The Estimates of the Program include only expenditures to be charged to its voted 
and statutory authorities. Figure 11 provides other cost items which need to be taken into 
account to arrive at the estimated net cost of the Program.
